All Alberts Troopes ' 
follow’d this new ’Loader, who feemd 
to be lent to them from Heaven ; and , 
as if they had at the lame time beeti 
infpir’d with freih Vigour , they 
charg'd the Barbarians fo rudely, 
that eighteen thoufand lay dead upon 
the place, the reft thought of nothing 
but Flight. 

While the 'Arms of Sigijmundh&d. 
this happy fuccefs ih Hungary , his 
affairs profper’d no lefs in other pla- 
ces. The Hujfites, weak'nd by their 
Lodes, and either terrifi’d ’ by the , 
Threats, or gain’d by . the Promifes of 
Emperor, at length return’d to their 
duty. The Treaty of Trague put an 
end to all the Troubles ot Bohemia, 
and upon a hidden the Imperial Ai> 
thority was re-eftablilh’d. ' * 

- Alt things being thus calm’d^, and 
Albert having disbanded his Troops, 
Aubuffon attended the : Nobility that 
went to the Emperour’s Court. There 
he was receiv’d as ope that contribu- 
B j ted 
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fed highly to the Victory in Huh* 
g<py i and that which was related to 
Sigifmuttd touching ttye Valour of 
the young French Gentleman,engag’d 
that Prince to give him publtck mark? 
bfhis efteem and acknowledgment;. 
But AuHJfty not only attracted the 
praifes and favours of the Emperouj. 
py his hdl exploits in War : for he 
plib gain’d his good will and kindnefs 
by his carriage near his perfon, and 
the care which he took to pleafc 
him. 

Sigtfmund was endu’d with all the 
noble Qualities of a great Prince. Bq- 
fides that he w as valiant, wife, reli- 
gious ;’he lov'd Learning in particu- 
lar, and had a great value for learned 
men, whom hepreferr’d upon all cp- 
pafions, before perfons that had no- 
thiog to recommend them but their 
Birth. He was himfelf learned, pey- 
fcdly well rpad inHiftory. He uncles 
#909 and fpoke the Lafine tongue, as . 
,he made, it appear at the Council of 
■CovjtaHce, by. the tellimony of Gerfin 
jCnancellour /of the Univer^ty of 
Smarts, who Was prefenp there.and was 
; - ‘ charm’d 
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Teter 'D'AubuJfon. .7 - 

charm’d with the laft fpeech of that 
Prince. For that reafonhe could not 
endure ignorance in his Courtiers ; 
and would fay fometimes, that he 
was alham’d of the Electors, who 
had not the leaft tin&ure of Learn- 
ing. 

Though AubuJJon were endu’d 
with a Martial foul, and that the love 
of war overfwayd his Inclinations, yet 
had he a difpofition and a Gcnious 
for Learning. He had a quick and 
piercing wit j a happy memory, and 
a folid judgment. So that it was no 
difticult thifcg for him to conform 
himfelf to the humour of theEmperor,- 
having in a ihort time, fitted himfelf 
for all manner of addrefles. After he 
had ftudy’d the languages as much 
as was requifite for a .Souldier to 
know ; he apply 'd himfelf to the un- 
dcrftanding of all the noble fcienccs. 

He learnt the Mapps, the . Mathe- 
maticks, and above all the reft, that 
part with concernes the Art of war. 

Bpt Uiftory was his Principal ftudie ; 

He made a kind of bufincfs & Exer-; 
eife of it, reading more to inftrud 
B 4 then 

/» 
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3hbti divert- frimfelf. For hewasrmoc 
contented tocharge his memory with 
geest nathes, aijcf ftrange Accidenrs, 
as many do that read; but he itiil 
made Judicious reflexions upon where 
he read,- > propofihg to himfelf, as ex- 
amples to follow, the a&ions of men 
JlluftrioOs. Above all things, he ex- 
amin’d the lives of great men, aad 
making advantage of their Vices, os 
well -as of their Vertues, he became 
ft Mailer to -himfelf for the governing 
his own Manners. 

Whatever love he had for reading, 
and what ever pleafure he took in it?, 
yet he ; fludy’d the world more then 
books : and above all the world, and 
ail books, the Emperor. As he had ft 
free accefs to his petfon, and was 
with him every day, he was able to 
ebferve nere at hand hisMaximes* 
his words his anions, and' ail his be- 
haviour, But among all the Vertues of 
Sigifmmd hewas taken with none 
more then his Zeal for the Chriftian 
Faith ; ' of which he brew'd fo many 
rea ! marks,- flot only in the Councils 
which he tip held by his authority and 
1 ‘ r . prefen.ee, 

i 
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prefeabe, hut alfa by the nars which 
he undercook -agairift the Infidels. 

. Thus thc Gotiftj which; is ufaally 
the corrupted of yoiith» wasto Ate* 
Suffon a fchooJ of iw*foamr:and vetv 
tue. Where,foefides rhe.lovewhich 
it taught him to. have for learn- 
ing, and to. make a found judgment 
.of things, he acquir’d Integrity, and 
became .;a: man of Veistiie and Re- 
pute. ■ - . 

With fuch :«ofcle Inclinations -as 
.thefe, he might eafily pretend to great 
employments 1 in a Court where Jus- 
■fli'ce was done to merit. And- certainly 
he had attain'd thereto, as much a 
ftranger as* he was, had not his For* 
tones been- overtumd by the Death of 
the Emperor. , 

Albert Duke of Aufiria \ who foe* 
ceeded Sigtjmutid, had not. .for Av* 
bnffott thofe kind' thoughts as his 
predecefiors. Whether it were thatho 
did not naturally love the French, or 
whether the Favors of the deceas'd 
Emperour provok'd - his hatred of a

Court. Sq foon as he came there, his 
proper perfon, his fparkliog counte- 
nance, his noble Air attracted the 
eyes of all upon him ; but his pru- 
-dent and hone ft carriage, his wit, his 
politenefs, his pleafant converfation 
gain’d almoft the hearts of every 
one. • 4 

In regard he was of the County of 
Marche, and younger Son of the 
Vicounts of that County, the Count 
of Marche, Governour of the 7)oS- 
f>htn, ihew’d him great refpetft, and 
did him the honour to be his Patron. 
This Relation which Aubufan had 
to the Count, gave him opportunity 
often to wait upon the 2)olfhin,who 
was almoft of Age.

ifon, when he carry’d the City by A If- 
•fault, making his entry a littlewhilc 
after into ‘Paris, commanded his at> 
'.tendance Upon him to Court,with the 
'chief of. hi'S Nobility; This Entry was 
one of the moft magnificent that ever 
was made :» And it may be truly faid 
ro be th^ftrft day that Charles began 
to reafcend His Throne; Several Ci- 
ties follow’d the example of the Ca- 
pital * and > thole that flood out were 
•for the moft part reduc’d by force. 
Auhttfson every where gave fignal 
itnarhs of his Courage i bur upon one 
occafion he made it apparent that a

The'Ciry 
defended it felf Withgre&t courage ’ 
and obftiriacy. • Upon which the Dol- 
phin; witfi whom rhetediOttfnefs of . 
the feige did not agreb,' found a fair 
Oecafion to fatisfie hisbdyling and 
ambitiousHUmour. ’ , 

The Emperet Frederick- the third; 
diflatisffd wkh the Swijjes , who 
pretended to have nothing to do with 
the Houfe of Aflria, and who under 
that pretence affe&ed a kind of Inde- 
pendent ie, not much differing from a 
Revolt ; invited France by rhe medi- 
ation of Sigiftnund, Duke of Auftrta; 
to cotte and defend the Rights of the , 
Bmpire; There needed no more en- ' 
couragerfient for the Dolphin , who 
had elpoufed the Sifter of the Dut- 
chefs of Anflria , tO enter Alfacta with 
an Army. AuBuffon was one of the 
young Lords that attended him, and 
One who had the greateft ihare. in the 
defeat of the Swijfes near BaJU : Biit 
the Duke having reduc’d feme places, 
and caft a terror upon others, march’d 
hack again fooner then was bxpe&ecL 
6 fomb 
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Either because the Emperour, unwill- 
ing t» draw upon himfelf ill will, 
for being the occafion of the war, in 
fome meafare difown’d it; or becaufe 
the German Lord, who had conduc- 
ed the French Army into Switzer- 
land , and. was to have been their 
guide through all the narrow and dif- 
ficult ftrejghts of the Mountains, be- 
ing flain, there was no fafety in pro- 
ceeding farther. 

In the mean time the Affair of Mets 
being brought to an accommodation, 
advantageous for the Bafeigers, and 
honourable for the , Befeiged ; the 
Embafiadors of the German Princes, 
whom the Dolphins march had 
alarm'd, came to demand a confirma- 
tion of the ancient Alliances between 
France and Germany. Their de- 
mands were granted them; and as 
there .is a time when the Spirit of 
Peace is predominant, the truce was 
prolong’d for five years between 
France zxA England. The Court in 
fuch a quiet calm began to think of 
nothing but divertifement : and the 
Marriage of Margaret, Daughter of 
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the KiBg T of dV« 7 /V, with Henry King 
of England, occafion’d fuch extraor- 
dinary rejoydngs, that they had al* 
mOit forgot their laft- troubles. Ne- 
ver was a more beautiful Court, nor 
a more numerous, then th&t of- Haney : 

For ijbt to fpeak of the feveral Prin- * 
ces and Prihcefles that were of Idler 
dignity, there were; two Kings, arid 
three QueenS befide. The Earl of 
Suffolk, Who was fehi; to fetch the 
new Qjieen of England, had with 
hida the flower of the Englifh Nobi* 
lity. Scleral dales' Were alfo, fpent 
in magnificent Tiirnaments , where 
the King of France, and the King of 
Sicily tan together. 

But Aubtiffon food gfew Weary of 
that which employ'd others fo much 
to their defight. Befides that he na-' 
turally lov’d war, he had Principles 1 
of Piety which did hot Cdrrefponcl 
with a lazie and voluptuous life. On 
the other fide, the victories of "John 
Hunnlades , and George Cajtriofe , 
which they had obtain’d againfb 
Antural, infpft’d hirft with a new zeal 1 
for Religion ; and the Cruelties which 1 
C % " the

the lurks exercis’d againft the Chri- 
ftiansat the Battel of Varna, awal^n’d 
in him the hatred which he hid con- 
ceiv'd againft the Enemies ofj^ua 
Chrift. i ' 

He could not but with great grief 
of mind underftand.the report which 
ran at that time* . that Vladi flaws King 
of Toland, and Cardinal Cefarinii thq 
Popes Legate' had j?eep flead , alive by . 
thofq Barbarians , But it was joyful 
news to him, that t,he Knights of 
St. John of Jerusalem, had obtain’d 
fcveral advantages againft the Sara- 
cens i and that the Soldan of rBLgypt, 
had a little before? rais'd his. fcige 
from before Rhodes,. In the ipidft of 
thef© thoughts, be took a refolution 
to fight againft the Infidels, and to ' 
the end he raight .be indifpepfably en- 
gag’d thereto, - he fram’d a defign at 
the fame time taembrace.rhe milita- 
ry order of St. Jo/pn of Jerusalem, j 
Heaven, that* infpir’d him with thefe 
high thoughts,, gave him the power, 
to execute them with fpecd. He de- 
parted for Rhodes^mx. all the Charms 
of the Co^rtbefngiahle *q detain him. 

si The 
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‘ The multitude of French Gender 
men that daily throng'd to Rhodes 
to^be made Knights, had oblig’d the 
Grand-inafter to make an Order that 
none,. would be receiv’d, until the 
Treasury,, ©xhaufted by the late Wars, 
vverefofnewhat repletuflid. Never- 
chd efs Aubufton was admitted ,* whe- 
ther it w£re that they faw in his per- 
ron fomewhat extraordinary that 
fpake krhis behalf, or that it were a 
peculiar ; favour , in r^fped: to Lewis 
D' Aubujfoft his Uncle , one of the 
mod famous Knights of Rhodes , and . 
known in Hiftory by the name of the 
Commander of Cbarroux .• Or whe- 
ther it were that , the Grand-mader , 
were infpir’d to exceed bis own Rubles 
in favour of a Perfon, who was after- 
wards to . be the vfupport of the 
Orders, ; / 

Our new Knight had ho great diffi- 
culty to; undergo the ufual Examina- 
tions, though at thattime they were 
much ' more drift than afterwards. 
For all things that render a Family 
Ulaftriougj were to be found with ad- 
vantage in his : For as to the antiqui- 
' C } ty 
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ty of it, the original of the Houfe 
of Aubufon, is unknown and uncer- 
tain, as of rhoft Families in the Vtfofld. 
But that which may fee certainly 
averr’d is this ; that in the time of 
Charlemciitie , the Anceftors'of Pierre 
2 )* Aubujfon were very famous ’in 
France. For the Kings of the fecond 
face having fettl’d Counts 4 b govern 
every Province, and thefe Lords al- 
wayes choofing the greateft Lbrds of 
their Province for their Lieutenants^ 
Jeffrey, firft Gouht of Marche ; chofe 
his Lieutenant out of the Houfe of 
Aubufon, about the year 860, This 
Lieutenant to the Lord, whofe name 
we know not , was call’d Yicount 
Tyjiubuffbn from the name of the 
principal Place which he poffefs’d. 

‘ Turpin , whb was de&ed Bilhop of 
Limoges in the year 898, and whom 
Aymar of Chabdnois extolls ho lefs 
for the 1 pi eft dor of his Bttfth, theh' 
for the holinefs of his Life, was the 
Son of the firft Vicount ofAubuffon, 
and Brother of Reginald the firft , 
who was Vicotint under his Father, 

. - - l -- " - : • • under’ 
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under Sulpcius rhe lecond, Earl of 
March e, Son of Jefi'ereyr. 

The dignity o3F Vi'doune remain’d- 
above four hundred years in thatFa- 
inily of Auhuffon , fricceffively from 
Father to Son, till that Raymund the' 
firft having no Children, fold it to' 
Hugues Earl of March' to the preju- 
dice of his Brother Ranulphus iy An- 
hujfcn, who continu’d the Pofterity. 

Piety and Liberality, which in thole 
times highly diftinguiih’d the great 
Lords from thofe of mean extraction,- 
were hereditary vertues in this Fami- 
ly. For, riot to fpeak any thing of 
Bifliop Titrp% fo magnificent in all 
that concern’d the worfbip of the Al- 
j tar ; the Vicounts 7) r Auhujfon, were 
alwaies very Religious, and gave con- 
fiderable ^Donations to, fevcral Chur- 
ches and Abbeys. 

Thele Lords and their Delcendants 
fignaliz’d themfelves uponffeveralOc- 
cafions, where the in ter eft of France 
was concern’d. Witnefs Guy 7XAu- 
hujfon, who performed lb many noble 
A<$$, in the War with the Enghjh un- 
der Charles the fifth, who haying re- 
C 4 ceiv’d 
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edit’d many wounds in the defence 
of his Came of Monteil, was tak’a 
Prifoncr with his Wife and Children' 
by the Enemy. Witnefs aJfo John, 
Aubujfon, Lord of Borne , Antho- 
tty'D'Auhujfon, Lord olVidepeare , 
and Anthony '!£>’ Aubujfon Lord of 
Mcyteil, who made their fidelity and 
their zeal for the fervice of Charles 
the feventh appear ; whofe Chamber- 
laines they were at fuch a time when 
' ah the Kings Officers were Peers of 
h^gh quality. . 

Laftly, that which infinitely advan- 
ces the Horde of Aubujfon, and per- 
haps diftingui^oes it from, afl others* 
is; this, that being fo ancient,, it was 
never mix’d, but has ftili in the faipq 
County preferv’4 the feme Eftate ^ 
fo that Francis, ©’ Auhifon , Duke* 
and Peer, Marffial of France , and Col- 
Jpoel o£ the French Guards, poilefles 
at this day the Signiory oi- FueiUade* 
which has f*e$h time out of, mind ii\ 
tne pofTeffion of the Vicounrs.2)’ An-, 
bvjfon his Ancpftors. , 1 

hut to return to out Hifiory, Au r ‘ 
buffou was no fooner arriv’d at 

" ’ Rhodes , 
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Rhodes , but he underflood that there 
was a peace going to be made with. 
Amur at, and that it was almoft con- 
cluded by the Soldan of Egypt. In 
regard he had an extream paflion to 
fight with the enemies of Chrift, this 
news was not overwelcome to him, 
only he was in hopes that it - would 
foon be brok’n. 

In the mean time he let himfelf to 
fludy-the duty of a true Knight. Pre- 
fently he underflood that the Knights 
pf Rhodes were to joyn together in 
Valour and Piety : that a cowardly 
Knight, or a Libertine, wasfomething 
monftrous : that for them to live ac- 
cording to the intent of their Calling, 
there was a neceffity for them exact- 
ly to follow the maxims of the Go- 
fpel, and that they were not to draw 
their Swords, but in the defence of 
the Church, or for th» relief of the 
Faithful: that /for that reafon they 
wore their Crofs upon their Habit, 
and that their Imprefle was. For the 
Faith. He oft’n revolv’d in his mind 
the vertues and the exploits of thofe 
ancient Knights that firfl made them- 

felves 1 
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fpivcs Mailers of Rhodes, and after? 
wards fo couragioufly withftood Ou 
ipman the firft King of the . Turks . 

But notwithftanding the peace, be- 
cause it did not binder the roying.of 
Turkifh Pyrates, he feveral times put 
forth to Sea, and fo well acquitted. 
, lumfelf upon all occasions that pre- . 
Rented, that he obtain’d the cpm- 
Enandery of Satins % in the firft years 
©f hislervice. 

John de Lufttc, who at that time' 
govern’d the Order of St. John of Je~ 
rufalem], and .who was the firft to 
Whom the'publick vogue gave the ti- 
tle of Grand, mafler, ‘ food conceiv’d 
dl high Opinion of Monfieur 2)’ Au- 
iujfoit y as welf as James de. M ill/, who 
. was, Grand frtor of Auvergne , and 
who fuceee.dqd John de Luftic in the 
charge of Qrapd-mafter. 

The affairs of Rhodes were calm 
enqwghj . whep.the death of Amur at h % ' 
©r rather the ambition of Mahomet 
his fucceflor, raid’d flrange trophies 
©ver all Chriftendom, . „ 

Mahomet the fecorid is fo often 
inencion*d in the ftory, that I am to 

write. 
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Write, that it will not beamifs to de~ 
fcribe him before l go any farther. He , 
was one of thofc extraordinary perfb- 
»ages, who are not only endow'd with 
great Vertues, and great "Vices ; but 
one alfo freight with qualities al- 
together oppofite. Never was there 
a Prince mote wife, or more led away; 
more valiant, nor. more effeminate, 
more a Mailer, nor more a Slave to 
his paflions then he. Though he 
had a Countenance fomewhat wild, 
and fomethiiig of terrible in his eyes, 
he Could put on a' mild and engaging 
Aire when he pleas’d. His: SerragKo 
follow’d him' every where ; and he 
gave himfelf up to his pleafures iir 
rhe midft of the toyles of war % but , 
he was melancholy and cruel rin the 
height of bis pleafures, killing fome- 
times with his owii hand his- Eivou- 
. rites and hisMiltrefles in the heat of 
„ his debauchery; fo foon he alter’d: 
from love to cfioler and fury. He al- 
fo committed thefe cruelties fome- 
times in cold blood, more out of Po- 
licy then tranfportatioii. And it is 
reported of him, that when he re : . 

1 proach- 
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preach’^ the Souldiets . fcr-dFeimW 
cie, .and flacknefs m difciplirte’; -top 
tftiff sagmoRg them taking the boldnefs 
tb hifi him « the teeth with a young 
Gcicjan whom he padloiiately lov'd* 
he ctaa’d, her tp be brought ' forth , 
and’ to be by them beheld at ldfure : 
prfeet cupda when the Souldiers dazi’d; 
W«h her. beauty, agreed that'thc Bm- 
perors paffion was not without good 
re&fcrf)* Mahomet immediately >ftri- 
btiigofF he? dead with his Scimitar,* 
laid her head at their feet, to let thhm 
wadeeftand , . that ;PJ?afure was not 
bis Mafter, and that Whatever prone 1 , 
aeifs foehfkd to if, he lov’d nothing be-, 
yond hfe duty. 

•Me was thought up by his Mother, 
m'thc-pbnciplesof Chri/tianity,& in-' 
ftmdted by Maximits, Patriarch of the 
Greeks., However, he only made pro- 
fbflttHi'hf the Mahometan Religion or ; 
rfrtfecrhc.bad noRdigion at aJJjlaugh-; 
irfg at his. Prophet, and regarding. lefs: 
rheAltaron then the Golpel. He freely;. 
confefaTd thatitbe Chriftian Law was 
an admirable Law : blit he fo much 
abhorred ebdffhriftians, that when, he 

met 
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met With . one, he was alwafofr\?oe* 
to wajh bjs,hfln4$.and mouth,: as if 
*be very fight of a. Chriftian 
fold bim. 

He thought all things lawful to ©bp 
tain his ends.: and sever Kept hip 
word, toe when it flood with the co** 
vcnieocie of his affairs. For be pre- 
tended that he ow'd so refpe£t to 
any one , and treated all men like 
flaves, not coofidering that he. ow'd 
to bimfelf the fulfilling of the. word 
which he had giv'n to others, and 
that the laws, of fidelity oblige the 
Matters as well as the Slaves. Yet 
was he juft t© his, Sublets, and ad- 
minifler’d juftice. equally to all his 
people. Be thought much, fpeke 
attic negk&ed : nothing, inform’d 
bimfelf of all things , and di&nis’d 
bimfelf ©feed «o> foe what pafo-d in 
his.Smagto.ato inhtsArmy, He 
undetflood feveral Languages , and 
feveral Sciences,, araongft. the* reft 
Aflxology , which he fiudy’d Very 
much. Be was a love* of learned 
men , and excellent Artitts of any 
Ration whatever. Magnificent to- 
ward 
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ward the one and the other. Obfer- 
ving no moderation in reward, no 
more then he did in punifhment. In- 
defatigable he was in war, a contem- 
ner of danger, refolute in bad for- 
tune, infolent or moderate in profpe- 
ritie, as occafion requir’d : cunning' 
to conceal his enterprifes, and difco- 
ver thofe of his enemies: Artificial 
in his management, making ufe of 
the viieft means to compafshis ends : 
hut ambitious to excefs : accounting 
all his conquefts as nothing, and ft ill 
every day propofing new to himfelf. 
So predominant wan the love of ho- 
nour in him , and Alexander the 
great fo much his model, that he read 
his life continually, which he cau- 
fed on purpofe to be tranflated into 
Arabic, and he did him the honour to 
imitate him even in his vices. 

When Mahomet had taken pofleffi- 
on of the Ottoman Empire, after the 
death of Amurath his Father, he was 
prefently for an univerfal Monarchy, 
and firft he undertook to fubdue the 
Empire of the Greeks. He began 
his military expeditions with the 
' . feige 
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feige of the Capital, notwithftanding 
the peace which he had made with 
Conji anting ‘Paleologus Emperor of 
Conftanfitfofle ; or rather it wap un- 
der the prote<Stion of a peace Tolerant- 
ly fworn, that the Barbarian turn’d 
his armes upon that fide. , 

In regard Confiantine had made no 
provifion againft an attempt which he 
aid not miltruft, and fqr that the fuc- 
cour which he receiv’d from the King 
of Arragon , the Pope, and the Re- 
publick of Venice came too late, he 
could not fuftain the force of fo great 
an Army j fo that the City was ear- 
n’d by affault by the Infidels, nor- 
withftanding the refinance of the 
Chriftians. Never was feen a more 
tragical fpe&acle, than that which 
was then beheld. They made a moflt 
horrible daughter every where ; no- 
thing efcap’a the fury of the Souldi- 
ers. Women & Virgins of cjualitie 
were publickly defil’d ; and after- 
wards inhumanly mallacred. The 
Images & reliques of the Saints wer? 
cut to pieces. The Refemblances of 
Chrili thrown to the dogs ; and thp 

great 
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great Crucifix dragg’d about the 
ttreets, with moft dreadful acclama- 
tions and imprecations. Coqft online 
rather cho'fe to dye iii the defence of 
his Crown and faith , then to fall 
alive into the hands of the Barbari- 
ans. His head was carried upon a 
Lance round about the City ; and that 
there might not any footftep remain 
of the family of the e Paleologi, Maho± 
met caus’d the Princes and Princefles 
of the Blood-Royal to be flain in the 
midft of a magnificent Banquet ,- 
whereat he treated the Principal Offi- 
, cers of his Army. 

The taking of Constantinople caft a , 
terror upon all the Eafi, and oblig’d 
the Defpote of Servian the King of 
Cyprus, and the Emperour of Trebi- 
saond, to fue for the firiendlhip of the 
Turk. Which they could not obtain, 
but Upon paying a certain Tribute, 
as the Iflands of Scio, and Met cline 
did. The Knights of Rhodes would 
not ftoop to any fuch* diflionourable 
'condition ; and though Mahomets 
Ambafiador threatn’d the Knights 
With all that could be' expected from' 

a Potent 
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a Potent and Vi&orious Prince, if 
they refus’d to pay him 1000. Duc- 
cats a year , the Grand-Maftef an- 
fwer’d with a generous Chriftiani- 
ty. That the Order of Rhodes ac- 
knowledge d iione but the Apoftolick 
See, Which knew not what it was to 
pay Tribute : and that for His part 
he was refold’d rather to dye a thou- 
fand deaths, then to fiiffer in his 
time, that the Government which he 
had receiv’d free, ihould become tri- 
butary i and that if Mahomet made 
war againft the faith of Treaties, he 
hop’d that God, who is the revenger 
of injuries and impieties, would de- 
fend his own Wor/hip - againft dll the 
Ottoman Power. 

In regard the Knights were fear : 
ful leaft fo fierce an Anfwer might 
provoke Mahomet, they made it theif 
oufinefs to provide againft fo formi- 
dable an enemy. Butt becaufe the 
Society was then poor, and not able 
to maintain' a long War of itfelf, they 
thought it their beft way to engage' 
the Chriftiari Princes to their fide, 
especially the King, of France , upon 
0 whom 
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whom they lookt upon as the beft 
friend of their Order.The Commander 
2 )’ Attbuffoh was chofen for this Ent* 
baffage out of all the Commander^ 
of the French Nation. Not only be- 
caufe he had a particular knowledge 
and dexterity in managing affairs, but 
bccaufe he was known to the Court 
of France. 

He departed from Rhodes at the 
time that fames de MtU/ fucceedcd. 
John de Luftic, Grand-Mafter of the 
Order, and arriv’d in France , a little 
after the Cardinal d Avignon, whom 
the Pope had fent thither, to encite the 
French againft the Turk. The Em- 
batfador of Rhodes was entertain’d 
after an extraordinary manner, either 
becaufe the Court had a great elleem 
for him, or becaufe they had a de- 
fign to keep him in delay. He* faw 
through the gentlenefs and carefies 
which he receiv’d, which way the 
Court flood affe&ed toward the Ho- 
ly-war. The King would not under* 
take it by any means, whether he 
thought his Kingdom too much ex- 
haufted to defray the expence of. a 

war 
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War tHat might prove of a long con- 
tinuance ; Or whether he ihinded no- 
thing but his Repofe , after his pad 
toiies , or that the Charms of the 
fair Agnes had cool’d his 2eal which 
he formerly had fbt the interefi • 
Of the Church ; or whether it were 
that he Wotlfd not fubmit to ahe 
ihclmations of his Son who wan 
retir’d male-contfent, to Thikp Duke 
of Burgmdie, the mod zealous of all 
the Cliridian Princes, and one that 
had declar'd himfelf fo much an ene- 
my of the Turk, that he folemnly 
lwore to make war ufpon them; 

The Cardinal Legate who was a 
Frenchman, and very undemanding 
ing in affairs , appli a himfelf wholly 
to effe<d this Negotiation* After ' ✓ 
many .Conferences in vain with the 
publick Minifters, he treated at lad 
in particular with the King, .not be- 
ing able to obtain any thing. Califtm 
being advertis’d of the Kings difpofi- 
tion, writ to him very fharp Letters j 
threatning him at length with the 
Thunderbolts of Rome , and thfe Mir 
ledi&ion of Heaven, if he rtfus’ct 
D i th£ 
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the holy League. , Thofe Letters 
wrought no effect, if they did not 
make it worfe. The. King was in- 
cens'd at the Popes threats, and not 
perfwaded by his reafon§; In fuch a 
ticklifli conjuncture , there appear’d 
no probability of hopes- for the Com- 
mander 2 7 Aubuffon. ^However he 
ceas’d not to act : andin regard that 
befides the character of an Embaffa- 
dor he had other good qualities , 
which made him efteemd by the 
King and his Miniftcrs, he was heard 
more favourably then the Legate, 

He reprefented at firft that Chri- 
ftendom was never in more eminent 
danger, and th%t there was nothing 
which we had not to fear, if the Pro- 
grefs of the Infidels were not quickly 
itopp’d j that Mahomet (met the ta- 
king of Confiantinople aim’d at no* 
thing but Rome \ that he was fall’n 
into Hungaria, to enter into Germany , 
with a purpofe to make his way that 
way into Italy. That it was one of 
his maxims, , that as there is but one 
God in Heaven, fo there could not be 
hut one Monarch-upon Earth : That 

he 
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he had been .conftrain’d to raife his 
fiege before , Belgrade , becaufe he 
bad not taken, the right courfe, and 
for that he had. been, wounded him* 
felf, but that his misfortune had no 
way difincourag’d him ; that he was 
one of thofe great men that make the 
beft advantage of their errors and 
misfortunes j or rather that he was 
like the fiercer fort of Bealls, who 
when they have receiv’d a ground and 
feel their blood begin to flqw, are ne-* 
ver more furious, tiff then. .T^hat fin.ee 
his ill fuccefs\ in Hungary," he, hacf 
drawn to his fide the Soldan of 
Egypt, the Caraipan and the Tartar, 
and that he would,, return with frelh 
forces ter the • fiege of the Belgrade ; 
and that his Generals who had tak’n 
almoft all the Ifies in the Archipela- 
go , would fodn powre their fury up- 
on Rhodes. In mbrt that thofe two 
Rampaits of Chriftendom being’ 
forc’d, not any of the Dominions of 
the Chriftian Princes could be fafe, 
either by Sea or Land. 

Auhujjott , afterwards reprefented 
to the King, that being the eldeft Son 
' D 5 of 
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the Church , he could ‘not toriake 
their intereft without ’ dishonour to 
himfelf. 'That as for the tranfport- 
ment of the Pope, it was but a tran- 
fportmentof 2eal, that his good 
intentions Heferv ? dthe pardon of a 
few fharp exprefTions; - He added at 
length, that becaufe there were in 
Rhodes more Knights of 'the French, 
then of any orherNatiohs in the world 
the Monarch of France \ could not in 
iufiice difpefnce with fuccouring the 
iflahd, at a time when it lay only in 
his power to do it. That Alphonfus 
King oi Aragon^ fo wife and fo brave 
before he catne intoltaly , was not 
- only effeminated by the delights of 
Naples, bur embroyFd with Pope dr- 
hit us ; who though a native of Ar- 
r agon, hid refus’d to give him the 
inveftiture of the Kingdom of Sicily, 
4 /and to allure the fucce/fion to Ferdi- 
nand his natural jfdn. That Henry 
King oi Cafiile, as poor fpirited, and 
tnore vitious then his Father, had bu- 
ynefs at home and abroad ; and that 
his Rebellious liibje&s found him as 
jnuch work.as the Moors of Granada 
; his 
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J iirs Neighbours and 'Enemies. Tfaas 

Henry of England was not Matter at 
borne, and that the Duke of Tork 
who had ufurp’d; the Government,; 
minded nothing but to futtain him?- 
felfagainft his Rivals. That the Em- 
peror Frederick liv’d 1 an idle life, 
minding neither his own honor, nor 
the fafety of Chriftendom. . That be- 
sides, the war grew hot between the 
Empire and Hungary , and that La* 
s deflates at the fame time was to make 
head againft the Etnperor and the 
Turk- That civil ditfcntions tur- 
-moyi’d all Italy, and that the Kingr 
doms 0 {Swee Aland & 'Danemarkvretz 
full of troubles, Chriftiern had been 
ietupinthe place of Charles, whofc 
irregularities and crimes had render'd . 
him unworthy of the Crown. That 
Alpbonfo King of Portugal < quiet 
enough at home, wanted not a good 
will, but that all he could do was 
but very little, if a Prince more po- 
tent then himielf did not attitt him. 
That thus France being the only 
Kingdom in Europe that enjoy’d a 
true peace; it was only from France. 

D. 4 that 
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that they could expe<3: relief fuffici- I 
ent to ruine the defignes of the Port, ; 
and for that reafon parhaps it was 
that Heaven had freed it from the 
power of the Englijb, . 

All thefe reafons propounded after, 
a fmart and infinuating manner , i 
made a deepimpreflion upon Charles ' s ' 
thoughts. . That Prince who was fo 
, averfe befote to the Holy-war, began ’ 
to defire it, and awaking from the 
profound fieep wherein . his pleafures 
had lull’d him, he only follow’d the j 
motions of his Piety andr Courage, i 
Ho gave liberty to Cardinal TXAvig* 
nemo leavy a tenth upon the Clergy, 
it©, defray the expence ofjthc War ; he 
•eurred . into a League agaioft Maho- 
met with Hungane, and that, there 
might benoqueftion of his faithful 
inclinations, he confirm’d the League 
by the marriage of Magdalene. of 
■France his Daughter with King Fa- 
\ dijlaus. As for the Knights,- he pro- 
mis’d them all afliftance, and imme- 
diately caus’d fixtie thoufand Crowns 
in Gold to be paid to the Embafladur 
■oi' Rhodes* 

Altfaijfon 
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Auiuffon lay d lout that mony foe 
provisions of war, according to the 
orders he receiv’d , and freighted 
away Ships laden with Canon, Armes, 
Powder and Lead. ' Then he depart- 
ed himfelf, after he had colle&ed 
mod of the money, which was due 
to the Order in feveral parts of £tfr 
rope. 

The fuccefs of the Embalfie, and 
the Letter which he prefented to the 
Grand-Mailer frpm the King of 
France, -made him to be acceptably 
receiv’d by the Knights and all the 
people. The Letter was very gene- 
rous and very obliging. For the King 
after he had only fpok’n a word or 
two touching the gratifying of their 
defires, and excus’d himfelf for not 
having done more at the preferit jun- 
&ure * frankly engag’d himfelf to 
give them farther ailiftance, and a£ 
hir’d them of his friendlhip, in very 
civil and affe&ionate language, which 
Kings were not wont to make ule 
of. 

But whateyerobligation the Order 
had to Charles the feventh, the Spa- 

nilh 
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fiifh Knights could not forbear to 
peal' very rudely with the French 
Knights at a general Chapter, held 
a little after the return of the Etnbaf- 
fador, and which was no lefs famous 
for the attempts of Hoftile Nations 
9 r eilen?iei of France , then for the 
number of famous Commanders that 
Were prefent. 

Sordon as the Chapter war open’d, 
theKnight deLinian , Procurator of the 
Spanifh tongue, flood up , and faid 
aloud, that they ought not to pro- 
ceed any farther, without decreeing 
one Article which he ought to pro- 
|>o fe, and which was very important, 
the publiek tranquility. To which 
pur^ofo, he requir’d , that all the 
dignities of the Order fhould be equal, 
.and that there fhould be no dtftin&ion 
of Languages, nor of precedency, nor 
in any orher marks of Honour. He 
was feconded in his propofal, by the 
Knight de Rivalta Procurator of 
the Italian tongue, and the Procura- 
tors all. England and Germany. 
But the French , who had ahvayes 
march’d before other Nations, op- 
pos’d 
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posM with all their might thePro- 
pofal of Liman , and above all the 
Commander D'Aubufon, who held a 
confiderable degree in the Aflembly, 
by vertue of his title of Conftable of 
Rhodes, and Procurator oi the Grand- 
Mafter. 

The zeal which he had for the Ho- 
nour of his Country, made him fpeak 
louder and more earneft then the reft. 
To flaew how unjuft' the Propofition of 
the Spaniards was, he declar’d in few 
Words, that the French being the firft 
Founders of the Order of St. ' John 
of Jerufalem, deferv’d fuch honour as 
mould diftinguifh them from other 
Languages that were aftociatcd with 
them, and which they had adopted : 
That thofe particular honours being 
the recompence of their vertue, it 
would be injuftice to deprive them of 
them. That their Predeceflors had 
peaceably enjoy’d them, without be- 
ing ever molefted or oppos’d : That 
antiquity of Pofleftion was a good Ti- 
tle for precedencie : And that in a 
wefl regulated Cooftiturion all Inno- 
vations were of dangerous , confe- 

quence: 
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quince : After all, that it was not a 
time then to difpute of fuch matters,, 
and that they would incur the male-* 
di&ion of the Church, according to 
the Popes Breif touching the celebra- 
tion of the Chapter, if they difcours’d 
of any other matters, then what con- 
cern a the general good of Chriften- 
dom. ^ 

The Spaniards and their accom- 
plices often interrupted Aubu$on y and 
endeavotu’d to carry by. force, what 
they could not obtain by juftice. But 
finding at length that the French par- 
ty was the flrongeft, and that they 
Were not all hearkn'd to, they 'flung 
Out of the, Aflembly, and afterwards 
departed the Town, notwithftanding 
the prohibition of the Grand-Mafter ; 
fo that this Affair, which, as the Spa- 
niards pretended fo much . imported 
the publick tranquility , was but a 
trick to divide ana break up the A f- 
fembly. . 

But the Commander Z)’ Aubujfon, 
had another occafion to ftand up for 
the honour of France While, he de- 
fended his own.. The news being 

brought 
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brought to the Grand-Mailer that 
Mahomet was equipping out a great 
Fleet, and that the Turks might at- 
tacque the liland of Rhodes , the 
Knight Vtttemarin a Spaniard, and a 
perfonof merit, but ambitious, and 
naturally turbulent, propos’d in Coun- 
cil with much heat, that he might 
immediately give order for all things 
necefiary for the defence of the City, 
and made a large recital of what was 
needful, with all the marks of a fe- ' 
dulous care. Aubuffon who was Ca- 
ftellaine of the City, and who befides 
that, exercis’d the Command of Cap- 
tain General in the abfence of the 
, Marfhal of the Order , fearing lead 
VtUamarin, whofe haughty and da- 
ring humour he knew, ihould ufurp 
the charge of Captain General , an- 
fwer’d him fternly , that there was 
no want of power ; that he might 
let himfelf at red for that ; and that 
he had nothing to do to intrude him- 
felfupon thole duties that did not 
belong to him : That it was the Cap- 
tain General who w^s to take care for 
the fecurity of the City;: That that 

employ- 
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employment anciently belong’d tb the 
Anvergnon Tongue, and that the 
Spant/b Language bad nothing to dd 
frith it. 

Vtllemarin made a femblance of 
fubmitting to his reafons, and gate' 
no reply at that time, either to con- 
ceal his defign, or to giveJhimfelf time 
to cortfider what he had to do. But 
the next day, hating confulted the 
Knights of his own Nation, which" 
were return’d to Rhodes, whole beha- 
viour the Grand-Mailer had alfo par- 
don’d, he appear’d at the head of 
them in Council, and with an affect- 
ed Air of modefty , faid , that the 
Spanijb Language did hot pretend 
to the charge of Captain General ; 
but that he, and all the reft of 
the Nation defir ’d that they might 
haVe the opportunity to perform their : 
duties to the utmoft of their powers 
Us well a$ the French. Aubujfm, who ; 
faw that this manner of proceeding; 
Was only a meer fetch, and that the 
Spaniards, under pretence of demand-' 
ihg the exercife of their duty, had a ; 
defign upon the Command it felf, re-> 
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I pli’id with more fternnefs and * vigour 
then before, that the charge of Cap- 
tain General was annexed to the dig- 
i nity of Marfhal of the Order ; that 
; only belong'd to the Auvergntatt 
1 Language, of whom the Marshal was 
the chief, to do the duties of it} and 
that Spain had nothing to do to 
ifteddle with France as to that parti- 
cular. The Council adjudg’d that 
ViUemdrin ' s , warinefs was without 
any ground ; and the Affair was de- 
creed in favoutof the French , to the 
difgrape of the Spaniards , who in 
i rain protefted againft all that was 
done, in regard that their Protefts 
could not be Regifter’d. 

Notwithftanding the advantage 
which France had in thefe Contefts, 
that hinder’d not, but that ‘Peter 
Raymund Zacojia , a CajltUian , was 
chofen Grand-Mafter, in the room of 
James de Milli , who dy’d at that 
j time ; the Spaniards were alfo divi- 
ded into two Languages , the one 
Arragonian, the other Caftillian ; iti 
favour of the latter of which, there 
Was a new Dignity created under the 

Title 
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Title of . Chancellor of the Order* 
Yet neither the credit which the Spa- 
niards had with the new Grand-Ma- 
iler, nor the animofities which they 
had conceiv’d againff the French 
could hinder, but that the Comman- 
der Aubuffon had alwaies his ihare in 
the management of Affairs, and was 
highly honour’d by the Chapter Ge- 
neral which was held at Rdme. 

To underftand this part of theHi- 
llory, it is convenient to relate the 
reafon which oblig’d the Grand-Ma- 
iler to pafs into Italy, with the prin- 
cipal Knights, at a time when it was 
thought that they ought not to have 
been abfent. 

. The Negotiation of the Embafia- 
dor which Mahomet fent to Rome; 
to treat of peace, or rather to lull 
the Knights afleep while his Arms 
were employ’d in other places, ha- 
ving not taken effed, the Grand-Ma- 
iler thought it convenient to lay up a 
bank for the War, add began to levy 
the Tax which had been impos’d tip- 
on all the Effaces of the Order. 

The 
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The moft pare of the abfetit Com- 
manders, who lead lives irregular e- 
nough, and for whom great Revenues 
were dot. large enough to maintain 
their luxury, refus’d to pay that which 
waa their due. However, t* excufe 
themfelves in, fome meafure, they 
cry’dout that the Tax was too high, 
that Zacgfia fought only to ruine 
them, and enrich himfelf ; and that 
his Government grew every day more 
and more tyrannical. They alfo did 
him ill offices to the Princes which 
they found enclin’d to hear them. 
The Italians and French did all they 
could to animate againft him the 
Duke o£ Venice and the King of Na- 
fles\ but the Spaniards render’d him . 
altogether odious to the King of Ar - 
ragon, already provok’d for that the 
Council of Rhodes had tak’n from 
an. A rragonois the Commandery, of 
Empofta, to put Zacotla in his room. 
That Prince, who was one of the 
Greatcft of his time, and who want- 
ed not for credit at Rome, inform’d 
the Pope of all, and advis’d him to 
lend for the Grand Matter, and to 
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examine how he had carry ’d hjitifelf. 
The Pope believ’d tlie-Kityg of Arra- 
gon, buttofave in fome 1 meafure the 
honour of the party' acduS’d, he or- 
der’d the General Chapter , which 
ihould have been (held at Rhodes ; to 
be held sti Rome, where the affairs of 
the Order might be better confuted 
then in any other place. Zacoffa, 
who was ignorant of * the evil defigns 
of his enemies, blindly obeys the Or- 
ders of the Pope, and his. innocency 
feem’d to afford him ilrength to un- 
dergo the toil of a Voyage in the ex- 
tremity of old age. 

In this famous Aflembly it was, 
wherein Taul the fecond prefided in 
Perfon, that the Commander ZT A'u- 
bufiori was highly preferr’d. For be- 
fides that at the opening of the Chap- 
ter, he was chofen for one of the Pro- 
curators of the Treasury, he was one 
of the fixteen Knights that were af- 
terwards ele&ed, and who according 
to the Statutes of the Order, had a 
joint power to look after the moll 
important affairs. 

But his principal bufinefs was to 

jufti- 
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Juflifie the innocence of the Grand 
Mailer Zacdfa ; to which purpofc 
he ply'd Cardinal Vrfint and the 
Arch-Bilhop of Milan , who were 
brought into the Chapter by the 
Popes order, being pcrfons in whom' 
the Pope had a great Confidence. Af- 
ter he had well inform’d [them of the 
loofe rifje of the Knights wtoo refus'd to 
pay the Tax, he eauly made them utu 
derftand, that the Complaints which * 
they made againft the Grand Mailer 
had no other foundation then the dif- 
folutenefs of his Enemies. But. to re 1 
move out of the Popes thoughts all 
apprebenfions of any tyrannical Go-' 
vernment exercis'd by the Grand Ma- 
iler, h e engag'd feveral of the molt 
fober and prudent Knights to give 
teftimony to the Pope of the condu& 
and management of Zacofta. 

The Pope was afliam'd that he fo 
ealily believ’d the aceufers of Za- 
coffa ; and to make him fome kind of 
publick fatisfadtion, he carefs’d him, 
and fliew’d him mote then ordinary 
favours before all the world. But as 
his Holinefs J had been inform’d by 
E a Car* 
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Cardinal Vrjini and the Arch-Biihop 
of . Milan of the debauchery of the 
difobedient Knights, he confulted 
with the Grand Matter how to reduce 
them to their duty. He alfomade 
a fpeech in Latin to the Knights that 
were aflembled upon the obligation 
that ‘lay upon them all together; to 
lead a life not only vertuous and re- 
gular, but holy and irreproachable. 
The zeal of the Pope rais’d up that 
of the Chapter. They ferioutty fell 
to conttder what way to take to re- 
medy the diforders that were crept 
into the Order, and made Laws for 
the Reformation of Manners, which 
after they Had been examin'd by the : 
fixteen Knights, and fome of the Car- j 
dinals, were approv’d and confirm’d I 
by the Pope himfelf. 

Zfuhujfon was extreamly rejoic’d 
that he had not labour’d in vain ; but . 
he had not the fatisfa&ion to fee the { 
Grand Matter himfelf put the Laws -, 
in execution ; Zac oft a dy’d as foon 
as the Attembly was broke up. The 
Pope wasfo much the more aggriev’d 
at it, becaufe he lookt upon himfelf

| to be in feme fort the caufe of his 
1 death ; for it was the general report 
! that this -journey to Rome had 
ihorten’d the, days of that venerable 
old man. He was 'buried with a mag- 
nificence extraordinary in the Church 
! of St. ‘Peter, before * the Chappel of 
St. Gregory: The Marble that was laid 
; over him, fufficiently teftifies him to 
have been ll&iflrious in piety, in cha- 
rity, and 'in wifdom ; and his Epitaph 
; might have ferv’d him for an Apo- 
logy, had -fee had any "need of it after 
! his death-. - - - - 

Bapijhi ■ %)rfini, Prior of Rome, 
was elected Grand Mailer, before the 
Knights were feparaeed. He departed 
for $Wr.r prefently after his ele&ion, 
upon information that his prefence 
was abfolutely neceflary there. When 
he came there he found the Treafury 
wafted , the Fortifications decay’d,, 
good part of the Ammunition fpenr, 
j and all the Inhabitants of the Ifland 
alarm’d at Mahomets preparations. 
The Barbarian pufc up with his for- 
mer Conquefts, advanc’d every day 
like a furious Torrent that finds no 
- Ej re- 
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refiftance, or which becomes more 
impetuous and rapid by the refinance 
which it meets witK. The death of 
the generous Scanderbeg made him 
more infolcnt then ever $ infomucb, 
that when he heard the news, hefaid, 
that he would now. be foon Matter of 
Ghriftendom,. ftnee Ihe had loft her 
Sword and Buckler. 

The firft ftep which the Grand 
Mafter made to remedy , thefe difor* 
ders, was to recall all the Knights 
which the journey to Rome had feat- 
ter’d, or which tne pleafures of Italy, 
/or the affairs of the Order hinder’d 
from reruhjing. 

The Commander Aubujfott, whq 
was recall’d by name, came to Rhodes 
at the fame time that two Gatlies were 
preparing to fuccour the bland of JVr- 
gropont , into which Mahomet was 
enter’d by land with an Army of 
two hundred thoufand men, by the 
help of wooden Bridges built upon 
great Barks in the Streight of Saint; 
Mirk, while Bajba Mahomet, his Fa- 
vourite, affail’d it by Sea with a XN'a- 
vy of two hundred Sail, ■ 

The 
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The impatience whichAu6uJfw had 
to fight the r Infidels, made him eager 
for employment upon this occafion. 
The Graop Matter had already nam'd 
tbelKhight Carina, to command the 
Gallies ; fp |jiat ; a|f he ’could do for 
jfu6uJfott. pa$ jo give him tHeGom-' 
mand of Troop of. flout, men, that- 
were order’d tphc the Companions of 
Cardonas fpjmac. : ^Vhen’the Gailies 
were readyir they fltfaij, and join’d' 
with the.rtnetejin Fleet , which the 
Repubjick fen'jjo the reliefof Negro-. 
}>ont„ The fleet appear’d, in view of 
the . life when, the jBar^arians were, 
ready for the aflault ; aj yfyjflahomet,. 
who faw them, coming, ,wa$ not. a. lit- 
tle. troubled,, l^ut all thaj preparation 
came to uothin^andtbe Knights were 
forc’d to lye |W 1 , and behbld the City, 
taken before their faces, through the 
cowardice, or 'imprudence of the Ve- 
netians, wjio haying theAtyiad and 
Tide favourable, irmead-. of making, 
ufe of the opportunity, ftopt ihort, 
and fell to confultation, when it was 
time to a <3:, 

The Grand Signior was fo enrag’d 
E 4 at 
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at the fuccour which . the Order had 
given to the Venetians, and the incur- 
lions which they had made into'divets* 
pares of Turky, during hts being bu- 
fied in Negro font, that .without any 
farther deliberation he declar’d War 
againft therti. A v Herauld pubUflfd 
the Declaration by found of Trum- 
pet j and Mahomet s rage wenf fo for, 
that he vow <l,in a furious paflion that 
he would kill the Grand Matter with 
his own hands, and cut to pieces* all 
the Knight$ : that fell itito his poWtfr. 

After a War fo fojetrinly and out- 
ragioufly declar’d, there Was nothing 
thought upbfrin Rhode's '}ynt to make 
preparationS'to Witl^ghH.thefuryQf 
Mahomet. They begad with a gene- 
ral Aflemjdy fo foon. as the Gallics 
were return'd ,* and JAuhtiffon Was jin 
this Chapter one^Or the jfixteeri 
Knights Umergoyern’d^eVeiy thing; as 
he had becn^ih thatVof Rome. JFfft 
was alfo one of the Admin iflra tor S 
of the Treafury, which ' Were ^fe<Sted 
extraordinarily ; for as there was lit- ' 
tie order , in the Treafury, and foi 
that the Chapter of ‘Rome had very 

much 
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much exhauftcd it, they thought It 
convenient to truft.the management 
thereof to fix Knights of known in- 
tegrity and "ability, giving them an , 
abfolute and' independent power as 
to what concern’d ^the publick flock, 
without obliging them to give any 
account to the Grand Matter, or the 
Council. 

But befides thofe advantages which 
Aubujfon had common with the reft 
of the Knights, he was alfo honour’d 
in particular with a new dignity. The 
Awvergnian language reprefented to 
the Council, that in regard they had 
a great number of Knights that faith- 
fully ferv’d theOrder,and few dignities 
that depended upon the Council ' f 
they demanded for a tecompence of 
their fervice, that they might have 
-beftow’d upon them fome particular 
jurifdi&ion, as other languages had, 
that were lefs ancient and lefs nume^ 
rous. The requeft feem’d but rea 3 
fonable, fo that the Chapter in favour 
of them made a new Capital Jurif- 
di&ion ; they gave them authority 
to aflign a Cbmmandery for the re- 
venue. 
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venue of the. Charge, and declar’d at 
the fame time, that the Baily whom 
they ihould ele<3:, ihould enjoy his 
Commandery in the fame manner as 
other Bailies ,* that is to fay,, that he- 
fiiould enjoy all the prerogatives and 
pre eminencies that are appropriated 
to Capital Jurifdi&ions ana Comman- 
deries. They annex’d the Comman- 
dery of Lute il to the new Baily wick, 
and after that Aubvjfon was e!e<fled 
Baily, as he (hat was* adjudg’d fitteflf 
for the dignity. 

The firft time that Aubujfou took, 
his place in Council as Baily, he {poke 
for Charlotte de Lufignan Queen qi 
Cyprus. For that unfortunatePrinccfs, 
whom the .Rebellion of her Subje&s 
had reduc’d almoft to utmofl extre- 
mity, could find no Sanctuary but 
Rhodes , after the ruine of her affairs. 
There ihe flay’d for fame time, and 
was entertain'd at the expences of the 
Order. 

But in regard her ill fortune had 
nor broken her courage, ihe refolv’d 
upon a journey tQ Rome , to defire aid 
of the Pope againft: her rebellious 

Sub- 
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Subjects, or at Ieaft to oblige him to 
thunder out again!! them the Ana* 
thema’s of the Church. And that 
which made her abfolutely determine 
upon that courfe, was the conveni- k 
ency of the French Galiies then in 
the Port of Rhodes , which werefud- 
denly to fet fail for Naples. But in 
regard file was very poor, and had 
not wherewithal! to defray the ex- 
pences of her journey, fhe defir’d 
thofe Knights who feem’d to have 
moll companion and kindnefs for her, 
to fpeak to the Grand Mailer to fup- 
ply her with what was neccflary to 
carry her into Italy. 

The Baily Auhufon was very much 
troubled for the misfortunes of the 
Queen, and efpous’d ,her intereft. He 
wilh’d with all his heart, that the 
condition of the allairs of. Rhodes 
would have permitted the Knights to 
have reltor’d her to her Throne, nor 
were there any dangers to Which he 
would not have expos'd himfelf to 
ferve her. But becaufe there was no 
likelihood of undertaking any thing 
abroad, while the Order was in fp 

much 
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much danger at home ; he only re- 
prefented, that Since the Knights of 
St! John '.-were not in a condition to 
reftore, a Queen difpoil’d of her King- 
dom, that had put her felf under 
their protection, that, they would at 
lead: relieve a Queen in neceifity,\vho 
did as it were crave their Alms. Tbit 
it was true, that the Treafury waS 
.not over rich, and that Mony was a 
precious thing in cafe of a Siege, but 
that there were certain occasions, 
wherein decency, generpfity, charity 
and judice Were to prevail above or- 
dinary prudepcej and that after all 
was done, that the Springs of Pro- 
Videncfc were inexhaustible, and that 
Heaven was never worit to fail them 
that inconveniencd themfelves to re- 
lieve the miferable. He fpoke with 
To much eameftnefs, and With'fuch a 
lively arid 1 encogragirtg Air, that the 
Council order’d, notwithstanding the 
opposition - of the Knights ,’ either 
wanting generality, or over-prudent, 
that- the Queen of Cyprus Should be 
plentifullymrnilh’d with all things ne- 
ceSTary for her Voyage. 

The 
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•The Baily 2)’ Aubujfon was order’d 
himfelf, as one of the Managers of 
the Treafury, to give her whar Mo- 
ney he fliould think, fit ; and he fo 
well acquitted4iimfelf,that the Queen 
had no occafion to complain. 

But to return to the preparations 
for War, though the Venetian found 
the Turk employment fufScient in 
^Dalmatia ; and that the , Alliance 
which the Venetians had made with 
Vjfumcajjan King of ‘Perfia, after the 
taking of Negropont, had fomewhat 
dileomposd the defigns of Mahomet , 
however the Knights were careful to 
ftiand upon their Guard ,*«and becaule 
the Walls were either ruin’d or weak 
in fome places, they labour’d conti- 
nually in the repair of them, giving 
to Baily AubuJJon the charge of look- 
ing after the Fortifications of the Ci- 
ty. He had, apply ’d himfelf in his 
youth to that Military Science, where- 
in betimes he became fo expert that 
the moll able Ingineers could teach 
him nothing.! He . was not content 
only to repair the breaches, but he 
added fomething new to; the ancient 

Works. 
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Works. He caus’d the Moats to be 
made wider and broader j but be- 
caufe it was nois’d about, that Ma- 
homet was preparing his Galleys a- 
gainft the Knights of St .John, and 
that the Turkijh Army which had 
rais’d their Siege from before Scutari \ 
might well come to Rhodes , the Coun- 
cil thought it neceflary for fear of 
being farpti2’d,to plant their Cannon 
round the Walls of the City ; which 
was alfo entrufled to Aubujfons care, 
who brought out all the great Guns 
and planted them upon the Walls and 
Ramparts,wherever occafion requir’d. 

He was then Grand Prior of Au- 
vergne y having fucceeded a little be- 
fore to the Chevalier Cottet , who 
dy’d about that time ; and furren- 
der’d his Bailywick to the Knight de 
RiUac. :>■ 

But while they were thus preparing^ . 
to receive the Ottoman Army , tho 
Grand Matter Baptifla ZJrJini dy’d 
alfo; the fofs of whom might have ’ 
ruin’d ' Rhodes , had it not been re- 
pair’d with advantage For in fliorr, 
it was Aubuffon himfelf whom the 

Knights 
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Knights afiembl'd chofe for Grand 
Matter, Anno 147 6. Never was E- 
Je&ion more regular, nor with lets 
difturbance then that, ft was made 
according to all the forms which the 
Statute prefcribes ; and the fixteen 
Ele&ors whom the Aflembly chofe 
out of. the whole number of Lan- 
guages, to ele£fc whom they ihould 
think moft capable of the fupreme 
power, gave their fuffrages with one 
confent for Peter Z)’ Awuffon Grand ' 
Prior of Auvergne. 

At the name of Aubuffcn , the 
wholeAflembly with redoubl’d fhoutS 
and acclamations teftify'd their un- 
parallel’d joy. He only was forry 
when he heard himfeif nam'd, and 
at firft he refus'd a Command of 
which he did not think himfeif wor- 
thy. But I know not by what inward 
motiye, which afterward prevail'd, he 
was forc’d to accept it, almoft againft 
his own will. . Yet could he not re- 
frain from tears, when according to 
the cuftom, he was carry *d in his 
Seat to the Great Altar upon the 
Shoulders of the principal Comman- 
ders, 
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decs; There, it was that confefiing 
v\ his weaknefs to fuftain fo great 'a bur* 
then, he receiv’d the. fubmifiions 6 f 
the Knights, after he had folemrily 
fworn upon the EVangelifts to ob- 
serve the Statutes of the Order. , 
The news of this Eledion was no 
iboner fpread over the Eland, but the 
people made Bonfires,' and teftify’d 
.all the figns of publick joy. This 
caus’d every body to hope for a hap- 
py Government ; neither was Maho- 
met fo much fear’d, when they un- 
der {tood that the Grand Prior of

matnicre^ and. carrfed awayirranyuf 
the Chriftians. 

ThF ’6idiiAd ‘Madder Abilght It con*

Car id with ’ the" thoiceft 
Knights of the Order. : lie -took a 
Caftle there from the Twr&rvThe fei- 
tu’ation whereof feem’d to hirn to be 
of fo much advantage, that he built 
hi the fame , place another alhroit im- 
pregnable, which he call’d the Caftle 
Of Sc.'Peicr.-This place it, was which 
it? the midft.of the Turks Ppminions 
ferv’d: as a San&uary for the poor 
Chriftian . SlaVes that can' get away 
from their Mafttrs. And here* it was. 
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if we may believe the Writers of that 
age, that certain Dogs, of a parti- ) 
cular breed, - who by a ftr^nge initindt , 
of nature, watch’d all the night long; 
and Would fly upon the Turks, and 
fawn upon the Chriftiarts, as if they, 
had knoWii the one from the other. 

Among all the Knights which the 
Grand M after employ ’d’ according to 
the variety of occurrences, and which 
were always neareft his perfon, there 1 
was not one in whom he put more 
confidence then in Charles de Moti- 
iholon. He was a perfon of a very 
good judgment, and one that bare the 
chara&er of being fierce in fight, tem- 
perate in counfel, and one that had a 
genius capable of every thing. This 
Knight acquitted himfelf of feveral 
Trufts that were put upon him for ' 
the defence of the City ; and he it 
was that had the charge of fortify^ 
ingSr .Nicholas Fort.' 

While the Grand Mafter ifTued out 
his orders, and labour’d; himfelf to 
have all things in readinefs to fuftain 
a Siege. 'Antonio Loredano , General 
of the Venetian Fleet in' the Ifland of

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Cyprus, tmderftanding that Riccid'de 
Marino , a Cipr/ot by birth, and a 
g>erfon bom for intrigue, land ‘ one of 
the mod zealous Servitors. of Char- 
iot e de negotiated at Rhode? 

to the prejudice of Katharine Cama- 
ra, he fent anAmbafTadpr to com- 
plain in the name of the Duke of Ve- 
nice, for that the Knights did enter- 
tain thofe that were Rebels to the Re* 
publick. 

.. It is impoflible to .underftand die 
grounds of that.Embaily, nor tfheati- 
fwer of the Grand Mader, without 
being inform’d beforehand of the 
Claims of thole two PrihceiTes'to the 
Kingdom of Cyprus, and wherefore 
the Republick took Katharine’s part, 
and oppos’d Char lota. 

. John de LuJjgifan King of Cyprus , 
one of the weakeft and mod eflfemi- 
• nate Princes that ever fVvay ’d a Seep* 
ter, had only one natural Son, who 
was nam’d James deLuJignan, when 
he efpous’d his Second Wife ’Helena, 
of the Houle Of the Raleologi, and 
Daughter of the Defpote of Moria , 
by this fecond Wife he bad a Daugh- 

i 1 ter 
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ten nam’d Charkte, whowasraawied 
ta John of 2 P ortoiga?, Duke of (To* 
tambria. This Prince; who had hock 
wit and. courage, being at the Court 
of Cyprus., easily wound himfelf in- 
to. the management of affairs , and 
depriv’d! she Queen of ali that autho- 
rity, which the weaknelscf the King 
had permitted 5 her to ufe. 

The Queens Nunfe, who govern’d 
alf things before the marriage: of the 
Priwzefs Chariot#, and was afterwards 
in fettle efteem, reveng'd! the Queen’s 
and her own dif^tacc, by poyfoning 
idle Duke of Commbria. She had a 
Son whom fee paffionately lov’d, and 
whom during her grandeur, fee had 
made a kind ot ahfdute Minifter of 
State. The death of the Prince re- 
cord to the Mother and the Son the 
authority which they had loft. But 
as per&ns of mean Birth ufually for- 
get tbemielves, when rais’d above 
.themfelves, the' info lence of the one 
and the other was fo exceflive, that 
they us’d the Dutchefs mbft con- 
tempruouily. 

Charlota deeply refented both the 
F .4 death 
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death of' her Husband, and thefcorns 
j*ut upon her when flie was a Wi-. 
dow. She complain’d to her Brother 
James de Lupgnan, and her Com- 
plaints were not in vain ; for this na- 
tural Son of the King, equally cruel - ] 
and ambitious, kill’d with his own 
hand the Nurfes Son, not fo much 
to fatisfie his Siller, as to govern in 
his room, and to open to himfelf by 
that means a way to the Throne. The 
Queen, who tenderly lov’d herNurfe, 
could not bebrought to pardon James 
whom ihe mortally hated befides ; fo 
that to avoid the anger of a Woman, 
a. Queen, ' and a Mother-in-Law, he 
was forc’d to conceal himfelf in the 
Venetian Confuls Houfe,and at length 
to quit the Kingdom. 

' In the mean while the Dutchefs of 
Conimbria , who was in the flower of 
her age,* and in the full fplendor of 
her beauty, was remarried with Lewis 
Son to the Duke of Savoy. Soon af- 
ter this marriage the King and the 
Queen dy’d. The King by his Will 
declar’d Char lot a his only Heir. But 
the natural Son, whom ambition blind-

Peter 'B’AuhujJ'on. 7% 
ed, had no regard either tothe Laws 
of Nature, or the laft words of a dy- 
ing Prince. He made War upon his 
Sifter and his Brother-in-Law, by the 
aftiftanoe of the Soldan of Egypt, 
who rather chofe to have a Grecian 
Prince his Tributary, then any other. 
Marc Cornaro , a Gentleman of Ve- 
nice, who liv’d at Nicojfa, and was ve- 
ry rich, did not a little help the Ba- 
ftard to make himfelf Mailer of the 
Me, and ufurp the Crown. The U- 
furper therefore, to acknowledge his, 
fervices, and to fix the Venetians at 
the fame time to his interefts, cfpour 
ied Katharine the Daughter of Car- 
naro, after the Commonwealth had 
adopted her. But this new Domi- 
nion was too unjuft to endure long or 
happy. The, Uncles of Katharine, 

who ihar’d in the Government, poy- 
fon’d the King of Cyprus, witha.de- 
fign to raign themfelves. And it was 
in favour of his Widow that Michael 
Salomon came to Rhodes on the be- 
half of General Loredano , who was 
gone to Cyprus to reftore Katharine < 
jto the pofleflion of her Kingdom. 

The 
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TR«* Venetian Ambaffadors deli- 
yep’d a- Letter to> the Grand Mailer 
feon* the Duke of Venice foil of re- 
proaching andi menacing Language. 
Afterwards he him&lf afedat’dlwitb 
much haughtinefe , that fince the 
Commons wealth, had adopted Katba* 
rine Comard, that k was an injury 
done to the Venetians, to favour Re- 
feelb that cabali’d againfli a Daugh- 
ter of St. Mark , and their lawful 
Queen. 

So proud and furly an Bmfeafiy, no 
way pleas’d the Grand Mailer* how- 
ever he thought it not convenient 
to provoke the Venetians by too fe- 
verfe an anfwer, at a time when the 
order had their hands full. Nor could 
he ftoop to ; qualify them wkh an 
anfwer too much beneath himfelf. 
And therefore he anfwer ’d with a 
Gentility and fowrenefs mix’d both 
together, that the Knights of Sc. John 
neither meddl’d with the differences 
- in the Kingdom of Cyprus, nor would 
they fuffer any Traitors in Rhodes ; 
bi}t that che lfland being a free Ifland, 

they 
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thejr denied admittance to lio Chri- 
fiiaas who deiir’d tO live among them 
likcChrlftians. ' 

«J 'alainon^ was not fotisiy’d with 
the Grand Mailers anfvVer ; and Lore- 
Jaho lefs. He thought his oWn pre- 
fence .Would do more theh hisEro- 
bafiador ; for which reafOn be haftens 
aivtay to Kbodtt. When his Gatiies 
enter’d the Port, the Mailer fent four 
of the Grand GrofieS to congratu- 
late /his arrival, and to prefent him 
With iaHdbrtS of freih ViSuals ; but 
being informed of the occasion of 
his eomkig, he fent to tell him plain- 
ly, that he cchihd make him no other 
ahfwer, dhen what he had already 
given hirb. That coflcife Declara- 
tion, chas’d the General to -under- 
Hand that his 'Voyage was -loft: fo 
that without confidermg any farther 
With himfclf, or fo much as fdtting 
foot alhore, he return’d with all the 
choler *that could infpire a fierce 
and daring perfon , for having tak’n 
fo hifcch 'pains fo little f to -the pur- 
jofe. 

The 
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The haughtinefs of the Venetians 
was not the only caufe of the ill 
fuecefs of their Embaffie. The kind' 
nefs which the Grand Mailer had fbr 
Chariot a de Lnfignan , had a deep . 
lhare therein. Though the Knights j 
of St. John, had never openly de* | 
dat'd for Katherine Coruara , nor | 
were willing to conteft with the Ve- \ 
netians , about their affair : certain ! 
it is, that in their hearts they were I 
all for Cbarlota de Lufignan ; whe- I 
ther it were that they were fatisfy'd j 
in the Juflice of her caufe ; or that 
the companion which they took upon 
her misfortunes, caus'd diem to em- 
brace her interefts ; Or whether it 
were , that the . moft of them were 
taken with the Charms of her beauty. 

- They had feen her fcveral times at 
Rhodes , fhe was as yet young e- 
nough ; for her misfortunes had' not . 
defac'd her beauty, nor depriv'd her 
of her natural gayity - of humour. 
She fppke very pleafingly , and tea- 
dily, according to the natural Ge- 
nius of the Greeks ; fhe drefl; bet 
. fe If 
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felf after the French mode, arid her 
difpofition, her air, and manners 
plainly fhe wed her to be of Royal 
Extraction. : 


The Grand Mailer had always ad- 
mir’d in the perfon of Char lota, be- 
fides the graces of her body and 
mind, a prudence that exceeded age, 
and a conftancy above all her fex. 
But the chiefeft motive was,: that fhe 
had put her felf under the protection 
of the Knights ; and for that fhe had 
already receiv’d all the affifling : kind- 
nefles that (he could in reafbn expedr. 
Her acknowledgment alio oblig’d 
them to IheW her neW marks of their , 
efteem and affeCtion.’ For fhe pub- 
lickly declared that fhe had been mote 
oblig’d to the Knights of Rhodes , 
then to all her nearefl Relations : 
and becaufe the Commonwealth had 
adopted hefEnemy,fhe was wont plea- 
ientiy to fay;that if Katharine Corna- 
ra; were the Daughter of St. Mark of 
Venice, Char lota ae Lujtgnan was the 
Daughter of St. John of Jerusa- 
lem. - " *

But perhaps the great efteem they 
Jiad for Lewis of Savoy , her wtf* 
fcand contributed more -then any p- 
ther reafon, to make the Grand ja- 
iler and ftnights favourable so ’her 
interefis. Xhey were all pervaded 
that the torder of St. "John were be- 
holding for thek preservation tp the 
. houfe of Savoy : and it was a com- 
mon opinion among -them, that 
Amadms the .fifth, futnam’d the 
Great, coming to the relief of Rhodes, 
and having conftrain’d Ottoman ,to 
raife his Seige, took -for his itppiefs 
thefe four Letters ; F. E. JR..X- fbat 
is , foxtiPudo ejus Rkoflum .tenuity 
his Fortitude kt^c Rhades. Andtbat 
in his arms he chang’d the Eagle-pf 
Savoy into the Crofs of the (Order, 
to let all the .World know dais .de- 
votion to the fer vice . of , the. Haight, 
immortalizittg the memory of, an 
adion that had been ,fo feryiceable 
to them. Never thdefs the wbole Sto- 
ry is but a Fable without foundati- 
on or probability. , For .the devifc, 
Lewis of Savoy , Baron de Vas^d^ 
who dy’d in thte year 1301, ftamp 4 d 
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it upon his money , ten years before 
the Seige of Rhodes. And in the 
Cathedral Church of Agdfta, tipon 
the Sepulcher ofi Thomas de Savoy , 
the fecond df fhat 'name, there is 
•ftilHO be feen, a Dcrg lying at his 
•fee r, with this word -engraven upon . 
'hiscdHar, &ERT t issGotfhick Let- 
ters , without any points , or fepa- 
ration of Letters. As for theCrofs, 
the predeceflbrsof Amadous the fifth, , 
carryed it inftead of - the Eagle, ei- 
therasEarfe of (Fremont, the ‘Arms 
whereof were the Eagie. Or in imi- 
tation "of Amadeus the third, Earl 
of Savoy, who took "the Crols upon 
him in the y ear 1 1 47; and kept it dt 
his return from ‘Pafejiitte, as a tefti- 
tnoHy of his expedition beyond thfe 
Seas. Amadeuftht great aifo wfcrre 
it himfelf in they ear 1 3:04. Whenhe „ 
appear’dut the Treaty which he * 
made with Stef ben Cotigny, Lord of 
Ahdekt, But though the Story of 
Amadeus be folfe in "all the rircttm- 
ft anceS.ii pafs’d for Currant at Rhodes, 
us well as in Other places. And there- 
fore it is no wOnder, if the "Grand 

Mailer • 
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Mailer led by the Popular error 
refpedted Amadeus in Leiqis, Char- 
lota s Husband, beyond either Ka- 
tharines Cornara , or the Venetians. 

The Prppofal which the fub-Bafha 
oiTizzonneGavtmom oiLycia made 
to the Grand Mailer was heard more 
favourably then that of the Duke of 
Venice. There were at that time 
leveral Knights, and many fubje<3:s 
of the ordef. Slaves to the Turks. 
Thefe Barbarians , in whom fome- 
times covetoufnefs fervesas aCoun- 
terpoife to . cruelty, had a defire to 
-get Mony, and the Sub-Rajha fent 
to Rhodes, * Merchant call’d Cachirn 
Bruhim, to traffick for the delivery I 
of the Slaves, The Grand Miller 
wjio Hood in need of’Men^and 
Jfougty: nothing more then; the liberty i 
"of To mariy unfortunate Persons, was 
fopn perfwaded to treat with the Tar- 
kifh Merchant ^ and he . agteedalfb 
according to the SubrBqJbd'fsom- 
mand, that there ihould be a'Truce ' 
for a Month between the . Order and 
the Turks, that they, might treat 
without interruption. 

During 
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During this Negotiation, there hap- 
pen’d one thing very remarkable: one 
of the' Turks that belong’d to Co- 
chint Brahtm> orie day offer’d his 
fervice to the Grand Mailer, to bring 
him an accompt from Conjlantinofrle 
of the designs and readinefs of the 
Ottoman Army ,* of which they had 
no certain news for a good while. 
He premis'd to make all pofiible had* 
and after he had confirm’d his words 
by mbit terrible Oaths, he faid that 
he could not refill that inward Mo* 
tion that compcll’d him to ferve the 
Knights,again(l hisLaw and hisPrince. 
Though the Grand Mailer did not 
much rely upon the faith of a perfon 
who had all the looks of a Traitor, yet 
bethought it not Convenient to re- 1 
fufe an offer, which if it fail’d, could 
do no harm.) So without confiding 
in the Turk, or making any femblance 
to defy him v ; he gave him a pafport 
for his return- j and out of hopes 
that God would be pleas’d to over- 
throw the-defigns of Mahomet , by 
the means oi ^ Mahometan , he fuf* 
fer’d the voluntary fpyro go where- 
G ever- 
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ever the Spirit, which hue fpake , of, 
conduced him- . . j 

But if Heaveh on. die One fide feetn 
favourable to the Order of St. jfvbtt, 
on the: other fide, it fettm'd nojefs 
incens’d 9gainft it. For aprodigiouS 
Tempeft arofe all of a fudden,whefrthe 
Sky ieem’d to be very ferene. The. Rain 
in an iriftant made an ; foundation o- 
yer all the Countrey ; add the wind 
threw down feveral feoufes;in the Ci> 
ty ; among the reft , tlhe Arcbbiihops 
Palace. That which was moft deplo- 
rable, was, that’ the violence of the 
Storm fhook the old Wall of the City, 
and overturn’d a good part of the 
new. Had the Enemy then come, 
Rhodts had been loft ; fo far had be 
been from finding refiftance there, 
that he had Only come to view the 
Image of a City takn.and fa ek’d. 
The publick Conftemariori made the 
mifehief more lamentable^The People 
that are prefently alatum’d by any 
thing that appears extraordinary, took 
fuch a horrible Tempeft, as a certain 
prefage of their ruin ; and-the great- 
nefs of the danger had Certainly; cad 

them 
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them into a general defpair, had not 
the conftancy of theGrand Mafter fup- 
ported them. ' 

Scarce was the Terapeft over, when 
a Contcft which the Greeks and La- 
tins had, about I cannot tell what 
point of Dodrine , rais'd a Popular 
Tumult. Of a Angle dtfpute, by de- 
grees they made a real quarrel, which' 
came to blows. And as in quarrels 
about Religion, every one is apt to 
call his particular tranfportment a 
piece of merit, their Animofity and 
fury one againft another wax’d fo hot, 
that ieveral had been kill’d upon the 
place, had not the Grand Matter made 
ufe of all his policy and authority to 
appeafe the Tumult. He did not 
content himfelf to make both parties 
lay down their Arms ; afd to puniih 
the moft culpable, to keep the reft 
within the bounds of their duty ; but 
he refolv’d to pull up the Root of the 
Sedition j and becaufe the difference 
was about Religion, he engag'd the 
Arch-Biihop of Rhodes , and the Me* 
tropolitan of the Greeks to make a 
Reconciliation. 

G i A pa* 
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A pacification being thus made , 
and the walls of the City being almoft 
repair’d; he made a vifitation through 
the Ifland, to view himfelf, and to 
give order for theFertlfication of thofe 
places that had need of defence. Ha- 
ving fpent a whole month in thisVifi- 
tation , at his return he found the 
Greek Spy,- who inform’d him that 
the Infidels made very great prepara- 
tions, that their Fleet was to fet 
foie with the firft Wind from -the 
(freight of Gallipoli, and that it was 
certainly confirm’d at Conftantinople , 
that the great Turk would fet upon 
the Knights of St. John. 

The Grand Matter well know 
that k- was one of the maximesof 
rhe Turkifh policy to give out falie 
reports , that better to conceal the 
true defign. That it was rheir cuttom 
ro keep an Enemy in fufpenee for 
icveral -years , to the end he might 
exhauft himfelf with continual' and 
needlefs preparations ; that they came 
upon their Enemies, when they were 
weary of expe&ing them, and thought 
no . more of them. But oh the other 

ttde 
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fide he was not ignorant that they 
did not always obferve the fame rules, 
nor the fame method in War ; bdt 
that it was one of their. Stratagems 
to divulge the expedition which they 
intended, that people fliould not be- ' 
lieve it; or that it was defign'd at a 
diftance , and in the mean time to 
ule all diligence . imaginable' to pre- 
vent the renftance and j»oy?fion of 
the Enemy. And therefore jhe thought 
it the fecureff way tb negte'd: nothing, 
and to provide againft Vfiege; as’ if 
the intelligence ot die Spy had been 
unqueftionable. - r * / l,! 

After he had taikert ifponjliim the 
charge of Captain General of Rhodes, 
which the Council befoiight hirti to 
accept, he chofe but for ijfie defence of 
the City four Captains pf alfiftance, 
as they were then calJTd, and aifigri’cl 
to every one their duty and their 
Poll. Befides the Knights which he 
had already fent to Lango , he fent 
wirh the Title of Captain of aflill- 
ance the Knight Grimaldi with the 
fame Commi/fion for rhe Cattle of St. 

G 3 *Ptter, 
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Trier, which the Lieutenant of the 
Baily of Germany was to yjfjt by his 
order. . 

In the mean time Intelligence c^me 
that the Fleet of the Barkdrianshad 
fet fail out of the Str eight .to the; num- 
ber of two hundred Gallies, that they 
were then at .the lfland of Scio, and 
w x ould foon be at Rhodes. This News 
made the Grand' Rafter giye . order, 
that all the* Country people ’fhpuld 
retire into the Fprts, and/that no per- 
fon lh*ouTd ; iftTf Light- 

Horf? appointed for the. Guard of 
the" lfland," hadVifited tbfCpafts, and 
,aqd,alf pl.apfS vyhere the Turks cpuld 
lye in. Ambdrca'do. He ' order’d alfo 
'that all Strangers and Vagabonds that 
were in Rhodes faovdd be all enroll'd.; 
'and that the knight Friqueroly Ihould 
command them. Thar all Veflels that 
were iti port ihould be' flay’d, ( and I 
that they ihould be furniih’d with 
all things necefiary for their fubfift- 
ance. 

He fent at the fame time a Brigan- 
tine to Scio to obferve the Enemies 
Fleet, and he underltood that the

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JhMoIs had; fit) vain attempted the ' 
taking of Stalttncne, where they had 
£W,s)H to fire and Sword ? that from 
thepoe they fay I'd to Sc to, where they 
had had no, better fucceis, but had 
made the fame havock : that from 
theatre they were fall’n into Lattga. 
From whence, after .they h^d wafted 
the. whole fiOUfttrey, they; were gone 
to IPatmos, withadefign upon the 
Cattle of St, Tettr* and thence to . 
return to Rhodes : but underftanding 
that the grand Mafter had put thole 
Forts into a good condition, they had 
tteer’d. another courfe, and after they 
had ^mi«adifonmfpoil at $axi t they 
were return’d. « at length to Conftan - 
f iyeple. . <r ‘ . 

This lnteUigence fomewhat enli- 
ven’d rhe. Rhodians , however it 
did nothingflik’n the Induftry and 
Vigilance of the Grand Matter, 
He knew the .tricks of the Infidels, ' 
and it waS one of his Maximes, that 
it was equally dangerous to be lull’d 
afleep upon. good news; as to be a- 
larum’d at bad. Moreover, he was 

ad 
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advertis’d by his Spies, that the Turk 
was abfolutely refolvM to befiegc 
Rhodes ; that that expedition wasde- 
tferr -d till the next yeair, and that Ma- 
homet would command in PerfomHow 
untrue foever this intelligence might 
be, the Grand Mailer made his bed: 
advantage of it. 

As the hope of relief infpires both 
confolation and courage during a 
Siege, he order’d the Knight Car do- 
na , Baily of Marjorca, who- was gone 
into Catatonia and Arragon, to put 
in execution the orders of the lad 
Chapter touching the new Taxes, to 
levy men, and to Duy all forts of Am- 
munition and provifions, to fend them 
away with all fpeed,* and to agree with 
the Mailers, fo that they mould be 
oblig’d to eater the Port, though the 
City Jhouldbe befieg’d. 

But becaufe that many of the 
Knights m ere abroad,, and that the 
Council was refolv’d to hold a Gene- 
ral Chapter to provide for the prelent 
necefiities, the Grand Mailer wrote to 
allthePriors aCircuIaroryLertcr.theO- 
rigiqal whereof is flillpreferv’d among 
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the Records of Malta ; Wherein he 
laid before them the great neceffity of 
their aflembling altogether, the near 
approach of the Enemy , his power, 
the goodnefs of his Souldiers, and 
his determin’d refolutiori to ruin, the 
Order of St. John, Then he be- 
fought them to lay thofe things to 
heart, and confider the dangers that 
environ’d them, and that it concern’d 
their fafety and their honour, not to 
prefer the pleafures of this world be- 
fore the defence of allChriflendom. 

After he had fent away this Let- 
ter, he reprefented very earneftly 
to the Council, that for the pre- 
fervationof the people of Rhodes , 
it was neceflary to repair , and re- 
gularly to fortify the Cattle of Cara- 
%>ia, which fell to ruin. He gave 
them to underfland that the Coun- 
trey wherethis Cattle was built, wan- 
ted Inhabitants, becaufe the Coun- 
trey people were forc’d to retire to 
the moil; remote places ; and that it 
would in time be quite difpeopl’d, 
thpugh that part were the moft plea- 
sant and fertile of all. He added that 
V tha$ 
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tfrat Countrey was not tQ be gpittfi 
npr left defrrr, but that the whole 
Ifla^d teoujd fiiffer very much ; and 
that to avoid thofe Inconvenien- 
pies, he thought it very neceflary to 
reinforce that place, fo that it might 
be defended , and ferve as a Retreat 
fur the Cpuntrey people liJke the other 
Fortreflefc.Tfee propofaj pi the Grand 
Mafter was. approv’d by all the Coun- 
cil, and for the more fpgedy potting 
it in e^eeutjQH, it was refolv’d at the 
fame time, that ,a years. revenue of 
jhe.Gdtfeof.the Grand Maftery, va- 
f aht 1>Y. tbe d^th of thOjCirand Mar 
ft?r, BtyHftfl VrJtHi,; whisb was put 
into the Tfeifury,ihould beemploy- 
jed upon t^fvew/Iary 
And ip fCgard the laft, Chapter ha r 4 
order’d the making new'Wahs and 
Baftions abput the Caftle of . Rhodes, 
the Grand Matter caus!d feme of the 
Money that came from Fraftce ito be 
paid out for that purpofe, 

Lewis the Eleventh, who fucceed* 
ed his Father Charles the Seventh, 
and who when he -was only Dolphin, 
had honour’d the Grand Mafter with 
« his 
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his particular favours, forgot him not 
when he came W the Crown. . He was 
inform’d in general of the condition 
of the affairs of the Levant by the 
Knight Amhrpfc who was lent -to 
receive the Money , in the Priories -of 
France and Cfawfatgtt, which was 
Uue.to the-Order... but he was fully 
inform’d hy'. tjie 'Chevalier Blanch - 
forty who Qjune^a jittle while after ,to 
prefect to bis Majefty a Leopard, and 
two. Falcon^ pi. a rare breed. The 
affe^ion, which , be bore to the Grand 
Rafter, piade hifn tafce thole cowries 
fpt the relief off He Kryghts,.which 
perfiaps be ,’wpuld pot ^aye^dope 
through any. motion of .zeal .Tbajt 
Prince r^quep<?d of Pope «&uttyr ; the 
Fourth, a Jubilee ior .^11 thp£e perfons 
iif his Kingdom would, aroft the 
Rhodians, He obtapi’d rbat which 
he demanded, provided that all the 
Money rh at <tBppld be coIJe&ed from 
the charity of the faithful,, fliould be 
employ f 4 for no other ufe then for 
the defence of Rhodes ; nor can it be 
faid how much this Jubilee advan- 
tag’d the Order. 

The 
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The affairs of Rhodes being thus 
fettl’d at home, he began to rekindle 
the feud which was between Turks 
and Saracens j and having brok’n 
with the one, he . omitted nothing, 
with the Pope’s permilfion, to league 
himfelf with the other. His manage- 
ment was fo fuccefsful, that the Sa- 
racens themfelves further'd it as 
much as in them lay. The Soldan of 
Egypt* who fearing the Arms of; Ma- 
homet* fenrto Rhodes his Favourite, 
*Dovan Tiiodar* to renew the Peace 
With the Knights.. After fome con- 
ferences between the Saracens and 
the Grand Mailer, the Ratification 
was made ? and the principal Artir 
des of the Treaty were, that' the 
Order Ihould n6t fet forth any Ships 
or VefTels to annoy either by Land or 
Sea the Subjeds of the Soldan. That 
they Ihould not permit, them to jbyn 
or affift with Souliers, Pilots, or 
Guides, any forreign Rovers. againft 
the Soldan & interell. On the other 
fide, that the Soldan. Ihould attempt \ 
nothing to the prejudice of the 
Knights : and that if they were af- 

fail’d 
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fail’d by their enemies, the Soldan 
ihould be oblig’d to afljft and defend 
them. That the Veflels of the Or- 
der failing through the Soldan s Do- ' 
minions for the Holy Land \ ihould 
pay no duties, and that they ihould 
be under bis protection as friends. 
Laftly, that when the Chriftian Slaves 
at Cairo ihould be freed by their Ma- 
ilers, they ihould have liberty to re- 
turn home ; and that for thofe other 
Chriftian Slaves that were not af- 
franchis’d, they ihould be exchang’d 
for fuch other Moors that were 
Slaves, giving a Moor for a Chrifti- 
an. 

In regard the King of Tunis feem’d 
lefs enclin’d to an Accommodation 
then the Soldan , either out of his 
barbarous haughtinefs that made hint 
defpife the friendihip of the Chrifti- 
ans, or out of juft refentment of the 
injuries which the Moorijh Merchants 
pretended to have received from the 
Knights, the Grand Mafter did not 
think it any derogation from his dig- 
nity, to make the firft propofal for 
the intereft of the Faith. The Knight 

La- 
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Lament bad therefore order to go 
toTumsjttho under Hood fb well how 
to govern the African Prince, that a 
Peace wad Concluded in a few days. 
There Was a Trace agreed upon tor 
one and thirty years between’ the 
Moors and; the Knights. And the Ar- 
ticles .little different from thofe made 
with the Soldo # , were font to Rhodes 
for the Grand Matter to fign.But there 
was tfris dne Article particular, that 
the Knights, when they pleas’d,might 
have liberty to buy within the Ter- 
ritories of the King of Tunis, thirty 
thoufand Comb of Wheat without 
paying duty, whatever prohibition 
to the contrary, or whatever fcarcity 
Were in the Countrcy. 

The Grand Matter fent back, with' 
the Treaty ttgn’d, Jerom Barbo , one 
of the mott prudent men in Rhodes 
ro refide in Tunis, as ConfuJ,' for the 
Knights, or rather to obferve the car- 
riage and a&ions of the Moors ; un- 
der pretence of looking after the 
trade of the Rhodians. 

. The joy which the’ people had up- 
on.thefc new Alliances, was foon di- 

fturb'd 
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fiurb’d by a general famine in the 
City and Ifland, occasion d by the 
lofs of certain Barques laden with 
Corn, that were bound for Rhodes, 
of which fome.were caft away, Others 
taken by the Pytats. But when their 
mifery was at the height, and that 
they began to defpair of any re me-! 
dy, by reafon that th^Sea rag’d , in 
that manner, that no Yeflels durii Bit 
out, a Caravel was driven intq the 
Port by ibeis of weather* laden with 
Corn. - A rehef fo unexpected feem’d 
to be kind of miracle. But becaufe 
that the Corn which the Caravel 
brought was not fufficient, the Grand 
Mailer gave order to the Captain of 
the Caitle of St. Peter, to give Pafs- 
ports to all Merchants that would 
bring Com to Rhodes. So that many 
Turkijh Merchants more regarding 
their Profit then their Religion, laid 
hold upon the opportunity to difpofe 
of their Grain, a/id brought to Rhodes 
fo great a quantity of Corn, that ail- 
the Granaries were foon Bird. Thus 
the Grand Mailer fav.’d the lives of 
his people by -the means of their ene- 
mies, 
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mis, and that famine which Threaten’d 
the defolation of the whole Wand, 
did but only ferve to create a greater 
plenty. 

While thefe things pafs’d it Rhodes, 
reports ran at Conftantinople that 
Mahomet was not ferioufly bent up* 
on the enterprise againft Rhodes ; 
whether it were that he was afraid of 
any ill fuccefs, and Wds loth to ha- 1 
Sard any thing after io many happy 
Expeditions, or whether he had any 
other Conquefts in his defigns. But 
fome of his Favourites mortal ene- 
mies of the KnightS of St. John^ 
preft him to lay afide all other de- 
signs, and to go on with that of the 
Siege of Rhodes. 

There were about him two famous 
Renegado’s , who had rais’d their 
fortunes by the fame ways, and re- 
fembied one another very much in 
wickednefs, though their Character 
Were different ; the one was^ called 
¥)emetrius, a Ne^r of online ; though 
he were one of the mod wicked 
Wretches in the world, he had all the 
Air of a vertuous man; and never 
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Greek ktt^ hbw to conceal fucha 
vaft ftpre pf perfidioufnefs under the 
outward' Appearances of truth and 
juftice. fre had a fubtlewfl, fupple 
and pliant, every way fit for Negotia- 
tion andintreague. He was alfo ve- 
ry skilful in War, .and reiblute upon 
Occafion i after the taking of Negro* 
f ont, he went to live at Rhodes , ahd 
from thence to Constantinople ^ where 
having taken the Turbant, he fo in- 
fatuated himfelf into the great ones 
of the Court, a.nd gain’d by degrees 
the favour of Mahomet , by giving 
him at* accompt of the fituatlon and , 
force of the Wand; The Other Re- 
negado was of Rhodes alfo, and waS 
called Me ligate : This was a mail 
without cOnlcience ot hbriour, flout 
and bold, but violent and raih; ac- 
tuftoni’d from his youth to all forts 
of Crimes, and boafling Jin infamous 
actions. Having fpent his Eftate in 
debauchery, and finding himfelf deep 
in debt, he could find no other way 
to recruit himfelf then by renouncing 
his Religion, and betraying his Coun- 
trey. Before he went to die Court 
H of 
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.of Mahomet, hp ha^ ex$#)ly 
then 0tmetritis, obletv < 1 . all the for- 
jaficatjo#; 9 /, Rhodts % "and had made 
a Piat-form of; an Inven- 

tory pf t)ie Artillery , dqd ail the 
id-unitioas-of the 'place. By that 
means he got accefs to jBt\fba Mifach 
Ijrdleologue, and infiauam himfelfin* 
fto the favour of Mahomet. , 

> .Thefc tvvp VlHaines, . who were ac- 
quainted Rhodes, enter’d into a 
iltiiSt Friendihip, and confuted toge- 
ther- the deftru&iQn of the order of 
St. John; of Jefwfalem.. The confi- 
dence \,hpt'$dahqm/t repos’d in them, 
gave them the boldnefs to declare 
themfelves. However, they did not 
doit atfirfi; they difcoursd him fe- 
veral times. with the Bland o^Rhodes, 
laying before his eyes the beauty of 
- the Countrey, the temperature of the 
Air, and thg convenienpy of the Har- 
bor. After which they reprefented 
to him fometimes by word of mouth, 
and fpmetimes , by the information, 
which they had given of. the Gran- 
dees of the Courc, that the Knights 
had ufurp’d fo fair an Ifland from the 
.. x ' Muffed 
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Mupi mn. -that enjoy, 1 d> it Before * 
when Foitlk deyeiaret,.* French man* 
and - Msdlcr, of the Hofpital of Sc. 

John oiJerpfaUtn ferledhimfelf there^ 
that nOfbi^g-eOuW . be , more proper 
' for vibe 'Ottoman. Emperor, then a i 
piawe that might, facilitate, the Con- 
quefi of JfyffiiwFfyria ; nbd laftly* 
that fcb« EAtccpriae wa^npcfefs eafy 
then h^tffw^abiC, .They told him that ' 
there was but ;Jittle provision, and 
but jfew' Sonidjers in Rhodes ; and 
ihcWing him the Plat-focmof the Ci- 
ty.tfeey gavebisa to underftand thar 
the. Walls of the Caftk were old and 
rumou&s that, the Jews quarter was 
the moft weak* > and that when he 
had won Sr. Nicholas Tower, it would . 
be eafy i to gain the reft. They added 
alfo that Rhodes being the pailage to 
Italy, he was not to delpife the Fa- 
vours of Fortune that offer’d hind, 
the Conqucft of Rome as well as c£ 
Conftantinofle ; befidcs thatjt did not . 
become 'him to fuffcr a Captain of a 
Troop of Vagabond Knights,to refufe 
to do him that homage which Kings 
themfclfes were forc’d to ftotfp to. 

H i • Ke^ . 
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Now as Princes have their ears o£ 
pen to Councils that flatter their am* 
bition, Mahomet eafify harken’d to 
the inftigations of Tkmetrius and 
Mtligate. However, being wife, and 
, knowing that precipitate rafhneis is 
the ruin of many great undertakings, 
he thougjht it cbnvenient fo confult 
, his chief Minifters before fee refotv’d 
upon any thing: Who being of a 
contrary opinion to that of the Re- 
negado’s, did all they could' to di- 
vert him from the expedition againfi; 
Rhodes. They reprefdnted to him, 
how that the City was newly for- 
tify’d ; that Souldiers and Ammuni- 
tion were brought in every day; 
That the Grand Mafter was an ex- 
- traordinary perfon, too courageous 
to yield, and too vigilant to be fur- 
priz’d. They put Mahomet in mind, 
that though the forces of the Knights 
Were not comparable to his , yet he 
could never take the leaft Caftle from 
them, with all the Armies which he 
had fent againfi them ; and that it 
behov’d him to conflder the future 
by what had paft’d ; befldes that up- 
on 
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on the Icait Motion which he fliould 
make that way, all Europe and AJia 
would take Arms in favour of the 
Rhodians. , That the Grand Mallei: 
had renew’d an alliance with the Sol- 
dan of ; and that without 

any great difficulty, he would be a- 
ble to make the King of Perjia his 
friend. Thjatthe Pope labour’d to 
unite the Princes of Chriftendom a- 
gainft the Ottoman Empire ; that all 
thefeEhemieS'unfted in a league to- 
gether,’ would not fail to aflault 
him in feveral places together, and 
make fuch a diverfion of his own 
Forces, that in fome place or other 
they would certainly recover to his 
lofs. They added moreover, that 
there were other Iflands to take be- 
fore Rhodes. They fhew’d him be- 
lides, that the Conqueft of Rhodes 
would be no addition to his renown; 
that he might conquer new Empires, 
but never regain loft honour, which 
he hazarded all at once in a dange- 
rous expedition, where he had no- 
thing to win, but where he had fo 
much to lofe. At length they con- 
H j c’uded 
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eluded all, jtbat the fafeft way Wf$ fa# 
negotiation, , and accommodation to 
engage the Knights tdpay Jhipv Tome ' 
yearly tribute.; and thereupon jthey 
advis’d him to fend an. KnpJ^l&dpr jtq 
• the Grand Mafter ^‘“p^pofe hint 
Peace upon thofe cortdit(ons, , But 
that they, might not offtn&t&' Gfoantj 
Signior in cafd'of refuifcL they were 
pi opinion thy the :

ling him alfo that 4 way of

' the Caftle. pi St . ‘Ptiet;,’ aqd facilitate 
thereby , the. enterprise uppji Rhodes* .

Whatever inclinations Mahopfct 
might have tp follow the counfel o£ 
the Renegado’s, he Ruck to the ad- 
vice of his MiniRers ; and it may be 
faid, that at that time he made his 
ambition give way to his prudence,

the Propofitions of ‘Demetrius , nei- 
ther did he absolutely accept it : and 
whatever ; Artifice the cunning fox 
could ufe to draw from him a precife 
anfwer, all his reply was, that the 
Knighcts oi- Rhodes could not treat 
with tiidhomtt without the permifion 
of the Pope ; ‘ that queftionlefs, his 
Holmefs would hot opipofe the peace, 
provided that his Miller would har- 
ken to thole Conditions which had 
formerly been concluded with Ama- 
rach, that is to fay , without aqy 
mention of Tribute. That in 1 ‘ex- 
pc&atiort of the Popes .anfwer , it 
would do Well, if fo it pleas’d -the 
Ottoman Princes, that there fiiould 
be a Ceflation of Arms , and liberty 
’of Commerce between the Chriftians 
and the Turks. 

The Rejnegado^tho well underftoocl 
how nice the Knights were in point 
of Tribute, and thought of nothing 
more then a pofitive refulal at firft, 
jcontented himfelf that he had fet the 
bufinefs a foot. And the better to 
bring it to a happy conclufion, promi- 
sed of his own accord, in the names of 

■ 
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Zizim andShelehi what the Grand 
Matter had defir d,and departed very 
well fatisfy’d; that he was not flatly 
deny’d. ^ > v --v> - 

. The Grand Matter wrote a very ci- 
vil Letter to the twoPrincesjhe thank- 
ed them for their kind endeavours, 
and highly applauded their good in- 
dentions f but he declar’d at the fame: 
time , without fo much as mentio- 
ning the Tribute, that hexould not 
come to any conclusion, till he knew 
the Popes refolution, and how the 
Chriftian Princes flood affedfed to it, 
who made the affairs of Rhodes their 
ownbufinefs. 

'Demetrius had no fooner given an 
accompt of his Negotiation, but the . 
Princes fent him back, with order 
not to fpeak a word more of the Tri- 
bute, and to demand only fome final! 
prefent , to cover with a Specious 
Title that fubmilfion which Mahomet 
exacted from the Knights. But their 
anfwer was ttill the fame that they 
could make no engagement, till they 
had heard news from Rome. All 
i that they could farther fay, was,

acted yearly, did- very much refeihble 
preie®^),, aed that the Knights of 
Rhodes were not overforward to make, 
tuiy kind^of Prefents to the Grand 
Signiot. ' • ... 

. ‘Zdttmfriw uadterftedd well enough 
what they meant, However he was 
yet in hopes, that the Grand Mafter 
might at length he brought to relent , 
and to engage him thereto by his hi' 
tereft, he promis’d ban again afuf- 
pention of Aroas:, with liberty of 
Trade, Nevcrthekfs the Grand Ma- 
iler did not Gil to prepare for War, 
as if their had not been fo much as- 
may difcourfe of pcace ; and that Md- 
hotnet Gould; not be inform’d of any 
thing, he order’d that no Vefiel ihould 
ft it out of the Poet* He foon per- 
ceiv’d that the Infidels were not very 
cartons in obferving Traces : and the 
advice which was brought him that 
tb cTiirktjh Brigammeshad taken cer- 
tain Yeflek belonging to the Order, 
near the iflandsof Calamo and Efef- 
cofia, confirm’d him. more and more 
JO the thought^ which be had, that 
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ajlthis Treaty was J?uf m . Artifice.; 
,afi<3 be ratb^.believ’d pli^t Turks 
were fo much the jriore ready to be- 
letee Rome, by ho>Y much they feem'd 
tb pe fartheft from, any jhchdefajfl. 
$b that he .reneVd a|T the Oralis 
which he had $iven out fqr the fecuri- 
‘ty.of the 'City (he ahQ fepttb Naftes 
the JCjji^bt ( t$Albaht of Aragon to 
buy Corq^af^! befides that, as he 
hv^s refoJv’d that the Barbarians 
mould; qpf carry by famine what 
they could not win by force, he fenr 
'into . and Syria fpr.pjenty of 

an. fort6 of Prpyjfions, 

In the mean time the Knights ar- 
riv'd at Rhodes. . from . all parts of 
Chriftehdom. And in. regard the 
aflembly which was to be held the 
jfirft of May, was put off by the 
Popes Bull, and deferr’d to the tb 
of October, by an order of Coun- 
cil they appear’d alraoit .aU at a 
time. . ; 

The Grand Mallet, at , the open- 
ing the Aflembly, made a fpeech that 
made no Imafl Jmpreflkm upon their 
Spirits. Aftpr the ufiual ceremonies 

, ' . .and

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and Formalities,, the fixteert who Were 
elected for the Government of ail 
"things, laid new TaxeS upon all the 
Commanderies, and earnenlydefir’d 
the Grand Mailer to take upon him , 
' the adminiilration 6f the Revenue. 
Though he had other weighty bufi- 
nefs enough to do, and that this a- 
lorie was lufficietit to take up a man! 
whole time, he readily accepted 
but the eafinefs wherewith he ac- 
quitted himfelf of a Chatge fo bur- 
thenfome, oblig’d the Knights to qua- 
lify the hardnefs of the f Labour by 
the entire, confidence which they ma- 
tlifeftJy let him lee they had in him.- 
They gave him full power to employ 
to what ufes, and after what manner 
he fhould think good, all the money 
that fhould be brought into the Trea- 
fury. They alio order’d that all the 
Ammunition and Warlike provifionS 
fhoiildbe put into his hands, todiftfi- 
buteashe fhould fee caufe. Moreo- 
ver that he fhould have power to cre- 
ate the Receiver General of Avignon , 
and all the other Receivers , by one 
Warrant alone fign’d by his hand i

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that without having regard, to the 
priority 'of Languages, nornfae ^nti 1 . 
quityof theifangbts, he might . make

Veter, under pre wheel df parlyingsp- 
on an accotom^dation, hut ia truth 
to furprizb the Garrifon. The Grand 
Matter wrote further - to the Gey 
vernour ,of the Cattle, and comman- 
ded him, by vertue of. the holy obe- 
dience, 'to have no commerce with 
them, and. to treat with them as if 
there were no truce: .in. being, fcifei- 
ther was be fatisfi’d in.gtving him bis 
Orders, and advertizing' him of the 
Ambufcadcs of the enemies; beaifo 
lent him a confiderable feinforcc- 
ment of Knights and Souldiers, 

which 
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which forc’d the enemy to' retire. 

But that the Order might not be 
in want of Money, when therd wa$ 
more occafion for it then ever, the 
Grand Maher, according to the ,abib< 
lute authority which he had in the 
management pf the Treafuxy,, efta- 
bitfh’dT the Knight 'D'Erland hi 3 
Lieutenant in the * Priories of Sr. 
Giles 's and Tholoufe , with ample pow- 
er to chatige the Receivers and th& 
iTreafurera,* to be urgent with ba$b 
PaymaftCrs, and to puniih them i£ 
therd were occafion ; and td do his, 
utmoR to raife what large fums he 
could. j^e- difpatch’d away the 
Knight Cfotall? iori the fame caufe, in- 
to the. Priories of France , Aquitain * 
a nd . Chqnp$aign % after he had ho- 
nour’d bim.-with the dignity of 
Knight Hofpitaller of the Order,, 
which he had tak’n from the Knight 
de Malay t iot not appearing at Rhodes 
according to the time prefix’d in the 
Bull. He more feverely handl’d alfo 
other Knights, who being oblig’d to 
have made their appearance at the 
Afleiiibly* had contemn’d his Orders* 

1 1 and 
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and inftead of h'aftning to the defence 
of the Ifland, loyter’d at home, either 
plung’d in* the pleafurCs ofan effe- 
minate life, or* taken up with the af- 
fairs of tlic world. For after he had 
declar’d thehi difobedient and Re- 
bels, he topic.; away from them their 
habit, and cut them off from the 
bed y-ef the Order. 

•Now, though Mahomet got no ad- 
vantage by all his devices, however 
he continu’d his undermining practi- 
ces; imagining, according to me prin- 
ciples of his policy, that men were 
fo much the, more to affcdfc credit 
and reputation, by how much the I 
more thofe perfons, with whom he I 
treated, had a diftruft; and that | 
there are fuch moments wherein the i 
wifeft.are jfurpriz’d, 'when a man i 
knows how to maintain a cheat long 
enough. • • , I 

Therefore in tome meafure to re- ) 
pair the fault which he had commit- j 
. ted, in making Choice of a fufpeCted 
perfon, he lent a Turk of merit to 
Rhodes ; and to take off all fafpiti- 
oh, he relblv’d to appear, and own 

the 
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the negotiation himfelf. The Em- 
baflador did all that lay in his power 
to perfwade the Rhodians 'to believe . 
that the Grand Signior fincerely de- 
defir’d a Peacejand he declar’d in full 
Council, that he came as well on the 
Grand Signior ’s behalf, as tin the 
part of Zizim, to conclude it in the 
moll amicable manner that might be. 
He deliver’d himfelf worthy and no- 
bly, and far frtimi that ififolent and 
dildainful air with which the Turks 
are wont to treat the Chriftians, with 
whom they negotiate ; there appear’d 
neither pride nor haUghtintfs in his 
behaviour. But all thifc affc&ed car- 
riage^ whereby the Embaflador of the 
Ottoman Court pretended to difpel 
the fufpitions of the Grand Matter, 
did but augment them. He con- 
)e< 3 :ur’d that fucli an extraordinary 
fliew of fincerity was but a mask of 
more fine and fubtil deception ; that 
there was no more credit to be given . 
to the words of the unknown perfoh,' 
then to the Greek Renegado: For 
which reafon he gave the fccond-Em- 
1 ; baflador , 
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battador no other anfwer then he had 
giv'n the former. But becaufethat 
he who intends to defend himfelf 
from a conceal’d enemy.fs not by any 
means to make his difeovery pub- 
lick j and for that there arc certain 
decencies to beobferv’d with IJluftri- 
ous enemies, how perfidious foever 
they be ; The Grand Matter would 
‘ not permit the Turkifh Embaffador 
to have the leaft glimpfe of his in- 
tendons, but fent a Knight along With 
him, to [\tt Mahomet underttand that 
the Order was ready to make Peace 
with him upon the ancient conditi- 
ons, but that he could not fubmit to 
the payment of any duty. Mahoynet 
extremely refented a refufal fo plain 
and fo haughty, but he had fo much 
power oyer himfelf as to difguife it. 
And therefore inftead of rtianifefting 
his difpleafure againft the Embafla- 
dptof Rhodes i he fhew’d him all the 
, parks of his favour ; and the better 
'to make good his Politicks, he ad- 
- rich Prefents to his Mattering 
words, • ; :

^ Mahomet* indeed fet fprth from 
Confiantinopk with a PuiUautArmy. . 
But inftead of turning towards 
Rhodes, he: match ’d.toward Scutari^ 
whether it were out of ah .intention 
tO atnuie the Knights, making them 
believe that he had no thoughts up r 
on them ; or whether he had a de*- 
fign to affright them, and at the fame 
time to ptiniih the Venetians for their 
obftinate refinance. The City was 
befieg’d three years by the Turk-, and 
it may be faid, that never, place was 
more vigorously attacqu’d, nor more 
generously defended. The Aflailants 
gave feyejal Onlets at feveral times ; 
and if we may, believe the Writers of * 
that time, they threw fo many Ar- 
rows and Javelins into the Cities, 
that the befteg’d had enough to make 

I 4 up 
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up- the breaches of the WalJs, and 
for necefiary firing when their, wood 
' was fpent . And that which was 
more ftratnge, they were nothing dif- 
maid by the cruelties of Mahomet, 
-who caus’d three hundred Prifoners 
to be cut m two in view of the Town. 
The only want of Victuals and Soul- 
diers conftraind them to futrender. 
And the reducing of Scutari was one 
of the Articles of Peace whichthe 
Turks made with the Common* wealth 
of Venice.- 

* The Grand Mafter after that made 
no queftion hut that all the fury of 
the Ottoman power would fall upon 
him. Blit becaufe the affair of Rhodes 
was the common caufe of the Church, 
and that without the affiftance of 
the Chriftian Princes, jt Was not pot 
fible to hold out againft the Barba- 
rians arty long time, -he difpatch-d 
away three Knights of fmgular worth 
to the ’principal Courts of Europe* 
And becaufe it Was of high impor- 
tance ift cafe of a Siege, that fom'e of 
the Knights fliould continue abroad 
tp folicit the Succour of the Princes* 

•- : sad 
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and co manage the other affairs of the 
Order, the Grand Matter order’d the 
Knight ‘Pioxssafco, whom he had 
eftaHifli’d his Lieutenant, when he 
lent him to Sixtus the fourtH, and 
who had always been relident in the 
Court of Rome. He commanded the 
Knight Blancbefort , his Nephew, 
whom he fent to Lewis' tiae eleventh 
to ftay in France with the Knights de 
Bridiers , and de *Dauvois, wh<* ac- 
compani’d him in his Embafly. And 
having thus fettl’d, his affairs, he re- 
folv’d to put himfelf into a pofture 
to receive the Barbarians, fully be- 
lieving that the Turkijh'htmy would 
fuddenly appear before Rhodes. Nor 
was his conje&ure falfe. Mahomet 
put off his Vizor ; and as before his 
ambition gave way to his prudence, : 
now his prudence gave way to his 
choler and defpight. He could no 
longer endure that a-fmall Republick 
ttiould brave him in the very bofotn - 
of his Empire, and the haughtinefs 
of the Knights augmented his fo far, 
as to make him fall into trahfpprts of 
rage, which would not permit him. to 
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liften to the reafons of his vvifeft Mi- 
gifters. He believ’d none butfiente- 
mus and Melsgale ; thofe two Rene- 
gado’s obtain’d the foie difpofaj of 
his thoughts;, and according to the 
cuftom of interefted Courtiers, who 
flatter the paffion of the Prince fa- 
tisfy their own ; they to vehemently 
jncens’d him again!! the Rhodians, 
and the Order of St. John,, that he 
refolv’d to lay fi^ge to Rhodes . . 

The better to fix and fettle Co 
important an enrerprize , he- held 
a fecret Council, to which he 
call’d the moll; expert Engineers 
of all his Armies; but the perfoil 
he moft confided in, was George 
Rrapam, a German , who was pro- 
foundly skill’d in the art of War* 
and who after he had liv’d fomc years 
in the Ifiand of Scio, went to 
fl ant inop le, where being marri’d, he; 
had accefs to the Grand Signior, who 
. lov’d men of Parts. He had former- 
ly been at Rhodes, and had taken an 
exa<St plat-form of the City. Upon 
this plat-form, as that which was ad-, 
judg’d the moft regular of all. the 
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reft, he feeganto lay his coarriYahees 
for ithe management of die fiege, t • ' * 
Mahomet, who was rcfolv’d ndt to 
go in' period whether for fear of ha- 
zarding his Renown, pr site not ca- 
ring to honour the ‘Knights by fight- 
ing agaihft them himfelf declar’d his 
Baiha, Mi jack Taleologus, General of 
his Army. This was his principal 
Favourite* and the moft IUuftrious 
Bafha of the ; whole Empire.- He 
was a Greekpi the Imperial Houfe 
of the Takologi , born a Chriftian, 
ami bred op mChrifliaiwftn. He for- 
fook his Relig'idii to fave^fais life af 
the taking of Cmjfautineple, when 
the- Conqueror' put to death all that? 
fell into his^hands of tht Family or. 
Blood of thfe Emperor l&mftantitte. 
Having abjurdthis Faith,i it \fras no< 
hard thinjg .for him to dbtain : the 
higbeft Commands in the : Ottoman 
Court. His wit, his courage and de^’ 
porttnent ; were anfwerable to his 

l birth. He had by degrees habituated 
himfelf to the cultoms of the Turks; 

i 
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vet net altogether forgetting the fa- 
ihions of the Greeks ; fo that in him 

the 
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the kidenefs of -the one, and the po- 
, Iitehefs of the other,feem ’d to be both 
joyn’d together. When he had gaind 
the favour of the Grand Signior, he 
accorapani’d him in all his military 
Expeditions , and always fear’d both 
in his defigns and Conquefts. So that 
in time he acquir’d great experience 
in War 4 and it was the. general opi- 
nion of. Turkey,; that next to . Maho- 
met, there: was none more fit to un- 
dertake' the Conduft of a difficult 
enterprise then fiafea Taleologus. 

- In the -mean while, for fear the 
Grand Matter fhouldhave advice of 
what paft at. Cmftantinofle, Mahomet 
fet guards upon . ail the Pafles, and 
commanded his > Governors to flop 
’ all Potts, -and to open all Letters. He 
order .’ d dfo. a j great ; number of Infan- 
try to fall down; through AJia the 
lefs. Bur lhat it fhould not he thought 
that he intended a .fiege, while be 
prepares the great Ships which Were 
to carry ’the extraordinary pieces of 
Cannon ,• . he fent forth oat of the 
Straight' a huoder’d land. .fifty light 
Sfeipsrwith ordinary Artillery, giving

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it bilr at thq fame time, that the 
whole defign of the Ottoman Court,, 
was to pillage ,the Sea Coafts and' 
Iflands 6 f the ChriftiansV ^ ,:>i r 
Bdjha Taleologus ftary r d not till 
the great Fleer wts ready ; 'he went 
abroad the firftVeflela that for lail ; 
and to conceal his defign from the 
Turks themfelves, lie fleer’d a courfe 
different from that of Rhodes. Maho- 
met w^as pfeas^ that and 

Meligale Uibuld bear the Bajha Com- 
pany together with the German En- 
gineer, from whom he promifodhim- 
felf great matters. 1 ‘ 

All thefe precautions of Mahomet 
and th s' Bajha, could not prevent . but 
that the deftgris of the Ottoman Court 
were difcover’d at Rhodes ; the-Grand 
Mailer being inform’d of every thing 
by his Spies which he kept m the Ot- 
toman Court. However 'the News 
did not come much before the Gallics', 
that fet out firft began to appear. 
For they fhew’d themfelves within 
fight Of the Ifland upon the fourth 
day of ^December in the year 1479. 
ana came to an Anchor before the 

. Fort 
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fort of Fana. The .General of the 
Turis t vyho’would not t>e r idJ<^ in, eac- 
gaStario&Qif ,tb§ r^ft of his Forces, 
immediately ld|deff iflje Cavalry 
which hefjisyl biought.with him Y mid

.fh^nd Matter did not only , co rameud 
in fail council the y^Ioarjpf the Gft- 
rifon, but alfo fent confidepable Jre- 
-wards to thole that bad mott cctira- 
gjkmfly. behav'd themfclv.es, proper* 
^iopahle to, their condition and taq- 

*£hefe. .firft Exploits encouraa'4 
the Ckriftians, though they did dtf- 
jpoiarage the Infidels. Nor djd 
faeb PcUfiotyps, lay fa much to lies# 
the misfortune of bis Arms, ys -$hp 
death of Mtfiga fe. That Renegade, 
whom the Bajba refarv’d far great 
occafioas, . was ft^uck with ai prodi- 
gious difaafe upon the Sea, which 
carry ’db fa* off in a few- days, bbs 
body -was* aj 1 pvesr norbing bpt concep- 
tion,; ; aftchbettdes the infupportabfe 
^lejichof his Corps, the Wprms which 
carhifa^ive, render'd him a mife- " 
jrable fae&ade. to all. the world ; the 
£ght pjf : which was dreadfal to ber 
bold, . Jailer he had endur'd the tfa- 

waft 
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moft extremities of Torment, and in 
Vain implor’d relief from Heaven, he 
dy’d blaipheming God, and curling 
men, almoftin view of Rhodes. Pay- 
ing that puniihment , which his Coun- 
try exacted from him by a mpft Tra- 
gical end. 

Jn the mean time the Turkijh Fleet 
pafs’d the Streight of Gallipoli, -and 
the Forces that came by Land, reir* 
devour’d in Lycia, as they were ap- 
pointed. There the report ran that 
M ahoinet was cfuddenly dead, and 
that the Souldiers which march’d 
from all parts. Were only to prevent 
filch Commotions and Infuriedions 
as are wont to happen uphn the death 
of the Emperor; A Greek- Spy, who 
was difcover’d at Rhodes i &\& the 
Prifoners that were taken and lent 
thither by the f Knights df • the Fort 
of Fano , confefs’d ail they knew. By 
other means' alfo the Grand • Matter 
understood that the Enehries Fleet 
drew nearer and nearer, and being 
one that was accuftom’d to falfe re- 
ports, he believ’d nothing left then 
the death of Mahomet ; and as for 

that 
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that of Heligale, he look’d upon 
it as an example of Divine Juftice, 
and a pledg of Vi&ory. 

However he omitted not to take 
all the caution that Humane pru- 
dence could require. Add therefore 
confidering that the Churches of Sr. 

M ary and St. Ant Ao»y,that flood with-' - 

out the City.and very neat the Walls, 
might ferVe for iheltcr for the Infi- \ 
dels; and annoy the Town; he caus’d 
them to be pull’d down. He order’d 
that the Inhabitants 'who had Gar- 
dens and Houfes about the City* 
ihould but down all the Trees that 
did not bear Fruit, and that they 
iliould bring into Rhodes as much Of 
the WOod as they could. He com- 
manded them alio to cut down all 
the Barley and Oats that were grown 
up, that the Enemy might want for- 
rage for their HorfeS, and alfo all the 
Wheat, and to fpoil the Grafs and 
green Plants. After which having 
chofen for Captains of the Siicceffors, 
the Hofpitaller; the Admiral, the 
Chance! lour and Treafurer of ti c 
Order j he gate inftru&ions to the 
R Knights 
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Knights of the feveraf X,anguage$ 
what they fliould feverally adt ex- 
horting them in a fey/ words t q .ac- 
quit theipfelves faithfully of, their 
duties. Behold, faid. heyBrayeKnights , 
an opportunity at length for ye. all 
tojhewwhatye are. We haye prq- 
•Vijions of all forts in, abundance, and 
though our forces are not Co-numerous 
as thofe of the Enemy, they art both 
'valiant er and better difc if lin’d, ; 1 taly, 
France, Germany, dll.

But becaufe the Grand Matter was 
fully perfwadejd , that in ' affairs the 
beft order’d are not alwaysfuecefsful, 
unlefs favour’d and prosper'd by God

What the fatal .Image .of M inerxut 
was to . tfiie people of Troy, that was 
the Jmageobfrhe Virgin tp the peo- 
ple c& ;vRbpdcs \ who, t believ'd thqy 
had nothing to fear . vrhilerdhe waSiin 
the midft of them. 

In the mean while the Sentinel that 
flood upon the top of St. Steveni 
Mount, gave a Signal, to advertize 
that the Enemies Fleet appear’d. The 
Grand 'Matter hatted to the Moun- 
tain to fatisfy his own eyes, carrying 
along* with Kim men expert in Sea 
affairs, who were all of one opinion, 
by the courfe which the Fleet fleer’d, 
that they were bound to join with 
the, Bajha, who flay'd fpr them lit 
the Port of Fefco j there to embarque 
all his Forces i Nor were they ae- 
qeiv’d. q^or the Souldiers being em- 
barqlxdwith all fpeed, the Ottoman 
Fleet compos’d of a hundred and 
fixty Sail, fleer d diredly along the

Then to fee the excellent order of the 
Barbarians, xo hear the joyfullhouts , 
') of the Barbarians, the found of the ' 
Fifes , the n’oife of the Trumpets ; 
it feem’d, as if they had been Trium- 
phant Vi&orers making their entry 
into a conquer’d City. 
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T H E City of Rhodes fo fa- 
mous in Antiquity for Aft 
and Science,therecherifh’d, 
and for the birth of fo ma- 
ny famous men, is feated by the Sea- 
fide upon the deicent of a little Hill, 
which rifes infenfibly, i« a pleaiant 
plain, in the North part of the Ifiand, 
that bears its name. It is crown’d 
K 5 with 
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with feveral little Hillocks full of 
clear Springs ; and which in the time 
of th^Gryid .Mailer, Whole fiery I- 
writef were-alriftadtd With Change, 
Pomegranate Trees , and others of 
the fame nature. It was then well 
bui]t, impjufd with adouble Wall, 
fof tiff’d With feter&l Towers,- that 
\yere encompafs’d every one with a 
kind of Ravelin or Baltion, A great 
Rampart fuftain’d thefe Walls with- 
in/ and' at large and deep Mpat en- 
viron’d' tfheriLWithour. But toward 
the South, and on that fide where 
the Jews inhabited in the low Town, 
the Towers* were fonaething more 
diftant^oaefroin another ;■ for which 
reafon that fide was fo much the 
weaker. 

. The Quarter where the Knights 
liv’d, which was call’d the Manfions, 
cef the Languages, which was a kind 
of City by it felf, was the ftronger 
not only fpt its fcituationi but alfo 
fot the feituation which art had ad- 
ded to it. For fiefides that the Sea 
walh’d it upon the North and Eaft, 
ft Was .defended by twq Bulwarks, j 
. .. ■ nine 
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nine Towers, and by a particular For- 
tification that extended it felf to the 
Sea. A very thick Wall, and flank’d 
with good Towers, fepa fated it from 
the low Town, which the people and 
inhabitants^ poflefs’d. The Palace of 
the Grand Matter that run along the 
Manfions of the Knight upon the 
Weft fide, was better fortify ’d then 
the reft, having three or four diftin& 
enclosures/':. 

The Port that was the chief de* 
fence of the whole City, look’d to* 
ward the Eaft, and fomewhat toward 
the North. J It was made by two 
Moles,that ftretching themfelves>from 
the Walls of the City, and. almoft 
meeting one another, left no more 
room but for one Gaily at a time to 
enter. The entry was guarded by 
two ftrong Towers, feated upon twp 
Rocks , upon which formerly flood 
the fainous Coloflus of Brafs, which 
was accounted . One of the feven won- 
ders of the World. '• 

Two little Bofomes of Sea did as 
it were adorn the Port upon the North 
and, South fides, and a Mole that 
K 4 ftrech’d 
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ftretch’d it feif above three hunderd 
paces into the Sea,' at the end where- 
of flood the Tower of St. Nicholas y 
which clos’d the bofom that lay up- 
on the North. '' • • • 

If we may believe the old Arabicjk 
Chronicles, intermixt with many fa- 
bles, this Fort was anciently built by 
an Arabian Prince , call’d by the 
name of Muhaz-ias, a great Souldier,. 
and Son of Abi Safian. This Prince, 
from Governor of Egypt and Syria 
coming to be Calcph nine and thirty 
years after Mahomet , was no fooner 
feated upon the Arabian Throne, 
but he refolv’d to conquer all the 
Roman Empire ; and his firft: defign 
was to attaque Cor, jlant inop le by Sea 
and Land. But he was advis’d to 
go firft to Rhodes , which the exploits 
of the Romans made every day more 
famous then other, among all the 
Nations of the World. For the bring- 
ing of which enterprize to pafs, ha- 
ving befieg’d the City, he built a 
Tower juft by the Port, upon the 
Rocks that ran very far into the Sea. 
And thofe fabulous Stories relate that 

he 
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he built this Tower io high, that the 
top of it .touch’d the Heavens, and 
the foundations reach’d to the cen- 
ter of the Earth. 

The truth is, that after the Vene- 
tians had rais’d the fiege of Rhodes, ,, , , 
in the year 1464, the Grand Matter, 41 ^ 
Zacofia, confidering of what great 
advantage a Fort built upon thofe 
Rocks would be for the defence of 
the City, began that very year to 
build the Tower of St. Nicholas , and 
that ‘Philip, Duke of Burgundy, gave 
twelve thoufand Crowns in Gold to 
finilhit; which engag’d the Knights 
to fet the Arms of the Duke of Bur* 
gundy, and the Provinces under his 
fubje&ion, upon the Tower. 

This was the condition of the Ci- 
ty of Rhodes, when it was beficg’d 
by the Army of Mahomet. The 
Fleet came to an Anchor juft againft 
St. Steven's Mount ; and mauger all 
that the Knights could do to hinder 
their landing, the Turks got footing, , 
and lodg’d themfelyes immediately 
upon the Mount, and in the neigh- 
bouring plains : At the fame time 

they 
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they brought a-fhore all their ArtiK' 
lery alfo, and their Engines of War. 
The Bajha had in his Army, which 
confided at lead of a hunder’d thou- 
fand men ? all the bed Squadrons of 
Jlnatolia, the choice of the S$aht\ 
V and Janizaries, above four thoufand 
Voluntiers, feveral Beys of Roma- 
nia 'and other Governments ; and 
ladly, feveral Companies compos’d 
of the Veteran Bands that had fol- 
low’d Mahomet in all his military 
Expeditions. 

No fboner were they encamp’d,bur 
a Troop of Voluntiers came briskly 
up to the walls of the City, to brave 
the Rh,odmns ; whether the fird heat 
with which they landed were not yet 
allaid, or whether they thought that 
fome bold and irregular action could 
do no harm at the beginning of the 
Siege. But their precipitation coft 
them dear for a party of the Knights 
dallying out upon them, charg’d them- 
fo vigoroufly, that after they had 
ilain a great number of them, they 
put the red to flight. The Knights 
were, no fooner re-enter’d, but > the 

Barba- 
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Barbarians return’d in better order, 
and far more numerous, to obferve 
the crondition of the Town. The Re- 
negade, 'Demetrius , was in the head 
of them ; in whom die Bajha moft 
confided, fince the death of Meligale. 
Thereupon the Knights made a fe- 
cond Tally, commanded by Antony 
D'Aubuflon, Vicount of Monteii, the 
Grand Matter s Brother. 

He arriv’d at Rhodes but fomc 
days before, with an Equipage and a 
Train anfwerable to his Quality, 
He came to Rhodes not only with 
an intention to go to Jerusalem, and 
to vifit tlie holy Sepulcher, according 
to the cuftom of thole times ; but 
alfp to afiitt the Grand Matter, his 
Brother, and to ferve the Church, 
finding himfcJf in a Siege with which 
the Knights were menac’d every mo* 
tzienr. He was a perfon of great Ho- 
nour and Gene roll ty, very skilful in 
the art of War, and one that pro- 
foundly underftood the world. He. 
Was made Captain General of the 
Rhodians upon his arrival, the Heads 
/ <>£ the Council, whokpew his worth, 

• making 
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making choice of him with one con- 
tent. He had brought along with ■ 
him feveral Gentlemen of Marche , 
that were his Tenants, or elfe hi9 
Friends ; not to fpeak of other Souf- 
diers that accompanied him, of which ] 
the chief were Lewis of Chaon , of j 
one of the moll noble fioufes of An- \ 
j&u, William Gomare of Xaintonge, ' 

Matthew B range tier of Terigord, 
Cliuchan Colombo of Bourdeaux , 
Charles le Roy of Dijon, and Lewis 
S.wguin of Tarts. 

The Vicount of Monteil (laid not 
till the enemy came up to him, but 
inarch’d to them with his Sword in 
his hand, and charg’d them vigoroufly 
wi rh h i s T roop. The Turks fuftain ’d 
the hrft charge without ftirring, and 
Demetrius encourag’d them fo by 
his words, and his example, that they 
at length made the Chriftians give 
ground. They had perhaps put them 
ro diforder, if the Vicount of Mon - 
tel had not impetuoufly fpurr’d his 
Horfe upon the chief of the Barbi» 
Hans, who Teem’d to him to be the 
inoit refolv’d and couragious. The 

Knights 
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Knights followed the Vicount, and 
behav’d themfelves fo valiantly, that 
the enemies were prefently tut to 
pieces, mauger all the refinance they 
made. ‘Demetrius defended himfeif 
with all the courage that honour and 
' fury could infpire into him. But bis 
Horfe being kill’d under him, he was 
bimfelf thrown to the ground, and 
trampl’d over by the Horfes. Info- 
much, that he who had abjur’d the 
Faith, and confpir’a the deftru&ion 
of Rhodes , .advanc’d the defign of 
the Infidels no- more than his friend 
Mtligalusi over whom he had on- 
ly . this advantage, to dye with his 
Arms in his hands, and fignalizing 
Kis valour ; a death too noble for a 
Renegado and a Traytor.. - 

The Rhodians in this encounter 
only loft the Knight deMurdt,oixhc 
Anvernian Language, and-oneof the 
braveft perfons -of the Order. He 
was encorapaft by a Body of Sfabi’f, 
being in the pnmit of fome that ran 
away, and run through in a thousand 
places. While he was difatming De- 
metrius. The Turks put his head up- 
on 
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on the end of a Lance, and to com- 
fort themfelves for their misfortune, 
earn’d it; into their. Camp with moil; 
hideous yellings, and: ihouts of de- 
rifion. The body was.recover’d out 
.of their hands by Knights, and the 
Grand Mailer caus’dhim to be en- 
terr’d with all the pooip and h cutout 
rhat fo renown’d an asflion deferv’di 
Thefe hr ft attempts not having 
fucceeded with v the Infidels, the 
. 'Dutch. Engineer advis’d, the battering 
of St. Nicholas Tower, believing, that 
if they Could mailer that, the City 
would, foon furrender ; orat lcail,tbat 
they ihoukbthereby hinder any iVef- 
fel from getting . into the: Port. The 
c&a>/!ha.be\icv ’ d the Engineer, and the 
Turks carri.’d three ugreat pieceSDjof 
Artillery intaithe Gardens adfoytiing 
toSt) ^Br^o«y v s.Church, >whkh cfan- 
manded' cherTower. They preiea&y 
cut down ihe trees, and aftdr thejr 
had plac’d their Gibioqs : to; ; faance 
themfelves, they foot ! without ced- 
ing. ’ • • 

The Grand Mailer '.immediately 
tais’d a Counter Battery with tfcnM 

pieces, 
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pieces, in the Garden of th t-Auver- 
nian lodgings. Now, in regard the 
noife of the Cannon, that never lay 
Hill all day long, alarm’d the inhabi- 
tants, he walk a his .rounds about the 
City, a<?compani’d by the principal 
Knights, confirming the courage of 
the. people by his prefence* He alfp 
viftted all the. Polls the fame night, 
encouraging the Souldiers, and ex- 
horting them to fight couragioufly 
for the Faith. • 

No fooner the day began to peep^ 
but the Gtnman . Engineer appear’d 
upon the brink ; of the City'- Moat , 
humbly defiring the Quards to open 
the Gates for him f but) the. Souldi- 
ers had certainly foot him; had not 
fbnje of the more prudent Knights 
prevented them* Thereupon, by the 
command- oft die GrandMafter, he. 
was fet in, andcondudted to the Ca- 
£Ue. He waaaperfqnof .a veiy good 
prefence, and tall in ftature ,• he had. 
a craftywikqmm contrary to the 
charader.ofhi^Natioaibpld enough, 
and one that knew hOWto ufe his 
tongue. . He was known if Rhodes* 

and 
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and was accompted one of the mod: 
skilful Artifts of his time. Being Ck- 
amih’d what rfcafon had brought him 
thither, he anfwcr’d, that he came to 
defend Rhodes. That he could no 
longer endure the reproaches of his 
own confciente, for having employ’d 
his art againd the faithful ; that pre- 
ferring his Salvation before hiS For- 
tune, he did abfoltitdy renounce the 
advancement which he might expert 
among the Turks ; thap he fhoula be 
happy to dye in the defence of the 
faith. That he defir’d nothing elfe 
of God ; but that he durft not hope 
for a favour, of which he was fo un- 
worthy. The Grand Matter Com- 
mended hiS Zeal, without mahifetting 
the leaft miftruft ; and having ex A 
horted him to perfift itt his good re* 
folutions, he examin’d him concern- 
ing the Army of the Turks. 

The Germany the more bold, be* 
Caufe he thought himfelf unfufpe&- 
td, fpoke With an air and a counte- 
nance that tttew'd nothing of a Tray- 
tor, that the TurkiJh Army was above 
a hunder’d thousand men cffe&ive; 

bCfides 
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befides the Forces that were coming 
to joyn with them ; that the Turks % 
befides their ordinary Cannon, had 
fome prodigious pieces, above eigh- 
teen foot long, that carri’d bullets of 
three foot in diameter. That they 
were refolv’d to perilh all, rather 
then think of railing the Siege, which 
Was the only thing that griev’d him* 
He fpake with fo much confidence^ 
that many believ’d what he faid, to 
be real. The Grand Matter, that he 
might venture nothing, yet make ufe 
of the opportunity which Fortune 
had put into his hands, thought he 
might make ufe of the Engineer, 
though he were refolv’d not to truft 
him. To that purpofe he Command* 
ed the Knights, who had the charge 
of the Artillery, to confult him in 
every thing, and not to raife any 
battery without him. And to pre-' 
Vent his return to the Turks Camp, 
or from keeping any cotrefpondence 
With them, he order’d fix of the 
ftouteft Souldiers in the City always - 
to attend him, to whom he gave pri- 
vate inftru&ions to keep him always 
L in 
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-in fight, and never to leave him alone 
all at a time. 

Though the Grand Mailer had fern 
to Rome the Knight Cardona , when 
the Infidels jfirft appear’d before the 
lile ; however he fail’d not to fend a- 
gain, fo foon as they were landed, 
jHe fent alfo to the' King of France 
and to the other Chriilian Princes. 
But becaufe the Letter which he had 
jfent to the abfenc Priors, had not 
•taken that full e fifed: which be de- 
fir’d ; he difparch’d away another, 
wherein, after he had given an ac- 
count of the beginning of. the Siege 
to the Knights that were not yet re- 
turn’d ; he declar’d to them alfo that 
having put all his trull inGod,he fear'd 
neither the force nor cunning of the 
Barbarians ; yet that he hop’d that 
perfons of their worth and renown, 
would not fail, to come to the relief 
of the Order at fiich a time of ne- 
ceflity as this. He addedalfo, that 
notwithflandipg the Siege* the Port 
Ihould be always open to the VelTds 
of the ChrillianS. 
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In the mean while, MifacA ‘Paleo,- 
logus haying well confidcr -d the Situa- 
tion and the outfide of ; the Town^ 
and. being, of Opinion with the En- 
gineer, that all would follow the 
To\ver p£, St, JSbchoias, he caus’d his 
biggeft Pieces to be planted where 
they had raid’d the hrlt battery ; and 
in aimail turtle they made above three 
hundered Shfttt The Tower was 
ihaken totheypfy Foundations, and 
batter’d inipiferal places. The great 
Wall upon the. Weft fide fell almofi all 
down, and failing* made a molt dread- 
ful noife ; fo that the noife and ihouts 
of joy among the Barbarians, caus'd 
a terrible fear in the City ; but they 
were (ban encourag'd by the Exhor- 
tations of jinpqny, Fradttt , of the 
Order of St. Francis , a man eloquent 
aod Apoftqlick, .who run up and down, 
with A. Crucifix in his hand perfor- 
ming the fame good Offices at Rhode s,, 
which John Capefiran did at Bel- 
grade. 

The Tower, could not Hand, consi- 
dering the condition to which theCa- 
fioft, bad reduc’d it , and yet there 
L i was 
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was a neceffity of preferving it, or 
hazarding the iofs of all« Thereupon 
the Grand Matter refohr’d to'choole 
the Flower of the KhightS > ahd ; Souldi>- 
Prs to reinforce the Gafrifoix Ahd 
having reprefentedW them of what 
importance it was,not tp abandon that 
polt, he fent them thither 1 under the 
command of Fhbniius Caretta an 
Italian , conjuring theth' tO remem- 
ber that they had in their hands the 
Deftiny of Rhodts.\ He alio went 
thither in a Barque himfelf,. to fee 
what work the Cannons had made, 
and finding that the, ruines of the 
Wall had made a kind of Battion 
round about the remaining part , fo 
that their Batteries could do no more 
Harm, he made an endefure of great 
Beams m or rais’d one within another, 
and nail'd together, to flrengthen the 
compafs of theWall & thcDcieb itfelf, 
which was' hollow’d out of the Rook : 
and feeing that fome part of the Wall 
was fallen within the Fort, he caus'd 
the Ruins to be carry *d away for- the 
convenieney of the Garrifom ‘Then 
iec&ufe- the little Geiph chatwafhd 
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the Weft fide of the Mole was fome* 
rimes fo low that it might be waded, 
he fet ill hands at work to prevent 
the Infidels from making their ap- 
proaches that way. To that end they 
laid Planks at the bottom of the Wa- 
ter all ftuck With Iron Spiks; and 
then there was a good ftrotig Guard 
plac’d upon’thfc Out Walton that fide 
of the 1 Ctty ; ih'the TVenches alfo 
lay-tf ftOUP-fqWdron o€ French and 
Sp&jtiJh Knights', -to relieve the Ga- 
rifoh iff the Tdwer, upon occafion. 

The Grand Mafter (pent all the 
night a Horfe back, and in Arms, 
ftirring continually to keep his men 
in Breath. The Knights and Souldiers 
kept their Ports all night, without 
flirting, but ftill upon the watch, 
and ready to fight the Enemy; The 
Grand Mafter was alfo very careful 
to plant feveral pieces of Canon all 
along the Walls of the City that look- 
ked toward the Mole of the Tower, 
to fink the Gallies thatlhould 

ride there to favour the iffault, He 
alfo provided fdveral fire Ships to 
burn the Enemies Gallies while they 
L 3 made 
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made the atracque; And in regard 
all was to be t hazarded tofave a ppfl, 
upon which depended {he fafety of 
the City , he put hijufeif into the 
Tower, together with hi$ , firothe? the 
Vifcount of Monteile : .-T . 

, AU thefe Cautions were but little 
enough $ for day npfponer appear’d* 
but the Turkijh Gallies ; weigh’d from 
before Mounr St; Sttveps, and fleer’d 
diredily to the Tower with a frelh 
gale, with a loud npife of- Trumpets 
and Drums. N.o fppneir were they 
come near the Rocks .of the Fort, 
but the Barbarians leap* a Ihoar, and 
while the Gallies play’d frotn the, Sea, 
they ran tp the aftayl^w.i'h a fury that 
look’d more like dcipertftctfefs, then 
courage.. At the fame time, they 
within dtfeharg’d all their Cannon 
from the Walls upon the Galleys, and 
the Musketeers from the Mole gave 
the Infidelsfofraart aV<*Ufcy,that they 
hill’d tnoft-of them upon the place ; 
the reft more furious for. the flaughter 
of the others, and reinforc’d with 
fr«fh fupplies, in.fpight of all the 
(hot froth the City, fell boldly to 
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the Scalado. They that defended fhe 
Tower, encourag’d : by the prefenqe 
©f the Grand Matter, and the necef-. 
iky of Vantjuifhing or 'periihing, fur- 
ftain’d the attaulc with a refolution^ 
that attorn fil’d the Afiailants. Ne- 
ver was there perhaps an att&cqiR* 
more qbftinate, nOr a more ftout de-, 
fence. The Turks that fought almoff 
in the air, tumbl’d every loot from 
the top of the Recks either dead or 
wounded, but their, rooms . were fdort 
fill’d up; fo that it feemVhasifi they? 
had been ftill the fame peqpte, & that, 
their blows took no efie$\ .^dlexisoi^ 
TarftiSi one of the mofi: valiant of the? 
Turks , was careful to fupply the |fi\ 
fault with frefli men. He comman- 
ded that day in the plaice of the 
/ha, .who was detail’d in the 
Camp ; and his undauntednefs gave, 
fo much .courage to the Turks} that? 
they fought all wounded and bloody 
as they had been favage-beafts, en* 
rdg’d at the fight of their blood, and 
no way concern’d at the fear of 
death. , 
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The butcheries of the Barbarians 
rather redoubl’d then abated- the cour 
rage of the Knights,* who fbught 
like men that had nothing robe good 
husbands of, but rather fought to 
kill, then to defend themfelves. The 
Grand' Matter, who perform’d all the 
offices of a good Captain, and a 1 pri- 
vate Souldier, had his head-piece 
ttruck’n from his head with a kone. 
But in regard he was neither .woun- 
ded nor ftunn’d with the blow, he 
took a Hafinttead of a: Helmet, and 
continu'd ip theheat of the fight with 
fciS wonted tranquility; however, he 
Was hit by feVetal Arrows that pierc’d 
his Armour .in feveral places. 

«' Thefe accidents caus’d the Knights 
to be very folkitous for their Cap - 
fain. And the Commander, Carretta , 
feeing many people fall about the 
Grand Matter, befought him earneft- 
ly to retire. To whom the Grand 
Matter finding, reply ? d, Touhave more 
to hope for , then I to fear. Ton will 
one Hay reap the fruit of my fains , 
added he, by a kind of Prophetical 
Spirit; as it were foretelling the Com- 
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mandcr, that Heaven had deftr’dhim 
to be one day Grind * Matter of 
Rhodes. ■" 

The Vicount of Montes l fhar d 
with his Brother in the travel, and, 
the danger j The artificial Fires, and 
Cannon-ihot that flew continually 
from the Town, and the perpetual 
ibowers of Muftjuet-bullcfs, Arrows; 
and Stones, wroughra moft wonder- 
ful effedfc. Oftthe other' fide, the 
Fire-lhips fet fire to feveral Galleys, 
and the Arillery of the Garrilbn fo 
ill entreated the Galleys that defen- 
ded themfelves from the Fire-lhips,’ 
that the enemies, after thfey had in a 
fhort time loft above feVen hunder’d 
of theirs, Were conftrain’d to give 
way. Now, as it is ufual to run from 
one extremity to another, and that 
nothing is* weaker then a Plunatick, 
when the fits is pyer $ thefe men, va- 
liant even to fury, and who bo'afted 
to out- brave death,betook themfelves 
to their heels with fo much hafte,that 
the moft part were drown'd fly- 
ing.

. , The vp^ation of. die JBqJha for the 
iff. jfuccefs of his firft enrerpnze, did- 
apt take from him the hope Of itic- 
_ cepding in a feeondi He was- per- 
fwaded, that by attitequing the .Ci- 
ty in the weakeft. pare, he lhould 
eafily repair the lofe which he had 
foftain’d. To which puepofe he caus’d 
eight great pieces of Cannon to be 
, planted againft the Jews Walk and 
threw up feveral Breft-\vorks for the 
fecuriry of the Infidels. He alfo Ipdg’d 

cer- 
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certain pieces of Cannon upon the 
point of land that e v nclo$’a one of 
fhe little Golphs ; raifing that bat- 
tery to dellroy the Mills -that were 
built all along the Mole, and thun*- 
der 'down the Tower of the Port di 1 - 
re&ly oppofitc to that, point of 
land. , 

The Grand Mailer flept not at alii 
He knew that the Jews Wall could 
not long refill the Turks Cannons; 
how thick or ftrong foeVer it were; 
and that the only way to fave the 
place, was to entrench himfelf behind 
' the Wall. For which reafon he caus’d 
feveral houfes to be pull’d down, and 
a deep Nfoat to be made, large enough 
to put a flop to the Infidels, in cafe 
they ihould come to afiault the Brea- 
ches they ihould make. Healfo built 
up behind the Moat a thick brick- wall 
with a good Terrafs of Earth to fufi 
tain it. They, labour’d night and day 
to perf*6l thefe ! works ? and the . 
Grand Mafler himfelf at the head of 
the Labourers, was as active asf any of 
the reft, to carry Stones and Lime 
to advance the \vork by his prefence. 

Rich' 
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Rich and Poor, Men, Women, Maids 
and Religious people, forgetting con : 
dition or jfex wrought as common 
labourers ; the very Children did 
what lay in their power, doing more 
then the weaknefs of their age feem’d 
to pcrmitjapparently incited by fome- 
thing fupernatural to the defence of 
Religion,: and their Countrey. '< 

’ -Thefe new Fort i locations' Were hard • 
by httwlK'd; when' the Turks ' began 
their new - Batteries. The Bullets 
that flew continually; and were of 
an extraordinary bignefs, aftomlh- 
cdt the; Engineers of the City, in- 
fonouch that the Germatf Engineer 
confefe’d that he never faw ahy thing 
like them before. The §ea ihoar re- 
founded with mod dreadful roarings 
©f the Cannon, the noife whereof was 
heard above forty Leagues* from the 
Ifland. But the effect wis>tnpre ter- 
rible then the noife ; foi(bd(ides that 
thole Guns caus'd a kind -of Earth- 
quake when they went oR the Bat- 
teries Beat downfall the Wall, and made 
moil dreadful breaches. 

Befides 
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Befides the Mortar pieces, which 
the Enemy had planted round the Ci- 
ty, threw up into the Air Stones of 
a vail; bignefs, which falling upon 
the Tiles of the Houfes, made their 1 
entrance in,and kill’d all that flood in 
their way * and the horrible Ruin 
which they made caus’d a fad confu- 
fiort in the City. The Inhabitants 
who could be no where fa£e, neither 
in their Houfes nor in the Streets, 
bogan to cry out and mutter of fur- 
rendring 5 at what time the Grand 
Mailer bethought himfelf pf an ex- 
pedient which Rifl’d the fedition in 
its infancy, and fav’d the lives of an 
infinite company of people. He or- 
der’d that the Women, Children, 
and perfdns* that were of no ufe, 
fhould all retire into the fpace which 
was between the Houfes and the Ram- 
parts upon the Weft fide, all which 
Jpafe he coher’d with a-moft fubftan- 
rial roof, compos’d of good Rafters 
joyn’d together, and able to reflft the 
weight of much bigger Stones. The 
Turks who knew not that the Ci- 
tizens had (pitted their houfes, di- 
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re&qd their Engines againft thofe 
places which they thought moft in- 
habited; fo that at la(t thofe murdrous 
ihowres took little effedfc. The Soul- 
diers and the Knights receiv’d but 
little harm, whofe Polls were like 
fiulworks; no more then from the 
Artillery which the Turks plaid from 
a rifing ground that did but little 
command the City. : 

The Bajha who thought to have 
reduc’d the City by the difeharge of 
his great pieces, finding that the be- 
fieged fpoke not a word of Capitu- 
lation, yet not willing to hazard the 
AiTault, took a ftrange refolutioo to 
put an end to the Seige.He confider’d 
that- the perfon of the Grand Mailer 
was the main obftacle that hinder’d 
his talcing the Town, and that the 
Knights would never furrender , fb 
long as they had fuch a valiant and 
expert Commander,!© that he thought 
the beft and fafeft way was te make 
fureof him. This defign of his he 
communicated to two Renegado's, 
who coming to the Turks Camp at 
the beginning of theSiegc; had ab- 
jur’d 
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jur’d the Cbriftjan faith, and made a 
ihew of much zeal for the Mahume- 
tan Sed:. 'pie one was a ‘Dalmatian, 
the other of Albania. They had both 
of them acquaintance in Rhodes ; 
and the Albanefe , who was a crafty 
and intelligent perfon, was very well 
known to one of the Secretaries to 
the Grand Matter, an Italian , whole 
name was Phdetyho. The Renega- 
do's themfelves immediately offer’d 
to do the bufmefs, either by ttab or 
poifon. Though the Execution were 
both difficult and dangerous; but a 
wicked man may do any thing when 
he fears nothing. 

At the time when the two Aflaffi- 
nates were preparing to leave the 
Camp, Aly Bajha arriv'd there from 
Conjlantinople. Mahomet , who be- 
gan to be ditturb’fl at the Siege, had 
font him exprefly to advertise Paleo- 
logus, that he would comehimfcif 
with a reinforcement of a hundred 
thousand men, and fifteen hundred 
Cannon of a prodigious bignefs. Whe- 
ther the advice were true or falfe the 
Infidels receiv’d it as an Oracle, which 

allur’d 
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’aflur’d thdm of thevi&ory. For the 
Very name of Mahomet 'fill’d the 
Camp with joy , , and iufpir’d new 
heat into the Souldiers. ; This pro- 
duc’d an effe&i quite coiitraty in the 
City. The Renegado's who got into 
the City One after another, , that they 
might not feem to have any acquain- 
tance one with another, were receiv’d 
as perfons ranfom’d our of Captivity ; 
having given out that they unfortu- 
nately fell into the hands of the Bar- 
barians in the fecond Sally, At theit 
fir ft admittance they reported, that 
Mahomet •was coming with a‘ formi- 
dable Army, and that all was loft, 
if they did not come to a Capitula- 
tion, before his arrival. Some of 
the Italian Knights who guarded die 
port on that fide, and queftionlefs werd 
not the braveft of their Nation, were 
affrighted at the news. “Some Sfantfh 
Knights alfo Who took the Alarum 
upon the fame noiic joining with thd 
Italian i, caball’d together, and had 
private Conferences in the nighttime, 
the refult Whereof was that fiiice they 
could not fare Rhodes , they lhaufd 

. af 
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at leaf!: fave the honour of the. RJbif 
deans, by making an advantageous 
Competition. The Italians who 
were the Captains of the Cabal, 
difeover’d their defignto Vhtlelfho, ' 
in whom the Grand Mafter repos'd 
a .great oruft ; and after they had 
made him of their party, they en- 
gag’d him to repreient to the Grand 
Mafter, the necefliry of yeilding to 
fave the Iftand from the utmoft mife- 
riesofWar. 

Vhiktyhus was a perfon of Ho- 
nonour and Sincerity, but one that 
lov'd his 'Nation, and had too great 
an efteem for his Counrrey-men, to 
think them gutlry of any treachery. 
And therefore believing- that th ic Ita- 
lians meant well, and that a&ing with 
the Spaniards, they could not take 
any wrong or injurious courfes, he 
not only undertook to fpeak, but ac- 
quitted himfelf of his promife. 

So foon as the Grand Mafter un- , 
derftood by his Secretary what had 

J >aft, he lent for the moft famous be- 
ore him, ? and disenabling at firft his 
indignation, hetoMtheturin fome- 
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vwhat bitter language*; rhacif they.fo 
..ijauch. fear’d tMabamctj they. ihould 
odo well to $et out. of. cheisKay : chat 
. ih&gavc'tbeiiiifee liberty to be gone ; 
/htid. that theyfhouldhaVe Galleys 
.'/lor their CottVeniencfc.v But then* a- 
hgli tV changing bis rone/. with a ftern 
noountengnoQv \ But -if you] will flay 
Ywith usi, added hp, never. mention 
< itoiypafitian y . and. i bts aflur’/J* that if 
you. continue yaur Cabdk, I will hang 
ye up every Mothers Son. ,\T . ... 

. Thefc words pronounc’d: .with fo 
: much authority, were like a thunder- 
.ilroke tolidfe guilty... They acknow- 
ledg’d /their; fault l jaAdi feemf’d. fo 
alham’d and fiarryr&ap it, that the 
.(hand MafterthougHc;them feveaely 
fehoaghfjpuniih’d ; and/ thus. mixing 
.miidnefs. 1 . With fcverityV- and content- 
ed, with there fuhmiflinopetiitence^be 
-pirdoh’jd.thdm , upon, the. fpot. Bat 
the faughes; whom ihfctgdbdnefs of 
•jtheGcadd Mailer had, absolutely con- 
ffdundedv adjudging -.vherafelves ;uh- 
--worthyiofi pandon after fo unworthy 
iflh action,’ bafdugEu: Jiim; not to .par- 
don thcic ihwHt thdy thad walfe’d 
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it away with, the blood ofi their ene* 
lilies, and their ovyn. 

All this whHe the rwo.Tfay tors 
laid their plots, and fought all means 
to .execute, their delign; the Albcn 
noife,iwho knew thziPhUetjtbusyfha 
was no mqre entruftcri with the 
k'nowiedg t>f affairs, finee the. Cabal 
of the Rations; fail'd not to infinnate' 
tohim, trhathe hadno wnoching more 
to hope . for in Rhodes that credit 
with great men once lbflyWas feldom 
regain’d; Thatufually theyto whom! 
they . had .'impacted their fccrets, be- 
came hateful when once fufpeded : 
that the hatred of thofe who could 
revenge themfelves, unpimilh’d, is 
always to be fear’d; and that the' 
fafeft way, was to fuffer himfelf to be 
fbreftall’d, : *

fo quick-twitted as ‘Philetybo , to di^ 

Vine what was aim’d at : He 1 had al- 
ways look’d upon the Aibantje as a 
fellow of ho Religion, of confidence,;

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reafon, he tfcade no cjueftion but that 
this wicked wretch had been gain’d 
by the Infidels, and that he was re- 
turn’d to Rhodes out of adefign to do 
feme mifchiefj However, the 1 better to 
inform himfelf, he made Ambiance, of 
giving ear to his arguments, and 
Withal, hinted to him that he would 
be -very ready to prevent hisene- 
nies, provided he might be well (e* 
conded, The Ailafiinate catching at 
this bait, frankly difclos’d himfelf ; 
be declar ’d the whole bufinefs toT bi- 
le Ip ho, and having fbew’d hirii the 
Bajbas Letter to. haften the execu- 
tion, he promis’d him ' as much as 
could tempt the ambition or intereft 
of a mad. 

How great aMriead focvcr 'Philel- 
pho had of fo horrible a crime, he 
cotyentcd to it in outWard ^appear- 
ance! But fo foon as heihad taken 
Ills {cave of him, he.went and gave 
the .Grandiiiafter an account of what 
he had underflood. Immediately the 
Albdu eft was fe*z’d : upon; who was 
already applauding' himfelf for die 
fcccefs of his enterprife. He deny'd 
- ' all 
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all at firfl: with thatboldnefs and' 
confidence Which is uftlAl With Cri^ 
mwials. f5ut foon after -he confcft 
all,: tfcufch'ti either With' remotfe of 
cooiciencei or forc’d by^the violenco 
of his torments. The < Dalmatkt* s 
wild Was introduc’d into the Grand 
Maft& s 'Palace by Another means;

Tcuhat effed; the General of the 
barbarians -undertook to build a 
Woodd’n-Bridg that Would hold fix 
men a breft, which fhould reach from 
the Church of St. Antony to the foot 
oif the Tower. They brought with* 
out ceafing in the presence of the . 
Bajha , who affiftedat the work him- ! 
felf. So foon as the Btidg wasfmifh’d, 
a Tiirk having in '< the 1 night fecretly 
fatten'd an Anchor to the Rock of 
the Tower it felf with a chain of Icon, 
thruft a Cable through the ring of 
the Anchor, to which the end of the I 
Bridg was link’d ; lo, by drawing the 
Cable by ftrength of arm, the Bridg, 
by degrees, might be haTd ra the ve- 
ry point of the Mole of Sr. Nscho- 
las. 

But the cunning of the JVic could 
not deceive the vigilance of the Rho- 
dians. An Englitti Marener, whole 
name was Roger, a bold and daring 
.fellow, who <mcover*d what had paif, 
threw himfelf into the Sea, when the 
Turk was retir’d ; and When he had 

cunning- 
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curthfrigly unfaften’d the AnchoV, he 
left the chain upon the Rckfc; as if it , 
had Ifctti held : for which, the Grand 
Matter immediately gave him twp 
hurider’d Crown? iri Gq!d. When the 
Turks began go draw the Cable, to 
ifcove .the J&ridg forward; they foon ' 
p^ceriv’d that their ttratagem was 
dii(ct>ytt’'4»i.and that th t.fibodtiuft 
were moreihbtil then they, thqugh 
They Wefdnbt altogether diinearttn^. 
FOT ^akohgus; wh6 manag’d the en- 
terprise bim&lf, and had a wit fertfl 
ftfr invention, fent for a great number 
of Barques to bear the brid^upon the 
water, and tP tranfpbrt it infenfibly 
to the Mple, 4 as thfe ftanjues mov’d 
forwards. Fh the mean time he or- 
der’d, a«s well to attaque the Tow- 
er, as batter the V eflels that lay in 
the Port, thirty Galleys, befides fe- 
veral Hghp'Veftelsy wherein he, had 
put the chpiceft meninyhis Army, 
and whp were to begin the aflault, 
while the Souldiers landed. 

The Grand Matter omitted nothing 
that lay ini his power.

The enemy was fo much perplex’d 
that he had attacqu d the Tower in 
the open day, that he refolv’d not to

ry filently,’ contrary to thfir cuftoms.- 
But having gain’d theMOle, and te-* 
ing •' landed, they prcfenfcly Open’d 
their throats. The? choic£ patty ! Of 
the Turks affiiil’d the Tower where 
ft was mpft ruin’d., making a mbit 
hideous hoife, which WasfolibW'tf 
With the found of Tmrnpets and cm 
thet Warlike InftrumetttS. ’ ! v. * 1 

The Chriltiansv- who 'Were aft Up J 
on their Guards; and expd&ed thdt* 
enemies with an'hndaunted rfelblucV 
6n ,' vigoroufly fuftainMthe hshock. 
They fought on both fides with ' ^ii 
equal ardor, without any* other light,' 
then that pf the GranadO^'and 1 ire- 
pots, that flew cbntihuidly from fide 
to fide } To that there 1 WSs a great 
fiaughter in a lhort time. : - . ; > 

In the mean rime theGaHeys bein£ 
come up clofe to the Rock-, and the 

Wood'll 
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Wood'h bridg being fix’d to the point 
of the Rock, by the affiftanee of the 
Barks, a multitude almoft innumera* 
ble of the Turki gave the aflault on 
that fight where the Grpfs of the Wall 
was fall’n down. The difcharges that 
weremadefo thick upon them, brake 
their firft effort, and threw headlong 
a good number of them that were al- 
ready got up. The reft were repuls’d 
by the Knights that defended that ' 
part ; and there it was to be Teen* 
now fome times valour might prevail- 
againft number. The Grand Mafter 
who was every where, encourag’d 
the Knights, and confidently allur’d 
them of victory provided they them- 
felves would hut do their beft to o- 
verconie. 

While the heat of the Combat cn- 
creas’d, the Batteries which the Grand 
Mafter had planted againft the bridg, ' 
took' that effect as was expe&ed. For 
the Bridg was cut in pieces at the fame 
time when a reinforcement of Soul- 
diefs was upon it ; who all perifti ’d 
nriferably, being neither to bereliev’d . 
by. the ' Barks, nor able tt> five thcm- 
. ■ felves 
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' felves tty fwimming, under i Showed 
of Stonesand Arrows-*' that follow’d 
the difcbfcrges of the .Artillery. 

The Enemies Galleys ceas’d not 
to batter the Tower . of St. Ntcbo&rs, 
and to tire the Knights. :.But they 
refum’d new; vigour when they peer 
eeiv’d that the Bridg .was broken* 
and that the Affailents could no long* 
cr be that way reliev’d,atKJ that which 
more cnereas’d their refolutioh wasj 
that thei Artillery of rhe Tower had; 
funk four Galleys With; federal; Ships 
of War ; and th&t'theFifce-Sbipstfent 
Sgainft .the haddilmay’d and 
difordcr’d the whole' fleer,. . . 

This. However did not hinder the' 
Infidels from being, obftinate in that* 
aflault; for dcfpair fometimesinftead 
of abating, raifes. courage. Both 
(ides fell on . again. without re- 
* morfe, and the Combat Which had 
already dilafted three hours, began 
again with more violence then ever. 
The day which foon after appear’d 
did butferve. toirretate the Coraba* 
rant*,: while it drfeover’d the Maftacre 
in- the Night.

This Letter wrought no impreffien 
upon their refoltitiorisi. r The wifer 
fort laugh’d at them-; the meaneft .

They all con- 
temn’d and fcorn’d the change which 
he propos’d ; and fo far they were 
from dreaming of a fubmUhon to the

was the only means to fave their Re- 
putation and Efiates.

The Grand Maftet being inform’d 
of Solymaris proportions, did noieis 
wonder at the Bajba'i Erabaflador, 
then the Bajba wonder’d at their re-: 
fiftance. That they could not appre- 
hend that he had any companion or 
tcnderneTs for them, which he endea- 
vour'd? to deilroy by all means ima- 
ginable.

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The Knfghfv who fpoke in the name 
of: the Grand' Matter, added haugh- 
tily, that the Soldan of Egypt and 
Bdbikv, no lefs potent then the Em- 
peror of the Turks, had often attempt 
ted Rhodes, without getting any thing 
“but fliaSie j that the Rhodians hop’d ' 
that their entrencbmentS'tvouId provfc - 
the toihbs of the Ottoman Army ; 
and that they would rather perifh in 
the ruines- of their own Countrey 
then, then deliver it up to the ene- 
mies of the Chriftiah Faith. And 
laftly, that neither the threats nor 
promifes of Mahomet werefufficient 
to force them to any thing which , 
might either be againft their profef- 
fionj or Haft their honour.

The Turks puft up > 
with thisfuccefs, drove back the rclt, 
and fet up feyto of their colours upon 
the walls, before the Chriftians could 
get upuppnaflope, made with the 
Rufiss of* the Wall on their fide. The 
Knights and Sauldier s that firfi: afeen- 
ded fell upon the Turks with fuch a 
fury that they forc’d them to retire. 
But the Turks being prefently rein- 
fore’d, both parties difputed a long 
O time 
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time for the Wall ; - they on itoth 
Tides with great head 'and courage. 
But vyhen the Corob^gtevvfhotyand 
that thewi&oty feenTditip encIine to 
the Infidels , the Count of Mmtet4 
came into the afhftamtpof'theChrifti- 
ans ; but notvfithftakdiijg. dl.ithe^f- 
fedrs of their ivaidurj ihey coold rice 
drive back their Eaimies^ wbonf thie 
*prefenca of the Bd/btcmedt undaua- 
tcd , and not being' 'able ito* syithM 
Hand To great a dumber as fell' Upon 
them, . (hi. • v : •* : . •'/ •-_/» ww 

In thei mean time thereporcwhich 
was'l Tfireii: that die Enemy had, cv* 
ry’d tne Je'tvs Qoamr jiibruck. terror 
and confo fi on eve whored But fo 

Toon as' die Grand Maher faWvthia 
beginning of a Rout^with a halfpiLe 
in his hand , he mounted the Wall, 
having already kilTd Tome that were 
got down, and cottfidering ,that the 
lofs of £ 11 depended' upon thiapoft, 
he refolv’d" to hazard alt, or regain it. 
The old Commanders! and young 
Knights that were near to hisperfon, 
mounted after ; at what time the 
Grand Mailer breaking into a thick 

Bat- 
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Battalion of the Turks < with an ailo-' 
nifhing fury , charg’d them 4 b rude* 
ly, that they were foon clear’d off. 

No fooner was it known to what 
danger the Grand Mailer had expofd 
hiihfelf, but the Burgefles oftheTown 
ran with allfpeed'todifingage him, or 
to dye with him. The Women alfo 
who were for the moil part habited 
in mens apparel, appear’d upon the 
Ramparts to terrify the Afiailan|s,fol- 
low’d their- husbands , and pouring 
down fcalding Oil, Flints, add old 
Iron upon , the Turks * ‘while others 
were fo hardy as to throw Wild- fire, 
and others to take up the Arms of 
the^Sfarn,'! and fight in' their Heads 
they did •very ;good- -fervice. On the 
other fide the Archers which the 
Grand Mailer had plac’d in fuch parts 
of the Wall which the Cannon had 
a little fear'd ; fhot continually upon 
thofe that came with frefh recruits. 

The Barbarians fell in great heaps 
every where, yet dearly felling their 
lives, but more efpecially making a 
great daughter about the Grand Ma- 
iler. But the prefent Image of death 
O » ' rc- 
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redoubl’d his zeal, and no way di- 
minifli d • his Valour. Let us dye, my 
dear Brethren, laid he, rather then 
retire, ’ tis for the faith, ’ tisfor hea- 
ven that we fight , our 'death Jhall 
he honour'd among men, and preciotls 
m the fight of God, His example, 
and his words , fo encourag’d the 
Souldiers, that roauger the obftinate 
refiftaoce of the enemy, they regain’d 
the F.ield, and made themfel ves albfo- 
ktte Mallets, of it, after a difpute of 
two hours*: The Knight de. Montho - 
Ion, being the firft that tore up the 
Ottoman Banners,, and dung them to 
the ground. 

As much affrighted as tfw Barba- 
rians feem’d, and as much Wearied 
as they were indeed, Ibame or ho- 
nour caus’d them to return to the 
Charge ; and the Bajha drew out a 
JBody of old Janizaries to fecond 
the aflault. Now, in regard the Grand 
Mailer was known by his gilded 
Arms, and the throng of remarkable 
perfons that environ’d him; the 
Bajha commanded that they Ihould 
pick him out particularly, Thefe 

frelh 
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frefh men threw tbemfdvesjike beatts 
of prey, upon the Chriftians;& having 
forc'd their, way through the Pikes 
and Swords, were making dire&ly to 
the Grand Matter , if the Vicount of 
Monteil, who faw them coming, 
had not put a ttcp to them ; who 
flew upon them with the moft va- 
liant of the Auvtrnian Pott; In 
the mean time ten or twelve of the 
boldeft of the Turks joyniiig with 
thole that were at handy-tttrokcs with 
the Grand Matter, they laid at him 
with feveral blows ; fo that his arms 
being broken, he receiv’d five wounds: 
however, he fought flill very valiant- 
ly. But the Knights perceiving he 
was wounded, fell on fo furioutty.that 
the enemy firft began to give ground; 
and lattly, to betake them to their 
heels. 

A$ for the Turks who were got 
upon the Potts of the other Lan- 
guages, where they found equal re- 
finance; fo foon as they fow the 
Jews Wall forfaken, they quitted their 
attaques, and fled in the greateft dis- 
order in the World : except three 
'O } , hunder’d 
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hunder’d of the ftouteft,who (laid up^ 
on the Walls, and being no longer 
able to defend themfelves, fell half 
dead into the City, where they were 
maflacred by the people. 

- At the fame time the Rhodians if- 
fu’d out after them in throngs, and 
purfu’d them to their Yery Camp, 
making a moil fatal flaughter among 
them. The Turks alio kill’d one •ano- 
ther to make room for themfelves ; 
fo much they dreaded to fall into the 
hands of the Chriftians. The Ba- 
Jha did all he could by threats and 
promifes to flay their flight ; their 
fear would not let them take notice 
of either, and he was at length con- 
flrain’d to fly to the ihorc, that he 
might be near his Galleys. 

Khodgia Afendy, who has wrote 
in the Turkifh Language the Siege of 
Rhodes , attributes the rout ot the 
Infidels to the avarice of their Gene- 
ral : For he fays, that the Soufdiers, 
more covetous of booty then jflood, 
being ready to enter the Town, and 
preparing themfelves to plunder, 
where they hop’d to find great riches; 

the 
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the B&fha, to preferve the swhole for 
himfelf, caus'd procidmation ro be 
made*; that , the-areafurc . of AVW < s 
was tbQ- demeans vof the Often, an 
I Court, and that the generou 
men were to feek .nothing more in 
fight then the honour of ierviog the 
Emperor ; however. He would not fail 
to recompence thnfc thatihould do 
their duty, as hec would puhiili thol’c 
that fliould take the lealt rag. The 
Hiflorian adds* that this Proclamati- 
on fo cool’d .the- courage of the Soul- . 
diets, that they thought of nothing 
after that, butr*how to fave their lives. 
But we' may eafdy con'cdturc, by the 
examination of his words, that he 
does notfpeak truth according to the 
manner ot the Turks , who make no 
fcruple of JyAig, when it is either ro 
exeufe and oover the cowardice, or dif- . 
honour of .thdr Nation. . For it has 
beemthecaftom of the Ot{oman Em- 
perors, and thdir Bitjhas, always to 
abandon fuefi Towns as tvere taken 
by aflaulc ro: the plunder cif the Soul- 
diers.; So that'it is not likely that; 
< Pakeo/oFMSi> : '{th.Q- us’d all the means 
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he could,' to make hitnfeif Matter of 
the place; and who was naturally 
magnificent, iheuid of a fudden take 
to a courfe fo contrary to hi$ defign 
and humour. 

In the mean time the .Grand Ma- 
tter, who felt himlelf very much 
weaken’d by his wounds, return’d 
into the City all bloody ; after whom 
follow’d the victorious Knights with 
the Imperial Standard, which they 
bad tak’n from before the Pavilion 
of the Bajha : but the condition of 
their Prince put them into fuch a con- 
fternation, that they could not re- 
joyce for their Victory. One of his 
Wounds was accounted mortal, and 
the fecortd day they began to de- 
fpair of bis life. 

So foon as the Bajha had recover’d 
the Sea-lhore with the remains of his 
Army, be never flood co confiilt whe- 
ther he lbould raife the Siege or.. no. 
Whatever confidence he had bad till 
then, in the fortune of Mahomet and 
his own, he defpair’d to take the 
place after fo many vain aflulrs ; and 
underftanding that he had loft above 

nine 
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nine thoufand men ilain ’ out-right, 
and above fifteen thoufand wounded, 
which were not in the fight ; he took 
care of nothing more then, how to , 
fave the reft by retiring. 

While the Turks were embarquing 
their Engines of War, and all their 
Baggage, there appear’d two great 
Ships, which Ferdinand \ King of 
Spain, had feht to the relief of 
Rhodes. Paleologus, who faw them 
making to the Port with full fail, con-' 
fidering what a fhame it would be to 
let them entec the Port, fhot at them 
with fuqh pieces of Artillery, as were 
not embargo'd ; not being able to 
afiault them with his Galleys, becaufe 
the winds were contrary. The fhot 
brought (me of the Mafts of one of 
the Ships by the board, but did the 
other no harm. But the wind change* 
ing, and the Sea growing rough of a 
hidden, they both came to an Anchor 
juft againft the Port, till the tempcft 
forc’d them to make all the fail they 
could to get in. The Ship, whofe 
A^aft was broken, was the more for- 
tunate, and fleer’d, fo well, that fhe 

pafily 
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got in. Theother being' earn'd off 
by ftorm, fell back into the road ; fo 
that Hie -was the*next day very near 
. the Infidels Fl|pt. The Bqjha, un- 
willing. to let go a prize -that he 
thought in his hands, fent out twenty 
Galleys to feizeher; and comman- 
ded the Captain of the Galleys to 
go himfelf. The Chriftians prepare 
themfelves for fight. The twenty Gal- 
leys furround the Veflel, and thunder 
upon her ; on every fide ; and by an 
incredible kindnefs of divine pro- 
tection, did them mueh more' mif- 
chief then lhe receiv’d her felf. .How- 
ever* fome that were belt mann’d 
fetch’d Jher U P by the ftrength of 
■ their oars; and having grappl’d her, 
a whole throng of Barbarians en- 
deavour’d to dnter upon all’ her quar- 
ters. But the Spaniards and Italians 
kept their ground with To much re- 
folution, that after a- bloody Fight* 
of three hours, the Turfo were con-. 
Brain’d to give way :: and: the death - 
of the General of the Galleys fo aba- 
ted their courage,, that' they wholly 
for look the Veflel.- - i 

This 
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Then it was, that Mifach Taleoio- 
gus, being out of all hope, and fear- 
ing all the word of fortune, gave or- 
der to weigh .Anchor, and be gone. 
And that which haded his depar- 
ture, was, that he underflood by his 
Spies, that the Chridians expe&ed a 
very confidcrable relief, and that the 
Veflejs of Ferdinand were but the 
fore-runners of the Chriftian Princes 
• Fleet. So that the Ottoman fleet 
put out to Sea thei 8 r£of Augufi % 
and fleer’d toward the Port of hfco; 
where having fet the Army a.fhore, 
they continu’d their courfe toward 
Constantinople, 

-The Victorious Ship enter’d the 
Port of Rhodes almofl at the fame 
that, the Ottoman Fleet fet fail. And 
now it is no difficult thing to appre- 
hend the joy of the Rhodians , to fee 
themfdves fo well deliver’d, after a 
fiege of fixty days. The- whole Port . 
refounded with fhouts of gladnefs : 
and the noifc of the Bells, mix’d with 
that of the Trumpets, made a plea* 
ling harmony, which proclaim’d the 
railing of the Siege to,all the people 
/ . ■ of 
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of the Ifland. But that which moft 
contributes to the publick rejoycing, 
was, that the Grand Mailer began to 
recover; whether the Chirurgeons 
were deceiv’d in their judgments, or 
that the wound, which they deem’d 
to be mortal, were not fo indeed;, or 
whether there were fomething. di- 
vine and miraculous in the cure. 
However, in that languiihing eftate, 
wherein as yet he continu’d, he com- 
manded Solemn Proceflions to be 
made for three days ; and that Mafies 
Ihould be faid in all the Churches of 
the City, for the fouls of the Knights 
and Souldiers that had been (lain du- 
ring the Siege. 

So foon as he was cur’d of his 
wounds, and that he had ftrength 
enough to walk, he went himfelf to 
return thanks to God at the feet of 
the Altars. And becaufe he was per- 
fWaded that the protection of the 
Virgin had fav’d Rhodes, he made a 
Vow to build a magnificent Church, 
by the name of St. Maries of the 
- Victory, neer the Jews Wall, where 
the Turks were put to the rout. Nor 

did 
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did he delay the execution of his 
vows ; for being fomewhat better 
fettl’d in his health, h<; caus’d himfelf 
to be carri’d to the place, and order’d 
the foundation^ to be laid in his pre- 
fence. They labour’d might and 
main at this great work, fo foon as 
the fortifications of the Town were 
rcpait’d. And becaufe the Vi&ory 
was won Upon the day wherein; the 
Greeks folemoize the Feftival of St. 

T ant ale on, the Grand Malta; builta 
fumptuous Chappel for the exercife 
of the Grecian Ceremonies, in ho- 
nour of that holy Martyr.; to the 
end that the Latins and the Greeks , 
celebrating at the fame time the 
holy Mykteries , they might re- 
turn- thanks both together r in borh 
Churches; for fo renown’d a Vi&p- 
ry. ' ' ' 

Nor was. his. devotion enclos’d 
Within the Walls of Rhodes. He 
founded a perpetual Mafs every week 
at the great Altar of St. John of Je- 
rusalem ; to prefierve until the end of v 
time, the memory of fo happy afuc- < 
cefs, and in fome meafure to make 

' an * 
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' . an immortal acknowledgment there? 

of, in the fame place where the Or* 
der ,of St. John had its firft Inftitu- 
tion. 

Biit becaufe, that having implor’d 
the aid of St. Jabq Bapttjf, when he 
fally’d to the Combat, he found in 
his Sooldiers, and in himfelf, a new 
courage, which could not' fpring but 
from above ; he refolv’d to build a 
Church. in Italy , in Honour of the - 
happy Preciirfor, whofe body Julian 
• the Apoftate caus’d to be burnt, and 
Nvhofc. precious allies . lye in the Ca- 
thedral Church. oiSt. Lawrence at 
Genoa, --.: • . :• •. .w \ . • 

This-SmuSture time bought to per- 
fection ; and it was huilt-neer to the 
Chappel r where thofe holy :Reliques 
are expos ’d to -the veneration of the 
people. To which, that he might do: 
the greater Honour,' he:alfo built a 
Convent neer to the laid Chappef, 
for twelve', religious perfons of the 
Order, to hng Divine Service, to fay 
Malles for the propagation of the * 
Faith, for the Benefactors of the 
Order, and the Souls of the Grand 

Ma- 
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Mailers deceas’d , to- which end 
he employ’d, the Revenue of let 
veral Comtnanderies, and his own; 
according to the power which 
He had receiv’d from the See of 
Rome. . i ' • * t 

- He wrote a t the, fame time to the 
Princesof Chr iftend.oro, to give them 
advice pf th? -yidtory, and. to. en- 
gage them to lend him relief, in cafe 
the 7 #f£rdhould make any new at; 
tempts; and that, the Knights fliauld " 
bo conftrain’d to hold;. out ano* 
ther. Siege. -. Rut : beqauif that Rerdii 
nand’s $h$s ; . had! brought him .a 
Brief froin.d?£rfur, which. Brief con-, 
tain’d fuck e.xpreffiqngj.as tehih’d 
how mftKfh the Pope did jjojereft him-: 
lelf in the affairs-of Rhodes, he fene . 
to Rome the Prior of Caflta, and the 
Commander of Al/aga, with the T£» 
tie of. ^Embafladors Extraordinary. 

Ho charg’d them alfo in their wayj 
to wait , upon the. King of Naples, 
and to ceil him how much- the 
Knights .were oblig’d to him for his 
aid- ' That in his own particular, he 
highly, acknowledg’d his Favour; 
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and as long as he liv’d, Ihould leek' 
all oqcafions to teftify his gratitude. 
Nor Was the Grand Matter thus 
contented to declare his obliga- 
tions to Ferdinand ; he alio gave 
fubttantial marks of it to Lewis 
‘Palafox, a Gentleman of Aragon , 
and Captain of the Ship, which had 
To valiantly defended the Tower of 
St. Hkholas , and the Wall. 

For befides that, he prefented him 
with a Diamond of a very great 
price ; and made his natural Son a 
Knight, as being a young Gentle- 
man of great hopes ana merit. 
He permitted him to carry in chief, 
,• above the Arms of his Family, the 
Arms of the Order, as an authen- 
tick proof of the Services which 
he and his had done, during the 
Siege. ' 

He alfo granted other confide- 
rable Favours both to the Knights 
and Souldiers, which had mott ttg- 
naliz’d themfelves : And becaufe 
the Countrey was utterly laid waft ; 
find for that the miferies of the 
people Were not ended with the 

- War, 
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War, he "caus’d Corn .to be di- 
ftributed to the Wanders in .great 
plenty ; and difcharg’d them for 
ieveral years of all forts of Tax- 
es. 
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T H E Ottoman Fleet earn’d the 

news of their own misfortune , 
home themfelvcs to Coitfttmtinople . 

And Mahomet was as deeply fenhble 
of this misfbrtune,a$ a wile and ambi- 
tious Prince poffibly could be, who 
had not profper’d in an honourable 
Enterprize, which he Undertook not 
P a bug 

\ ' 
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but upon greaf confideration. Though 
he were a great Matter of himfelf, ‘ 
and one that could diflemble his par- 
ticular anguifli of mind ; yet upon 
the fight of the principal Captains 
of the Army, and in that tranfport- 
ment, he was about to have put them 
all to death. The' Bajha , Mifach 
‘Paleogo, his favourite, prefum’d to 
tell him with that freedom which his 
favour allow’d, him, that they had 
nothing to accufe him either for his 
conduct or his courage ; and that the 
Muffuhmen had done as much as men 
could do. He was glad to ’tell- him 
withal, that the Knights of ’ Rhodes 
were men of an extraordinary valour; 
and that there appear’d in the Air a 
.bright -filming Troop, whofe blows 
neither the Turks could fiiun, nor a- 
bide their looks. But all thefe rea- 
fons gave the Grand Signior no fatis- 
fatttion. He drove his Favourite out 
of his fight, and was fo far from 
giving him the Veil of Honour, which 
he was wont to beftow upon his Ge- 
nerals and Vifiers, at their returns 
from military Expeditions, that hq 

com- 
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commanded him to retire to the San- 
giacatjhip of Gallipoli. Nor indeed 
had Mahomet aqy other way to cheer 
up hrmfelf for this misfortune, byt by 
believing that the conquefl of Rhodes . , 
was referv’d to him alone, and that 
it belong'd only to him to tame the 
Knights, aqd their Grand Mailer. ' 
Theywere foon inforrh’dat Rhodes 
of the preparations which were made 
at Conjlantinople for 'a new-Expedi- 
tion; J nor was the Grind Mailer idle 
in preparing to receive them. , 

But whik the Rhodians were re- 
pairing the defences of their City, - 
there happen’d extraordinary acci- 
dents which chang’d the whole courle 
of their proceedings. A little while 
after the Fleet of the Turks was det 
parted, there Avas heard over the 
whole Me a kind of fubterraneal 
noile, like to that of thunder that 
bcgins.to grumble in a cloud. This 
was a prognollication of thofe Earth- 
quakes with which the lllarid was ter-, 
rifl’d for many months. The moll: 
firm foundations of the City were 
fiiak’nby the firft lhogs, and almoft . 
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over-turn ’d by the fecond takings, 
which happen’d one after another; 
and which many times did not give 
over, but only to begin again with 
grearer force. 

. The half of the Fort of St. Ni- 
cholas tumbl’d down one night, and 
the ruines of the Tower overwhelm'd 
moft part of the Souldiers in the 
Tower.* As the exhalation that earn’d 
thefe motions grew to be more and 
more enrag’d by the attempts which 
it made .to get loofe out or the ca- 
verns wherein it was enclos’d , the 
Earthquake erareas’d every, day. 
The Earth rear’d ir felf up, and vio- 
lently bounded forward in Tome pla- 
ces ; it cleft- and open’d in .others. 
Nothing but ruinc and abyfles ap- 
pear’d every; where.; ^nothing was 
heard but the cries of affrighted peo- 
ple, that run up and down ro, fave 
thcnifelvcs, and yet no where found 
fccurity. In lhort ; it icem’d that the 
Jfland of Rhodes , which iome believ’d 
was produc’d out of the Sea, to make 
the Earth tremble ; was now juft 
ready to perilh by the fame ac- 
cident 
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cident for Which it t was .created. 

iV add to' their affli&ip'ri, thefe 
trertthlfiWs of the 0 i&rtlj Were ac- 
compkni’d wftnifadh- prodigious and 
impetuous ihbWcrs of rain, as if a 
fecond, deluge had'fefeeri come to over- 
flow/ the World." Befides aff'fhis, the 
Sea (Weird ten foot high ; and having 
furpaftit$ bounds, oyer-rutithe Ci- 
ty With fuchart inipetuofity and hoife, 
as if it came to fwillow it ^p.’ The 
Rhoafiaps believ’d tliemfe^ves loft, 
^hen' they beheld how rhe very Ele- 
ment^ conlpir’d thfeit ruine, at a time, 
as they Werfe,’ threaten’d acditl with 
the Whole fofee of the Turks,', Nay, ' 
the ISrand Maffdr himfelf would have^ 
had much add perhaps to have fu-. 
ftaift’d^imfejfwith his natural con- 
ftaUcy, had-not his confidence in God 
fortifi’d ftim ‘againft fo many pa!a/. 
mities. ' Upoh this Chriftian . confi- 
dence it was, that he was often heard 
to fay, li ke'Mofes and Tfavid. The 
God df Battefis tiur fortrefs ; •when 
1 walk in the midd'fl of the Jhadow 
of death , I wilt fear none tit; he- 
caufe , thou Lord, art with me.

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He exhorted all the people totakc 
heart, but all his exhortations/ figni- 
fi’d little for the people fcnfible ol 
what they felt, abandon’d themfelvei 
to thofe impreffioiis which fuch fort 
of calamities product And, that 
which encr eas’d the publick confter- 
nation,. wa t s, that . about that time 
Mahomet was' fe e ' out of Ccvjfanti- 
itofU at the head" of three hunder’d 
thoufand men, refolv’d to. conquer 
Italy or Egypt, fo fdon as. he.-had 
conquer’d Rhodes, Hecrofs’d ,tha 
* Thracian Boffthorvsa and. rook his 
. way for Bitllytiiq;, Wttft a defign to 
crofs al( /. ifia the Jefs, „and to cpme 
to the Port ol Lyci# before the 
Knights fhould know, of his march. 
But Heaven is ple.a^d fpmetimes at 
one blow to bring down ‘the pride of 
the Grandees of r th£ J^arth. This 
proud Prince, who thought upon, no- 
' thing but new; conqufh's. was fafcen 
away, by a violent.. CKolick in the 
fnidd’ft of his Army^.neer to Nt co- 
media. He was three and fifty, years 
pld; fo vigorous, that he endur’d all 
the travels and labours of War with-

Out any detriment tohis health ; the 
anguifh that perplex'd him for railing 
the Seige of Rhodes did not a little 
contribute to his death, He always 
appear’d metancholly after that mlf- 
fortune ; and upon the very naming 
the word 6rand Mailer, he fell into 
futh dull fits as made him infuppor-, 
table to hrmfelf. William Caourjin ; 
who liv’d at that time, and was Vict- 
Chancellof of Rhodes, makes him to 
dye after a very ftrange manner. For 
he reports in his memoires, that Ma- 
homet palling thorough a Ferrell of!. 
Bitbynia , a young Man dad in whire, - 
of a ihape fomething more then Hu- 
man, predated himfelf before him, 
with a vifage burning with anger, 'and 
a flaming Sword in his hand , who' 
after he nad beheld him with a fiery 
and menacing eye , Mofi impious a- 
nfoftg min, 'fiiid he, I will run thee 
thorough.withthis Sword. At which 
words Mahomet fell trembling from 
his Horfe, as if he had been flruck. 
wirh a Thunder-bolt. That at the 
fame time he fuflfer’d moll bitter tor- 
ments, which caus’d him to cry out 
■ * ' moll 
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moll dreadfully, and that loon after 
he died, blafphcming the name of Jer . 
Yus, and curling the Rhodians. Whe- ! 
ther the Apparition were true or no,, 
certain it is, that this Enemy of the 
/£#/ Crofs dy’dthe fame day . that the' 
Church celebrates the feltival of the 
Ending the Hply Crofs, and that as 
he was expiring, he feveral times ut- 
ter ’d the word and .comman- ' 

4ed/ in the extremity of his pangs,*, 
that this Infcription flioujd. be writ-' 
ten over his Tomb. .

The death of the Ottoman Em-, 
. peror was the lafety of Chriftendome,, 

« and particularly of the Rhodian. 'Ter-. 
ritories. Sornat when the Grand 
Mailer heard the news, . he gave, 
thanks in publick to Heaven, that] 
the Order was deliver’d from fb pow-' 
erful an adverfary. 

But that which more encreas’d the. 
ioy of the Knights was this, that the 
City of Otrantum was retaken from 
the Turks in Tugl/a, fo foon as the 
death of Mahomet was known. Ach- 

rnat

mat Bajba, one of the greatefi: men 
of the Empire, had made himfelf 
Mailer of this City the year before 5 
and had left a ftrong Garrifon there- 
[ in, and fettl'd it in a condition not 
to be aflaulted. The taking of O- 
trantum made pll Italy ihake. And 
the vigorous holding out of the Turks 
againft the Neapolitans that befieg’d 
it, began to make Rome fenfible of 
her danger ; but when the befieged 
underflood the death of the Grand 
Signior, their courages fail’d them , 
and. they furrendred to the Duke of 
Calabria , Son to the King of Naples, 
not flaying for the fuccour of five 
and twenty thoufatid men whichAcb- 
mat was bribing himfelf. Thefe Ty- 
dings \yere acceptable to the Church ; 
and then it was that the Rhodians 
began to take breath after fuch a fc- 
ries of misfortunes. The Earth grew 
Heady, and the Sea retir’d, fo that 
they had the liberty to repair all the 
ruins of the City. But as the cor- 
ruption of manners ufually proceeds 
from the diforders of War, the Grand 
Mailer undertook a reformation of

the Knights and people. To that end 
he made fevere Laws againft thofe vi- 
ces drat wound Cfariftian Piety, and 
civil focicry.upon which accompt he 
forbad all manner of unlawful Games. 
Thefe Laws were pubhekly proclaim- 
ed, and what was thought almoft 
incredible, as readily obej ’dj but a 
Sov^ratgn finds no 'great trouble to 
make his Subje&s obey him when 
he commands nothing but what be 
pra&ifes himfdf. 

While all things were calm at 
Rhodes ; the two parties that drove 
to fucCeed in rhe Ottoman Empire , 
pot all Turly into a confufion. Ma • 
Tjovtet at his death left two Sons be- 
hind him, Bajazet and Ziztm , for 
Mttttapha their elder- brother was 
put to death by the command of his 
Father, That young Sultan,, who 
Who was both flout and valiant, and 
had not long before won a very fig- 
nal vi&ory from Vftum Caftan King 
of Terfel , coming to the- Ottoman 
Court about the particular affairs of 
his government of Amafea, fejll fo 
deeply in love with the wife of Ach - 

mat 
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mat, that famous Bajha that tools: 
Otrantum , that one day in the highc 
of his paflion, he offer’d her violence 
as flie was going into the Bath. Acb~ 
mat complain’d to Mahomet, and tore 
his Turbant and his Veil, to.exprefs 
his grief. What is that you complain 
o/', haughtily anfwet’d the Grand Sig- 
nior to the Bajha , My Son has done 
nothing but abus'd the Wife of one of 
my Slaves. .However to give Achmat 
fatisfadiion, he gave immediate order 
that Muflafha iliould be ftrangl’d, at 
the fame time adding the part of a 
cruel Father and a jult King. 

Thus Bajaxset and Zizim remain- 
ed the only Heirs of the Crown. The 
firft %pvetVLdiPaf>hlagonia,iiXLdi refided 
not far from the Black Sea. The Se- 
cond had the Government of Lico- 
nia, in Afia the lefs, fo that they 
were both at a greac diftance from 
their 'father when be dy’d. They 
had ever been kept a funder the one 
from the other, and had never feen 
one another but once, out of a piece 
of policy of Mahomet, for fear leaft 
jealoufy iliould divide themfelves, or 
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a ftrickt amity - unite them both a- 
gainft him. They were of a different 
Character , and difpofitibns refem- 
bling in nothing but the paflion which 
they had to raign: Bajazet, to whom 
the Turks gave the name of Light- 
ning or Thunder \ by no means made 
his Title good, as being of afpirit 
altogether poor and mean, and one 
that minded nothing lefs then War. 
Zizim , whofe name fignifies love, 
on the contrary had a lively Wit, a 
noble Soul, ana was moft generoufly 
endin' d. He was not lo handfohie 
as Bajazet ; but there appear’d in 
his Perfon, and in his Countenance, 
' fuch a mixture of Grandeur, fweet- 
ncfs, andhaughtinefs mix’d together, 
that furpafs’d beauty it felf. He de- 
lighted extreamlyin hunting, and all 
Military exercifes. And yet he had 
no Ids a love for learning then he had 
for Arms. He ur.detftood Langua- 
ges, among the reft the Greek and 
Italian ; he fpent fome part of his time 
in reading of Hiftories; and he was 
then writing the Story of his Fathers 
Life, when the news came to him of 
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his death. He was very zealous for 
the Mahumetan Religion, yet not with 
that head-ltrong pallion, but that ho 
had a great kindnefs for the Knights 
of Rhodes, whom his Father mortally 
hated , Bolides all that, he had a par- 
ticular afie&ion for the Grand Ma- 
iler, from the yery time that thefirft 
overtures of peace were made, and 
he had always a .defign to make a 9 
ftrid a league with him as the law of 
the Muflel-men would permit. And in- v 
deed there is fuch a coherence between 
the Story of the Grand Mailer and 
Ztzim , thatl cannot forbear to relate 
whathappne’d to the two Brothers, 
before the Knights did intereftthem- 
felves altogether in the quarrel. 

So foon as Bajazet and Ztzim 
underltood of the death of the Em- 
peror. . They both of them minded 
nothing elfe but how to get into pof- 
fefiion of the Empire. But before 
they took the Field, the partakers of 
each fide at ConQ ant iriof le, had taken 
Arms, and declar’d fome for the One, 
and fome for the Other. The heads 
of each party made out the belt they 

could 
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could the, right of both Princes. They 
that took Bajazet s part,- cry’d out 
that nature fpake in his behalf, for 
that being the eldeft, he could not in 
juftice be depriv'd of the Crown. The 
Friends of Zizim "pretended that a 
, lazy flothful Prince as Bajazet, that 
gave not his mind to bufinefs,,b.ut led 
a dilFolutelife, did notdeferveto fuc- 
cecd to the great Mahomet. They 
maintain’d that Zizim, being endow- 
ed from Heaven with all the qualities 
that made a Prince worthy of an Em- 
pire, ought to be preferred in the fuc- 
cefiion to his Father. And as to the 
right of Elderlhip they added , that 
Bajazet indeed was born before Zi- 
zim i but that for that very reafon 
he had no right to the Imperial Crown. 
For , faid they, the fir fl is only the 
Son of Bajazet, the other, is the Son 
of the Emperor. Bajazet was born 
Mobile Amurath liv'd, and before Ba ~ 
jazet bare the Scepter. But Zizim 
came into the World, when bis Fa- 
ther was in pbffejfion of all the Tur- 
kijh dominions, and after he h ad con- 
quer d the Empire of the Greeks ; 
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—fistful it might be truly faid, that 
this young Brtnce teas born upon the 
Throne i and that Nature, as •well as 
Fortune, ha'd dejign'd him for the Epi- 
fire. 

Both parties thus heated, fell at 
length from difputes to blows, the 
pepple taking part according as they 
Were feduc’d and iriveagl’d by the 
Janizaries arid Bajha's; infbmuch 
that they plunder’d one part of the 
Palace, and the Imperial Ttealure, 
and onic of the Grandees of the Court 
was flairi iri a popular infurredtion; 
therein! there was muchb'ood fpilr. 

While this was the condition of 
affairs at Constantinople, and that the 
ewo Princes Were preparing to make 
good their claims by force of Arms, 
the Grand Mafter thought it very con- : 
venierit to take the advantage of Ma- 
homet's death, arid of the division of 
the Pfirices, and to make an attempt 
upon the Ifland of Metehne: It was 
then one of the richeft Iflands in the 
Archipelago ^ and the moft commodi- 
ous for Knights, being fedted dire&ty 
againft the. mouth of the" Straight of 

Gatli- 
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Gallipoli.- The broyls of Turkey 
made the enterprize eafy. For there 
was ho likelihood of any relief by 
$ea from the Infidels, whim their For- 
ces were all employ’d in a Domeftick, 
War. Thefe confiderations encou- 
rag’d the Grand Mailer to make ready 
with all fpeed the Ships of the Or- 
der, and to fpare for nothing that 
might procure the fucCefs of fuch aft 
important defign. The Commander 
de Julies, who at that rime kept cru- 
zingth z Archipelago with two Gal- 
leys, had order to attencf the Fleet. 
When it wag ready, it fee Sail under 
theCondud of the Commander de 
Carmandin, Baily of Lango. But fick- 
nefs happening in the Fleet, unfeafon- 
able weather, and contrary winds dis- 
appointed: a defign, the fuccefs where- 
of feem’d to be infallible. But that 
which the Grand Mailer contriv’d to 
revenge hitnfelf upon the Soldan of 
Egypt, better fiicceeded. For fbat 
fame treacherous Prince having no 
regard to the Peace, according to the 
cultom and genius of the Mahume- 
tans, had feno certain Pyrats to, take 

the 
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ihd Vefiels, and plunder the §hips be- 
lonfeing to the' Order, ..as if open Wat - 
i haa been declar’d. Thereupon /'the 
Grahd* Matter order'd Bis Galleys to 
trtiiz'tf along ,tht coafts of, 'Syria and 
Egypt, : apd to' make all .the havocl^ 
they could upon a faithfefs barbarian.

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iipon the Throne one of Baffizeife 
Sons, of about thirteen years' of age,

, the young Prince. Bajazett\ wljphad 
already rak’n (hipping, foon came to 
Conftautinoyle by the black Sea. Ach- 
mat receiv’d , him at the head of the 
Baffin's, and Janizaries that he had 
gain’d, who having all of them falu- 
ted him Emperor, they conducted 
hiim to the Imperial Palace, furroun- 
ded with the (liouts and acclamations 
of the people, who acknowledg’d him 
the lawful Heir of Mahomet . 

Zizim's Adherents were vex’d to 
the very hearts to fee Jiis enemy up- 
on the Throne ; but the abfolute 
power that Achmat had gain’d.forc’d 
them to diflecnblc their refentmenr, 
and to comply with the advancement 
v of Bajazett. However, they held 
private Caballs together, andjnvited 
the young Sultan to make all. the 
hafte he could. Zizim , who bad not 
the convenience of the Sea, but was 
to march through Bithynia , did not. 
underftand till he was upon the road.

The Prince return’d to the 
charge with fome of the choice of 
hik Army, but they perilh’d ,almoft 
all by his fide, and he ftirnlelf had 
either been (lain, or tak’n, had not 
night come on. Thereupon, favour’d' 
by the darknefs, he go^into the next 
wood, hoping to tally his Troops, 
and to bring them on again the next 
day. But underftanding that the mofl 
part of his people were either prifon- 
ers, ordain, Be, took a hidden refo- 
lution to fly for fuccour to the Soldan 
of 'Egypt, the King of Cilicia, and 
the Grand Mafter of RBbdes. To 
this purpofe, with only forty Horfe, 
marcning day a fid night through un- 
known places, at length he got into 

eu ' s r“>- 
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Syria. Being pome to Jerufalem, he 
went to yifit the Temple of Solomon, 
to which the Mahometans give a par- 
ticular veneration,; and there pro- 
ftrated *at the foot of, the Altar, he 
befought the Diyitie J$a jelly to fa- 
vour his juft designs ; after .whicii, 
continuity his journey , through the 
Peferrs of Arabia., hp came to Caire. 

C air bey receiv’d j Z'tzirn, not a$ a 
Fugitive, and dcfpoyl’d Prince,* but 
as a great King, the Son of a moll 
, famous Conqueror, apd of the moll 
Puiflapt Emperor that cyer theThrAr 
had. When he underftood that thp 
.Prince was at hand, he fept bdere 
the moft eonfiderable Emirs and Ma- 
malnkes of ^}is Court. And at the 
fame timp he went to repeive him at 
the Gate of his Palace, contrary to 
the cuftomc of the Soldans ; nor 
were there apy fort of honours or 
cardies with which he did not enter- 
tain hi m. Zizim, fo much the bet- 
ter pleas’d with his entertainment, 
by bow much the more he look’d up- 
on the Iovvnels of his condition,maqe 
his returns to the civilities of the 

Chirur- 
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Ghirurgpon, as View'd his acknow- 
ledgment, hot teftifi’d nothing pf 
weaknefs,or want of courage. Af- 
ter he h2)d declar’d to Jupi the regain 
of his coming* he tpld hjm withal, 
that he apply ’d himfelf tp him, as co 
the moft . zealous obferver of thej^fe- - 
bumetay.Law. He conjur'd him by - 
thc iemple of Solomon, add the. Se- 
pulcher of the Prophet Mahomet, . 
which were both in jhis Dominions, 
to aflfift an unfortunate perfon with 
his counfels and his . forces, against 
the violenoesof a barbarous Brother, 
who had-d^priv’d hw pf the Crowd, 
and alfo.foughtto take -away his life- 
The Soldan, mov’d by the difeourfe _ 
of Zissm, made him all manner of 
offers. Bui: as Cairbey was a Politick 
Prince, who, would not eafily engage 
in dangerous affairs, being rather .a 
lover of quiet and reppfe, he pro- 
mis’d him firfl to labour an accom- ' 
modation with Baja&et; and to keep 
his word, he difpatch ’d away an Emir 
to Conftantinofle. The Embafly was 
no way pleating to Ziatm, who well 
knew that fuch kind of difference^

The great defire which Zizim 
had to obtain the. Grown, which, as 
he pretended, belong’d to him, and 
of which he thought himfelf more 
Worthy than Bajazet, made him ha- 
ften with ail fpeed to Mount 7/rurus , 
where the Grand Car liman cxpe&ed 

him; 
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him ; and the reafon which that ex- 
pel I’d Kjng had to hate the Turks, __ 
made Ztztm believe that he ihouid 
find in him an aflur’d and faithful 
friend. After they hacMworn to each 
other an inviolable Amity, the twp 
Princes march’d together over vail 
Plains, and encamp’d with their For- 
ces near to Litvanda, a City of Cap- 
padocia ; Achmat , who bad winter’d 
in Zpcaonta, neer Iccnium , advanc’d 
with hi$ Army upon the firft report 
of the Confederacy of Caraman and 
Ztzim ; on the other fide alfo £a- 
jazei , whom the defire' of ruining 
his Brother, made more bold and va- 
liant every day then other, fet forth 
from Constantinople &t the head of a 
hunder’d thoufaod men, and joyn’d 
with Acbmat, who had at lea A as 
many. , 

Whatever rcfblutioas the two Prin- 
ccsJiad taken, they began to be afraid 
of fo great a force ; and Caraman, 
who knew his Troops to be far 
weaker then thofe of the Turks, gave 
Zizim to underftand that it. would 
be but mcer rafhnefs to give Battel. >

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He alfo endeavour’d to perfwade bim 
. that it was the part of prudence td 
retire^ -Bur the young Prince could 
not fo refolve ; either honour or de- 
fpair caus’d htm to make a propofol 
to Bajazet, ^hat they might termi- 
nate their differenoesby a fihgle ci6tn* 
bat in the fight of both 'ArmieS.

• Had rhofe offers been as-firtcere, 
a& they- were made in craft ,' they 
would not have contented ZiMtui;

* ff’d' but- with a Crown/ He reje&ed’ 
them with dtfdain. 1 Bur knowing 
that jfcbftiat diA but only feefc toen- 
fnare him, that he might get his per- 
fon into his power, while he kept him' 
in play- with; fair wordS; he at length 

Was 
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was perfwaded to retreat. The ad- 
vice which be had of their clofe pur* 
fuit, adrnd him to, lave hiinfejf 
through ^ocrefts and Everts in. the 
rnpft difficult ; Streets .of. . Mount 
Taurus. ..The Caraman follow’d hiiar 
prefentjy after, withhtsForces; very,' 
tnuch tir’d. Zizitn. had: formerly fe-. 
cur’d bimfelf in this.piaco from (the- 
perfection of ancnemy that was: not; 
his Brother^, bus judging, wel8, that if 
Brother fo uimatuxala&hts would nfci 
ver.be at reffi till ho bad.eftabliib’dl 
his. Throne bj.tbe death pf himthat 
had the only!. eight to, pretend toit ;. 
after he had: made feveral reflections 
upon the prelent, and the future, he 
r efolv.’d; to-Jeek the Alliance and pro- 
tedtion.Qf the Grand Mafter, whofe 
genejrofity he was well . acquainted 
with, and who, was alfo % friend of 
the Grand Caramon. To that pur- 
pofe be wrote to Rhodes by one of 
his moll, faithful fervantS ; but that 
Me.flenger. tvas tak’n by the Turks, 
who poflefs’d.all the paffes of the 
Countrey, and carri’d to Bajazet, 
^ho put him immediately to death. . 

When 
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Whcli Zizim tmderltood-that,and 
that Acbmat fought for him in all 
places, he ' left Mount Taurus , and 
took! the way- of Lycia toward the 
Sea "with the Grand Caramai r, who 
was himfelf his guide. Who,no fooner 
were they got clear of the Streights 
of the Moudtain, but their Troops 
who were polled there, aiid were pre- 
. paring to follow them, were furroun- 
dcd,and cut in pieces by Achmat. 
Thefe new misfortunes put the young 
Prince upon fending to the Grand 
Maitertwo prudent and faithful per- 
sons, the one of which Was nam’d 
^DuaU, and the. other Solyman. And 
there happen'd to: be at that time a 
Galiot of rhe Order, that catri’d the 
fsmbailadorsof Ztzifn to Rhodes. 

' SDuan and Solyman fully inform’d 
the Grand Mailer of the adventures 
of their Prince. And afterwards they 
.told him that it belong'd to none but 
the moil liluilrious Knights of the 
World to protedt an ©ppreit Innocent; 
and that it Was lefs an honour to hum- 
blc the proud, then to aifiil the mif- 
erablc. That Zizim requir’d neither 
. - money 
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riibney nor men', being refolv’d to 
fubmit a while to his bad fortune 
that he did not covet to rule, but on- 
ly fought ztiAfylum , where he might 
live in fafety and quiet. They added; 
that in his youth he had had a marii- 
feftaffediion for the Order of Sr. John 
of Jerusalem, and that He hop’d that 
the Mcihwhetan Law wherein he had 
been bred, would not hinder them 
from taking pity upon a ydung 
Prinfce expos’d to the mod cruel per- 
fecution that ever was. To conclude, 
they told him that nothing would 
render the Knights of Rhodes more 
formidable to Bajazett, then their' 
having his Brother in their power ; 
nor more confiderable either in Eu- 
rope of in Afis, then to be Matter of ’ 
the Deftiny pf a Prince* who w&sMa - , 
hornet's rieir. . . ' " • 

Thefe, reaforis were too found not 
to move the Grand Mafter, who un- 
derftood befides how profitable fuch > 
an accident would be to all Chriften- 
dorrt. It was therefore refolv’d in, 
Cotindl to entertain Zizim , and the 
grand VcffcL of the Treafiiry waS : 

• 5 R forth-' 
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forthwith commanded together' frith 
s> Galley, a Caravel, and other Vcflels 
to go and fetch him. They alfo made 
ready at the fame time a fafe Con- 
dud:, after the fame form which the 
Embaflador defir’d. The Grand Ma- 
iler made choicp of Don Alvar e 
of Zuinga , Prior of Caftile, for fo ho- 
nourable a Command, and gave him 
his Orders how he ihould behave 
himfeif toward the Prince. 

Bajazeh on the other fide finding 
by a Letter intercepted, and by the 
advices which ’lie had!, that Zizim 
had beftt his courfe toward the Coaft 
of Lycia, to pafs from thence by.Sea 
to Rhodes, fent after him a body of 
Horie, with orders to take him . dead 
or alive, Zizim , who had inpeJli- 

f ence thereof, prefently retir’d to the 
ea fide, where the great Caraman 
had prepar’d a. Ship ready, in cafe 
the Prince Ihould be pur fil’d. The 
Spahi’s however made fo mud hade, 
that they ; mifs’d him but ameunent; 
they; appear ’dat the very time when 
he was but juft 'got into the Bafoue; 
apd/he was, no fopner put off 
* ’ fhe 
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the fhoar, but taking a Bow in fight 
bfhis Brothers fouldiers, he let fly 
an Arrow, to the point Whereof \va§ ■ 
fattened a Letter, the Contents of 
Which -were as? follow, ' '

*1 TF I commit a crime in flyiiig for 
M 1 Kefufktothe Chriftians,efpecially' 
to the Knights of Rhodes, the mortal 
enemies oj our llluftrious Family, * tis 
thou who art the only caufe of it, both , 
heforeGod and Men. Thou art not only 
content to have depriv'd me of the 
Empire ; contrary to all Laws , ‘Di- 
vine and Humane ; thou enforceft the N 
to feek an ignominious farifluary to 
fave my fife. Had Mahomet forefeeh 
that thou wouldjl one , day have in 
fujch a.' mutiner cftfgrac dthe honour of 
the Home ofMuualman, and the Ot- 
Rt , toman 
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toman Race , be would have been thy 
executioner himself. But I hope that 
Heaven will revenge me of thy Ty- 
ranny ; and it is my prayer to our 
great Prophet , to batten the pumjh- 
ment which thou defervejl. 

Wh eh the Horfemen faw that the 
Bark was out of their reach, tbcyre- 
turn’d, enrag*d that theyihad mifs’d 
their prey,' and carri’d the Letter to 
Bajazett. The Barbarian could not 
refrain from tears when he read 
it : And it is reported that he was 
feiz’d-with a terrour when he had 
confider’d it, and fell into a deep fit 
of malancholly. So great a power 
have the conceptions of Nature and 
Religion, at certain times, upon 
minds, the molt cruel and impious. 
Jit the mean time, Ziztm % who had 
heard no tidings of his EmbaHadors, 
not knowing what courfe to fleer, 
nor were to land in fafety, wander'd 
at the mercy of the waves and winds 
along the Coaft of Lycia , at what 
time he difcover’d certain Veflels, 
that with all the fail they could, 

feem’d 
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feem’d to make toward him. Now, 
as it is natural to the unfortunate to, 
be afraid of every thing, the Prince , 
imagin’d them to be either Pirates, 
or fuchi as had a defign upon his life, 
being in purfuit of him by his Bro- 
thers oracr, upon which he com- 
manded the Pilot to gain the firft 
landing-place : But the event prov’d 
to him that he. had had a falfe ala- 
rum. For they whom he took for 
Pirates and Enemies, were the Ships 
of Rhodes- that were fent to feek him 
out. . 

When the V eflels were within fight 
of Lycia, Den Aharex, according 
to his Iriftrudions, fent Zi&ini s Em* 
baffadors. and a Knight along with 
him to give notice of his Arrival. No 
fooner were they landed, but per- 
ceiving a. Bark not far from the place 
where they went afliore, they found 
there Zixitn himfelf, whom they 
thought to have been at the Court of 
the Grand Caraman. The Embafla- 
dors gave him an accompt of the fa- 
vourable Inclinations of the Grand . 
Mailer, and the Knight told him that 
R $ Don 
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iDonAlvare,$ kijifman pf the Kings of 
Caftile , Captain General of the Arinies • 
pf the Order, and the Grand Mailers 
Lieutenant; \yas pome On purpofe to 
conduct him fafely to Rhode*. The 
Prince, whp found fomething that 
was very acceptable in fo ftrange an 
Adyenture, and vyho perhaps out of 
pride, would not at firft confefs his 
flight and hi$ fear to an unknown per- 
son, fmartly reply’d, tfiat not que- 
ilioning the gcneroiity of the Grand 
Mailer, he thought it convenient ra- 
ther to come and expert him upon 
the Coaft, then to put him to the 
trouble of fearching after him. After 
which the Knight returning to the 
Brigantine, ana cpfning up with the 
Ydfels at Sea, Don Alvarez made 
to the Prince ljimfelf, tofalutehim in 
his own Galley. He prefented him 
the Grand Mailers fafe Conduct and 
Letter, and then carry 'd him into the 
great Ship with a loud noife of Trum- 
pets, ana the Thunder of the Canon. 

1 The Prior of Cajltle was one of 
thole Spaniards, who being rarely 
hred, perfectly under flood rhe world, 

; • being 
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r being ho lefs polite then dextrous irr 
his behaviour ; and therefore he faild 
not to p^y ZisSith all thofe refpe&S 
and offices which were due to an un- 
fortunate and affirmed Prince. For 
though ill fortune had' not abated 
the courage of Jthe young. Sultan, it . 
had however fomewhat encreas’dhis 
natural melancholy. The Procedure ' 
of T)on Alv arc affe&ed Zizfm in 
fuch a manner, that he teftified at 
firft how ftnfjble he was of his kind 
offices, and gentle fervie'es. Generous 
Knight, ftid he, in loojing a Throne, 

1 have not loft thofe thoughts which 
Nature bequeaths to the moB barbeu 
rous. And if fortune do not altogether 
deftine me to mifery, you Jhall find 
that l.was not born ungrateful. But 
I fee your generoflty is altogether 
pure, and that in treating anVnfor-. 
t unate fo worthtly, you only feek.the 
. honour of doing good. Tet I cannot \ 
wonder enough, added :he, that fo 
much civility Jhould be Jhewn to the 
Son of the mo ft implacable enemy 
Tour Order ever had, and 1 muft con - 
fefsi that therein I adipire your inge- 
nuity. R 4 • Great ' 
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Great Prince, Repli’d the Knight, 
Reaflon c&mma$is».. : that we Jhould 
give honour to perflons of high birth, 
.and real merit , whatever their con- 
dition be ) avd they are but mean 
fouls, that rather follow the Fortunes, 

, then the per (ons of Kings . Tou are 
fore d to fly ill intreated by your flub - 
, Jells, and depriv'd °f your TaorSi - 
nioits, but you are f ill a King, you, 
arc Ft til Saltan Zizim. We receive 
■ you as a ‘Prince, whofle virtue and 
misfortune render him worthy the 
elieem of Chriflians, and not as an' 
enemy. Nor are you to wonder that 
the Grand Mafter entertains in this 
manner the Son of an Emperour,.who. 
mortally hated us. Mahomet your 
Father did all he could to mine us : 
we have done all we could to with- 
fl and his triumphant Arms, and by 
the mercy of God we obtain-d a Jignal 
ViEtory againjt him,the remembrance, 
cfwhtch After- Agcsf wiU preferve. 
The Knights of Rhodes know how to. 
vanquijb thofle that aflflail them ; but 
they know how to relieve with hu- 
manity thofle that caft thetnfelyes into 

: their 
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their fPrvteffion ; nor are Ihere any 
Injuries which they do not forget , 
when their enemies are no longer able 
to do them harm. 

The Anfwer of 2 'ion Alvar es con- 
vinc’d fbizirk of the generofity of* 
the Knights, and entirely gain’d his 
confidence. ■ 

The Grand Mafter had command- 
ed that fie ffiould be treated like the 
Son of an Eniperour and a King. To 
which purpofe the Officers that firff 
ferv’d him. at his Table, made an Ef- 
fay of the meat, according to the cu- 
stom of the Courts of Europe. Zizity 
feem’d to be furpriz’d, becaufe that 
Ceremony is not in faffiion among 
the Turks ? but it was told him it. 
\v&$ the ufual pra&jce at the Tables 
of the European Princes, and that it 
was an Aflurance againft poifon. 
Oh ! faid he, 1 am not afraid of be- 
ing.poifoped by fuch generous Knights 
as you ; I have put my life and for- 
tune' into y our hands , and I hold my 
felffecure. Bejides, I had rather you 
Jbould treat me as a friend, then a. 
prince. Concluding fhofe words,, 
v " he 
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he took fomething out of every difh 
of which no Effay had been made, 
and putting ail the meat into one 
plate, -he began to eat, to let the | 
Knights know how much he confided 
in them. After that he began to be 
more gay and pleafant, while the good 
entertainment that he receiv'd had 
almofl made him forget his paft mif- 
fortunes. 

Neverthelefs, when the Ships were 
under fail, and that the Coafts of Ly- 
cia began to difappear,he then began 
to he apprehenfive that nothing could 
he more worthy of composition then 
a fugitive and wandring King, driven 
tofeek an Afylum in the territories 
of ftrangers, and of enemies. So that 
the fad thoughts which feiz’d him 
all of a fudden, caus’d him to be 
profoundly fad for (feme hotels ; Jo 
that all his courage was but little 
enough to bring him to his former 
humour. \ 

For the mean while the Ship kept 
on their courfe, and they had lb 
fortunate a paflage, that they came in 
a fmall time within View of Rhodes . 

Z 'ion 
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Don Akoa^ez fpeeded before in a 
brigantine, to give the Grand Mailer 
notice of the Prince’s arrival. All 4 
things were already order’d for hi* 
Entry ; and among {he reft of the 
preparations, there was a bridge of 
wood, which reach’d from the gate 
of the Port, above ten paces inro the 
Sea, to the very place where the Ship 
that carri’d Zizdm was to lye . 5 

The moft ancient Commanders, 
which the Grand Matter lent before 
to meet the Prince, receiv ’d him with 
all the refpeft which was due to the 
Son of their Emperour Mahomet . So 
that while the Artillery play’d from 
all parts, he pafs’d over the Bridge 
which was cover’d with cloth of 
Qold, in the midft of the Acclama- 
tions of the people, whomcuriofity 
had drawn to the ihoar.From whence, 
after heliacL mounted a SpanilhCbur- . 
ier, richly tharnetted, he rode forward, 
to the Great ‘Piazza , with the found 
of fifes and Trumpets, conduced by 
'Don Alvarez, who did him the Of- 
fice of a Squire. The Streets* were all 
ftrew’d with herbs & flowers, and an 

infinite 
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infinite number of people fill’d the 
plat-forms and windows. Zizim , 
entring into the City, wa$ fmitten 
With the beauty which appear’d there 
very rich in habit, as well to fee as to 
be feen, and with a loud voice he 
fpoke it, that it was not for nothing 
that the Rhodian women were ac- 
counted the faireft of aii Afia. 

At the fame time that the Ship 
which carry ’d Zizim entred the 
Porr, the Grand Mailer. march’d out 
of the Caftle with a pompous train, 
and in very good order. He was at- 
tended by a troop of young Knights, 
very richly habited, and mounted 
upon horfes of high price. The Of- 
ficers of the Order follow'd them ; 
every one wearing about their necks 
a Chain of Gold, going two and two, 
with countenances wherein there was 
both haughrinefs and modefly mix- 
ed together. The Grand Mailer ap- 
pear’d at laft, appareJl’d in Tiflue of 
Gold, embroider’d with precious 
Hones, mounted upon a Neepohtan 
Steed, whofe harnefs was all em- 
broider’d with Gold and Silver. The 

Squires 
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Squires and Pages that follow’d him, 
were no lefs remarkable iqr the 
fplendour of their habits and furni- 
ture, then for their goodly prefences, 
and dexterity in the management of 
their Horfes. But there appear’d an 
Air fo noble, and fomething fo ma- 
jeftick in the perfon of the. Grand 
Mailer, that he was eafily diilin- 
guilh’d from the reft of the company. 

A great body of Horfc clos’d upi the 
Rear of the Retinue. 

The Grand Mailer Hopp’d before^ 
the Church of St. Sebaftian, and pat 
jiis men in order in the *Piaz, expe<ft- 
ing the approach of the Sultan. So x 
foon as Ziztm perceiv’d the Grand 
Mailer , who was lhcw’d him by 
T)on Alvarez, though he were re- 
markable enough in many other re- 
fpe&s, he faluted him according to 
the manner of the Turks , by putting 
his finger three times upon his 
mouth. The Grand Mailer on his 
part making a low obey fance, ad- 
vanc’d toward him, and making a fe- 
cond bow, gave him a very civil com- . 
plement in Italian, which wafe gn* 

■ ^ fwer d 
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fwet’d by the Ptillce with a good 
grace, and in expreflions full of good 
fenfe. After that they gave their 
hands each to other, add having re- 
peated Tome few more words of 
friendfhip and kitidnefs.they march’d 
together to the French Lodgings, 
which were prepar ’d for the Prince. 
The Grand Matter, when they began 
to fet forward, gave him the upper 
hand; but Zizim, making foriie re- 
flexions/upon it, would not permit 
it at firft.. I am your Captive, laid 
he, aud it becomes not a Captive to 
take the place of honour. Sir , an- 
iwer’d the Grand Mailer, Captives of 
your condition , preserve their dignity 
in all places , and 1 would to God you 
had as much power in Cortftantinople 
as you ha/vi in Rhode! 

As to the reft, Zizim appear’d 
neither merry nor fad, during the 
whole Caivacade. He carry’a the 
look of a perfon, Who had the proof 
both atone time of- good and bad 
fortune ; or like one that believ’d 
himfelf Worthy of the honours which 
were done him. He feem’d however 

to 
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tfi be highly pleas’d with the beha- 
viour of the Knights ; and when he 
alighted' from his Horfe, he em~ 
brac’d the Grand Matter with a very 
tender affe^ion, calling him fevetaL 
times his Protestor and Father. That 
day, and forfome daies following* 
they hadfeveral particular difcourfes 
upon the prefent condition of Affairs* 
but all tlaat time abftain’d from par- 
ticular conferences. However, there 
was nothing omitted for the diver- 
tifement of* thd young Sultan , fo that 
there was nothing to be feen at 
Rhodes but Hunting- matches. Run-, 
ing at the Ring, Shews; and magni-, 
ficent Feafts. But all thefe diver- 
tifements did not compleat the re- 
pofe of the Prince’s mind. For though 
_ he wqre not afraid of the Knights; , 
he could not think bimfelf in fafcty 
in a place full of Greeks , and fo neer 
the Turks ; and what Was more the- 
proceedings of the Tort, daily en- ; 
creas’d his difquiet and his fears. 

At thebeginningof thofe diviffoiis 
which turmoil ’d the Ottoman Em<-- 
pke, after the death of Mahomet, 

' Bajazett 
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Bajazett Was afraid that it Would 
Hot go well with his affairs, fo long 
as he Was not in ftiendihip with rhe 
Grand Matter, however he eould 
Hot condefeend to demand peace 
himfelf. There to fave his reputa- 
tion, he dealt in private with the 
Sub-Bafha De Pizzotta, who Was 
tome over to his Party, and was Go- 
vernour of Lycia. The Sub-Baflia 
font an EmbaiTador to Rhodes, with 
inftrutftioris not tofpeak of Bajazetti 
but only to manage a truce between 
the people of Lycia and the 
Mans,, believing that a Peace would 
eafily follow a Truce. But the Em- 
bafly not havjng that fuccefs which 
was expe&ed, Bajazctt made ufe of 
Achmat to carry on his dcfign. The 
Bajha, as jealous of the honour of 
the Sultan , as the Gcvcrnout of Ly- 
cia, wrote, as from his Supream a 
Very yielding letter to engage the 
Grand Matter to an accommodation,' 
and entrufted Lajini Brdhm for his 
Agent with the Lettqr. The Grand 
Matter thought himfelf obliged to 
hear the Propofitions of Achmat , as. 
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Well for t;he love of his people, , who 
flood in peed of reft aftqfihe toils of 
fo long a war, as for the honour of 
the Order, io whom a Treaty could , 
not be but advantageous, that men- 
tion’d nothing of Tribute. 

The Reception of Ztzini, made 
Bajazet impatient of a. conclufiofi 
of peace. Upon which Ach'mit urg’d 
it more and more by his Minifter 
Lafim Brahim. He offer’d alfo that' 
the Grand Signior ftiould ffgn what- 
ever the Knights defir d,' and for a 
pledge of hi? real intentions, he re- 
ftor’d all the Veftels of. the Order 
which had been taken fince the Trued 
by the Pyrates of Lycid. 

All thefe condefcentions of the 
Port, fo different from the Ottoman 
Haughtinefs,more then ever alarum’d 
Prince Zizim. He imagin’d with 
himfelf, that his Brother was not fo 
defirous of peace, but only that he 
might have an occaffon to deftro^ 
him; and that when Trade Ihouild be 
free between the Rhodians & Turks, 
he mould be in daily fear of either be- 
ing ftabb’d or poifon d ; and that the 
$ runagate 
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runagate Greeks lo accuftom’d to 
treachery and murther, would omit 
nothing to feirvc Bajazett to good 
•purpofe..' In the midft of. tnefe 
noughts he refolv’d to feek a San- 
0 Otuary elfewhere, to preferve himfelf 

’ ltom a violent death, to which pur- 
pose he open’d his mind to the 
Grand MSltef; in whom he put an 
entire confidence. The Grand Mailer 
found that Zizim offer’d nothing 
bur reafon; , yet becaufe the aflair 
was of great impotance, he refolv’d 
to have the advice of his Council, 
before he gave the Prince .a positive 
anfwer. Among them, Opinions were 
different, while fome affirm’d that it 
was for. the intereft and honour 
of the Order to keep the Prince; 
that Bajazett durft not refufe the 
Knights any thing, or make any at- | 
tempt .upon them, while Zizitit te- 
ihain’d at ^o^j; that ^ihen he was j 
out of theft power, they cduld ex- 
pect nothing hut a cruel war, or a 
Very difadvantageous ’peace. ^That i 
by all the rifles of prudence they 
were to lay hold upoA fo fefr ah oc- j 

cafion; 
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cafi$£ j before tberetr^at 

of t je Sultapi they were to make an - 
botiOUtffi Wfiaprcemen t with the Port. 
As foe tjbQ UJety; of the P/ince, they 
mighteaftly ieeure ir, by affording 
him a fuffiejent Guard, there being 
Very few rfftaffwaUs that would at- 
attempc the perfons of great men, at 
therhazard of. their own lives. 

Ijbe mote £ifmterefted, and the 
Wife* fort .ywjre of a : contrary judg- 
ment, that a removal was the only 
way to preferve Sultan Zizim from 
the fnisfoEtunes that threatned him: 
tbit; war did no way fecure him, that 
after-a refufal of Peace with xhtTurks, 
they had no way to fecure him from' 
poifon or affalTuiation, while treafon 
enters every where, and the fidelity 
of fervants and guards is not proof 
againftany large fum of money. That 
while JBajazet fought to get him 
into fiis power by all the waieS ima- 
ginable, they could neither furrender 
him without betraying their faith 
given, nor keep him without drawing 
upon themfelVes the, indignation of 
the Sultan. 

Si Ztzittii 
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Zizrm, Who faw thathis ag&ift 
would fpin but too muchtime,unlefs 
he determin’d fomethirtg fpeedily,and 
well enough under flood the danger 
of delay, ptefs’d the Grahd Mallet te 
give him his liberty to be gone-, and 
conjur’d him to permit 'him' that- he 
might go to the King of France, as be- 
ing the perfon molt capable topro- 
ted himagainfl the Tyranny of* his , 
Brother. For befides that he guefs’d 
at the French Humour, by thebeha- 
Kiour of the Grand Mailer, he had 
heard frequent difcourfes oftheit ge- 
nerality; nor did he queftion but 
that the fucceflors of Clovis and 
Charlematgne,\vhok famous deeds he ; 
had read, would take delight in re* 
floring a Prince to his Throne. 

The Grand Mailer could not with* 
(land neither the reafony, nor the 
powerful inllances of Zizlm. He 
approv’d his determination touching 
his retreat into France. But that 
which made him approve it the more, 
was that he thought that Zizim ran 
no hazard in a Countrey which pro- 
duc’d no Monflers, and where poifon 
i was 
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was unknown. ' So that thefafety of 
a poor Prince who had thrown him- 
felfinto the i Arms of the Knights, 
made the Grand Mailer jn°fome mea- 
fure forget ‘his own Imeiefts, and 
thole of his people; for nen troubling 
hifttfelfabouc the ill confequences 
that fa hafty- a Retreat-' might draw 
after it, he^gade all orders neceifary 
for the Voyage into France. He re- 
doubl-Vd at .the fame time his civilties 
to the Sultan ^ and the eevfe before his 
departure - made him a moll magni- 
cehti Eeaft. * ; Zizim admir'd , more 
xheronce the variety and drefiing of 
the ’meat, and the order of the fer- 
vice,confeflm£ that the magnificence 
of the Ottoman Emperours had no- 
thing fo fumptuous.

-i Xhc Grand Matter,. .who had al- 
ready given advice to- the Pope of 
the arrival of the Ot(optan Prince, 
gave hicb alfo notice of his depar- 
ture by , tins • opportunity^ and fene 
him word in particular - that Zizim 
oihis own accord had made choice 
bi France for the fecurity of his life: 
that he had good ground for his 
feairs ; • in regard that for. the forty 
dayes that he .had flay’d in Rhodes 
ire was certainly enformd that the 
Grand flgnioiur had us’d all his en- 
deavours either to takeormyrder 
him. ! 

T-. The 
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The departure of the Prince did, 
not work that ill effect which fome 
were afraid of For though Bdjd- 
zet was foon inform’d of what had - 
/pafs’d, yet he defir’d peace With the 
feme earneftnefe as before ; betaufe 
he always- lookt upon the Grand- 
" Mafter as the Arbiter of the Sultan 
his Brothers fortune. -So that the 
Embafiadours that departed ‘for Con- 
fiantinople the 1 next day after Prints©: 

was gon,wete honourably re*’ 
ceiv’d by the Grand Signiour, and', 
the peace had • bin prefently conclu- 
ded, had ' not the pride of Achmat 
put a flop to it. . ! ' . 

This Bafha^^izWy proud & cutting* 
Who in his .letters had given a blank 
. paper to the Grand Mafter, could not . 
endure that the firft propofition 
Which the Embafladours madefhouk) 
he that no mention fhould be made 
of Tribute. He brake forth upon that 
fubje& with a haughtiuefs, which 
made him almoft forget the refped: 
to the facredPerfoos of the MinifterS 
of Soveraign Princes. . The Knight 
Guy de Mont Amattd ’ who was one 
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of the Embafladours, and who in his 
inft ru&ions had exprefs order to bear 
‘up briskly againft the Bqftja, took 
him upfhort, and fpoke to him with 
.'that iharpnefs, that had abfolurely 
broke off the Negotiation, if Mifach , 
*2 3 a/eologus, who was at the confe- 
rence, had hot allay’d their paflionS. 
After the death of Mahomet he was 
returned to the port, and had gain'd 
the favour of Bajaztt, by efpouflng 
his Intereft. He, well acquainted 
.with the humour of the Knights, and 
having. prov’d to his coft, thecon- 
flancy of the Grand Matter, knew- it ' 
was in vain for Achmat to contend 
fo obftinately upon the point of tri- 
bute, and told him his reafons breif- 
ly, though in the Turkilh language, 
that the Embafladours raigbt nocun- 
derttand him. 4 

The Knight Leonard7)uprat,who 
was the other Embafladour, andua- 
derftood Ttyrkifli, underttanding the 
Bajba’s difcourfe, and repeating it 
in French to the Knight de Mont A- 
■maud, was the occafion, that both ; 
Handing ttifly to their principles, 

Ach- 
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Achtnats beat began to cool, fothat 
of himfelf he began to give way to 
their demands. Bajazet promifed 
dot only, to live in good amity with 
the Knights. of Rhodes^ but not to 
trouble the. reft of the Chriftians.The 
Grand Mafter undertook for his part* 
to keep Zizirn always in the power 
of the Knigths, and to endeavour 
all hecoukl that tbeJWhwftiould not 
fall into the hands of any Prince ei- 
ther Chriftiah or Infidel. : Upon this 
the peace was concluded according 
to the Articles which the Embafia- 
dours propos’d ; and it may be faid 
that , never was any Accommodation 
made with the Port, either more ho- 
nourable or more profitable to Chrif 
tendom. That which was moft re- 
markable and extraordinary was that 
Bajazet engag’d himfelf, either 
through' weakttefs or Policies to pay 
the Grand Mafter a kind of Tribute. 
To this purpofe he fer\c to Rhodes 
Cagritaim , his principal favourite, 
ana the two Knights beftirxd them- 
feives fo weft, that they carfy’d him 
along with them upon their return. 

Cdgrttaini 
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Cagritaim declar’d in full cornice!, 
that the Port would pay to the order * 
thirty five thoufand Duckets, money 
of Venice, . for the fubfiftence of Zi- 
S 3 ft», and befides that, the Grand Sig- 
tuour .would, pay every year to the 
Grand .Mailer in particular ten thou- 
fand Duckets, to make him amends 
infomc meafure for the excellive 
charges he had bin. at in the lad 
War. .>;■'* 

Achmat , who was the proudeft 
perfon in the world, and one that 
mortally hated the Chrifiians, efpe- 
cially the Grand Matter and the 
Knights, could not brook this .con- 
defciention in the Grand Signor : He 
• accus’d him of lownefs of Spirit, and 
cowardice; he murmur’d in publick, 

. and made fharpe feoffs upon- it. Ba- 
jaxet, who for fome time before be- 
gan tO groW jealous of the B-qfha, as 
of a perfon . that did not love- any 
thing more then war ; abd was 
therefore likely to t ake Zimims parr* 
took thefe trmmutorsand rebukes for 
the fympt0me8 of a revolt; And be- 
liev’d that . ©aly .the ; 4 eath: of ft»ch a , 

: : dange- 
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dangerous enettiy could break hi& 
defigns.Trtie it is that he owdto him 
for theCrownjbut ufually great bene- 
fits are look’d upon as crimes:& weak 
Princes often find their fafecy in the 
deftru&ion of thofe that rais’d them, 
and are able to pull them down again. 

So foOrt as the peace' was conclu- 
ded between the Knights and the 
Turkts , the Grand Signiour put to 
death this famous Baiha ara Mag- 
nificent. feaft, where were all the 
grandees of the Pott, and . where 
Bajazet was prefent himfelf. The 
difcQUrfeof the table falling, upon the 
Peace, andZ izim,Bajazet to provoke 
Achmat, and to engage him to fpeak 
fomthingto,be Iayd boldon,publick- 
ly declar’d that he would leflen the 
Sduldierspay, and deprive the Gram • 
decs of the port of their emploiments 
that were not loyal to their lawful 
Prince. The Bajha , who well un- 
derflood that thofe words concern'd 
him, preferitly took fire, and went 
fo high in the heat of the debau- 
chery , as to tell the Grand Sig- 
nor that it was but ait ill way to 

eftablifh 
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eftablifh a throne to provoke the 
Souldrery ; and that the 0* tom in 
Monarcks \Vere not afllir’d of their 
Empires,-; fo long as they had B o- . 
thers alive- He had no io*mer 
fpok£ the words, blit a mure in- 
ftriidted before gave him tlx ttah-5 
with a pdignard. Others fay that 
after the -tc ait was oVerli? ij iz;.et wild 
loved wine, kept . Atbnt ut to dunk 
With him' alone, under prerenee of 
friendfltip; ‘and that feeing him I a r f 
drunk he commanded two EunurhcS 
to ftrangle htm However, it were 
Cagntaim fiicceeded ar 1 he Fort in 
his place, though, he had neither 
the rtierir nor experience ; but he 
knew per fe£tlv ho w to humour R.i- 
jazet‘[ : yt ho only minded cafe.

Matter, who made litwe accompt. of 
the friend ih'p of t he I nud e Is, of 
whofp perndioufnefs he had a thoti- 
fand times experienc’d ; and +or that 
the perfbn of Ztzim feem Very pro- 
per for him to make life of in cafe, 
of a. rupture, he apply ’d himfelf 
wholly to makea league between the" 

T ehnfti- 
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Chridian Princes againd the com- 
mon enemy. He wrought feveral 
Letters to them, he Tent them perti- 
cular Agents to let them/ underdand | 
that there was never a fairer oppor- , 
tunity to ruin the Ottoman Em- 
pire, or at lead to w.eak’n it very I 
much; that Ztzim at tbe head of | 
a croifade world do as much as ma- 
ny Armies together, that the death I 
of Achmat had depriv’d the Turkes i 
of the mod; able Minider, and the | 
mod valiant Captain, that per- 
haps they ever had. That * the | 
Grand Car am an ^ and other Princes . 
of Afia expe&ed only when Europe I 
would move, to declare themfelvcs ; 
and in fbort, that all the prefent con- 
junctures renderd that enterprize 
eafie, which was fo difficult of it felf. 
But I know pot by what fatality, if 
It were not rather the Jncomprehen- 
fible difpofal of providence, the 
Chridian world, was not at all en- 
elin’d to take advantage of tbe op- 
portunity which Heaven it felf 
teem’d to put into their hands. All 
Italy was then divided. The King 
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of Naples, the Duke of Milan, and 
the Florentines were in armS againft 
the Pope and the common wealth 
of Veftice. France was notefs in trou- 
ble after the death of Lewis the 
II th * The patty of malecontents 
ftirr'd up by the Duke of Orleans 
who pretended to the regency, and 
by the Count of Angoultjhi his cou- 
fin, had excited troubles over all the 
Kingdom. Betides the French de- 
fir ’a quiet at home, only that they 
might be at leafure for the conqueft 
Naples. And young Charles the 
8th. Who. naturally loved honour; 
made that the aim of all his ambi- 
tion. The war of the Moors made 
Work enough in Spain. And the 
bad correfpohdence which daily en- 
creas’d between the Emperour Frede- 
rick , and Matthias Corvin , King of 
Hungary prevented them from uni- 
ting together againft the Turk, fo 
that all the defigns of the Grand Ma- 
iler vaniih’d in fmoak, and with all 
his 2eal he had only the greife to 
effect nothing. 

Bptifthe Chriftian Princes were 
T » not 
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pot in a condition to make ufe of the 
perfon of Ztztm for the common 
good of Chriitendom, they were no 
fefs difappointed in making advan- 
tage of him for their partifular In- 
ter efts. • How importunate foey?r 
the mpft part of them were to have 
him, the Grand Mailer would never 
give his confent, and hi$ orders Were 
lo well obferv’d in that particu'ar, 
that, the order of St. John was 
always the Mi It refs of him. Zizim 
being arriv’d in France, the King 
receiv'd him but coldly, either be- 
' ca,ufe that France would by no 
means embroil themfelves with the 
Port, juft before the expedition a- 
gainft Naples, -or elfe becaufe they 
fear'd that an honourable reception, 
was an engagement too high in the 
entertaining a Turkilh Prinqe,fo that 
he flay’d but a very little while at 
Court, the Knights conducting him 
to the commander of Royrgneus , this 
was.

That the Knignts had fold his liber- 
ie to the Ottoman Port for forty thou- 
land Ducats a year; and that jt 
was therefore no wonder they had 
jfuch a Arid; eye oVer him. That 
fuch a prifoner was a treafure for 
* then), and that their infatiabie ava- 
rice made them foget.the more ho- 
ly duties of civil fbciety. 

They that thus difeours’d either 
through jealoufy, or elfe judging by 
outward appearances, did not conu- 
der that at a time when oM Eurojx 
was in an uproar, there, was no- 
thing more to be done for the good 
of Chriftendom, nor for the fafety 
of Zizim, then what the. Grand 
Mailer did. And had they been well 
inform’d of all the fnares that the 
Grand Signiour laid for Zizim, they 
would then have chang’d their Opi- 
nion, and found that the Knights 
that fo guarded him were the true 
defender^ of hi? life, and of his li- 

teror- , 

! Nor had Zizim reafon to com- 
plain 
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plain 'of the condu&of the Grand 
Mailer as well in reference to him* 
felfiasth z Ottoman Port; for in defi- 


ring a fafe conduft of him, he ex- 
prefsly declar’d that he intended to 
follow his counfel and orders in every 
thing, fo that by theconfent of Zi- 
zims Imbafiadours the fafe conduct 
was diipatched upon that condition, 
as the Grand Mailer obferv’d in 3 
Letter which he wrote to Pope fex- 
tus the 4th. fiefides the Sultan had 
given the Grand Mailer a fufficient 
hberty-to treat with the Grand Ma- 
iler as he pleas’d himfelf, and it was 
by vertue of that liberty that the 
Grand Mailer had concern’d Zizim 


in the treaty of peace. 

As for the thirty thoufand Du- 
cats, certain it is, that the money 
was fpent in maintenance of Zizim, 
By which the Grand Mailer was fp 
far jfrom getting any profit, that he 
made an addition to it out of his 


own revenue. Which may be eafilv 
thought to be true, confidering with 
what royal magnificence the Otto- 
man Prince was always entertain’d,

W HILST Zizim had, a private 
and obfcure life in France, 
one Bajazett almoft unknown till 
then appear’d in the world, refolv’d to 
take advantage of the divisions of the 
two Ottomm Brothers. He was their 
Uncle, being the Brother of Mahomet 
and Son of Amurath.Mttt the lofs of 

Con- 
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Confiantinofle, he was taken by the 
Chriftians in his Infant years, and 
carry ’d to Rome in the Pontificat of 
Nicholas the fifth, who took care 
himfelfof his Education. The Inftru- 
<5tions which he rfeceiv’d were not al- 
together unpofitable: For he re- 
nounc’d the law of his fair Prophet 
and became aChriftian. He apply ’d 
himfelf afterwards to the ftudy of 

humane Learning; and as he wanted 

not wit, he perfectly attain’d the La- 
tine Language. But Nicholas*' the #*./*$•$- 
Fift being dead, he left Italy, to tra- 
veil into Germany. There he was 
wellreceiy’d ,• ana the Germans\ookt 
upon him as a perfon that might be 
uieful to them in their Wars againft 
the Turks. After he had flay ’d Some- 
time in the Emperor Fredericks 
Court, he went into Hungary , 'and 
there fettl’d himfelf, not dreaming 
to raife his fortune any higher, for 
the example of the brave and verru- 
ous Matthias made fo little impref* 
lion upon him, that he only minded 
his repofe and pleafure in the Court, 
altogether Warlike, and altogether 
Chriftian. But

But the 
Turks knew him not fo well as the 
Chriitians; for he was carry ’d a, way 
fo young from Conftanuncple , that 
it was impOJiible for him to have 
done any thing remarkable in Turky . 
Atlaithe highly extold thefervices 
he could do for Chriliendom, and 
the information he could give the 
Grand Maiter touching fevera! im- 
po tint fecrets ofaffai!S,advifinghiro 
> not to let hip fo iair an opportunity,& 
earnehly defiring his fpeedy anfwen 
The letter was written with his own 
hand ; bur as if he had the manage- 
ment of all the bufinefs in the world, 
he concluded that it was writ in hafte. 

They were not convinc’d at 
Rhodes of Bajazett of Huttgiirtest 
reafons. That Braggadochio Bile 
wherewith he thought to win thcaf- 
fillance of the Knights, was in pare 
the reafon why they refus’d it him. 
On the other fide, - the Grand Mailer 
who had a tender love for Ztzint, 
aijd was loath to embroil himfelf 
with the Port, took no care to Men

to the Proportions of an Adventurer, 
of whom he had no knowledge, and 
to who he had. no engagement; fo 
that this new A&or foon return’d to 
that obfcurity wherein he had al- 
waies liv’d, and which lie fo much 
the rather deferv’d. becaufe he had 
fought too late to quit it. 

The Grand Sigriior took it the 
moft kindly in the world, that her 
had behav’d himfelf in that manner; 
and as a mark of his acknowledg- 
ment he began from that time to 
pay him the forty thoufand Duckets) 
which he had ptomifed him. The firft 
payment Was made by VJfambet , one 
of the Principal Officers of the Port. 
He was fent exprefly to Rhodes , with 
order neverthelefs to go for France , 
under pretence to thank Charles the 
Eighth, for receiving Zizirn into his 
Territories, but indeed to learn cer- 
tain intelligence of his Brother.How- 
ever, Bajazett fearing left Vjfambet 
fhould And fortie obftacle in his Etn- 
bafly, conjur’d the Grand Mafter that 
.he fhould give him letters of recom- 
mendation for France . But the Grand

Mailer did not think it enough to 
write to the King; He was refolv’d 
that the Hofpitalier of the Order 
fhould accompany the Turkijh Em- 
baflador, to be his Guide, and to in- 
troduce him into the Court. And 
indeed Vjjambei was better receiv’d 
than Zizim had been; for the com- 
plements of Bajazett highly pleas’d 
the French. 

In the mean time the war of Ter- 
rara rais’d many combuftions in Ita- 
ly, and was meditating to have 
brought the Infidels into Italy. For - 
Hercules TSEfle became fo proud 
through the Alliance of Ferdinand 
King of Naples, who had giv’n him 
his Daughter Elenor in Marriage, 
that he loftily fcorn ’d the friendihip 
of the Venetians, which the Dukes 
his predecefiors had alwaies highly 
fought for. He came to that degree 
of contempt, that he ufurp’d their 
Lands, abus’d their fubje&s, not con- 
fidering the kindnefies which he had 
receiv’d from the Republick, when 
after the death of his elder Brother, 
the Son of his other Brother took up 

ArmSf' 
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Amts to haVe depriv’d him of his 
Dominions. The Venetians could 
not brook the loftinefs nor ingrati- 
tude of the Duke of Terrara. They 
rais’d puifiant Armies againft him, 
and leagu’d themfelves again With 
the Pope* who was difpleas’d with 
the King of N iples, both becaufe 
that Prince had retain’d in his fer- 
vice about four hundred Turks of the 
Garrifon of Otranto, and- becaufe he 
took little care in his Kingdom of 
the duties of'the Holy See. 

• Ferdinand fent Alphonfo Duke of 
Calabria to the fuccour of Hercules 
his Son-in law, of whom the Com- 
mon -wealth had got great advanta- 
ges. Alphonfo had already Rais’d 
the Mark of Ancona, and was ad- j 
vancirfg with his forces toward the | 
Terraras’s, when the Colonnfs and j 
Cave Ui, who were ri fen up againft | 
the, Pope, invited him to joyn with | 
them in the Compagna of Rome. Ro- \ 
Bert Mditejle , who commanded the 
Army of the ilepublick, wasfooriat 
his heels, gave him battel, and abfo- 
lately defeated; him. Which Vitftory , 
- • , , fill’d 
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fill’d the Venetians full of hopes, and 
undertakings, but while they ran- 
fack’d the Ferrareji, and were going 
to make themfelves Mailers of Fer- 
rara, the Pope of a fuddain abandons 
them, whether he were gain’d by 
thefubmiffions of Ferdinand, or whe- 
ther he were jealous of the Progrefs 
of the Republick. However it were, 
Sixtus agrees with the Father and 
Son in Law; He alfo threaten’d the 
Venetians with rhe indignation and 
Anathema & of the Church, if they 
continu’d the war of Ferrara. „ 

The Republick incens’d at fo 
flrange a proceeding; and forefeeing 
that this change would caufe a great 
dilorder in affaires, implor ’d the aid* 
of the Turk to fuftain. themfelves, 
and to revenge the injury done them. 
Bajazet who was unwilling to dif-: 
pleafe the Venetians , forgot that he 
had promis’d not to dillurb the 
Chrhtians; or rather violated his; 
word in that refped:, and prepares a- 
coniiderable Fleet to invade Italy . 1 
The news prefently fpread it felf o- ; 
ver all Europe. At Rome the' 
V alarum 
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- alarum was taken, as if the enemy 
had been already at the Gates; and 
the Pope foreieeing ' the danger of 
the Church, if the Turks- fbculd en- 
_ter Italy during the diicords of the 
Chriftian Princes, and knew himielf 
to be guilty of the difcontent of the 
Republick, made it his whole buii- 
nefs to divert the ftorme. The King 
of Naples, , whom the danger more 
tierely concern’d, follow’d the Popes 
Reps, and by com mon : confenc had 
rejeojurfe to the Grand. Mailer/ to 
whom they both wrote, and.feht to 

, him the Knight Carraffa. . 

- But never was Embaifie more to 
lefs purpofe ; . for this, care of the 
Grand Mailer had prevented ch« 
tequeftsof Ferdinand and the Pope. 
H,e underilandihg former then they, 
the preparations that were made at 
Csmftantinople, and likewife knowing 
the private motives to that Engage- 
ment, labour’d incefianrly to divert 
the ftorme before it began ta break 
forth. The Publick good, and the 
particular Jnrereft of the Church ex- 
cited his diligence to keep the corn*

Army, and tjten nothing was more j 
tp be fear’d $hen ( a , Pjopplar riling 
at; CenftaHtimple, which might hap- 
pen to be attended With a. total re- 
volution. • Mofco added according 
to his Tuftrn&ions, chat; the Grand 
. Mailer being of that accompt as he 
Was amongthe Chriftian Princes, he 

' coujd 
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could not pojTibly prevent his being 
engag’d in the Quarrel, how great 
fo ever liis defire might be. to keep a 
good Correfpondence with theCoutr. 
That if. the preparations which th$ 
Turks made againil Italy flioutd 
infringe the accommodation which 
had been made wpon Zizim's fcore, 
he had no reafon to blame the 
Knights, who are ready punctually 
to obferve all the articles of the- 
treaty, Mofco then gave the Grand" 
Signiour to underftand that Rhodes 
was not in a condition to fear him, 
the ruins being repaird, and new for- 
tifications daily added by the Grand 
Mailer. 

This difeourfe of the Rhodian 
took Singular effect. Bajazet was 
fo mov’d at it, that he^lood a good 
while without, making an^'i anfwer, 
calling frightful looks here and there, 
which Ihew’d the agitation and 
difturbance of his mind. At length 
rows’d out of a deep contemplation, 
and looking fomewhat more calme- 
ly, he told Mofco, that in refpeCl 
to the Grand Mailer, whom he ho- 
V 3 noured 
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riouted as his Father, he had aban- 
don’d the dcfign which he ihad in 
hand. Then calling for Bajha Mi- 
f.ich c Paleologus,&nd two other of his 
Minifters, he declar ’d that he would 
net fendhis Fleet into the 'Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and commanded them fit 
the fame time to furceafe all their 
preparations for war wherein they 
labour’d with an cxceffive earned nefs. 
And that he might teflify' more of 
his freindlhip, and do him more ho- 
nour, he wrote hijn a very obliging 
Letter, which he deliver'd to Mofco^ 
the copy whereof follows.

Mofco return’d to Rhodes almoft 
at the fame time that the Knight 
Caraffa arriv’d there- That new Em- 
baflaaor of the Pope,and the King of 
of Naples was furpriz’d to fee that 
with all his haftc he was come too 
late. So that finding his work done, 
he return’d as he came, atleaftthat 
he might be the firft that Eiould 
bring the tydings, carrying along 
With him to the Pope and King Fer- 
dinand.thc Copy of the Letter of the 
Grand Signior. A refolution fo fud - 
den, and io happy ,extreamly rejoye’d 
‘ \ all 

, 4 
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all Italy, and the Pope wds fofotif- 
d’d with the Grand Mader, thatfpcak- 
fng of him to the Knight Qji/nda/, 
Procurator of the Order at Rome , he 
call’d him fey eral times, The Buckler 
of the Church , and The Trtferver of 
Chriftendom. 

Neverthelefs,the Chadian Princes, 
wKofe Dominions were neighbouring 
upon the Turk , did not yet think 
themfclvcs fafe,fearing that Bajazet 
would not long keep his word. For 
that reafon Matthias King of Hun- 
gary, Ferdinand King of Cali He, Ar~ 
ragon and Sicily, made' it all their 
mod earned fuit to the Grand Mader 


to have Zizim in their power. He 
would by no means grant them their 
' yequed ; but he promis’d them that 
fo long as he had the Sultan at his 
dilpodtion, he would keep the Grand 
' Signior from enterpri2ing any thing 
upon their Dominions. 

Bajazet Jookt upon this Refufal 
for a fignal piece of fervice, atfd 
thought himfelf fo oblig’d to the 
Grand Mader, that he refolv’d to 
make him a cpndderable prefcnt as a 
' mark 
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mark, of his Gratitude. But hot 
finding any thing of value enough 
to his finind amidlt all the wealth of 
his Empire, he undcrftood by feme of 
his Rcnegado Confidents, that he 
could not make a more pleafing or 
acceptable preient to the Grand Ma- 
iler, then the hand of St. John Bap- 
tift, which was then in his Father 
Mahomet' s Treafury. 

The Grand Signior overjoy'd at 
fuch a difeovery, caus’d the. hand to 
be immediately fern for, togethet 
with the fhrinc wherein it wasi,ept, 
and caufing it to be piit into a Cy- 
prefs box lin’d within with Crimfon 
Velvet, and fet without with an in- 
finite number of precious Hones, he 
Tent it by one of his favourites, call’d 
Cariaty j Sry, with a Civil Letter, the 
Infcripdon whereof ivas thus. • 

Bajazet King e/ Afia, and Emperor 
of the Turks, to the thrice Wife, and ' 

thrice lUnfiricus Peter D’Aubufion, 
Grand Majler of Rhodes-, thri.ee ge- 
nerous Entice, and Father of a moft 
glorious Empire. 

This hand was faid to bd the right 

hand 
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hftnd okjohn the. Bajffff, which Was 
leanjE put upon this occafion, if the 
Vice-Chancellour Ca cur Jin may be ; 
believ’d. 

' It was an ancient Tradition con" 
firm’d by the Hiftories of the Greeks, 
that St. Luke the Evangelift having 
embrac’d, the Chriftian Faith; the 
iove which he had conceiv’d for 
St.John £ apt iff, infpir’d him fecret- 
ly to taJke up his body bury ’d in the 
City of Sebdffia, between jffi and 
Abdias. To this purpofe he went 
thither with fome of St. Johns Dif- 
ciples, who were then living; but 
confidering that they fhouid hardly 
be able to carry the body away with- 
out being known and flopp’d, he cut 
off the hand that baptiz’d Chrift, as 
the moft noble part of the whole bo- 
dy, and carry ’d it to .Antioch, where 
he kept it all the while he flay’d 
there. But going toi preach in Bi - . 
tbmia, lie left the Relick with fome 
of his moft trufty friends ftill at An- 
tiofhia^hete. itwaspublickly ador’d 
.for the fpace of three hundred years, 
tijl Julian th? Apoftate attempted to 

abolifl*. 
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aboIif|i the worfliip and memory of 
Martyrs, burning what remain’d of 
them. Particularly, he caus’d this 
hand to be thrown into the fire ; but 
the piety of particular perfons fav’4 
it from the fury of the ‘Pagans at 
that time. 

In the time of JuJlinian the Em- 
peror, to honour the Confecratipn of 
Santa Sophia, the head of St. John 
was by the Emperour’s command 
fetch’d from Edejfa, and the hand 
from Antioch ; though he return’d 
.them again after the Confecration 
was over. But in the time of Ccn- 
Jlantine Porphy regenites, an Empe- 
rour, th^t was mighty devout, and 
had a huge fancy for this Relick, one 
Job, a Deacon of Antioch, Hole this 
hand to prefent to the Emperour, 
who put it in the Church of St. John, 

, of the Stone, where it remain’d till 
the time of Mahomet the fecond, 
who remanded it into the Imperial 
Treafure with other Rclicksana rich 
fhrrnes, out of which Baj izet rook 
it to prefent to the Grand Mailer, 
who laid it up with great ceremony 
at Rhodes'. Thefe 
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Thefe Marks of affe&ion which 
the Ottoman Emperourlhew’dtothe - 
Grand Mailer, open’d the eyes of the 
SoUan of Egypt. That Barbarian had 
violated the Peace without any pre- • 
ftnee, as \ve.have faid ; and his per- 
ftdioufnefs carry ’d him. fo far, as to 
Hop the Rhodians ± who traffick’d 
under the pubJick faith at Altsian- 
dria, and in other places ofhis. Do- 
minions. But row he began to alter 
his behaviour, when he law the good 
correfpondence which was between 
the Portland the .Order of St. John. 
The fear he had, left the Knights 
lliQuld take a frelh revenge, made 
hijn before' hand, in appealing them. 
To that end he fent^an Embafladour 
to Rh^es with richoprefents,. and a 
very cJwl Letter,; wherein he blam’d 
his pall proceedings, and accus’d the 
folly he had committed. T>uan Aga % 
for that was the Embafladour’s 
name, did the bell he could to en- 
hance the value of his Mailer’s pre- 
fonts and excufes. He promis’d fo- 
lemnly an -inviolable fidelity, and 
offer’d all forts of Pledges for per- 
formance.

Now becaufe theadvice which 
they; daily receiv’d at Rhodes of the 
iil iocetitrorcs of Bttfk&fc, were every 
day confirm’d, the ~ Grand Mazier 
. thought it: ftecefiaty- to precaution 
himfelf against whatever might hap- 
pen He fern Barks into Staty -and 
. the 
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the Kingdom of Naples for Corn; he 
allb made ufe^of the Teeming , friehd- 
ihip of the Grand Signior, co fetch 
allfortS of grain out of the. mod fer- 
tile Gauntries of Turly, before the 
Ottoman Court had Jaid.aiide its 
Vizor, -and had openly hrok’n with 
the Order, ■ he gave command at the 
faqie time to lade the great Ship df 
the Treafury,. then upon the Coafts 
of ‘Provence^ . with ammunition and 
foufdiers, and that au great Veflcl of 
Ragufi, then. in the Pott ,6 i Rhodes^ 
ihouid fail i to Samos for. frood pea* 
per to build: the Ships ..and . Engines 
of War\ As for the forriftc&tioris, be* 
tides that he made alLFhe ditches, 
wider and larger ; he rais’d new 
works toward the Seb, /and ( among 
the reft a Ravelin that extended 
from the Tower of.

But while- the Knights prepar’d 
for War in the midft of A' profound 
Peace, Sixtus the fourth dy a in the 
heat of the troupes of R<me,vih\ch‘ 
xhe Colonna's and Vrfini had divided 
info two Fa&ions. • 

The 
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The Cardinal of Santa Cecilia , a 
Genoefe, and of the houfe of (ybojoux. 
•originally of Rhodes, as being the 
place where his Father was bortr, 
fucceeded Sixtus in the Government 
of the Church, by the name of Inno- 
cent the Eighth. He was no fbonct 
ele&ed, but be wrote to the Grand 
Matter in fuch terms as fhew'd a par- 
ticular efteem for his perfon. Among 
other things he exhorted him to i 
maintain generoufly the inteteft of I 
the holy See, to fhew himfelf an ex- i 
ample to Chriftian Princes, and at lafb 
a (lur’d him of his favour. The Order, 
laid the Pope in his Brief, of which 
you are the Chief, is more dear to' 
me then ever; and if God favour our 
defigns, you jhall alwaies find me 
ready to oblige you in whatever con- 
cerns yours , or the honour of the 
Order. 

The Grand Maftec receiv’d this 
Letter like a true Son of the Church ; 
and prefently fent his Embifladors 
to Rome to tender hts obedience to 
the new Pop c.Edibard de Carmandin, 
Bayly of Lango , and Wtll: Caourjm,

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~ The Pope return ’dan anfwer him- 
jfelf to Caotlrjins fpeech. Wherein af- 
ter he had in general terms extold 
the valour and zeal of the Knights, 
he dilated upon the' merits ot the 
Grand Mailer, andconfds’d that the 
Church wa£ infinitely oblig’d to him. 
The next week the Embafladours 
had a particular conference With the 
Pope, at what -time they preferred] 
tb. him a precious ftone of- 3 jr extra-’ 
ordinary' figure" and colour, feveral 
efcquifite perfumes, and a rich Vafe 
full of pure -Indian BaJfom. But 
the Pope who defir’d noting more 
thfti to teftorc peace t&fraly, 1 and 
who fear’d nothing more-then an in* 
vafion ofithe Infidels; turned his dif- 
coUrfe Upon tiSizim; and' told the 
EmbafiadourS that for the good of 
Chriftendom -ft ieemdvery neceflary 
that he fhowld be brought to Rome, 
or to fonreother City of the Ecclc- 
fiaftick eflate.’ - i 
The Embafiaideurs riot having any 
commififOfl in that particular, they 
could retuwtoo anfwer, only that they 
would figntfyliis Holinels’s pleafure 
- - - to 
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to the Grand Mafter. However they 
receiv’d federal favours before their 
departure, & had the honour to carry 
his Canopy upon the purification of 
the Virgin, with the Embafiadours 
of Naples, Milan, and Florence. But as 
a. particular, grace to the Order, he 
granted to the Prior of the Church 
Of Rhodes a power to remit all fins 
which are referv’d to the Holy See, 
to alter vows, to abfolve from oaths; 
from Irregularity and Simony .He gave . 
them liberty alio to have a portative 
Altar to . fay Mafs either by Sea or 
Land* as alfo before day, and id 
places forbidden by Ecclefiaftical 
cenfure. • . ' 

:,In the mean time the King of Na- 
ples, who after the death of Sixtus , 
was terribly afraid left the Venetians 
ihould nioleft his dominions, ' and 
that the Turk fliould cOme to re- 
venge their, quarrel, defir ’d more ear- 
neftly theri ever to haVe Ziz 'm in his 
pofleffion. „ To which purpofe he 
wrote new Letters to Rhodes , . which . 
he deliver’d to the limbafTadours. 
who pals’d through Naples in their 
return home. X i ' But 
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But while Innocent and Ferdinand 
demanded Zizim from the Grand 
Mafter, < the Soldau of Egypt urg’d 
the fame rcqueft. Caerbet had in 
telJigence that the Great Turk 
was about to enter Caramania 
With a powerful Army to ptfnilh Ca- 
toman. So that he was afraid left' 
the Turks ftoiild fopn- after carry 
. their arms into' Syrian and he knew' 
no other expedient to fto pBajazet, 
then to cppofe Zizim againft him* 
But the arrivalof the Baily of 
and the Vice Chancellour of the or- 
der drew him out of that perplexity 1 
w : hereimo• the \ Embaftadour from ; 
Egypt had plung’d him ; for when he 
underftood the Popes’ Intentions, ' as 
to what concerted ZizirH, he gave 
the SoldanS EmbafladoUr to under- 
. ftand that the Sovefaign Prieft of 
Chriftendom; having a 1 defigne to 
fend for the Ottoman Prince' to Rom?\ 
the Knights-coilld not difpofoof his 
perfon not determine ahy thing with- 
out the confent of the Holy See, to 
which the order of St. John was par- 
ticular^ fubjedf. In the fame man • 

dinand > 
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iter he excus’d himfclf to KingFcr- 
accompanying his excufe with 
many civilities, not being willing to 
difpleafe ; a Prince whom he could 
not gratify, yet dcfir ’d to fcrve. But 
in regard he knew; the Pope was not \ 

able with, his - forces alone to under- 
take any confiderable enterprize ; 
and believing withal, that Ihould he 
fend Zizim into the Ecclefiaflical 
ftatc.he fhould put an tbfiacleto 
the Holy league through the jealou- 
fies which the Chriilian Princes 
would be fubjeft to apprehend, he 
reprefented to his Holinefs, withal 
the earneftnefs and refpe& that might 
be, that he could not let go Ztzim 
.without; expofing .Chriffendom to 
mamfeft misfortunes. Thatfuch a 
change would give fufpition to Baja* 
zet x and enforce him perhaps to put 
tpSea,; and land in Italy. He added 
alfo that the . Invafion of the Infidels 
was very much ’to be fear’d, before 
all Europe was firft united againffc 
them. However that he would Tub* 
m it the. affair to his Holinefs whofe 
prudcncetand juftice he very well un- 
derfleed, X 5 It 
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It was about this time that thp 
Grand Matter did a Very eminent 
piece of feryice for the Genoefes in 
protecting for them the Ifland ofSczo, 
which was under their fubjeCtion, 
by the gift of Anfronicw Paleologus, 
after they had reflopd him to hi$ 
throne. For Francis de Me die is 
fcourd all the Levant Seas with a 
well arm’d Galliot, and had taken 
ponfiderable prizes from the Turks 
near the J find of Scio . The parties 
concern’d complain’d to the Cady 
of Tire, who was a perfon of great 
credit in the Ottoman Port, and orderd 
their bufinefs fo well, either by pre- 
sents or falfe - teftimonies, that the 
Mahomet Judge condemn’d the peo- 
ple of the Ifland to make good all the 
lofles which the Turks had futtain’d, 
as if the Iflandcrs had lhar’d with 
; the Galliot, becaufe the Captait^ 
nad taken in frclh provifiohs in 
the Ifland. “The Grand Signior alfo 
confirms the Cadis feritence. But to 
fhaftize the Ifland the more feverely, 
which at Conjiantitiople was accomp- 
ted a Receptacle for Thcives ' and 
' ‘ ‘ • Pirates, 
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P irates, fie bid upon them a moft en- 
ormous tax, and ihreatn’d the Inlan- 
ders with ruin,if they did hot fpeedily 
pay it down. The inhabitants re- 
iolv’d to. juftify therafelves at - the 
•Port, and to reprefent humbly to 
the Grand Signior their 'inability ro 
pay .fuch great funis. But the Bar- 
& art an would hearken neither to 
their reafonsk not their prayers, and 
commanded his Vaflels to go and 
fack Sci'o. 

The Illanders had bin loft without 
hope, if the wifeft of the Company 
had not adviz’d them to have re- 
courfe to the Grand Matter. There 
upon they-earpeftly befonghc himto 
be their proteeftour at fuch a time 
.of calamity wherein only his autho- 
rity could lave them. - 
TheGrand Matter hated, too much, 
injuftice and violence, to fuffqr the 
oppreflion oi a poor people that yvere 
altogether Innocenr, and were not 
in a condition to defend themfelves. 
Thereupon he'wrote to the Port, and 
did it fo effectually, that Bajazet 
cancell’d the Judgment, and remit-

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- ned the Tax which himfclf had im= 

• pos'd. 

Cardinal “Paul Fregofa,- Duke of 
Genoa immediately return’d thanks 
: th the Grand Mailer in a Very civil 
( Letter. But the Lords Moneji, who 
were the chief in Scio, and happen’d 
to be at Genoa at the fame time, de- 
puted Signior Lanfraveo Patera, a 
perfon of quality and merit to car- 
i ry him a teftimony of their Grati- 
tude. It was a Bafon and Eure of 
Gold of exquifite work man (hip, on 
which thefe Latine words were gra- 
ven. ».

Grand Matter receiv’d Intelligence 
©£ the death of Chariot a de La- 
Jignatk Queen of Cyprus and Ar~ 
ftwnia, This unfortunate Princefs was 
jcpnftrain’d tp quit Rhodes, and tra T 
-yeLtp Rpme, as I have already faid 
in the beginning of this Hiftory, ^ 
.Popp Sixw the fourth receiv’d her 
4nagnificently,and undertook her inre- 
reft very zealou%;fo that he perfwa- 
ded the chief pf the Ifiand more then 
pnee^o acknowledg her for their So- 
veraign Queen. The Letters from 
'his JBolinefs were read pubJickly at 
JsUwJlfl before the Church of Santa 
Sophia, and made fo deep an Imprefli- 
PH upon their fpirits, that the peo- 
ple took Arms, ran in throngs to the 
Pallace, and maffacr’d the Uncles of 
Kaihtrtve Cornara , who were accu- 
sed; to have poyfon’d Jamer of Lu- 
Jignan her husband. But the Veher 
turns by whofe authority Katherint 
raign’d, or rather who rul’d under 
ihe name-of Katherine , appeas’d the 
fedition. and quickly matter’d it. 

- ' Char lot a feeing that ail- the fol- 

. licita- 
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. licitations of the Pope, produc’d no 
good for her, went to Lewis her 
husband in Tiemont. The Lord of ' 
Montjeu , whom the Duke of Burgun- 
dy fent Em ballad our to Venice, gave 
a vifit to Lewis and Chariota at 
Mont caher , where they liv’d, and 
promis’d them according to the 
InftruChons he had receiv’d from hits 
Matter, to rcprefent their rights to 
the Senate, but all hisRemonftran- 
ces proving ineffectual, the Princefs 
return’d to Rome, and there fettl’d 
herfelf after the death of Lewis , 
who pioully ended his days in a kind 
I of folitude, whither he was retir’d. 
Shefuperviv’d him fome years, and 
f during her widowhood flic gave the 
Kingdom of Cyprus to Charles Duke 
of Savoy her N ephew, to Whom it" o- 
therwiie belong’d by the articles of 
marriage between Chariota and 
Lewis . _ This Donation wasfolemn- • 
ly made to the procuratours of 
Charles!, of the number of which was 
the Admiral of Rhodes ; and by Vcr- 
•tue of this A< 5 t it is, that the Dukes 
of Savoy take upon them the Title 
; , of 
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of Kings, and pretend to the King-, 
dom o't Cyprus. 

The hews of her death fenfibly 
greiv’d the Qrand Mailer, who had 
always lookt upon her as one of the 
moft accoinplilh’d Princefiesof the 
world. 

In the mean time the Emperour 
of the Turks , haying rais’d a nume- 
rous Army, and made laimfclf Mallet 
almoft without any trouble of thofe 
Provinces that were left the Grand 
Caraman, he turn’d his Arms a- 
gainft Syria and Egypt, incens’d at 
the Soldan , for that he had with dif- 
dain deny’d him the wife and chil- 
dren of Zizim. For how falfe foever 
he were in other refpe&s, he was 
faithful in that, out of I know not 
what fantallick piece of honelty; 
Which fhews us tljat men are fome- 
times contrary to themfclves, and 
that the wicked, like mad men, have 
their lucid Intervals. > 

!Now, though the preparations all 
over Turky feem’d only to bend a- 
gainft the Dominions of Cairbei, yet 
the King of Hungary took the Ala- 
• rum. 
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rum. And as thunder when at fifftjt 
begins . to grumble in the c!ouds,leems 
to threaten rtioft they that hear it 
liearett; this Prince probably thought 
the Tempett would fall upon him, 
if he took not care in time to divert 
it. Yet as great a Souldier, and as 
a Potent : as Matthias • was , he 
thought thattheGrand Matter would 
be a pecettary afliftance to him; 
for which purpofe he lent to him 
de Rhetas , his Secretary and 
his favourite. 

; Rbetasdecl&r'd at the firft Audi- 
ence which he had at Rhodes , that 
the King of Hungary wa$ refolv’d to 
make War againit the Turks, and in 
profecution thereof,, neither to fpare 
his treafure, nor his life and there- 
fore defir'd, to joyn his Arms with 
.thofe. of the Knights qfSt^Johtt, but' 
abpve.all, to follow-the Counlels of 
the Grand Matter in an enterprise of 
fo much hazard. and- diflpetshy.* Thq 
Hungarian Fmbafladour • likewifc 
added, that his Matter had priv^$. 
cOrrefpondenpe with the Grandees 
of the Port, that fcvcral Ba/ha’s 

had 
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had refolv’d to forfake Bajazefs 
Party, fo foon as Zizim ihould ap- 
pear upon the Confines of Hungary, 
and at the head of the, Hungarian 
Troops. ' That the intereil of Chri* » 
ilendom requir’d that he ihould fend 
the Ottoman Prince in all haile ; and 
that it was a favour- which a . King 
illuflrious for his piety and hi$ valour 
requested from the' moil generous 
Knights iri theworld. 

T he PropoiaLof Rhetas feem’d ra- 
tional to the Grand Mailer and his 
Council. But there are certain nice- 
conjun&ures wherein the wifeft of 
men cannot follow fometimes neither 
the^common Rules of Prudence, not 
their oWn particular Judgments.- 
Though to all outward appearances,., 
and upon a ferious confideration of 
the Bottom of things, it had been but 
reafon to have ttuftedZzzim With the 
Kingoi Hungary; yet the engagement 
which oblig’d the Grand Mailer to 
keep thePrince by vertue of the Trea- 
ty of Peace made with the. Port, ac- 
cording to the Prince’s own defire,and 
the fear of offending his Holinefs.were 

the 
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the caufe that the Hungarian Embal 5 
fadour could obtain no other anfwer 
then a handfom denial. However; 
the Grand Mailer wrote to the King: 
and after he had infilled a while id 
particular upon the Advantage Which 
Chriftcndotri might receive from the 
perfoii of Zizim, in cafe that Ba- 
jazet fliould make any attempt a- 
gainft the Treaty, he told him that 
it being impofliblefor any War to be 
carried on againft the Turk, Without 
a firm league between the Chriftiair 
Princes, it belonged to the common 
Pallor of the Church to aflemble 
them together. 

That fucb fort of enterprifes fcl- 
dom profper’d, unlefs upheld by the 
Authority of the Church ; aild laftly, 
that if the Ottoman Prince Were to 
leave France, he could be; no where 
better then at Atowe, where he would 
be in the view of all Chriltcndom. 
neither too far off, nor too near the 
Ellates of the Grand Signior. 

The Conqueft which Bajazet had 
made of Caria, and of Other Provin- 
ces of the Grand Caraman , made 

the 
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th £ Roldan to believe that after be 
had refus’d to Bajazet the Wife and 
Children of Ziztm , that he was cer- 
tainly to expetft the Tnrkith Army 
at his own doors. And therefore 
whatever ftrength the Cairbie had, 
he thought himfelf but weak with- 
out the affiftance of the Knights of 
Sc. John of Jerusalem. For that rea- 
Ton, to engage them to hislnterefis 
he difpatch’d to Rhodes, Ricci 0 de 
Marini , a Gentleman of Cyprus, and' 
the fameperfon who formerly came 
to fetve Queen Char lot t a againft the 
Republick of , Venice. Marini had 
Inftru&ionsta declare to iheKnights . > 
that the advantages which they, had 
gain'd in £b many encounters againft 
xfat Turks, put the Soldan, in hopes 
of a* happy fuccefs, provided they 
would, embrace his quarrel, and that 
he ihould think himfelf: invincible, , 
if he could but have Prince Zizim 
at? the head of hisTroops. 

. The Grand Mafter fenfible of the 
generous proceeding of Cairbti to- 
ward Ziztim, almoft forgot the ill 
ufage which the Rhodians had re- 
ceiv’d 
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ceiv ’d at ljis hands ; and therefore 
he very civilly teftified tohisEmbaf- 
fadour, that he was very much 
troubl'd that the prefent condition 
of the Rhodian Affairs would not 
permit him to affift Egypt „ Thar. the 
Knights of Rhode shad made a peace . 
with the Turks, and that-they al- 
waies religioufly obferv’d the faith 
of Treaties. But in regard the Girand 
Matter, defit’d nothing more then to 
fee. two potent enemies of Chriftia- 
' nit^ deftroy one another, he added 
that fince the refufal of Zizim’s . 
Wife and Children, was, the 'only 
caufe of Rajazet's anger; it was his 
advice that the Soldani hould go on * 
with the Wat, not doubting but that 
Heaven would fiveur fo jutt ^ Caufe 
as his. As for Zizisn. whom the 
Soldan requefted, he told the Erridaf- 
fadour at length^ that he could con- 
clude nothing without advice from 
Rome. But that he would writhe to 
the Pope, and fignific, to him that 
the Soldanhzd provok’d JBajazet to 
make War upon him only for detain- 
ing and preferring the Wife and 

Children 
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Children of Zizini ; unwilling to 
facrifice to his Brothers -fury, whai 
Zizifn had moft dear in the wOrld > 
The Grand Matter Vaulwer farifJ 
fi'd the Egyptians, and’ rais’d theid 
courages, which the ■' defeat of the 
Grand Caratoatr, tfrcir neighbour^ 
had: almofl dejected. For the Otto-i 
man Almy c6nfifting of a hundred, 
choufand men,’, being gotby ;feverail: 
Ways into Caramania, and ' havingj 
quarter’d thetmfelves between Tyra-^ 
mus, rhe d^r and Cidnus , neat the 
old Cattle of Adtna, and the ruins 
of.the ahcient City of Tarfus, the 
Egyptian forces, that were not above 
fifty {houfand ftrong,prefettted them* 
Gives in view of the Turks upon the- 
banks of ‘Pyramus, after- they'.hadi 
croft’d with aw extraordinary fwift- ■ 
nefs the famous . (freights that fepa-i 
rate Syria from Caratnania. .The 
SouJdiers that compos’d the Egypy 
tian Army , were call’d ’ Gorcajftatt 
Mama lucks, all Chriftians that had * 
renounc’d their Religion, or ettene->; 
ver profeft’d any, being- eavdh’d, 
from theit Mothers breads t and bredi 
Y up' 
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up in War 6:0m their Infancy. The 
Eunuch Bajka i General of the TJo'i- 
jJh A rmy, gave them no time to reft, 
but: attacqu’d them with fifty thou- 
fand Horie before they had time to 
underhand the Ground. It was in

Commander.. Tor how mild and 
moderate foever Innocent might ho 
in his . particular condmS, he was 
jealous of his authority, aod would

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make hitpielf to be obeyd, when he 
tdke d for the pubiick good. The 
Grand Matter, who knew what obe 4 - 
dience he and the rett of the Knight* 
ow’d to the Pope, as head of the 
Order of Sr. John of Jernfakm, was 
not defirous to ftayforan exprefs 
command. He therdore gave Zi* 
mint to underftand the intentions 
of hiS holinefs and finding idle 
PrmceS inclination, he refoly’d at 
length to content to what he - could 
not handibmly avoid. :

All thefeconliderations engag’d him 
to fend to Rome -the i^aily of tte 
Morta, and theYiceChanceliour N of 
the Order, with an ample procuration 
as to this ' affair. The- Embafia- 
dotrrs being arriv ’d, and having had 
' audience of the Pope oonfented to 
t^e removal of Zizim; . provided 
the King of France did nut oppofc 
it, anddat Knights iol Rhodes 

might always' attend him. Char In 
the 8th,- -who flood in need of the 
Pope fear the Conquefl of Naples, 
readily oonfented to his.Holinefsde' 
fire, who wrote very urgent Letters 
to him for that purpofe.

The Grand Mafier who now 
began to; intitle bimfelf Cardinal, 
Grand Mailer, was ecftrenoely fen* 
fible of ail thefe favours which ho 
never refuelled, and believ’d to be 
above his. merit, accorapting as no- , 
thing what he had done; and daily 
accufing hwnfcJf that he hadnot ful- i 
fill’d the duties of his calling aad hit 
trait Hefotemnly receiv’d the Cap 
in the Church of St. 'John Baptift 
uponSt. Peter and ‘PaaJt diy; and 
be was at the fame time proclaim’d 
Uaivcffal Legal of the See in AJea. 

Thefe favours and new dignities 
put the Grand Mailer upon new 
cates and aifiduities; And in regard 
the ftvenues of the Order were very 
much encreas d by the addition of die 
Oder $> of the Holy Sepulcher and St, 
Lanark a, he applied bimfelf prefentr 
ly to the fetdement of theneafiury ; 
and he made very wife laws for the

fon! He add td alfo. That the change 
of his ftefidence was by the abso- 
lute order of thofe whom the Knights 
were hound to obey. Befides, that 
this change , if rightly confider’d, 
had nothing in it but what was ad- 
vantageous*- to ‘the Port : That 
Charles the Eighth, a Perfon of 
great defigns, might have taken Z'i'- 
zim out of ‘•the Commahderie of 
Bourgnemf, when-ever he had had 
occafton to make ufe of him ; 
whereas being in the Pope’s power, 
he could make no ad vantage of him. 
hi regard that; not having a power 
fufficient of himfelf, it was ablolute- 
ly neceflary for him to joyn with 
other Princes; if he intended to car- 
ry a War out of Italy. That an Uni- 
on was a difficult affair, and fuch a 
one as required long time, as being 
oftentimes crofled by the jealpufies 
X » ' o 
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of Princes.; and at thjs timeiespof* 
fiblt , bceaufe of their divifions. 

The Grand Matter declared 
, moreover* That Bajazet bad *»• 
thing to fear* while he kept himfelf 
quiet ; but the lea ft motion again# 
Italy woulct awake all the Princes of 
Chriflendom* and enforce them to an 
UniOn again#, him. That now the 
be# courfe he could take, vvas^ to 
manage his bufinefs in Italy , to 
break the Corrnfpondencics ot the 
SoJdaii. That an Ambaflador of the 
Port would be Well received at 
Btme* aed that he was cnely there 
to feek for the idccefis of his a flairs. 

The Grand Seignior, who was 
not then in a condition to be re- 
venged for the breach of word, 
which he pretended, and found pro- 
bability enough in the Grand Ma- 
iler’s Keafons, neVcr flood Jong to 
confider what he had to do : He 
reiblved to be quiet, and to follow 
the ceunfel which had been given 
him touching an Embafiie to Rome. 
But that he might know more ex- 
atflly what he had to fay to the 

Pope, 
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Pope; and -after what manner he 
fhould proceed, fent another Am- 
bafiador to the Grand Matter. This 
Negotiation continued feyeral 
moneths, in which time there were 
nothing but continual Voyages from 
ConftanUwplc . to .. Rhodes. The 
Grand Matter however put no confi- 
dence; in thefe Embattles, but ex- 
pected a- Rupture, fo foon as B&- 
ja&tt fhould . have an opportunity , 
to dilpky his fecret hatred againtt 
the Knights ; and therefore that the 
Pope might have time to make a 
League between the Chrittian 
Princes, he fpun out affairs as much 
ashe could, either by creating dif- 
ficulties, which 1 perplexed the Grand 
Seignior, Or by giving ambiguous 
Anfwers, which were unfatisfa&orv. 

While things thus patted between 
die Knights and the Turks; one of 
the Popes Legates had like to have 
fpoiled all by his imprudence. Thi* 
Up At Canova , whom the Pope lent 
to the Soldan, being arrived at 
Cmre, publickly declared very idly, 
and Without any -ground, That the

The Grand Matter, when he 
counfellcd the Embattle, advifed die 
Grand seignior to make a Preferit to 
the Pope , and above all; things 
to. lend him the Head of the 
Lance that pierced die fide of 
C thrift, which Mdhumet laid up in 
in hisTreafury among the rjch Spoils 
which he found in the Churches of 
Conftantinople. The Relick >va?fp£ 
pe&ed at tirft, butupon the tefti- 
njony of the Grand Matter, theln* 
ifidels were believed, who teftitt’d, 
t^at he had had it from very credible 
pr’rfons, that the Venetians had of- 
fered Mahomet i $600 Crowns in 
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Goldto retrieve it out of his hands, 
after the taking of Confiantinople: 

Bat in regard it was. th«- intention 
of the Grand Seignior wholly to 
gain the Pope; he added to his Pre- 
ient very obliging Letters, wherein, 
after he had given him an f . account 
of an Expedition which he had made 
againft the Rebels of Macedonia , 
he fwore an inviolahle friendlhip 
with him ? and befbught him, that 
his Brother Ztzim might always 
remain under the Guard of the 
Heights of Rhodes , according to the 
Articles he' had :made with them. 

Thefe fubirnihons of Raja&et ve- 
ry much pkafed the Pope, and were 
no fmali; honour to the Grand Mai- 
Her : He had . a thoufand Applaufes 
in Itafy, and received- the Corople-.

And know- 
ing that Ferdinand and JfaSei who 
were then fubduing the Moors, did 
not allow a Caftthan Pirate to be 
Jo vexatious to the Chrittians ; he 
fent againft him the Knight Ray- 
mond Tbtvian with his Galley, and 
another Man of War with a Crew 
of ttout Knights ; who coming up 
with this Pirate, pli’d him fo warm- 
ly, that he was coitftraincd to yield, 
after a vigorous refinance he 
was brought to Rhodes chain'd hand 
and foot , and afterwards broken 
alive upon the Wheel ; his Goods, 
that wereConfifcated to the Grand 
Matter, were, by his order, dtftribu- 
re<| to the Merchants that he rob’d. 

The Ifiand of Lango was, about 
thisrime a Audited with fevcral ca- 
lamities together; a horrible and 
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C added Earthquake, that laded, for / 
(ever a I days; threw down mod part 
of the hoiiies in the Countrey of 
Naratga ; . and what was more' 
lamentable, this calamity hap* 
pen’d in a time, that a dreadful 
Contagion over-fpread the Ifland. 
h is . not to be imagin’d how much 
the Grand Mader was afflicded for 
the miferies of thefepoor people,, 
nor how great his cares were for 
their relief He fen t two great Vef- 
fels, laden with all necedaries, for 
thek fupporr, and caufed the Lake 
of NtraHga to be fpeedily cleanfed, 
and theTyde to be let into it, to 
carry away the noifome Vapours 
that might corrupt the air. And fo 
well, his pains fucceeded, that the 
Contagion ceas’d fo foon as the Lake 
was cleanfed. 

But thefe employments at home, 
did not make the Grand Mader for- 
get his affairs abroad : He continu-v 
ally; follicited the Pope to pacific 
Italy ; and he belought him ltill to 
conclude, with ail the fpeed that 
might be* a League between the 

Chri- 
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Chrittiatf Princes. But allthefe feUi- 
citations and praters took no-efifcd. 
v Iftnocertt died of" a fudden, and all 

thofe hopes that all good men had 
* conceived died with him. The ad- 

26 cux$ fi,Ql vail cement of Roderic Borgia-, -toy 
-the name oi'*AlexMder the' Sixth* 
tittle avail’d to comfort tbe Grancf 
Matter for the lofs which the Church 
had; received. The humour of rhe 
new Pope promifcd little good to 
Chrittendom ; 'fof' there was little 
good fo fee expected from a perfott, 
who had purchafed the Suffrages of 
the - Cardinals to enjoy a place, of 
which he knew hiimfeif unworthy. 
He had been Prote&or of the Or- 
der Of St. John of Jerusalem while 
he ’was Cardinal, and by a Brief 
which he fent to the Grand Matter, 
he declar'd. That the Knights of 
Rhodes ihould ftill be in his tpOft 
favourable thoughts* But the Ef- 
fe&s Were no way anfwerable to his 
words;. ‘ Alexander firft fhewedhis 
Pontifical Authority, by taking into 
his own pofieflion the Perfon of 
VrinceZizim, contrary to the Agree- 
ment 
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itxiet)t made between Innocent and, 

^jpe Knights. He Ihut : up. -the Suit am 
the Caftle of. St. -Angelo,' and dif 
rpiftingthe Knights who had always 
•been about, him, put Jttim into the 
pofleflio^plhis lSiephews.of which 
one was' a Knight of Rhodes. His 
pretence was, that a life fo : pretious 
#$ that of, the Pfince, would be lef$ 
expend to. the Ambufcado.’s of his 
Enemies in.aftrongpkce;. and that 
jpne Knight ; of Rhodes being near 
him , the reft were needlcfs in a 
place that did defend it felf : and 
thefelixeufes he fent by; an Exprefs 
-to the Grapd Mafter. But the true 
motive that induc’d the Pope to this 
atft, was, becaufe that underftanding 
the King of Frdnce, was .preparing 
for an Expedition into Italy, he' 
would have whercwithall to crofs 
or promote his defigns, as he ihould 
judge moft proper for his Interefts. 

For Charles the VIII. did not onely 
intend the ConqUeft of Naples ; for 
Fame every where reported, that 
he.was refolved to have carried his 
Arms into Greece. Whether .this 
/ dehgn 
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, detign were onely in thought, Or 
•dually intended, 1 will not difpute; 
hut certain it is, that he cortimu- ' 
nicated k to the Grand Prior 
Blanc heforti, whom the- Aflairs o»f 
the Order enforced to travel out of 
Italy into France ; aftd lie teftifi’d 
Icveral times the earileft detire he 
had to fee the Grand Mailed that he 
'might confult with hirti about a 
Voyage beyond the Seas. . , 

Ziztt/t was extremely diseas'd 
.to fir himfelf in the hands of Alex - 
atider, and under the Guard of h is 
Nephews, being always acfcuftom’d 
tO the Knights who had accompa- 
ni’d him both in France and Italy. 
As they had always great refped 
for him, 4nd, in ferving him, had al- 
ways fought to make his Condition 
. more pleafant ; he lov’d them ten- 
derly, and could riot ebufe but tiled 
tears when he took hiS leave of 
them. He did for them all that lay 
in the power of his Fortune j he 
wrote to the Grand Mafter in their 
behalf, reprefenring to him the va!- 
k»e of their fervkes, and aflttring- 

him/ ‘ 
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him, that whatever fayoiirs he be* 
flowed upon them, he would put 
upon his own account, as done to‘ 
hirpfclf. He befought him likewife 
not to abandon an unfortunate per- 
fon, who ow’d his life to him, and 
from, whom he could Only hope 
for a change of his condition. 

In the mean while, Chdrlts the 
%th. pafs’d the Mountains at the 
head ofallthc Gallantry and Stout- 
nefs in his Kingdom; and having 
crofs’d, like a Vidor, the half of 
Italy, he march'd on, and presented 
himfelf before Rome. The Pope, of 
Whom he Only demanded paftagt 
through his Countrey,! was afraid 
left, under that pretence, .fre ihould 
make himfelf Mailer of the City ; 
but the prefence of fo great, an Ar- 
my wOulo not permit him to lifted 
to his fear, r he granted what, he 
could not r'efuie. And though the 
King, by a publick Matiifefid, de- 
clar d, that he o.nly came, to Rome 
to accomplilh a Vow that he had: 
made., and that he only went to' 
flapfesitihii way to Confiattfinofle, 
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.yet he gave fio credit to his words. 

tot Alexander, who had no kind- 
nefs at all for the French , and had 
difcblig’d them upon feveral occa- 
iions,' eahly imagin’d, : according to 
his Principles, that they would not 
iofe fo s fair 'an opportunity to re- 
venge themfelves. But as he had a 
nimble craft, he fought always to 
give them fatisfadUon, and conde- 
scended to whatever they defir’d. 
He gave the young Conquerour the 
Inveftiture of both Sicilies , and 
Crown’d him Emperour" of Cmftaw 
. tinople . Befides that, he deliver’d 
into his hands SaUanJZizint, whom 
the King 'had chiefly requeited,, out 
bfa defied to purfue his Conquefts 
into the liafl, after he had matter’d 
Naples- , The Ottoman Prince was 
Surrender ’d to the French h y a io- 
lemn Ad:^ and' with a publick.Ce- 
, reUioiiy. v Sphere Alexander and 
Charles werejprefent. ; He faluted 
Charles after iuch. a manner, as nei- 
ther befpake bima Barbarian nor a 
Prifofler. After he' ft’adkifs’d his 
Shoulder and hislHfcnd, * with a lofty 

Air 
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Air, he told the King, That, he 
hop'd the French would, in his per- 
ion, confider the Ottoman. Race ; and _ 
added,, that when they ihould croft 
over into Greece, he ihould htid a 
way to acknowledge 1 * their Civjlr- - 
ties. Charles wasravilh’d with ad- 
miration of the GreatSoul which he 
faw in the Sultan, and treated him 
.with fo much Courtefie and Gene- 
rofity, that Zizim teflifi’d his joy 
for being fall’n into die hands pf fQ 
generous a Monarch. 

They departed from Rome for 
Naples both together ; but the poof 
Prince , who prepar’d himfeli to 
aflift the Enterprise of the French* 
and who was in hopes to raile his 
own Fortune by following theirs* 
felt himfelf ftruck by the way with 
an unknown diftetnper, that earn’d' 
him off in a few days.. His death 
iurpriz’d all men, and there was 
great enquiry made into the caufe; 

They that were of the Popes’s party, 
reported, that he gave himfelf too 
much over to his Pleafures the hrft 
day's of his liberty, and that he 
AS * J kill’d 
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- kill’d hitnfclf 1 with excels ofj&c- 
bauehety. Others fay, that the Ve- 
netians corrupted with money by 
theTanff, and alarm’d at the French 
Expedition, had fecretly given . him 
potion. But molt ace tile the Pope 
" , to. have deliver’d him, poifon’d to 
Charles the ith. to the end that 
France ihould get no advantage by 
him. ; > and the report ran, 
tt0n*id.A» that Alexander receiv’d 
a good fum of money to 
perform that wicked aft. 

Thus ended the life of Ztxim, an 
unfortunate Prince, and yet moreil- 
luftrious by his Misfortunes then by 
his Birth. Some think he dy’d a 
Chriftian, and that he was Baptiz’d 
at Rome before the death of Inno- 
^ /4-9 2. cent the 8 tb* But thofe Authors; 
who have Ipoken molt of this Prince, 
fay nothing of his Converlion; which 
makes me believe, that, to aggravate 
his misfortunes, he dy’d a Mahume- 
ta»> 
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"He Grand Matter; who tool: 
_ Very heaVify the news Zi- 
sstms fcaptiyity, could hot receive 1 
the news , of his death r Without fh-; 
digrtatibir and hbtrour; and he 
found hipifelf laden with all the 
grief that hman could have, for the 
dr&th of aperlkh fo extremely dear 
5 : Aa 5 to 
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/ to him. But when the Intereft of I 
Chriitianity intermix’d with that ! 
tendernefs, all his Fortitude was * 
little enough to fupport him 'from 
being wholly depreft* by ah accident 
fo Tragical. He; ador’d the pro- 
found wifdom of God, that would 
not fpffer..the r ‘Chfif^ians, to reap 
finy' advantage frotft the perfon of 
/ the Ottoman Prince, and permitted 
them, whb had molt intereft to pre- 
ferve him, to be his deftroyers. , .. But 
he 1 adjured \veH r Hie eondu&qf i 
PrbvideAe, that wduld ndt give the 
Infidel liberty to gain any benefit by 
his death; “but' to unhinge all their 
defig ns, cavp.^Vi^ory lothe Tri- 
umphantTftrhis of FranccAn Italy. 

Ferdinand King of Naples b eing 
dead of an Apoplexy, after ^Matim-" 
as Corpjn, King of Hungary, • , and' s 
Pope Innocent the Eighth, . who bofih 
/49 a died of the fame d ileafe $ . Atforlfb, . 
a wicked Prince, hated bv the No- 
bility and People, fucceeded his Fa- 
ther; but terrifi’d by the rapid 
march of . the French , and fearing 
befidfS the dire •<;%$$ of. publick

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Rage,; he left his Crown to bis Son 
Ffrdipandc mA .retir’d into Sicily. 
The new King alfo follow’d the ex-

.dohd it quite,; fo that the King of

ing neeefTary in the Eaft,he thought 
it fufficientto congratulate Charks 
thiS th. for his Coitqwft of Naples, 
and to flatter him vfttth that of Con- 
fiantimPk-i J afTurfrtg hint,- that a 
Prince, fo Valiant and fofortUnate as 
tie, had hied ofnodfMfer Cchdudors 
then his burn Courage and Fortune 
to bring the greateft Ehtirpwfes to 
pafs: That die Knights vvere over- 
joy’d to fee him fp ardvancagioufly 
feared ; for a beyond*Sea fnvaffon : 
and concluding nis .Letter, That he 
had not yet heard from the Grand 
Prior Blarichtft&t- whbm he either 
thought tobe caft a^y* or taketxby

ioiFrafltel Whether it^were, that that 
reftlefriefs which iS natural to the 
French caus'd him to quit what he 
had €ohqUer’d,or whether all Europe 
Leagued againfl him, occafion’d bis 
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betreav However, there Was no dif- 
tourie after that, either of any Ex- 
pedition beypnd-Sea,‘0rof any Coa- 
queitof Qonjlantinopff. -* - 

At the time that Char It's abfo- 
Jutely laid afide all thoughts of the 
Holy War, Maximilian, began tof 
jdot it in his mind, either out of a 
real Zeal, or an Envious Emulation ~ 
to reproach the French infome fort, 
that they had not. done what they 
boaftcd to do againft the Turk. 
However, he did nor think ^conve- 
nient to do any thing ' without ad- 
vifing with the Grand, Mailer j Xo 
which purpose he fent unto him 
Ralph of WitUnbtrgh,. Knight of 
Rhodes , and Grand Prior of Germa* 
ny. This new Ambafiador declar'd 
at a publick Audience, That Maxi* 
tntlian having refolv’d to turn all 
the Force of the Empire agawit the 
common EnemSt he durft not ven- 
ture to proceed till he had confult- 
ed before-hand the Cardinal Grand v 
Matter, the Oracle of the Chriftian 
Princes, the Terror of the Infidels, 

and Glory of the Eaft: That he 

de- 
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defir’d private Ties Of Union, and jin 
entire correfpodence with him, to 
‘the end hb might follow his directi- 
ons in all things, which he defir'd 
him not to reiiife to thole that re- 
qbeffed them ftncereiy. 

' The ‘Grand Mailer made anfwer 
publickly , That he was highly 
oblig’d • to the Emperour for his 
Reliance and Efteem ; bat that he 
did not deferVe thofe fplendid Ti- 
tles with which his Imperial Majefty 
had honour’d him ; and that though 
the Order hadfignalifc’d tbemfelves 
againft the Infidels for fome years 
lilice, thofe happy Sucfceftes were 
to be attributed to the valour of the 
Knights, and the Protection of Hea- 
ven. After which, in a difcourle in 
private With the Ambafiador, he laid 
open' to him all the infight which he 
had into the Holy War, r what En- 
terprifeswere to be undertaken 
againft the Xurk either by Sea of 
Land ,and which werb the rtioft pro- 
bable w£ys to rucceed.*'' ~ 

The Wrongs and dafoages which 
the Turks at that time did to the 

Veflefo 
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Veflels of the Order, did not a little 
help to heat the Grand Mafter' and 
eaufe him to clofe with the defigns 
of the Emperor. Several Infidels 
that inhabited the Coafis of Lycia , 
neareft to Rhodes , put jto Sea every 
day, and pretending themfelves to 
be Pirats, pillag’d thelfles of the 
Order j they alio made inrodes into 
Caria, and brav'd the Knights even 
to the very Gates of the Caftle of 
St. c Ptter. The Grand Mafter fends 
out certain Veflels againft thefe pre- 
tended Pirats, of which, fome were 
taken, and punilh’d to the utmoft of 
their deferts. But thefe dilorders 
continuing, he writes to the Port, to 
know whether the Grand Seignior 
authorifed thefe violences or no. 

The Pirats intercept the Letters, and 
kill the Bearers. The Grand Mafter 
being advertiz’d thereof, fought a 
more fure way to write to Bajazet, ) 
and did it with all the fiercenefs that 
a juft refentment could infpire him 
with. Now though Bajazet were, 
as we faid before, exafperated in his 
heart againft the Knights, and had 

little 
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Jitde value for them fines the death 
of his Brother ; yet be was ttill uiv 
Willing to difplay his fury : So that 
he order’d the Beglerbet of Anato- 
lia feve rely to puaitti the Criminate. 
He aifo fent to Rhodes a Prudent 
and Intelligent Perfon, to examine 
the Lottes which the Rhodians had 
fuftain’d, and to aflure them, in the 
name of his. Highnefs, that all ihottld 
be reftor’d with Intereft. 

While the Grand Seignior la- 
bour’d in this manner to- latisfie the 
Grand Matter, feme of the Rhodi- 
ans, interretted in the Goods which 
the Pirats had taken, fecretly fet 
forth fome Veflels, and exercis’d 
feveral ads of Hoftility upon the 
Coaftof Lycia, pillaging Villages, 
taking Ships, and carry in -j; away the 
very perfonsof the Turks. When 
the Grand Matter was inform'd of 
it, he would not ftay till the Beg- 
lerbei complain’d; he caus’d the 
chief in the Enterprize tp be Ar- 
retted ; and having difeover’d • that 
the Knights had a ihare, he nam’d 
Commiifioners to examine the 

matter.

Thus wafe the Grand Matter per- 
plex’ d at Hoihe 5 abroad he wa£ as 
Illfetisfi’dvWfh the Church ot Rome ; 
Fete jAkit'ander becamfoiflore proud 
then ever by ■' 'the ! retreat TOf the 
French Army, had no regard' to the 
PriviledgeS Which his Predeceflor 
•had grinted tO the Order of St. Jdhk 
<&Jerit$akrtii touching the Collati- 
on of Benefeces. ^

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Grand Matter, flioufd enjoy the Re- 
venues pf bis Order within his Do- 
minions. He alfo wrote to the Pope 
at the fame time, and very earrtettJy 
reprefented to him. That the courfcs 
he tooktteser ’d directly to the ruine 
of the Order, wholly devoted to the 
Hotly See. . Thar thet Zeal of the 
Kmghfs was not altogether fo pure 
and Angelical, but that they had an 
eye upon Temporal ibecompences; 
while thely fought agairift rhe cora- 
mofi Enemyctf rhe Faith ;-t and that 
both theft Zeal and; .€«uiage too, 
would &>o[; when they beheld the 
Price of; ;their Labours and their 
Sweat m. the hands ofScrangerS and 
Unknown Per font : . So that ‘ if his- 
Holinefs did not- prefcrve their Pri- 
viledges, it might be fear'd, that the: 
Rampart! of* Chriftdndoo* might be 
expos'd to the fury of the Infidels. — 
Alexander fuhmitted to the Rea- „ 
fons, or at leaft to the Authority of 
the King of 'Caff tie, -,He revoked' the 
Collatibn which he had made fit .■ 
favour of his Nephew.; and the 
'Grand Matter gave the Qomasehr , 
Bb i derie

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derie of Wove lies, with that of Bax- 1 
oles't o Don Ferrand of Arragon, of 
the Royal family, and very dear to . 
the King of Cattle, having before 
that created him a Knight. I 

In the mean time intelligence 
came, that, the Turks were building 
great Ships, and every where made 
great Preparationsfor War. There- 
upon the Grand Matter fent an Am- 
battador to Conjiantinofle, in fliew, 
to Congratulate the Grand Signior 
upon hi* recovery from ficknefs, but j 
really to perietrate : into the defign ' 
of thofe ne\b Preparations'. Bajazet 
kept his defign very fecret : but the 
publick rumor of the Port was, that 
thofe Preparations wore intended 
again ft Egypt, and was a' report pro- 
bable enough. 

Cairbet had been dead- feme 
months before; and the youhgeft of 
his Sons was advanc’d 'to the 
Throne by the fubtilty of a Circaffi- 
dn Mamaluke, who did what he 
pleas’d at Caire, and pretended to 
govern during the Minority of the 
Infant. But an abfolute Authority 
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it) one particular Subject is always 
fufpe&ed and odious. The principal 
Nobility of the Court would not en- 
dure the new Government;; fo that 
inftead of doing Homage to the new 
Sovereign, they revolted from him, 
and made. Confederacies with the 
Turks to deprive him of his Crown. 

The Grand Matter was inform’d of 
the rumour of the Court, but he 
believ’d it fo much the lefs, the more 
the Grand Signior’s ' Minitters de- 
fied it fhould be believ’d.' He kept 
. himfelf upon his Guard, and gave 
order for every thing. - He engag’d 
in the Service <?f ; the Order all 
Strangers Ships thajt. us’d the Levant 
Seas. He hir’d Companies of Spa* 
nijh Infantry out : pf Sicily , from 
whence he alfo fent for Corn in 
abundance. The Grand Prior 
£ lane kef ort , after a dangerous 
Voyage, at length arriving fafe, had 
order totgo for France to make 
his Complements, and to defire^ aid 
of A the jSuteeflor tp fharlea -. the VIII, fUQS 
who was. dead of an Apoplexy, a 
djfeafe fetal to great men in th$t 
Bb 5 Age. 
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Age, Thereupon Lewis the XU. 
who had a great efteem for the 
Grand Maffet; kindly receiv’d the 
Grand Prior, and order’d two and 
twenty great Ships to be made rea- 
dy for the fervice of the Knights. 

At that time, the Grand Mailer 
urideritanding, that Henry the VIII. 
King of England , , laid out for the 
faireft Turky - Carpers that were to 
begot, prefented him withfome that 
were very rare: Henry became fen- 
fihle of the Civilities of the Grand 
kfafter, and, in acknowledgment, 
fent him feverai excellent Pieces of 
Artillery, with ibmc Horfes of an 
extraordinary 'Mettle and Colour. 
Ladiflaus Kin£ ' of Hungary, who, 
pf ail the 'Princes of Europe, was 
molt liable to bia Prey tO the Bar- 
barians ; offered the K flights of 
, St; John two Provinces his Do- 
minions, to engage thcitt hlfctOgethcr 
to* hjs Interefts* ' Biit the Grand 
hf after was r ndt 8 f that' humour to 
defpoil a Pwncir, tO prptedf him j lie 
refus’d the "offers of Lad/Jfaui, but 
promised him allmannef dfaffiftance. 

' r - glapcbf- 
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. - Bildntbefort. fvas . no footiet re- 
turn d to Rbide^ but the Amiada 
of rhe Turks p&fs’d through the 
Straits of Gatiifofy ;■ the Carafe they 
.itaet’d at firft caus’d igteat fear, that 
^he Storm., threaten’d the Order of 
St; John $ but foon after it was fecn 
to felluf on the Republic^ aiVenice. 
The Turks pretended, that they hail 
Arft&ed great wrongs id Rwtinia, 
ahd the Mwea.

JMow though. the A tit bf.*Pripli was 
regular; however, . it ancehs!d the 
Grand Sighicr, yTho lov’d theCa* 
ptaht of the Ship ; foe which reafod 
bd-refblv’d'dWaragainfttherpi n& 
veetheiefkhb idid nbc/dt ill declare 
fclfe refenttuerit: ^otZakcnrt, whom 
the Senato lent ta difeover. the in* 
delations .-of th& Port, received a 
thoufand Carefies from: Bajazet.

At the fame time that the Otto- 
man Fleet fail’d out of. the Streight, 
the Grand tSigniar enter’d into 
- mania with .a powerful Army, hav- 
ing imprifonr’d before all the Vene- 
tians that were at Copsfanttwrple. 
One part of the Turktjb Cavalry 
was divided from the reft, and lent 
to harafs the Countreys of Zara 
and 'Dalmatia. . general Grimani . , 
who lay mModon with the Fleet of 
the Republick, had implor ’d the af- 
fiflance iof ,the Grand hfaftct upon 
the firft noife of the War v But he. 
more : urgently, requelled his • aid, 
when he. law. the double the 

Point . of the • Marta; . . <Jvftinia»ii 
who commahded in Citnd^ joyned 
his requefls withthofcof 'Gt mania 
•l and 
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and both of them fent to Rhodes 
certain Letters from the Duke Bar- 
barigo . , ' >:• 

The Grand Matter look'd on 
the attempt of the Turks upon the 
Venetian/, as a violation of the Trea- 
ty of Peace made with the Order \ 
by reafon they were oblig’d not to 
molett the Chrittians v fo that he 
made ho fcruple to fuccour the 
Venetians in the prefent Conjun- 
cture. But becaufe he would hot 
, make too. great a noife, he onely lent 
them the Spanijh Infantry that was 
come from Sicily, and fome other 
Foreign Troops. The Republick al- 
fo at the fame time fent to the 
King of France, to obtain of his Ma- 
jefty the Veflejs defign’d for the af- 
(ittance of Rhode s„; Who thereupon 
being then in League* with the Pope 
and the. Venetians againtt the Duke 
of Milan., gave order to. hi* ;Ad- 
miral tolail away for Greece^ to^ohr 
fe/ye the qountenancesof jrh fTitrks.^ 
and in cafe that Rhodes were in no;, 
danger* to.jOyn ; with tlie .Venetian.

37 S- , The ffifldrj of 
The noife of War inflam’d feme 
of theKnights, and, amorigfl others, 
the Grand Prior Blanchefort ;• whom 
the affairs of the Order detain’d in 
Prance duringthe Siege of Rhodes-, 
And therefore to fatiisfie the ex- 
treme defire he had tO rtieet with 
the Infidels, he defir’d leave to go 
and ferve the Venetians. The Grand 


Mailer, who, 'before he : bfdke With 
the Taf-k, was defirous to fee the 
fuecefs of die War With 'Venice, ' he- 
fitated at firit upon the propofal of 
his Nephew ; but the buS’nefe be- 
ing deliberated in Council, it Was 
order’d, that the Grand Prior fliould 
have his liberty, but that he fliould 
not take along with hlni above thir- 
ty Knights at moll. So that Blanche * 
fort came to Mbdoh at thp flthie tfriife 
that the French Ships atriV’d there i 
As for th<i Venetian Fleet,- they had 
not fb’ tnahy Veflels as the -Turks, 
Blit they had better men, ami Ships 
mote fit fbi* fight. The&id ts there- 
fore avoided meeting with* tht Ckri- 
Jlirns, minding onely to husband 
thenjfelvcs for fome greater Enter- 
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prift. But ttei Adventurers of 
Rhodes defiling, nothing more then 
a Bartel, prefs ’4 Qtimmi not to lofe . 
the opportunity. . . And indeed they 
might have fought, found; and van* 
quifh’d the Infidels, had ~ nor the 
pvenprudenee of the Venetians ren- 
dred the heat of the French. unpro- 
fitable. But the Ottoman Fleet con- 
fided of a6o. Sail, a nurabec that 
aftonUB’d -Gritmuiii lb that in (lead 
of engaging 4 he did nothing* but 
follow them aloof ; off. There*- 
upon the Grafld . Prior* atid the 
French Admiral^ vVho hada full re* 
foliation to' have fign&liz’d them* 
felves,difgufted at the coridud: of the 
General, quitted him with a gene* 
rouadifdainJ ; . r ~ - 

The Infidels embolden’d by- the. 
Cowardice of the Venetians, and by 
the 'entreat of , the French,, riiwcely 
skirted along -the: Goafts“ edMohcx^ 
and' enter’d into the Gulptlof; Le* 
■panto i whether JSaja&et was come 
wjth his Army. The’ City Vm taken 
almoft . £ti fight . of. GrirAAni, who 
had. not the. courage to relieve it. 

This 
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.This untoward news Tery much 
troubl’d the Grand Mailer : but the 
Peftilence that increas’d in Rhodes 
' much more affiided him. He made 
excellent Orders to Hop the Torrent 
of the ^Contagion.; ana to the end 
die' Barbarians might not attempt 
any thing at a time lb fcafonable for 
them, he kept in pay four Galleys, 
which his Nephew brought, along 
with him from Trwence ; and hav- 
ing re i in Forc’d them with Knights 
and Souldiers, he- commanded them 
to cruife about the fflands; wherein 
he did two good ads at onetime: 
for be preferv'd the Iflands -from 
Pirats, and empti’d the City of a 
great number pfPeople, which might 
have been fwept away by. the Pelf i- 
Icnce.. : 

i Lewis, the XII. who made him- 
felf 'Mailer of the Dutchy of Mtlcm , 

, while the 1 Tunis took Lepanto, ;and 
who hada ddfign' to- retconquer the 
Kingdom - of Naples, out of which 
the Ftiebth haid been dr jrv’n, , thought 
himfelf oblig’Atoairifr the Venetians 
in the-low Ebb of their Affairs r but 

he 
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he was perfwadcd he could not do 
it, Unlefs he a&ed by confent with 
the Grand Mailer. For that reafon 
hefent to him two Heralds at Arms, 
who earn'd a Letter alfo to the Pori 
to the end that by his means they 
might travel fafely through Turkjf, 
and havea favourable' Audience, 
So foon as the Heralds came to 
Rhodes , the Grand Mailer, who had 
made ho open Breath with the 
Turks, wrote, to Conftanttnople for 
Letters of fafe Condud. • To which 
Rajazet did not onefy freely con- 
fenr, but gave order to the iBalba’s 
of Igeia . to go and meet Uhe He- 
ralds of Frame, and convoy them to 
thePprt. ’ r- 

Epircho Centurino, a man of good - 
judgment, and one of the principal 
Inhabitants of Rhodes , departed 
along with them, carrying a Letter 
of Credence, to befeech the Grand; 
Signior not to detain the ’Heralds 
Jbng, and tomakefome fmall Com- 
plement to bis Highnefsas to the' 
War v which he . made agaanll the 
Venetians. Now though the Letters

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from Lttoti ware, very haughty, and 
threaten'd the Ottoman Empire 
with :tbc Foret o( France, if fatdid 
nottCesfe to* molcftjthe Vcmtiam, 
and : tcftore all chat had been, taken 
from them* » Bdjdsstf ' nevmhclcfs 
receiv'd? themVery, well j nor did be 
frodtbcm back without! good Words, 
an d magnificent grcfents. 

As the. King of France -had^ient 
two Heralds by —the <way. of 
Rkodet, the- Grand iSigjaor, by the 
.fame wa^alfo, . faofJt®. the King of 
Fr-aucr twto Grasdeei of the Port, 
oC whfebr the otiebwaa called Sipa* 
btiii and the: other Mufikeii, toex- 
cwfe> himfelf lihewifq: ts* cbe Grand 
Matter. In ibme fort he endea* 
tour’d, in a Urge. Letter, to lay 
die blame upon thsMmetians, and 
gave the reafonS that mov’d him 
v to declare Wat againft them. He 
pretended^ that the Venetians had 
violated, the Faith.of Treaties, and 
the Right- of Nations, exetcifing all 
manner of viofcnccsupcai the Turks ; 
qf which, to tbc.end he might be 
believ’d, he gave a long. Lift, And

The Knights who were in 
the Ship defended themfelves flout. 
y iy, and had reduc’d the Turk to die 
laft extremity i but when the Ship 
was juft upon the point of yielding, 
another VefiH, well arm’d, came to 
her relief; lb that 1 the Knights were 
forc’d to quit her: They made for 
Alexandria ; and putting up the 
$oldan’s Colours, enter’d the Port. 
But the Admiral Of Alexandria, a 
perfidious Brute, without ally re- 
gard eithfer to the' Peace and Laws 
Of Nations, made ’the 1 Knights Pris’- 
hers.andfeftt them to- Caffe, with all 
the Chriftiansthat were! lit die Ship. 

The Grand Matter 'dotfjedhir’d, 
By th& attempt of the GalHon, that 
the Turks} had no intentions any 
fonger to keep .fair With the Order. 
However, he complain d't 6 the Sol- 
dan of the Admirals behaviour, and 
that in high tefcms too , 1 as of a vio- 
lence infupportable. / The Soldan 
urid erftandi ng, "that fuch fharp coip« 
plaints were a£ good as threats , and 
that ' he that fnade them Would be 
as good ' hs his word, difown’d 
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the Admiral, and releas'd the PrisV 
ners. 

But the . Grand Signior’s pro- 
ceedings were far different. For all 
his Civilities to the Grand Matter, 
and his Embattle to the Court of 
trance, did not hinder the infidels 
from continuing the War againft 
the Venetians, nor from invading 
Italy. Twelve thoufand Spahi s en- 
tred into Friuli, through uncouth 
and difficult pattages ; and putting 
all to Fire .and Sword, carri a away 
above 10000 Chrittians into Slave- 
ry. The Pope, who minded nothing 
but the advancement , of his Family, 
till then had onely been a Spe&ar 
tor of the War ; but now he began 
to think himfclf concern’d, when 
he faw the Enemy at his Gates. 
And befides that his own Interett 
engag'd him to a he thought 
himfelf oblig’d in Honour to wipe 
off thofe reproaches, which the 
death of Ziztm had thrown upon 
him, and to repair, by fome notable 
action, what had been irregular in 
his Government. Thereupon he 
C c un- 
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undercook, with all the heat ima- 
ginable, to unite the Chriftian 
Princes, that he might put a flop to 
the incurfions of the Barbarians. 

Nor was his diligence unfuccefs- 
ful. The Kings of Caftile , P ortugal, • 
and Hungary declar’d themfdves 
firflof all. Maximilian, whotp the 
Wars of Guilders and Switzerland 
had diverted from the Turkijb War, 
entred into this Holy League with 
■{ Louis the nth. when their diffe- 

rences about Milan were ended, by 
' the Marriage of the King’s Daugh- 

,1 ter With the Emperor’s Son. 

\ ♦ The Grand Mafler convinc’d 

\ more then ever of the Infidelity of 

the Grand Signior, and not believ- 
ing himfelf oblig’d to have any , 
more refpedfc for them, who had no 
more for him, Leagu’d himfelf with 
the Croifado’d Princes. 'And now 
Forces are railing all over Europe; 
-Ships making ready. Money ga- 
thering together in all places; and 
the bloody Croffes that fell from 
Heaven in Germany, which Maxi • 
mill an himfelf law, feem’dto por- 
tend 
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tend a happy fuccefs. The Turks 
take the Alarm at theie Prepartions 
* and Prodigies ; though that which 
moft affrighted them was the choice 
that wasmade of the Gentraiijjimo 
of the League. 

Alexander , who, among his wic- 
ked qualities, had fome good ones* 
and who had a very ready wit, be- 
thought himfelf, that to bring about 
lb important an Expedition, nothing 
could be more available then the 
choice of an Experienc’d Captain* 
and fuch a one as mould be accepta- 
ble to all the Princes. He call his 
eye upon the Grand Matter 2)’ Ati~ 
tuffon, and propos’d him in a full 
Confiftory, after he had made him a 
large Encomium. AH the Cardinals 
applauded the Popes Propofition. 
However, Alexander , before he 
made the Choice publick, refolv’d 
to try the Inclination of the Grand 
Matter. To this end he wrote to him 
in a very obliging ttyle, neverthelefs 
with a chargeable condition in his 
Brief, that the Order, during the 
time that the Grand Matter mould 
C c : a con* ' 
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continue General, ihould keep out 
at Sea four Galleys,> and four Barks, 
well appointed, for the Service of the 
League. 

The Grand Mailer, who lov’d to 
a£t at his own liberty, ponder’d 
upon the Condition ; ana it may be 
his modeily had made ufe of this 
pretence, to rid. himfelf of an Em- 
ployment, which he thought above 
him, if the Council had not advis’d 
him to accept of the Condition at 
any rate whatever, and that the 
Letters of feveral Cardinals his 
Friends had not at length brought 
him , to an abfolute determination. 
Thereupon he wrote to his Holinefs, 
That with all acknowledgment and 
humble b&fhfhlnefs he was willing to ] 
take upon him' the Charge, with j 
which he was .pleas’d to" honour 
him : And he : Tent a very ample 
Procuration, as to this Affair? to the 
Commander of Avignon ^ tben Vice- 
Procurator-General of the Order in 
the Court of Rome . ' • •'* 

. The Pope, not doubting but that 
his Propofol would be as acceptable 

to 
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to the Princes, as' it was to the Car- 
dinals, gave them advice of his 
choice, fo foon as he had receiv’d 
the Grand Matter ’s Anfwer. All the 
Courts of Chrittendom applauded fo 
wife a Choice ; and this one Action 
did Alexander fo much honour, that 
his Reputation was much repair’d 
thereby. Thereupon before all the 
Ambafladors of the Confederate 
Princes, he publickly declar’d the 
Grand Matter D' Aubujfon, Captain- 
General of the Croifado. 

After which, his Holinefs, by a 
Solemn Brief, fill’d with his Praifes, 
gave him information of it. 
The Purport of the Brief was. That 
the Princes had approv’d the Choice 
which he had made of his Perfon ; 
That they were very readily dis- 
pos'd to obey him; and that his 
Experience, Valour, and Piety, gave 
them confident hopes of Vi&ory. 
The Pope added, That he was re- 
folv’d to go to the War himfelf, not- 
withftanaing his Age, refolv’d to 
partake with the Grand Matter in 
all the Labours of a Chriftian War-

fare, and to lay down his life, if oc- 
cafion Ihould be, to render the Ex- 
pedition fuccefsful. He fent word. 
That there were 1 5 Galley'S, which 
he had exprefsly caus'd to be made 
ready $ and that the Biihop of Ti- 
voly had orders to fend them away, 
lb foon as they were fitted out. He 
alfo wrote him word, that he had 
given notice to the Princes by their 
Ambafladors, that his intention was, 
that they and all their Forces Ihould 
render to him the fame Honour, 
and the fame Obedience, as to the 
Head of the Church. Exhorting him 
him at length to defend the Faith 
upon this occafion, with the fame 
Courage and Virtue, with which 
alone he had defended it, when he 
forc’d Mahomet to raife his Siege 
from before Rhodes. 

Lewis the XII. would not (lay to 
acknowledge him till he was pub- 
lickly proclaim’d at Rome ; but fo 
foon as he underftood the Pope’s 
intentions, he wrote to the Grand 
Matter, That being willing to con- 
tribute to the Succefles of fo noble 1 
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an Expedition, notwithftanding the 
Affairs he had in Italy, he was fet-' 
ting forth a Navy Royal, and that 
knowing his Prudence and long Ex- 
perience in the Wars againft the 
Turk, he had order’d t his Admiral, 
Philip de Cleves Ruvetfeine , to fol- 
low h^s Counfels in all things, and to 
A& by his Inttru&ions. 

The Praifes and Applaufes whidh 
the Pope and the King of France 
gave him, did but re-double the zeal 
and diligence of, the Grand Matter: 
So that being now acknowledg’d 
the Captain of fuch a famous En- 
terprize, his whole ftudy was, how 
to bring it to good ifiue. The Sum- 
mer being now paft, and no Princes 
Fleet appearing ; or if they had ap- 
pear’d, the Seafon being now paft 
for any confiderable Adion, his firtt; 
confideration was to fettle a Bank 
for the payment of fuch Forces as 
fhould arrive^ that they might not 
think of returning for want of 
Money. For he knew well, that 
onely Money could keep Souldiers 
together idle in the Levant. To 
C c 4 this 
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this purpofe he fent to the Pope and 
the King of France intelligent 
Knights, to let them underftand, that 
without that precaution, there was 
nothing to he done againft the 
Turk: That if the Souldiers of the 
League came not forthwith, they 
Would not be in a condition for 
a&ion the next Seafon ; and that, 
if being once arriv’d, they (hould re- 
turn for want of fubfiftence, the 
common Enemy would take advan- 
tage of their Retreat. He let them 
further know. That while the Forces 
of the Confederate Princes attack’d 
the Turk by Sea, it was neceflary 
that the King of Hungary (hould 
aflail him by Land to make a di- 
verfion. 

' But in’ regard the fafety of Chri- 
flendom, in fome meafure, depend- 
ed upon the fafety of 'Rhodes, he 
was of opinion, that the Ships be- 
longing to the Order (hould not 
diflance thenifelves any farther then 
Cape 'Malio'. He alfo thought it ne- 
ceflary, that the Fleet of the Con- 
federate Princes (hould not come 

to 
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to Rhodes, to fpare them the labour 
of returning back to the Morea, 
and Rhodes the inconvenience of 
being eaten out by fo many people. , 
Upon which confideration it was re- 
fblv’d to fend before to Ra'veftetn , 
to defire him toilay at Cape St. 
Angelo , there to attend till the Ma- 
iler came himfelf to bring them into 
fome good Harbour. 

RavejieiH was already entred in- 
to the Arcbepelago, and fleer’d di- 
redly to the Ifland of Metelin, to 
fignalize himfelf immediately by 
fome notable a&ion. But in regard • 
he hated Dependency, and was co- 
vetous of all the Honour to himfelf, 
fo far was he from following the 
Orders of the Grand Mailer, that 
not vouchsafing to follow his Coun- 
iel, he onely fent to invite him to 
come and joyn with him. However, 
though this feem’d a very difoblig- 
ing a£tof Ravelfein , yet the Grand 
Matter more relented the ill-timing 
of the Enter prize, then the ill- be- 
haviour of Ravefiein, knowing well 
it was contrary to the King's Plea- 
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Aire, and that the wills of Princes 
are ufually ill obey’d, when thofe 
that are employ’d take upon them j 
to follow their own inclinations. And 
indeed this Bad beginning of the 
League, created an ill opinion of the 
Event. Nor did the flownefs of the i 
Pope lefs trouble him, then the for- 1 
wardnefsof the French. The fifteen 
Galleys that were to appear with 
the firft. Were not to be heard of ; i 
neither was there any news of the 
Bilhop o( Tivoli, who had order to j 
conduct them. 

How zealous foever the Grand 
Mailer was to advance the Affairs 
. of the Croifade, he could not deter- 
mine with himfelf to joyn with the 
French before the arrival of the ! 
Pope’s Fleet. He confider'd, that ' 
having no Inftru&ions from bis 
Holinefs touching the Duties of 
his Office, it behov’d him not 
to begin the Exercife of it. He 
confider’d alfo, that in difficulties 
which might happen, the other Ca- 
ptains would be fubje& to difpute 
his power, when they found the 

Galleys 
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Galleys of his Holinefs abfent. To 
avoid all thefe inconveniences, he 
prefs’d the Pope to keep his word, 
reprefenting to him with an extra- 
ordinary relpe& and zeal mix’d 
together, that his Holinefs being the 
Chief, and Soul of the Enterprife, 
there was nothing to be done with- 
out him. That the Fleets of the 
Chriftian Princes would come in 
vain into the Levant, if he did not 
appear in the head of them. That as 
for. his parr, he defir ’d onely to ac- 
quit himfetf of the Charge where* 
with he had been pleas’d to honour 
him, as having all his life-time one- 
ly fought a fair opportunity to ruine 
the Mahumetan Puiflance. 

Raveftein, who had unadvifedly 
engag’d himfelf in the Siege of Me- 
teltn, and began to fee his fault, en- 
deavour’d all he could to re- fix him- 
felf in the good opinion of the Grand 
Mailer, and to oblige him to come \ 

to his relief : He fent to him by the 
Knight de Gavafion , who Was come 
to him on the behalf of the Order, 
that the Vevttians having drawn 

him 
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him to Me feline before the arrival 
of the Knight, he could not avoid 
befieging the City. That at firft he 
had rais’d a Battery, which had.no 
fuccefs, as being plant^l againft the 
ftrongeft part of the Wall; but that 
haying chang’d his Battery, the Ca* 
non wrought wonders; but that he 
couid not determine with himfelf 
to make a general Onfet without 
him ; believing withall, that the 
' Event of the Storm would not 
prove fuccefsful, unlefs the Knights 
of Rhodes had their lhare. That the 
Venetians had thirty Galleys before 
Meteline , not counting his. That 
for the Popes Galleys, they were not 
to be expedited -; nor did he know 
where his Holinefc fhould have fif- 
teen ;• for that being at Naples, he j 
knew he had but two, which the , 
Duke " of Valentinois made ufe of 
againft the Prince of ‘Piomfono; and 
that he could not learn that he had 
made any Preparations againft the 
Turk ; concluding at laft, that he 
acknowledg’d the Grand Mafter for 
General of the Chriftian Fleer, and 

that 
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that he would not proceed any more 
without his Orders. 

• Thd Grand Matter hearing no. 
news of the Pope’s fifteen Galleys; 
and not enduring that any thing 
ttiould be a&ed againft the Turk, 
wherein he had hot his fbare, re- 
fold’d tofacrifice his Refentments to 
his Honour, and the Inferetts of the 
Church. He thought himfelf oblig'd 
alfo, for the Reputation of the Arms 
of France , not to defert Raveftein ; 
what ever reafon he had to be dis- 
pleas’d With him. Therefore that he 
might zdc. with.Honour, befides the 
four Galleys and four Barks which 
he was to fet forth by the Articles 
of the League, herefolv’d to take 
along with him the Great Ship be- 
longing to the Order, twelve great 
Galliots, feverat Brigantines, feveral 
FoiftSjWirh fome Italian and Catalo- . 

Vettels which he had hir’d. 

At his departure, he left very 
good Orders behind him ; for hav- 
ing declar’d the Grand Commander 
.Coffa his Lieutenant to govern with 
the Council, he preferib’d him every 

' week 
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week to give publick Audience to 
the People : and in cafe any of the 
Knights Ihould withftand him, to 
proceed againft them according to 
the Forms and Rigour of the Sta- 
tutes. The management of the 
Treafure, for a. time, he committed 
to the care of the Admiral; 
and particularly charg’d the Grand 
Marmal to be exad in doing Jfufike 
to the Knights. 

For the fecurity of Rhodes, he 
gave order, that Guards ihould be 
kept in all the Polls of the Lan- 
guages, as if the place were Befieg’d ; 
and he himfelf nam’d fuch and fuch 
Knights to ride their Rounds about 
the Iiland, to hinder the Landing of 
the Barbarians. 

The Council, in requital, to ihew 
the particular efteem which they 
had for the Grand Mailer, 'order'd, 
That all the Knights that accom- 
pant'd him ihould enjoy the privi- 
ledges of Refidence, as if prefent at 
Rhodes : That all Ele&idns of Pri- 
ors and Bailiffs ihould furceaie in 
his abfence, that he might deliberate 

upon 
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Upon fuch Affairs as ihould present 
themfelves, and that his Decrees 
ihould be of the fame force and au- 
thority, as if iffu’d out of his Palace : 
and that in regard a great number of 
Knights were to attend the Grand 
Mailer, it was ordain’d, that after 
their departure, no Knight ihould 
ftir out of the Ifland, but upon the 
urgent affairs oi the Order. 

Things being thus fetled , and . 
twelve Veilels of the Fleet being 
gone before to ftay for the Knights 
at Lango, the Grand Mailer em- 
bark’d the 11 of November, attend- 
ed to the Sea by a great throng of 
People, who could not but let fall . 
tears at his departure, efpecially 
when they faw him threaten’d by a 
rifing Tempeft ere he was out of 
fight. 

His impatience to beat theafiaulc 
oi Meteline , caus’d him to make all 
the haile imaginable. Scarcely had 
he leach’d Lango, when the Knight 
Baldovin,' whom he had fent be- 
fore to advertize the French and Ve- 
netians of his coming, brought him 
^ news ' 
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news that the Siege was rais’d ; at 
the fame time delivering him Letters 
from Raveffein and ‘Pefaro. Ra- 
veftein figniffd to him in a few 
words. That the Siege of Mete line 
being an Enterprife much mote dif- 
ficult, then it had feem’d to be to 
men of 'very good judgment, he 
thought fit to leave it off. That the 
Seafon being far fpent, his care was 
how to be gone before it grew 
worfe, which Would be in two days 
at fartheft, with his good leave. 
The Letter from Te faro was larger, 
and more rational ; the effed: where- 
of was. That whereas Raveftein 
' had undertaken the Siege without 
advifing with the Venetians, he had 
alfo rais’d it of his own head : That 
k was no wonder, that an Enterprife 
fo ill manag’d (hould have no better 
’ fuccefs. That the French preparing 
for home, there Was no likelihood 
that the Venetians ihould ftay at 
Meteline. That they Were making 
to $cio ; and that if it were his plea- 
fure they ihould joyn with the 
Knights, they were ready to do 

whac 
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what he fhould think befl: for rhe 
good of Chriftendom. Pefaro 
added, that there was no heed to 
be; given to the Popes Promife, for “ , 
that his Fifteen Gallies were oneiy 
in Idea. That the Sptuttjh Fleer was 
about Taranto i and that the Por- 
tugal Fleet having gain'd Corfu , 
was return'd home, notwithflanding 
all jhe intreaties. of the Ven^tsansi ’ 
pretending they could not flay long 
out in bad' weather in thole Seas. 

The Grand Mafter was more 
perplex’d at the ill fuccefs of the 
EnterpriZe of Metelme , then fur- 
priz’d at it. But believing that the 
return of the French Ilcct.wQuld do . 
more harm, to the Affairs of the. 
League, then the railing of the. 
Siege, hedifpatch’d away a Foift to . 
Naxi, by which the French were 
to pafs, defiring Raveftetn not to 
return till they had difcours’d to- 
gether. Hefent another to Sc/'o, to 
defire the Venetians to meet him at 
Naxi, and to let them know, that . 
he had made. great Preparations for 
their afliftaqce ; that he bad left . 

Dd Rhodes 
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Rhodes in a bad Seaton, and ahnoft ; 
contrary to. the advice of his Coun- 
cil i That the misfortune of Mete • 
line was not pail recovery, and 
that they might return to the Siege 
with more fuecefs, provided the 
French had not foil their courage* 
He deiired ‘Pefaro to ilay Raven- 
ftein , at what rate fotiver, if they , 
' 'were yet together, or earneiUy to 
Write to him, if they weire parted. 

. The Rhodian Fleet tot fail from 
Lango ptefenrly after the Foifis, 
and, in fpight of contrary Winds, 
arriv’d at length before Nasii. But 
Ravenfteins impatience to quit the 
Levant, would not permit him to 
ilay for the Knights. He fet fail 
precifely two. days after he had 
wrote to the Grand Mailer, accor- 
ding to the purport of his Letter, 
the Prayers of the Venetians , the 
Honour of France, nor his own, be- 
ing able to Hop him. 

The Grand Mailer had not been 
fo well appeas’d at the departure 
of the j French, had he not met the 
Venetians in fight pf Iiland. 

Aftcf 
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After mutual Salutesof both Fleets, 
i Pefaro came aboard the Grand 
Matter, where after fome deiibe- . 
ration upon the prefent ftate of 
Affairs, they concluded together, to 
Write to all the Princes of the Crof- 
fade, to engage them to let the* 
Fleets be ready againft the Spring. 
They alfi> agreed, that the true way 
to ruine the Turk, was not to make 
any attempts upon the Iflands of 
the Archipelago, the lofs of which 
would do him but little, harm ; but 
to force the Dafdanels, and be- 
ttege Gallipoli with a potent Army * 
then to make up dire&ly to Con- 
fl ant inop le, and fire the Fleet that 
ufually rode in the Sea of Marmora; 
which the Grand Matter would un* 
dertake to do, provided that La- 
dijhius perform’d his part, upon 
Hungary fide This being the con- 
dition of Affairs at that time, the 
Grand Matter rook his leave of ‘Pe- 
faro, and fee fail for Rhodes , three 
of the Venetian Galleys attending 
him out of refpe< 5 t The Rhodians, 
who did not expe& his Return, fo 
D d t ' food. 
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ifoon, were pleafingly furpriz’d at 
It ; yet eafily brookt the! misfortune 
• .that reftor a them their Grand Ma- 
tter. < 

No fooner was he arriv’d, but he 
had intelligence, that feveral Turk y 
Merchants Ships, very richly laden, 
were in the Seas of Syria ahd Egypt 
homeward bound. Th e j Council 
was of opinion, that fuch^j a Booty 
was not to be let flip, but that they 
ihould take this opportunity . ab- 
folurely to break with the Port. ! 
Thereupon the Grand Matter com- 
manded out feven Gallies, and fome 
Boats, to way-lay them. The Knight 
TDiomede de V/Uaragut, Caftellan of 
Empofla, was nam'd Admiral of 
the Squadron. He put to Sea, and 
took the Ships ; fo that the Prize 
almoft rccompenc’d the Expences 
which the Knights had been at. 

But for all this fmall fuccefs, the 
Matter was not a little troubled at 
the flownefs of the Princes. He was 
fenfibly affli&ed to fee the League 
iialf broken ; and therefore to re- 
new it agaih, he fenr Ambafladors 
*" ' ‘ to

to all the C'hriftian Courts : Who 
were no foprie^ departed, but Am- , 
bafladors arriv’d from Ladiflaus 
King of Hungary ; who, after they 
had congratulated . the Grand Ma- 
tter as General of the League, a£ 
fur’d him, that the Hungarian Ar- 
my was in readinefs ; and therefore 
defir’d . him to engage the Grand 
Caraman, the Soldan of £gyp, but, 
above 4II, the King of Terjia , to 
take up Arms againft the Turk,- 
The Refoiutions of Z,adijlaus ex- 
tremely re jo ye’d the Grand Mailer. $ 
but the Revolutions then hapningj 
in Terjia fomewhat qualifi’d his 

joy* 

jacuf the Son of VJfum Caffapi 
fucceeding his Father in theKing- 
dom of c PerJta ,, was alfraid left Ar- 
dutl , his Couftn,ihould oneday ufurp 
the Crown ; and his fear was up- 
on good grounds. Arduel publick- 
ly gave out/ that Alt Was, the true * 
Interpreter, of the Law ; and there- 
by he ^Imoft overthrew Mahum'e * 
tifm. The People, <who. are always 
difpos’d to receive Novelties^ and , 
Dd y W • 
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ire eaffly govern’d by them that 
know hOwf to tickle their fancies 
with Religion, declar’d' themlelves 
for the Define of Arduel. There- 
upon Jiicup thought the favour of 
the People to be a fuffieient crime for 
which to put him to death, and rid 
hhnlelf of him without any noife. 
And a little while after he gave the 
lame order for IJhmatl the Son of 
Arduel. That order of the King of 
fyrfia was not fo ferret, but JJhmael 
had notice of it. Upon which, he 
fled towards the Cajpian Sea, to a 
Prince that was one of his Friends, 


and there immediately made a pub- 
lick Profefiion of what his Father 
had taught him. His comely Pre- 
fence ana his Eloquence, loon begat 
him a high efteem among thole Bar- 
barous Nations, even to be regarded 
aS a kind of Deity ; for which rea- 
foh they gave him the name of So- 
fhi, or Wife. - He dextroUlly kept 
up fo fair a r Reputation, and believ- 
ing it lawful for him to 1 do any 
thing to obtain a Crown, he got the 
King of ‘Perjra to be put to death, 

by 
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j by the very means of the Queen 
her felf, who hated her Husband* 
and lov'd IJbmatl. After die death 
of Jacnf, IJbmatl return'd into Per* 
Jia^ with a great number of his fol- 
lowers, who lookt upon ,him as a 
Prophet font by God .* The moft 
part of the Ttrjians took his part* \ 
Jh that having got together a good 
Army , he- march’d agaiutt Alvant, 
who had tak’n pofleffion of the. 
Throne, as being the elded: Son of 
*Jacnp. The new King was driv’n 
Sfirft from his City, then defeated in 
a great Battel, and flam by IJbmael'n 
own hand. This fatal, news quite \ 
dampt the. courage of Ah ant’s 
Brother, whofe name was Maraca- 
tam, and ky at Babylon with a nu- 
merous Army. So that in dead of 
marching agamfl IJbmatl, he Bed 
to the Mountains, and abandon’d 
the Throne that belong’d to him to 
lave his life. Thus the lifurper be- 
came the Matter; and though all 
the Kingdom had not yet fuhmitted 
to his Scepter* he caus’d himfelf to 
be call’d King ofPrr/f r. . , . 

D d 4 Thefe’ 
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Thefe Revolutions appear’d no 
way favourable to the King of Hun- 
gary, nor to the intentions of the 
Grand Mailer. There was no pro- 
bability that JJhmael Sofhi would 
engage in the Affairs of the League, 
while ‘Ptrjia was ftot yet at Peace 
within it felf, and all ihofe acci- 
dents were (till to be fear’d that 
ifcight mine a new Dominion, un- 
juit and unfetl’d ; beitdes, that the 
Succeiles of Ijhmatl naturally bred 
fufpirions in the King of Carama- 
mis bread. Which reafohs would 
not permit him to enceiprize againil 
the 7#nfc,.wfaen he. had enough to 
do to fecurehimfelf anhome. Nor 
was the - Soldan of Egypt in a bet- 
ter condition to favour the Princes 
of the -Crotjade y for .befidcs- that 
he was embroil’d in the Domeflick 
Diffehtiom of his own Court, he 
fear’d the vj&orious Arms of JJb - 
mail who. by the advice giv’n him 
by Attuki, Turcoman; threaten’d to 
begin his Conquefts with thofe of 
Syria 'and. Egypt, when- he had 
fed’d himfelf in 'Per/ta. Neverthc- 

left. 
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lefs, when the Grand Matter . better 
confider'd , he bethought himfclf, 
-that the Troubles of f trfia would 
be no way difadvanrSgious to the 
Enterprise ' of . the Chrittians; for 
that the Tu>b alarm'd with. the Suc- 
cefs of his. Vi&orious Neighbour 
and Enemy, would be oblig’d to 
keep very numerous Armies upon 
the Fronteers of Turby ; and that 
being thereby much weaken’d, he 
might be the eafier vanquilh’d at 
home. 

The noifeof the League no left 
perplex’d Bajizet , then the Revo- 
lutions of Berfia. Underttanding 
therefote that the Grand Matter was 
the Head and Soul of the Enter- 
prise, he bethought himfelf of deal- 
ing with him, by the means of Sul- 
tan Cor cut, the beft belov’d of all 
his Sons, to whom he had giv’n the 
Government of . Anatolia. Corcut 
being well itittruded by the Mi°i~ 
fterspf the Port What part he was 
to a ( 3 , fent very rjch-Prefents to the 
Grand Matter, with a moft obliging 
Letter, wherein he requefted his 

friend- 
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friendfhip ; and conjur’d him, af- 
ter a thoufand offers of his fer* 
vices, that they might Jive together 
in Amity and good Correfpondence, 
and that there might be a freedom 
of Trade between each others Sub- 
jects. He added, that his Father had 
given hiih all power, in reference to 
a peacC, and that he was ready to 
do what ever the Knights defir ’d. 
Bat thefe fair words could not da- 
lle the Grand Matter. He knew by 
the Turks themfelves, who were 
his- Spies, that the famous Pirate 
Cam tit, who had fitted out ft veral 
Vcfiels at G all t foh for the fervice 
of Bajazet, was juft ready to fet 
Sail out of the Straits with above 
fifty men of War, to ' attack the Wes 
that belong'd to the Order. So that 
without- entring into any further i 
Negotiation, he frankly declar’d. 
That being nominated General of 
the League by rhe Pope, he could 
not forlake the Common Caufe, nor 
Could hearken to any Peace which 
the Grand Seignior would not make , 
With all the Princes of Chriftendom, 

as 
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as well as with the Knights of 
Modes. 

The Grand Matter declar’d him- 
felf upon this point fo much the . 
more boldly, becaufe hp knew, that 
feren of the Popes Galleys were 
jovnd to the Venetian Armado at 
the liland of Cerigo, and that his 
Holinefs was fetiing out thirteen 
more, the care of which he had 
given to the Knight fabric to de Ca- 
ret t a, who was then at Genoa . This 
news was brought to Rhodes by an 
Envoy of The bifhop of Baffo, un- 
der whole Condu<ft the Galleys fet 
Sail, and who had aifo in Charge a 
Brief from the Pope to be deliver’d 
to the Grand Matter. This Brief con- 
tain’d many Applaufes of the Grand 
Matters Atttions, and many Excufes 
of the Popes Negle<ft : That he had 
the mott fincere intentions in the 
world, but that the misfortunes of 
the times would not fuffer him to 
keep his word ; that he would r«- > 
pair what was palt with advantage, 
and fend Twenty Galley's inttead of 
Fifteen. 
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. But to return to the Soph/. He 
, had no fooner eftablifh ’d his Throne, 
partly by fair, partly by foul means, 
but he refolv a to extend, his Con- 
quefts. Indead of advancing againft 
Egypt, as lie intended, he fell into 
Armenia with fourfeore thoufand 
fighting men, drawn thither by the 
< Neighbourhood, and the hatred 
which he bore the Turks. In this 
Expedition, IJbmaei foon mattered 
Armenia , after he had cut in pieces 
above twenty thoufand men. Baja* 
/set alarm’d by the Succefs of the 
Conqueror, gather’d all his Forces 
together to defend himfelf ; but he 
could not believe himfelf able to 
refill fo potent an Enemy, while he 
was at odds with theChrittians. For 
that reafon he made Propofitions of 
Peace to the Grand Matter and the 
' Republick of Venice. 

The Grand Matter, who had in- 
telligence of every thing, andinpar- 
' ticuiar knew the Confternation of 
the Grand Signior, fail’d not to give 
notice of it to the Pope, that never a 
fairer opportunity offer’d it felf r© 

ruine 
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ruine the Common Enemy : That 
Bajazet was oblig’d to go in Per- 
fon againft: the Tetjian, for want of 
aBalha experienc’d in. Military Af- 
fairs, in whom he could abfolutely * 
confide: That the Sophi, a liberal 
and affable Prince, drew to his Party 
the Militia of the Grand Signior : 
That there was no likelihood of any 
accqrd between Perjia and Twky, 
in regard a Conqueror hates no- 
thing more then Peace. Therefore ' 
he befought his Holinefs nottone- 
gle< 9 : rhe opportunity -that Provi- 
dence prefented;. But the Commo- 
tions in Italy render’d all thefe Re- 
monftrances void. ' For while the. 
Turks and .! Persians make War one \ 
againft another, the French and 
Spaniards brdak the Peace which 
they had made. They had contra- 
cted an Alliance againft Frederick 
of NapleS^who fucceeded Ferdinand 
his Nephew, and hadvgot poflef- 
lion of his Dominions by force of; 
Arms. But Ambition ifoon divided 
them, which it had united. Lewis 
the XII. and Ferdinand King of 
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Cathie, became jealous each of 
other ; neither could endure a Com- 
petitor nor a Companion , both of 
them claim the whole Kingdom 
which they had parted betwixt 
them. And the differences of their 
Minifters, touching the limits of 
their common Con^uefts ferving for 
a pretence, occafion’d a mod bloody 
War, that fill’d all Italy with hor- 
rour and confufion. 

The Bilhop of Baffo, who had 
joyn'd himfelf with the Fleet of the 
Venetians, had intelligence of the 
Rupture between the two Crowns, 
at what time the Naval Army of the 
Venetians had taken the Iiland of 
Santa Maura from the Turk, with 
the affiftance of a Squadron of 
Knights which the Grand Matter 
lent them, and fome Galleys of a 
French Captain, call’d Fre' Jan de 
Btdoux , a very underttanding Sea- 
man, and a very ftout Souldier. Pre- 
fently the Bilhop gave a fhrewd 
guefs at the ill fuccefsof the League 
by the Bate of affairs in Italy, and, 
according to his Inftru&ions, he 

gave 
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gave notice to the Grand Mailer, 
That new divisions hinder’d his Ho- 
Jinefs from being exadi to his word. 
He added. That of Twenty Galleys 
promis’d by the Holy See, he had 
receiv’d but Thirteen; That h$ 
could not Keep them above four 
months, without exprefs command 
from the Pope ; which were almoft 
expir’d, and moil certainty would 
not be prolong’d ; That the French 
Fleet would not come at all ; That 
Captain Fre Jan de JBidoux was 
gone from Sr. Maura upon the firft 
intelligence of the Broils between 
France and Spam ; That the Vene- 
tians being refolv’d to fortifie St. « 
Maura , could not fpare their Fleet 
any farther ; fothat Winter being at 
hand, he did not believe that the 
Confederate princes would under- 
take any thing againft the Turk this 
yea*. ■ 

However,the eager longing which 
the Grand Mailer had to fee the 
League renew’d, and bis joy for 
the taking Santa Maura , made 
h|a| believe, that the flames of War 

be- 
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between the French and Spaniards 
might be as eafily extinguifh’d as 
they were kindled ; upon this corifi- 
deration he refolv’d not to give off* 
fo. So that without taking any no- 
tice of the Bifhop of Baffd s advice, 
he fell again to writing to. the Pope. 

. After he had congratulated the Pope 
for the Succel s of hts Galleys in the 
taking Santa Manra, he befought' 
him to keep them ftill in readinefs, 
and to excite the Venetians to pre- 
t pare the moft powerful Armado 
they could. Hebefought him to en- 
deavour the reconciliation of the 
two Kings, and to make ufe of all 
his Art in that particular. He 
prefs’d with new vehemency the Em- 
perour, and other Kings, particular- 
ly the King of England , who was 
very powerful at Sea, and who was 
very zealous for the Interefts of the 
Church. After which, committing 
the reft into the tftnds of Provi- 
dence, he fet himfelf to regulate 
the Cuftoms both of the People, and 
the Knights. 

In the firft place, underftanding, 

that 
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that ( the Jews that dwelt in Rhodes ; 
led a Very fcandalous life, and that 
their bad example was the occa- 
fion of many fins committed ih the 
City, he took up a refolution to ex- 
pel them. Having aflembl’d a Coun- 
cil for this effed, he fet forth, in a 
long dileourfe, all the evil that the 
Trade of the Jews might produce 
among the Faithful ; and that an 
Order particularly conlecrated to 
the defence of Chriftendom, ought 
to abhor a Nation which was fo 
much the Enemy of Chrift himfelf. 

Then he came in particular to the 
Jews of Rhodes , whom the Prodi- 
giesof the laft Siege, and thofe upon 
the Wall, had harden’d the more. 

The Grand Mailer’s .judgment- 
uras approv’d in Council, and they- ' - 
all decreed with one accord, that 
the Jews ihould depart the llland, 
and all the Territories of the Or- 
der, within fifty days. They were 
allb forbid to fettle in the Eall, 
left they Ihould prove fpies to the 
Turks : and all that was permitted 
them, was, to put off their Goods 

Ee ' irt 
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in fourty days. But all forts of Li- 
berty and priviledges were offer’d, 
on the other fide, to thofe that 
would turn Chriftians. As for their 
little Children, it was decreed, that 
they ihould be Baptiz’d, whether 
their Parents would Or no. And the 
Decree of Council was drawn in 
exprefe terms, Thatfinceit was the 
opinion of all Divines and Cano- 
nifts, that the Jews were the Slaves 
of the Chrifiian Princes, they had 
not the Right nor Jurifdi&ioti of 
Pairents over their Children. So that 
the. Grand Mailer might diipoie of 
them for the good of Chriilendom, 
and the Salvation of their Souls. 
Thereupon according to the power 
of the Laws, .the Jews Children 
were Baptiz’d. And left they flpuld 
renounce their Ghriftiariity when 
they came: to. years, of dUcretion, 
the; Grand * Matter . kept thUin at 
Rhodes, and brought them Up at the 
publick Charge, in fome thcafure 
doing? the Duty, an^ Office of a Fa- 
ther to them. 

After this, the. Grand Matter ap- 

plia 
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pli’d himfcJf to examine the Statutes 
of* the Order , which the Vice- 
Chancellor Caourfin had reduc’d in- 
to. a Method fome years before. 
Some he cancel! ’d that were 
grow nout of ufe, the obfervatiort 
whereof did more harm then good, 
fervingonely to multiply Quarrels 
and Suits of Law. Others he made 
new, according to the Conftitution 
of the prefent Time. For feeing 
how far the Impiety and Luxury of 
the Knights had extended it lel£ 
who liv’d more like Seculars and 
Libertines, then men in Holy Or- 
ders, he ordain’d, That whofoeer 


Ihould fwear by, or blafpheme the 
Name of Ood, or fpeak a word to 
the dilhonour of . the Virgin Mary x 
or the Saints, for the hrft fault Ihould 


undergo the puoilh,- 
ment of * Lt<ht \ for 
the fecond , two 
months imprifon- 
ment in the Caftle ; 


* Fafi fourty daysj 
and. . hi whip 
twice a; week ^ bey 
fore the High Al- 
tar* 


and lor the third, be f>ut in the pub- 
Jick Prifon during the pleafurc of 
the Grand Mailer and the Council ? 
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aqd that they that were put ihto 
thefe Prifons, fhouJd lofe three years 
priviledge of. Precedency. 

He alfo forbade, that the Knights 
ihould habit themfelvcs like other 
people of the world, or wear any 
thing that had the leaft fern- 
blance of Gallantry or Vanity. He 
order’d particularly, that their ha- 
bits ihould be plain, and of one co- 
lour ; and that if any Knight dif 
obey’d this Order, befides the pu- 
hilhtnent of the Quarantine, his Ha- 
bit Ihould be confifcate to the Pub- 
lick Treafury. . 

But though he lov’d Modefty in 
Habit, he was Magnificent in all 
things that concern’d the Ornament 
and Beautifying of the Church; as, 
thd (lately Tapeftries, Statues of Sil- 
ver, Crofies of Gold, Chalices, and 
Image- Chariots of Malta , engraven 
with his Arms for the moft part, te- 
ilifie to this day. 

While he employ ’dhimfelf in th's 
manner, in expectation of his Embaflic 
& Letters in reference to the League, 
the Spaniards , who had for their 

Captain 
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Captain in the Kingdom of Naples 
Alexander Cordova , fir-nam’d the 
Great Captain , made moft cruel 
War againft the French ; and both, 
Parties grew fo violent one againft 
another, that there was no likeli- 
hood of Pcate. The Pope, inftead 
of labouring an accommodation and 
reconcilement between the two Na- 
tions, as the Grand Mailer had de- 
fir’d him, openly favour’d the Spa- 
niards, and fed the fire which he 
ought to have extinguifh’d* Befides, 
he had no other thoughts in his 
head, but how to Aggrandize Cefar 
Borgia his Son, Duke of Valent inois, 
whom he pafiionately lov’d fo far, 
as to dire any thing, and think 
any thing lawful for his advance- 
ment and enrichment. But that 
which dire&Iy ruin’d the Croifide, 
was this. That the Venetians, tir’d 
with the War, made Peace with the 
Turks, after feveral private Negoti- 
ations , wherein the Knights of 
Rhodes were not taken notice of in 
the leaft. . By this Peace, the Vene- 
tians reftord the Ifiand of Santa .

Maura , which Tefara had fortifi’d 
at great Expences ; and the Grand 
Signior engag’d himfelf to reftore 
what he had taken from the Ve- 
netian Merchants, from the begin- 
ing of the War. Ladtjlaus King of 
ffongary foon follow’d the example 
pf the Repuhlick, making an agree- 
ment, though not very Honourable, 
with Baj.izet. Thefe fad tidings 
pierc’d the, very heart of the' Grand 
Mailer ; and to add to his afflicti- 
on, he underilood at the fame time, 
that his Holinefs had conferr'd 
Commanderies of the Order upon 
Secular Perfons , and that he had 
promis’d the Priorie of Caftile to 
fDott Trienry of Toledo . Confidering 
neither the Priviledgcs of Innocent 
the VIirthpNaturc of the Revenues 
of the Order, nor the Dignity of the 
Generalifiimo of the League, whom 
he had cle&cd himfelf. 

The Grand Mailer fo highly re- 
fented fuch irregular proceedings, 
that he wrote to the; Pope ; and 
without fwerving from that refped 
Which he ow’d to the' Chief of the 

Church, 
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Church, and the Vicar of Chrift, he 
told Alexander his own, as far as a 
teal Zeal could infpire him. Bur 
Alexander taking little notice of 
his Complaints, continu’d his af- 
fronts and injuries to the Order, 
and that with fo much the more 
• Liberty , believing, that now the 
Venetians had made Peace with the 
Turks, he ihould have nd more need 
of the Knights. 

The League thus brok’n off, and 
the proceedings of the Pope, brought 
the Grand Matter into a deep Me- 
lancholy, that wafted him by de- 
grees, and at length call him into 
a mortal diftemper. He began to 
fall ill the Eeve of St. John Baptifis 
day. But then he would not dilclofe 
that he ail’d any, thing, and was 
prefent at the Bonfires, and at the 
public k. Annual Ceremonies before 
the Cattle, for which there are ex- 
traordinary preparations in Honour 
of the Patron of the Order. He alfo 
went ip ftate to Church upon the 
Feftival day; and concealing his ill 
difpofition of body, perform'd all 
Ee 4 the 
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the Duties of a true Chridian. * 
This driving againft his Diftem- 

} >er out of Piety ,. re-doubl’d the 
orce of the difeafe ; lb that in two 
days he fell fo ill, that the Pbylicians 
at fird defpair’d of his life : never- 
thelefs they were willing to. try 
what Art could do. But the Grand 
Madcr, who perceiv’d himfelf near 
his end, flighted his own pre- 
fervation, and told them with a 
fmile, That never having taken 
Phyfick, it was dangerous for him to 
begjn at his years. However,he fub- 
mitred to the intreaties of his Ne- 
phew, and the reafons of the Phyfir 
cians, notwithdanding his owona* 
turalrelu&ancy. 

The Grand Maders ficknefs, put 
all the City into a Condernation. 
The Inhabitants, like people in de- 
fpair, ran ro the Cadle, and iron* 
the Cadle to the Churches, to im- 
plore of God the life of their Prince. 
The whole City was filled with 
Vows, Prayers, and Procedions. 
But his ficknefs encreafing more and 
more, he receiv’d the Sacrament of 
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the Church with a lively Faith, and 
att ardent Devotion, which .both 
edifi’d and pierc’d, the hearts of all 
that flood by. After that, he call’d 1 
all the Knights of the Council, and 
recolleding all the flrength he had 
left; My dear Brethren, faidhe, I 
have no more then one Jhort mo- 
ment to live j therefore before l 
leave you, take it not amifs that J 
exhort you, to choofe a Terfon more 
worthy then my f elf to fucceed in my 
Tlace ; and that I conjure ye alfo to 
expend all your Honour in a ge- 
nerous defence of the Faith, and in 
the observation of the Rules of the 
Order. This is the favour that I 
beg of you as a dying man. Hardly 
had he flrength enough to pro- 
nounce the lafl words ; nor did he 
utter above two or three words 
more, to comfort the Knights, that 
flied tears round about his bed. 

At length he gave them his Benc- 
didion as his Children ; and then 
lying quietly for fome time, with 
his eyes fometimes lifted up to 
Heaven, fometimes fix’d upon rh,e 

Crucifix, 
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Crucififc, he feeift’d to be in a kind 
of difcourfe with Gbd, till he fweet- 
ly and ifaitdly yielded up his 
'Anno laft brfeatb. -At the very mo- 
x f°3- ifcent of his expiration, the 
Knights niadefo loud a noife 
of Umentation , as eas’ly made 
known his death to the People, 
aflembl’d in the Palace. Then was 
their forrow foon exprefs’d by their 
tears and wailings, and after that 
by a deep filence, as ufually happens j 
in extreme affli&ions. 

Thhs di’d Teter 2)’ Anbu$on , 
Grahd Martet of Rhodes, Cardinal 
of Sr. Adriaii, Legate of the Holy 
See in Afia, and nominated Gcnera- 
liflimo of the Holy League. He was 
aged about fourfcbre years, and he 
had goveth’d the Order above twen- 
ty feven. 

So foon as grief would, permit 
the Knights to come to thcmfelves, 
they made it their bus’nefs to ren- 
der to the" dead their laft duties with 
all the Magnificence imaginable. 
He Was expos’d upon a Noble Bed 
of State. Nor did the Ghaftlinefs 
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pf death deprive him Of that fweet 
.and amiable Majefty, that always 
appear’d - in his countenance when 
alive. Three Knights flood at the 
.Beds head in Mourning, one holding 
the Cardinals Cap, another the Le- 
gats Crofs, and the third the Stan- 
dard of Generalifiimo. Four other 
Knights held each of them a Ban- 
ner, whereon were- embroider’d the 
Arms of the Order , and thdfe of 
*Z)’ Aubuffon. On each fide of him 
flood two Altars, drefs’d up with 
Canopies over each ; on the one was 
laid the < Dalmatick Gown, the Mi- 
tre, and all. the Ornaments proper 
for a Cardinal Deacon. On $he 
other lay the Cafque, Corfler, Half- 
Pike and Sword, which the Grand 
Mafter made ufe of upon the day 
of the Grand Aflault ; together with 
: his Cloathes, all ftain’d with his 
own and the . bloud of the Barba- 
dians. Two hundred Knights at- 
tended befides, all in deep mourn- 
ing. The People that crowded to 
this fatal Spectacle, could not for- 
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bear weeping bitterly; tjbey eri’d 
our. They had loft their Father ; 
and then kifs’d his hands to eafc 
their grie£ and took their laft 
leaves. 

His Obfequies were perform’d 
the next day following, which the 
publick Grief contributed to render 
more folemn, then all the Funeral 
Pomp. He was carri’d to the Church 
upon the ihoulders of the principal 
GratidCrofles , and Interr’d in the 
Chappel he himfelf had built. 

The firft General Chapter that 
^ was held at Rhodes under Emery 
'D'Amhotfe, his Succeflor, decreed, 
T^at in Honour of the Memory of 
the Grand Mailer ¥)' Auhujfon, the 
■ Order Ihould. at the Expence of the 
Publick Treafury, ere<3: him a Mag- 
nificent Tomb in Brafs ; and that 
an Epitaph fhould be Engrav’d 
upon ir, reciting the mod llluitrious 
A&ions. of his Life. The Hiftorians 
of the Order of St. John do not men- 
tion this Epigram, and with all the 
diligence I have us’d, I could never 

hear 
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hear any thing more of ir. How- 
ever, the Encomiums which Popes, 
Princes , and Hiftorians have 
given the famous ‘Peter TS Aubufton, 
may well fupply the place of that 
lipitaph. Sextus the IV. and Inno- 
cent the VIII. affirm in their Briefs, 
that the Holy See was infinitely? 
oblig’d to him, and that they could 
not fufficiently acknowledge the 
Services he had done the faithful, 
in putting a Hop, by his cares, and 
with the price of his own blood,, to 
the Conquefts of Mahomet the Se- 
cond, the moft Formidable Enemy 
of Chriftendom. Alexander the 
Sixth confefs’d, That there was in 
the Grand Matter a Sincere Faith, 
an Heroick Valour, an Exquifite 
Prudence, and a moft perfedt Ex- 
perience in all things that concern’d 
the War againft the Turks. The 
- Emperour Maximilian, Ferdinand 
of Caftile , and Matthias Corvin 
King of Hungary, often call’d him 
in their Letters, The Tamer of the 
Ottomans, and the Support of the 

♦Church. 
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Church. Caourfin calls him. The 
Father of his Countrey, the Pro- 
testor of the Unfortupate, and the 
, Invincible Defender of Rhodes * 
ViEforelhts, in his Additions to 
C. Ciacomus , fays , That all was 
great in him, his Wif, his Courage, 
and his Piety : That being invefted 
With the Sacred Purple, he was never 
the more remifs in Military Du- 
ties ; and that he had perform’d 
at one time A#ions worthy of a 
Holy, Cardinal, and a Generous 
Souldier. The fame Author, adds. 
That the Magnanimous 2)* Aubvf 
fo», in all the Condo#: of his Life, 
had no other- aim, then, onely the 
Glory of God, and. Honour of his 
Ordec ; That he. govern’d his Sub- 
jects with as much Lenity as: Ju- 
ft ice,- and that his Paternal Good- 
nefs was principally onairwonC' ten. 
wards the Poor. The. Eedefiafti- 
cal Hiftory fpeaks of him 1 as of a 
tuoft admirable Pcrfon, and one 
that merited all manner of Ap-* 
plaufe. In Ibort, the Hiftor-y of the 
* Knights 
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Knights of St. John extolls him 
above all the Grand Mailers , 
equals him to the Hero's of An- 
tient times, and propounds him as 
a Model to all the Princes of Chri- 
llendom. 
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Under the Government of (Philip 
'de Vi' tiers Lfie Adam, 

Containing the Siege of Solynian the 
Magnificent, no lefs famous then 
that, Mahomet the II, 

U Pon the death Of ‘Peter 
2)’ Aubuffon , Emery -2)* 
Amboifti Prior of France ; 
then abfent, was clyfert 
in his place ; ittwhcffe time, though 
Bajdtet fwore to beflege Rhodes with 
; Ff a puiilapfe 
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a puiflant Army, yet he attempted 
nothing. He was a Prince, vertuous, 
valiant, charitable, and fuccefsful in 
hisEnterpizes; fo that under his Go- 
vernment the Knights perform'd fe- 
veral notable Exploits to the honour 
of the Order, and won among the 
reft that famous Vi&oiy at Sea fi-pm 
the Soldan of Fgypt , ftgnaliz’d by 
the death . of the Soldan s Nephew 
who commanded the Fleet. To Eme- 
ry D' Amboife fucceeded, by -a lair 
Election, Guy de Blanchefort Prior of 
Auvergne. In his time Sultan Selim 
having caus'd his Father Bajazet to 
be ftrangl’d, and put to death Achmac 
and Corcutty his two Brothers, with 
, their Wives and Children, poUefs’d 
hirnlelf pf the Empire ; whSrein he 
was no foonpr lettl d, but he defign’d 
today ftege to Khodes, The Report 
• whereof alarum’d the Grand Mafter 
to make preparations for his defence; 
wherein he proceeded as far as could 
be expected, confideringthefhort time 
of his Government; for in lefs then a 
yearhedy’d, and left his place to be 
fupply d by the Admiral de CarrettZy 

who 
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whcr the firft thing he did, made a 
League with IJhmael Sopki the King 
of Perfia againftS^/i#*. Foy uhder- 
Handing that the Turk iliil continu’d 
his vait preparations for War, he 
thought it was but a piece of com- 
mon Providence to provide for him- 
felf. But the Storm fell upon the Sol- 
dan of Egypt, who being overthrown 
in Battel, loft all Syria, together with 
his life, in the firft place ; and foon 
after his. SuccefTor, having twice un- 
fortunately fought Se//».himfeUi and 
beiug by him at length taken and 
hang'd upon one of the Gates of 
Carre, loft all "Egypt, of which Selim 
madehimfelf ablolute Mafter. But 
whether Selim intended any mifchief 
againft Rhodes or no, his death hafteji’d 
the fate of R bodes ; for upon that the 
Empire fell to his Son Solymon the 
Magnificent,- the Ihock of whofe fury 
and puiflance; upon the death of the 
Admiral Caretta? Philip de Villiers 
LiJleAdam'Priar ofJpranee,was chofen 
to withftand; being elefted Grand /SH 
Mafter the zzd. of January, ijzi. 
whofe deportment in fo Grand a 

Ff z Siege - 
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Siege would he too unkindly left oar, 
where D’ Auhujj'ons Fame is fo ho- 
nourably expanded ; it being certain 
that never two' Courages were better 
mated in ftory. Never was a City 
more valiantly defended, nor more 
valiantly loft. And it is a queftion 
undetermin’d whether of the two got 
moft, Amurach by riling from it, or 
Soljman by taking it ; while -the one 
prudently fay'd, the other became a 
meer prodigal of blood. Philip de \ 
V Hliers was abfentatthe time of his 
being elofted, and therefore Gaif iel 
de Tomer oh was chofen his Lieutenant 
till his arrival Which dignity while 
he execute^ he thought fit to fend 
to the Pope a Model of the City of 
Rhodes, that he might fee how it was 
fortifiU Bqt that which might have 
prov’d of higher concern; was the 
arrival of another Embaflador from 
the Grand Sophi, to continue that pri- 
vate correspondence which was be- 
gun with Carretta. Unluckily he finds 
Carretta dead ; fo that his Commiffion 
being at an end, he went to v'dxt Amu- 
rath the Son oiSukan Zeltm, in the 

behalf 
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behalf of the Sopbi. That youngPrince 
was entertain a by the Order at their 
own Expenses in theCallle. of Fer- 
racla, whither the Knights lent feveral 
Prefents to the young Sultan, that he 
might be able to gratifie the Embafla- 
dor, who foon alter return'd home 
to his own Prince, not fo much as 
mentioning any thing of the bufinels 
for which he was fent. 

The Grand Mailer being in France 
at the time' of his- Election, made all 
thehafte he could to his charge, de- 
parting from Marseilles in the C 
rack of Rhodes, together with fbar 
other hir’d Veflels. But his Voyage , 
ieem’d to be fomewhat inaufpicious. 
For one of the Veflels was Iplip by 
tlie way ; and the great Carrack it 
felf had like to have been burnt ; be- 
ing all on lire through the careleljhels 
or heCook,but was happily quench’d 
again through the induftry and audio- 
rity of phe Grand Maftp& * More then 
this, having, pail by Nice -and Corfica, r 
a flalh of lightning Ihot it felf into the 
main Cabin of the Carrack, and melt- 
ed his Sword without; hurting the 
Ff$ ' Scab- 
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Scabbard. Which little accidents were 
by fome interpreted as ill omens of | 
the fuccels of the Siege of the Rhodes,

While things were thus tranfa&ed 
at Rhodes, Solyman being come to the 
Empire* contrary to the Opinion of 
all men, that he would be a peace- 
able Prince; foon after difplaying the 
inordinate Ambition of his Predecel- 
lors, with a vaft power of men be- 
fieg'd Belgrade in Hungary, and took 
it.. This Vi&ory fwell ’d him up; fo 
that burning With a defire to conquer 
] Rhodes , yet willing to. conceal hixde- 
fign, that he might the better make 
h ts preparations, he fent an Embaila- 
dor to the Grand Mafter,. to whom he 
deliver’d a Letter, written in . the 
Greek Language, wherein he magni- 
fi’d.the Grandeur of his Empire, and 
his Victories, highly extoll’dtheVer- 
tues of die Grand Mafter, and offer’d 
him peace and friendfhip. The Grand 
Mafter, • and thole of the Council im- 
mediardy underftood the craft and 
fallacy of Solyman , and that being 
young and full of Ambition, his cou- 
rage and deliberations tended to other 
F t 4 .defies 

% ’s 
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defigns then the Tepog of his Letter j 
imply ’d. And therefore there was an ' 
Ani’wer return’d him in the name of 


the Grand Mafter; by which he plainly 
underflood that he was difcover’chthat 
the Rhodians neither fear'd nor trufbed 
him; fo that he was likely, tp find it 
afar more difficult task to conquet 
them, then he had found at Belgrade. 
Therefote he enter’d into feveral con 
fultations about this Enterprize, con 
cein ng which {he moft part of his 
(Council laid before him the difficul- 
ties he would rae^t with,and diflwad- 


pd him from hazarding either his For- 
ces or his Reputation upon an attempt 
fo unlikely to fucceed: And indeed 
Mujlapha Bajha y and Curtogoli were 
the only perfons that fix’d him in his 
Refolution. Among other things they 
reprefented to him that there was no 
Other means for him peaceably to en- 
joy the Provinces of Egypt and Syria; 
for that thefhortefl and only way for 
|iim to receive intelligence from 
thence, and to fend thither, was cut 
pffby the Knights of Rhddes y who 
foyead themfelves upon tfiofe Spas, 
. ’ ' ’* and 
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and intercepted all his Veflels. Fpr, 
-which realoh he was conftrain’d to 
.keep a Fleet alwaies out at Sea : Be- N 
tides, that as long as thole of the Or- 
der kept footing in Rhodes #, hey would 
be continually animating and inciting 
the Chriftian Princes to make War 
upon him, and to. league themfelves 
together for the Recovery of the holy 
Lahd* He had found among the pri- 
vate Memoirs ofS^/whis Father, that 
the onely way for him to fecure his 
own affairs, was to make himfelf Ma- 
iler of Belgrade and Rhodes ; by the 
fcituation whereof the Ghriftians had 
alwaies an opportunity to bring the 
War into the midft of hi? Territories. 

He was alfo importun’d and prefs’d 
thereto by the complaints of the Inha- 
bitants of Metelin , Negropo»t> Cara- 
t»q»idy tht-Morea, and his new Sub- 
jects ofEgy/r.and Syria, who were 
.perpetually al^rum’d , pillag’d, and 
plunder’d by thpfe of the Order.' He 
-was alfo the more incited thereto by 
the opportunity which prefented it 
felf by rCafon of the Divifions and 
Wars between. Charles the fif$h and 

the 
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the King of France, from ‘whom all 
die mam Succour muft come, which 
die Knights could expert : and more 
then all this, by the daily intelligence 
which he had receiv’d from a Jewifli 
Phyftcian, whom Selim had fent to 
live in Rhodes for a Spy. This Piiy- 
fician expert in his Art, had perform’d 
many excellent Cures, ana by his 
dfficioufnefs and diligence toward all 
people had fo insinuated himfelf into 
the acquaintance and favour of the 
Principal Knights of the«Order, that 
he eafily div’d into their fecrets, awl 
fent his Advices to a Greek of Sci^, 
-who convey’d them to .Gonfantinofde. 
Among other things he adverted Si- 
lyrnan, that thete was a great part of 
the Wall dirown down near the Bul- 
wark of Auvergne > to be rebuilt ac- 
cording to the Defignand-Dire&ions 
of the 'Engineers, lothat the City 
hriighf be eafily furpr&d, if his Fleqt 
came- in Tibi e to attacque it in that 
place. But the beft intelligence that 
*Sofyman receiv’d Was-giv’n him by 
' Andrew D' Amarall , P¥iof df Cafiile, 

~ ^ahd afterward Chanfietkto -' of the 

' Order , 
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Order , who bare in his mind a mor- 
tal hatred, and enmity againft the 
Grand Mafter, ever fince the diffe- 
rence that happen’d between them' 
ever fince the Battel of Layaffo; and 
againft the Order it felf, for that not- 
withftanding all his underhand deal- 
ing for the Honour, they had elected 
with an unanimous confent, the Grand 
Mafter, both for his merit and his ver- 
tues. This venom of Ambition, Ma- 
lice and Revenge fo ftrOngly poflefs’d 
him, and gain’d fo for upon him, as 
to make him refolve upon this hideous 
A&ofTreafon. The day of the Ele- 
ction he was heard to fay, that this 
would be the laft Grand Mafter of 
Rhodes : And fome daies before the 
Siege, he wilh’d his foul in the hands 
of the Devil, : fo. that Rhodes and the 
Order might be ruin’d. He had in 
his fervice a Turkilh flave, of a quick 
anehready apprehepfion, to whom he 
pretended to have giv’n his Liberty, 
as being rarifom’d. This flave hefent 
•to Conftantinople with a particular and' 
exa& difcovery of the State of the 
City, of the Pfovifions and Ammuni- 
tion 
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tion therein, and what Cora "Was 
- wanting ; perfwading the GreatTurk 
to fena his Fleet with allfpeecj, pro- 
, mifing him a certain Viftory, and to 
give him all the , Intelligence that 
mould be recpifite. 

Solyman found this to be found In- 
telligence; knowing that Amaral was 
one of the Principal Knights, and be- 
ing of their Council, knew whatever 
was decreed or voted for the defence 
of the City 1 ; and fent back the flave 
, laden with gifts, and proruifes pf fu- 
ture rewards.. Amaral entertain’d 
him, pretending he had brought his 
Ranfom. This Adtion caus’d in many 
an extream diflike, and a general fuj 1 
pition of him, but by reafon of Iris 
Dignity and Authority, there were 
,none that dqrft to fpeak their minds 
freely. 

In the mean time Leo tleceas’d,after 
Ije had govern’d the Papacy eight 
years ; and Solyman made all his pre- 
parations as privately as poflibly he 
cou’d, givingTtrout that he intended 
either for Apulia pr Cyprus. Nefver- 
thelefs the Grand Matter w as adver- 
tiz’d 
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tiz’d of every thing by his Spies j and 
being afliir’d that he ihould be befieg’d, ' 
fate in Council every day ; and as of* 
ten did Amur all labour tp iupprefsthe , 
report of the Siege, as much as in him 
lay, to divert and hinder the Order 
from making thofe Provifions which 
were neceflary for their defence ; in- 
ftancing how often fuch Rumours 
had been in vain, and howneedlefs it 
was for the Order to put themfelves 
to unneceflary charges at a time when 
their Exchequer ran low. However 
the Grand Mafter receiv’d more cer- 
tain and pregnant Intelligence by a 
Ragufian, a perfon of underftandwg, 
and one thaj>had the Turkilh Lan- 
guage at command, whom he had 
lent to Conftantinople for a Spy, that 
the Grand Signior was fetting forth a 
vaft number of Ships, and preparing 
all forts of Engines of War, ana Guns 
of an extraordinary bignefs ; and that 
there was a (lop upon all perfons go - 
ing to Rhodes without the leave of the 
Govemcurs. Thereupon the Grand ' 
Mafter making no farther doubt of 
the Truth, put all hands to the fortt- 

' fication* 
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ficatiorts, giving the charge thereof to 
the j£nights, Anthony Brito , a Por- 
toguefe , and Francis Nueres of the 
Priory of Aquitaine. He alio made 
provifion of Ovens and Milk, and 
Lodgings for the Country people that 
ihould retire into the City. While 
thefe things were in hand, he fent to 
Pope Adrian , of whom he earneftly 
reqiiefted fuccour againft die Turks; 
as alfo to the Emperour andthe King 
of France , but in vain, becaufe they 
were then in open War one agairift 
die other. 

As for the Pope, he rather pre- 
judic’d, then affifted them. For the 
Italian Knights being inform’d that he 
conferr’d every day Commanderies 
in Italy to their detriment, complain’d 
to the Council of Rhodes , and defir’d 
leave that they might go altogether 
to Rome, to make their complaints to 
his Holinefs ; which Liberty, confider- 
ing the State of Affairs, was at that 
time deny’d them. Thus was the 
Pope the Occafion of an unfeafonable 
dilorder. For upon this the Italians 
openly complain’d of the Grand Mar 

fter. 
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fler; while the Chancellor Atmrall jfe- 
cretly blew the bellows of diftention, ' 
and carry’d it fo far, as to deny their 
fervice to the Order, and to obey the 
Commands of the Grand Matter, 
Thereupon the Grand Mafter depriv’d 
of their habit three of the Principal 
Ring-leaders, Gabriel Setter, James Pa- 
lavicino , and Lewis Merofo. And to 
juftifie himfelf, he referr’d the whole 
to the confideratiori and examin ttipn 
oi* the Council, who made. their re- 
port,. that the Grand Mafter had 
done nothing but what was juft, pru- 
dent and rational. However fome of 
the Knights fearing the mifehief of 
Commotion and Alteration at fuch a 
conjun£ture,Jmade it their bufinefsto. 
pacifie the Italians , laying before 
them, that the world would think and 
could not judge otherwife, but that 
they fought lor a pretence to go to. 
Rome, not fo much for the fake of 
thyir Commanderi.es, as to efcape the 
danger of the approaching Siege. 
Whereby the peijfwaders wrought fo 
far, that the Mutineers laid afide their 
anger,. made their excufes andreturn’d 

to 
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to the ’ Obedience of the Grand Mi- 
( fter, who as kindly embrac’d and 
pardon’d them. 

This buttle being over, there arriv’d 
-at Rhodes an Agent from Peri Bajha , 
who deliver’d a Letter to the Grand 
Matter, wherein the B ajha invited 
him to a Treaty of Peace with the 
Grand Signior, alluring him that if 
he fought' it, he fhould be well re- 
ceiv’d ; and advifing.him withall to 
fend for that purpofe perforis of Qua- 
lity to the Port. The Embaflgdor 
all'o deliver’d other Letters from the 
Grand Signior himfelf, much to the 
fame effect Mdft part of the Coun- 
cil, confidering the AgeofPeri, who 
was ancient, and his known prudence 
and moderation, had a good opinion 
<jf the Truth of the Embattle, info 1 
much that they refolv^d to fend to 
Conftantinople the Chevalier Marquet 
Cat aline, and with him a R Jhoaian 
(lamed Caftrophylaca , a perfon of great 
judgment, and well skill’d in die 
Turkifh Language"* to conclude a 
Peace in the fame manner as it had 
been concluded in the time of D' An- 

htfon. 
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Jpuffim- But when they were conful- 
ting about their InftruCtions, fome 
better confiderihg of the bufinefs, bet 
gan to be of opinion; that Peri was 
only a diflembier, and obferv’d that 
Solymans Letter gave no credence to 
that of Peri, and that it was not 
practicable to fend, an Embafladour 
without a fafe cOnduCr in ample man- 
ner from the Grand Sigpiour. While 
they were in thefe doubts , the Grand 
Mailer was advertiz’d that Peri's Em* 
bafladour wanted about the City/ 
and with a diligent eye obferv’d the 
fortifications, and made enquiries after 
theQuantity of Provifions, the number . ' 
of Souldfejrs, aud what relief was ex- 
pected. This open’d the eyes of the 
■Council add gave the/ri to underftand 
that they were abus’d, and that , tfiq 
EmbafladoUr was only come as % 
fpie. Thereupon they prefeqtly fent 
him away; ordering a Greek ofjmeeh 
Quality -to go along with him, 
whom they , g&ve two Letters, one to 
SolymaMyths other [to the B where 
in a few. words the* Grand Matter 
declar’d that' he had intelligence of 
G g every 
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every tiling, and that he had neither 
any thought or fear of the Grand Sig* 
niour, or of his forces. Neverthelels 
he defir’d a fafe conduit for an Embai- 
fadour, and offer’d to reftrain the In- 
curfions of thofe of the Order. ^ The 
Embafladour being arriv’d at Port Fif- 
cOy found Horfes there ready for him, 
and went Poll to Constantinople y leav- 
ing the Greek behind; -who being 
unwilling to travel alone through an 
Enemies Country fo far a Journey, re- 
turn’d to Rhodes in the fame Veflel 
that carry ’d him. By which mifcar- 
riage every one was then 'afcertain’d 
that the Embaflie was but only a de- 
ceit, and that the Town woufcl fud 
dainly be befiedg’d. 

The City was 1 well provided ofFlefh, 
pulfe, and wheat, of which there was 
enough all the time of the fiegfe; & as 
for warlike munitions it was thought 
there had bin enough, though the Siege 
had kfted a whole year. BUt they 
found it other wife, for theyfpent a 
great quantity to-hinder the approaches 
of the Enemies;' Trenches : befides 
the contipUalAwaft of powde# and foot 
' » day 
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day & night againftfo many thoufands 
of bufy. Enemies. Thereupon the Che- 
valier^»/0»/<? Bofio, a perion of a' quick 
Capacity ,and one who did many lervi- 
ces for the Order, while he liv’d, was 
fentinto Candy for wine, and to make 
a Levy of Archers ; but the Candiots, 
afraid of the Turk, forbidhimto raife 
any men ; However under pretence 
of a convoy for his freight, he brought ■ 
away four hundred Archers, which 
did eminent fervicc all the time of the 
Siege.The fameB ofio met alfo upon the 
Sea with a Venetian , whofe name was 
Anthony Bonaldi, coming from Alex- 
andria in a great Veflel laden with 'r 
Wine and bound for Confiantinople. But 
Rofio perfwaded him to alter his 
Courfe, and bring his Cargo to Rhodes ; 
whereafter he had fold his Wine, he 
put himfelf and his men into the fer- 
vice of the Order, "and behav’d himielf 
during the fiege, like a perfon of 
great valor. And now intelligence, 
came from all parts, efpecially from 
the Duke of pf/xia, that the Galleys 
were lancHing,and that the whole fleet 
would depart at the Latter end of May, 

G g % There; • • 
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Thereupon the Grand Matter caus’d a 
General Mufter to be made as well 
-of the Knights, as of the other Soul- 
diers. As to thofe of the Habit, there 
appear’d one and fifty of the Language 
of Province • 2.6 of "that of Auvergne; 
Sixty two of France ; Forty feven of 
Italy; Fifty one of Arragon, Catalogue 
and Flavor; Eleven of England; Six of 
Germany ;Fifty feven of Caftile; befides 
1 5 others more that kept guard in the 
Caftle of St. Nicholas. The whole 
Garrifon confifted of about jcoo men. 
After the mufter. was thus made, the 
Grand Matter appointed to everyCom- 
mander his particular duty, what Polls, 
what Baftions to keep or relieve as 
neceffity requir’d; ana what Knights 
/ to be continually about his own per- I 
fbn. Particularly William Wy^fon 
f cOmmandedthe Englifh Pott. Nicholas 
Htijfty the Englifh Baft ion; and Tho- 
mas Sheffeild was Captain of / St. An- 
thonies Gate. 

The City Was in this pofture, when 
there way a fignal made by fire from 
■Fijcoy that there were fome pertops 
-there Which- defir’d to parley. Therfe- 
, ‘ upon | 
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upon the Grand Matter fentthe Knigh 
J 3 ottifacc jyAlluys a Provencal thither 
with his Gaily. When he came neer 
the place where the fire was, certain 
horiemen that ttood upon die fliore 
gave the Knight to underftand that 
tiiey had a Letter to deliver from the 
Grand, Signiour ; and invited him a 
ihoar; But the Knight too well under-, 
ftanding the humour of the Turks,told ' 

them he had but a ttiort time to ttay, 
and therelpreif they had any thing to 
lay, they ttiould difpatch quickly, o- . 
therwife he would not tarry. There- 
upon the Turks threw a Letter ty’d 
to a ftone into die Galley ; which Let- 
ter was deliver’d to the Grand Matter, 
and read in Council. In this Letter So - 
lymon demanded that R bodes ttiould 
be furrender’d up to him, promifing 
lecurity, and good ufage jto all in ge- 
neral, with liberty to the Inhabitants 
to enjoy their own Laws aad Religi- 
on, permittion to them that would 
depart .freely witii their families and 
eftates, and great advantages to them , 
that would take up Armes in his fer- 
vice. Otherwise he threaten’d utterly 
Gg$ - to 
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to ruin the City, walls and Towers, and 
to make the Inhabitants all (laves. To 
thistheCouncil thought itnot conveni- 
ent to return any anlwer, but to Hand 
refolutely upon their guard. There- 
upon the Grand Mailer having certain 
advice that the Fleet was under fail, 
defac’d all the Gardens without the 
City, beginning with his own, and 
caus’d the Earth and rubbilh to be car- 
ry 5 d into the Town, where it was of 
great ufe for the repair of*br 6 aches. 
He fent alfo for the Country people in, 
poyfon’d the waters, and burnt the 
Corn and llraw that remain’d upon 
the Ground.The Vanguard of the Fleet 
that foil appear’d confuted of 50 Gai- 
ly s; out of which foirte few of the 
Turks landed in Lango to bum and 
pillage according to their cuftom. But 
the Commander of the Fort mounting 
all his men, charg’d them fo vigo- 
roufly, th&t having flain five or fix, and 
taken three prifoners,he drove the reft 
to their Galleys , though his own 
Horfe were kill'd under him, and fome 
few of his men wounded. Thereupon 
the Turks left Lango ^ and made to the 

Jews 
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Jews Caftle, and fo entring the Gulf 
of Efimes, about fifteen miles from 
R bodes they were firft difcover’d by 
the fentinels from Mount Sallac. The 
x^th.ofyney being St. Johns day, the 
Turks came to an anchor on that fide 
of Rhodes, where flood the Caftle Fa- 
vit. There they landed, and burnt the 
Corn upon the ground, & the fame day 
the body of the Fleet appear’d in the 
Gulf of FftmeSy where the 30 Galleys 
joyn’d with the main Body. And yet 
the danger being fo neer, there hap- 
pen’d atnoft as dangerous a Cornell 
between the Auvergnian y and Ger- 
man Languages ; while the Germans 
pretended that one part of the new 
Bqfiion next St Georges Gate belong’d 
to them, and the Au.vergnians % claim’d 
ittothemfelves; infomuch that they 
had like to have come to blows. But 
the Grand Matter interpofing his Au- 
thority, the dccifion of the contro- 
verfie wasreferr’d to the next General 
Chapter. In the mean time it was or- 
der’d that no other enfigns fhould be 
fet up there but thofe of theGrandMa- 
fter and of the Order. G g 4 

■ The 
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The 26 of J«»f the whole Elect was 
difcpver’d making directly from the 
Gulf oiEffimes for lihodes ; aqid coming 
to that part of the Me which is, call’d 
the Fofs or Hole, 8 miles froi ^..Rhodes, 
they came to an Anchor; which nota 
little confternated the wornen and com- 
mon people of the City .But the Grand 
Mailer without the leaft Ihew of Alte- 
ration in his Countenance, with his ac- 
cuftom'd conflancy and ferenity, went 
Up and down from place to place pro- ! 
viding for every thing ; and that very 
day, which feem’d to be the moll 
terrible, caus’d Service to belaid, and j 
ProcefTiohs to be made with the fame 
order and tranquility, as if it had bin 
in a time of undifturb’d peace. After 
that, he caus’d the Gates to, be fliut, ; 
and ilTu’d out of his palace arm’d, and 
attended by his guards, caufing the 
Drums to beat, and the trumpets to 
found, the Souldiers to take theft* ap 
pointed Polls, and fet up the ftandards 
and enfigns upon the leveral Towers 
and bajliom, which a far off afforded 
a noble and magnificent fight, reviv'd 
the courage of the Souldiery, and let* 
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tied the .defoliation of the people. In 
die mean time the 30 Galleys made 
up to Cape St. Mart in , there to keep 
Guard, and to furprize fuch Veflels 
as Ihould come to bring relief to the 
befieged.Late in the evening the wholp 
fleet, confiding of a hundred fail, left 
the Fofs or Hole, and palling by the 
Pent at three miles duhance, came 
and rode in another part of the Ifland 
at a place call’d Parambolm, fix miles 
from the City; becaufe it was a rode 
fecure from the Weft winds that blow 
hard in that Channel. Some dayes 
after the reft of the Fleet joyn’d, and 
lay there at an Anchor all the time of 
the Siege. 

There were in tfyis Fleet a hundred 
Galleys, befides thef thirty before men- 
tioned ; thirty great Galeafles, fifteen 
Mahons, twentyf lat-bottom’d Boats , 
ftxty Fufts, and a great number of 
Brigantines; ten or twelve great Ships, 
as big as Gallions, carrying provisions. 
Some few dales after arriv’d more 
from Syria, and other parts; fo that 
the whole Fleet confided of 400 Sail 
of all forts, and the Army of two 

hundred 
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hundred thoufand men, of which fixty I 
thoufand were Pioneers. 

The feme day that the Fleet ar- 
riv’d at Paravnbolifty the Grand Mailer 
difpatch’d the Chevalier Brefols to the 
Pope, the Chevalier Andugar to the 
Emperour and King of Spain y and the 
Chevalier UAnfonville to the Kings 
of England and France , to give them 
notice of the Siege, and to crave iiic- 
cour. Other Knights he difpatch’d 
away to buy all the Ammunition and 
war-like Provisions they could, and to 
haflen back with all fpeed to Rhodes. 
He alfo fent away fummons to the 
abfenot Knights, to repair forthwith to 
the defence of their liland. 

The Turks were thirteen daies be- 
fore they made one-lhot, or any other 
attempt, by reafon that the Lycian 
Army was not come »p;butno fooner 
was that Army enter’d the liland, but 
the Turks began to fet up their Pa- 
vilions, and to lodge their Camp in 
a place out of the reach of the Rhodian \ 
Artillery, to land their Guns, mount 
and plant them, opentheir Trenches, 
and make their approaches. Then it 

was 
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was that the Grand M after left his 
own Palace, and took up his Quarters 
in St. Marys of the Vi&orie, as being 
the weakeft part of the City, and upon 
which the Turks in ther former Siege 
had made their cliiefeft Aflaults. At . 
the fame time alfo the Turks a be- 
ginning, rais’d a little Penthoufe of 
Boards , from whence they lhot at 
the Pofts of E ngland and Provence. But . 
the Artillery from the Town imme- 
diately rain’d it, and kill’d the Can- 
noneers.. After that they rais’d two., 
other Batteries, upon the Hill of Saint 
Cofmus, and St: Damian, and fliot a- 
gainft the Pofts of England and Spain, 
but the fliot from the City ruin’d thofe 
in die fame manner. 

As the Turks &ere labouring to ad- 
vance their Trenches to the place 
Where they defign’d to plant their 
Canon, . the befteg’d were very deft- 
•rous to make a Salley; to which the 
Grand Matter having giv’n his con- 
fent, St. Athannfius's Gate was open’d, 
and out they fell upon thofe that Were 
working in theTrenches ; with whom 
they made fucb work, that the Turks 

wer 
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were ati cut to pieces, before any re- 
lief could come to them. , But then 
the befieged obferving a great Body 
making toward them, retir’d skir- 
mishing under the E nglijh and Spa- 
nish Guns, which then playing upon 
the Enemy, made a dreadful navock 
among them, in regard they came 
on fo thick, that it was imppmble for 
a bullet to mifs. The Chriftians af- 
terwards made fome Sallies with like 
fuccefs; but becaufe fome one or 
other flill fell, the Grand Matter con- 
sidering that the lofs of one' man was 
more to him then die lofs of a hun- 
dred to the Enemy, forbid any more 
Sallies to be made: For it was ob- 
ferv’d, that during the Siege the firft 
Army was recruitel! with above a 
hundred thoufand men ; which was 
an eafte thing for them to do, having 
the Land fo near them to befriend 
them, and fuch a number of Veflels 
everyday ready at command. 

The Salleys being over, the Turks 
advanc’d their Trenches with more 
freedom. So that they rais’d in Seve- 
ral places above fixty Batteries, chiefly 

again# 
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. againft the Polls of E>» gland, Provence , 
Spain and Italy \ .'but the Artillery 
from the Town overthrew fo many, 
that only thirty four remain’d.- 

At that time Arriv’d at R holes a 
Gentleman whole narfie was Gabriel 
Radin Martinengo , a perfon well 
known for his skill in Fortifications, 
whom Bozio had -perfwaded to leave 
Candy and come to the a Alliance of the 
Rhodians. Him the Grand Mailer 
highly honour’d, gave him the habit of 
the Order, and permiffion to- wear 
theCrofs; made him fupernitendant 
over the Artillery, with a promife pf 
the itrfl Vacancy that fell in. the Italic 
an Languagediofipurs which he higlily 
deferv’d, by carrying himfelfip nobly 
and vertuoufly-all the time of the 
Siege. ■ 

Nowthatthe. Grand tyfafrer might 
fethim at work, he flgnifi’d his delire 
to know die condition of die, Turkifb 
Army, andtvhatthey intended, to dp. 
Whereupon, ar Mariner, bom jn Tre- 
bizond r then in the fervice of theOrdeij, 

' took feven or eight young men qf 
his acquaintance,, and having ftav’4 
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and clad themfelves in Turkifli Hqbit, 
they took Melons, Cowcunlbers,. and 
other fruits, and fecretly embark’d 
themfelves the next night: and avoy- 
ding the Turkifh Fleet, made out to the 
Sea, and fo return’d by break of day 
in fight of Rhodes, as if they had 
come from Turky. From thence they 
made to the Cape which is nearefl to 
Lycia, where the Merchants met from 
all parts to fell Refrefhments of all 
forts' to the Army, , There they put 
to falerheir Melons andCowcumbers, 
and frankly inquired what news .of 
the Army. The- Turks, who took I 
them for -natural as willingly 

fatisfy’d 1 them, a nd ' told them the 
whole condition of thdr forces. When i 
they had Told all, and uhderftood all, 1 
they made out to Sea again, having ! 
receiv’d -two Turks into their Veflel, 1 
wjth much entreaty, < that were weary j 
ofan Army Life. Thofe . they bound 
hand and foot, and brought along witli 
them into Rhodes, • 2 nd prefented to 
the Grand Mafter, 'Who order’d the 1 
Prior of St. Giles , in foMartine&go. to | 
examin them. Thefe two Turks be- | 

' ing 
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ing carry’d to thefleeple ofStJo/>», 
fhew’d the Prior and Martinengo how 
the Quarters of the Turkish Army 
were difpos d; told them the Number 
of the Souldiers; that Solyman himfelf 
was fpeedily expe&ed; that the Soul- 
diers grew out of heart, and mutined a- 
gainll theirCommanders, being weary 
of a war,to which they cry’d they were 
lead as to a Slaughter Houfe, with 
many other things not believ’d at firft, 
as being thought to have bin fpoken 
out of flattery, or to procure good en- 
tertainment to themfelves, but which 
were indeed really true. For Peri Ik- 
Jha obfervihg a manifeft and dangerous 
Mutiny in the Army, difpatch’d away 
aCourrier to Solyman to give him In- 
telligence, and to fupplicate him to 
come in perfon forthwith, that he 
might put a flop to die fedition by his 
prefence and Authority. Solyman flies 
through Ajia the lefs with an incredi- 
ble' fpeed, and embarking at Port 
Fifeo f arrived kf Rhodes the 2.8th. of 
J uly, where he was receiv’d with great 
triumph, and lodg’d himfelf four or 
five miles from the City *at'& place 

call’d. 
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tail’d Megalandra , out of the reach of 
the Canon. Solywan held a council, 
and refolv’d upon a ftri& enquiry 
whence the Mutiny proceeded, and 
a fevere punilliraent of the Authors. 
But Peri Bajha by his grave remon- 
flrances foon fottned and appeas’d 
his wrath. He laid before him that 
this mutiny rather proceeded from fear 
& an apprehenfion of danger then from 
Malice orRebellion, and that therefore 
his Majefty might by his. authority 
reduce them to their duty, knowing 
that the Turks had the Ottoman name 
in fo much Veneration, that upon his 
appearance they would foori recolleft 
themfelves, and return to their Obedi- 
ence; but that Rigour was now unlea- 
fonable,efpecially agairift the old Soul- 
diers, without whofe- affiflance he 
could never compafs.lo great a defigu 
as the taking of Rhodes. "Solyman 
hearken’d to his advice, aflembded 
all the Arniy together, made them lay 
down their , Armes^ :pid prorate j 
themfelves upon die. Ground : then V 
fitting oaa RoyalThrope/ander a Rich 
Canopy^ tinning his this way afid

Sefym* had up ioo^er endedhis 
Haga ng ue,but he withdrew into his.Pa» 
vilion, aqd commanded that the ; Spuh 
. Hli dim 
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diers Ihould be all fwom anew to their 
Captaines. And from that time it was, 
that the Souldiers recover’d their cou- 
rse, became more obedient and de- 
liberate, and proceeded in all things 
withmore order and conduit. Now 
they continu’d their batteries more 
terribly then before. Theyalfo play’d 
in three feveral places with two great 
brals-Cannons like Morter-Peices,that 
carry’d marble-bullets of a prodigious 
weight, and yet all the harm then to 
kill men, andtheChevalier Ironed 
jjjat commanded theKaftion of Cofjuin. 
This battery they left off by the ad- 
vice of the JewifliPhyfitian, who gave 
them, notice how little good it had 
done. After the Turks made it their 
bufmefs to advance then* trenches, 
mid to fill up ' the meats ’ with 
Earth'; and though the Artillery of the 
Ghriftians continually fir’d upon them, 
nevcithelefs they gave not over their 
work till they had finiih’d a great bat- , 
te^y between the Spauijh and 'j&everg- 
wwwpoft, : and another againftthatof 
/riband there they lodg d their Can- 
non that play’d upon the belieg’d fo 
; " - 1 furioufiy 
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furioufly' that they durftnof peepa- 
bove L the battlements,- till they had 
made themfelveS' rtew ; dfefeilces of 
wood and plankes, upon which the 
Befiegers havihg advanc’d their tren- 
ches to the fide of thSTObat , . made 
certain gapsinthe wall tin their fide, 
througbwhich they rtiXach annoy ’dthe 
defendants with their ; Musket-ffiot, 
and kill’d foghe few of them. In the 
mean whilethe Gaptain^lodg’d them- 
fetves in their Trenche&Mt/lapka the 
General againft the Bul-wark of 
gland, 'Vert 'againft the Italian Poll, 

Achmat againft that -of Spain t and 
Auvergne; ^th the Agaof the JSf- 
fariei ; the Ziegler key of Natolia againft , 

that of Franck the B egterkey ot Ro- 
mania agaihftthe Gardens ofSt. Antony^ 
who began; a battery at the beginning 
of Augujly ' againft the German Poft, 
which was weak, and without any plat- 
form. Neverthelefs theGrand Mafter 
caus’d it to be fortify -d ; %ithin witfr 
lntrenchments : ofEarth, great pieces of: 
Timber-planks, and Bavines, and play’d 
his Artillery- fo thick from feveral 
places and Pofts on that fide, fo that 
Hhi he 
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. he difraounted : the Artillery 1 ,, and o- 


t verthrew ! the, batteries of .the Turks 
■ till they were >aweary of ^pairing 
them, and fo remov’d the#i, 

. By this tjflae'it wa$ fhpt-the KJbt- 
4 k* ff began to ■■ jfind the want, of'.their 
powder,and though the Grand Mafter 
*cc«^inually , employ’d fourteen of 
his own hor% *o. br^ ialtpeter, 
!jtnd ether jt^e/iaUi proper \ to make 
lewder itjt^.jfiire and weil-guarded 
4>tace, yet die befieged -forc’d to 

he very iparilig pf their jtowder, which 
save great .aidyfm^ge ^ thp enemy. 
The Turks feeing no gpod to be done 
pa that hde^play’4; pppo die fleeple 
.of St. Johns. Church, and beat it down, 


upon advice' giy'n them by the Jewifh 
Phyfitian,tjwt-fromdipnce the Chrifti- 
bps difeoyefd what was, done in the 


Camp. The ruin of this fteeple being 
a lovely fhufture wasmuch lamented 
by the Inpabitapts. This done, the 
Befiegers under the command of the 
Beglerhey of Natolia remov’d their 
lotteries ’ again# the Tower of St. ,Ni- 
cfofes, wh^ch they furioufly play'd 
t upop for the fpace of ten days with 

twelve 
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: welve gieat pieces ofCanon ; but the 
\rtillery from the ToWet broke and 
uin’d all their- batteries^ fo that the 
Beglerley w^conftrairfd to change 
:he form of his batteries, to remove 
his mantlets ; X which are made 
of Earth dole ramm’d, and dos’d with 
boards fatten’d together with great 
fpars of timber)to difmount his Guns* 
and plant them in the night'upon great 

J ilat forms without gabions or Mant> 
et , with which playing fecurely all 
the night, when day appear’d they co- 
ver’d them again • with Earth and gra- 
ve 1 . Thus they made above 500 lhot 
which onely beat down a pane ofthe 
wall on the weft-fide, through which 
appear’d another good wall, and fo 
many ftout defendants, that thefe dif- 
ficulties being related to Solythan^ he 
caus’d the fain Battery to be remov’d, 
whereby the Chevalier Cafiellaine 
Captain of St. Nicholas- Tower ac- 
quir’d great honour. At the fame time 
the T«r£f .rais’d 14 Mantelets againft 
the Potts of England and Spain , upon 
which they planted Guns of a prodi- 
gious bignefe, and play’d upon them 
H h 1 for 
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for a month together, lb that they 1 
ruin'd the new wall of the Englifh 1 
Platform,while the- old wall Hood en- 
tire; befide that $hey brought through 
their trenches unto die Moat three 
huge peices of Canon, widi which 
they level I’d thedefences oftheBafti- 
onof Spain , and beat down the wall, 
by the ruins whereof the Turks might 
eafily mount the Baftion. The fame 
Battery they rais'd againft the Baftion 
of Provence with three peices of Ca- 
non planted uponthefide of the Moat, | 
and in a finall time threw down more 
then the befiegers in a long time were 
able to repair. Then the Grand Ma- 
iler leaving St. Maries of the Vittory 
came to St. Athanafius Gate, and 
lodg’d himfelf under the Englifh wall, 
anathere heconftituted four Captains, 
allotting to each ten Knights, belides 
the Ordinary Guard to fuccour and 
preferve the Englijh wall. Belides all 
this, the Turks continually play’d with 
their S acres and Falcons , and o- 
dier fmaU Artillery ; and the belieged 
did the like, which Hood them in no 
finall Head to ruin their Mantlets, 

* « i 
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Mid difniount their peiees. Among 
the reft, a Culverin fliot pierced 
through a Mantlet upon one piece, 
kill’d five men, and carry ’d away 
both legs of the Tttrkjjh Canoneer, of 
which he dy’d. Solyman was much 
troubl’d for his lofs, infomuch that 
hefaid he had rather have loft one of 
his Baiha's. Nor was the Italia* Poft 
more mercifully handl’d, which was 
continually batter’d by fcventeenpie- ' 
ces of Canon, fo that it had bin an 
eafy thing to have mounted the wall 
by the ruins that fell into the Moat 
"Yet though this long battery had made > 
a g^reat breach in the Italia* Poft, yet 
would not the befiegers venture an af- 
fault, but onely continu’d to make 
their approaches and to ruin the en- , 
trenchments^and defences of die be* 
fiegecf. ^Which the Chevalier Marti - 
nengo feeing, with the Grand Mafters 
permiflion, made a fally with about 
an hundred choice men, and falling 
upon the Enemy unawares, kill'd 
& put to flight whatever flood in their 
way, and fo with one prifoner and 
the head of anodier, return’d with 
H h 4 great 
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great applaufe. The Turks that came 
in heaps to the relief of their own, 
Were miferably torn to pieces by die 
Artillery of the Town, having no 
lhelter,' and loft a greater number in 
their retreat then Martineugo flew. 

This beingthecohditionoftheCity, 
the Grand Mafter, who knew it would 
not be long ere they gave a General 
Aflault, dilpatch’d away Bofio to the 
Pope, and his Secretary into Proijence 
and to the King of Frame, beleeching 
themtohaften the fuccours which he 
expe£ted from them/ Being alfb de- 
firous to know what news was in the 
Turkijh Camp, one Carpatbio a Rho- 
f than undertook to fatisfy him, and get- 
ting out of the Port in a Brigantine 
with a crew of good Souldiers clad af- 
ter the Turkijh manner, he coafted a* 
long the flioar as farasthe/fo/r, where 
he law feveral Souldiers that were ta- 
king the frelh Air by the Sea-fide, 
who immediately difcover’d him. The 
R hodiot put on abold face, and in the 
Turkijh Language call’d to them«loud, 
and told them, the Bajha had fentfor 

them, 
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them, which they eafiiy believ'd, and 
went aboard the Brigantine.Qne, of the 
Turks finding he was in the wrong, drew 
his Sword and wounded the R hodiot 
in the thigh, for which the Rhodian 
'repay ’d hun by cutting off his head; 
the reft being elev'n, were eafiiy ma- 
tter'd, and brought to the Grand Ma- 
tter. 

Now Martincme feeing the great 
ruins which the Enemies Artillery had 
made, rais’d barricadoes, and wrought 
entrenchments upon the walls, where 
he planted a good number of Guns, 
which playing into the Enemies Tren- 
ches, kill'd a great Number of the 
Turks ; he alfo lodg’d feveralSouldiers 
under the fhelter of the houfes, who 
fhot inceflantly, and made a great 
(laughter. ♦ 

The Batteries of the Turks not fuc* 
ceeding to their wifhes, they fell to 
mining; and had in feveral parts of 
the Gty made above forty, fo that of 
fix parts of the City, five in a few days 
were undermin’d. But the moftpart 
ofthofe Mines prov'd ineffe&ual, be- 
caufe of the Counter-mnies which 

were 
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were continually made round about* 
There was one that was perceiv ’d in 
the midft of the Trench of Provence. 
But Martinengo immediately enter’d 
' the Trend], open’d the Mine, and 
catting in barrels of Powder and other 
combuftible fluff, burnt andttittedall 
the Turks within. Another Mine the 
Turks made under the Bulwark ofE#- 



gland which play’d the fourth of Sep- 
tember > and blew upabove feven times 
nine foot of the wall, and fill’d the 
Moat fo full of rubbilh, that the Turks y 
that they might eafiiy mount the wall, 
and come on funoufly to the Aflault 
with their accuftom’d cries, gain’d the 
top of the Baftion immediately, and 
fet up feven of their Colours, and had 
made themfelves matters of it, but 
for an Inttenchment which Martinengo 
had made the day before, which flood 
entire about four foot from the Ruins 
ofthe wall. That lntrenchmentttopt 
the Enemy ; and thither the Knights 
ran and came to a clofe fight with 
Pikeand Sword; while others did great 
mifchief to the Enemy with hand-Gra- 
nadoes and other Artificial fires; and 

there 
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there it was that Martiuengo and the 
Chevelier de Bidoujf&d wonders, be- ' 
coming men of Extraordinary valour 
and courage. Here they came to Sword 
and Dagger, andeventocoilerone a- 
nother; the Turks perceiving that if 
they could but get the victory here, 
they might ealily get into the City. 
Ana indeed that linall handful of 
Chriftians thatfuftain’d the weight of 
filch a multitude, could not have bin 
able to have held out, had not the 
Grand Matter, upon the noife of the 
blowing up of the Mine hatted to their 
Relief, and with the Knights of the 
referve, and the Souldiers of his guard, 
rulh’d into the midtt of his Enemies, 
and charg’d them fo furioutly, that in 
a fmall time a good part of them 
were cut to pieces, and the reft fo 
fmartly repuls’d, that they quitted the 
fight, and fled inconfuhon, anddif- 
order’d and aftonilh’d thofe that were 
coming to their afliftance, fo that nei- 
ther the threats, nor Exhortations of 
the Captains could flop them. Which 
the General Muflapha feeing, flew out 
of the Trenches in great indignation. 
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ciyingto the fugitives aloud, that if 
they would not return to the Aflault, 
he would go on without them, and 
having fo faid, boldly march’d toward 
the breach. 

His countenance and Language in- 

r ’d the fugitives with new vigour, 
that they rally’d and return’d with 
their Bajha more refolutely then be- 
fore to the Aflault, and maintain’d the 
fight for above two hours. At length the 
Chriftians redoubling their courage, 
and animated by the prefence and Ex- 
ample of the Grand Matter, fell upon 
the Turks with that fury, that being no 
longer able torefift, they turn’d their 
bacKs; befides the R hod tan Canoneers 
had planted certain pieces againft the 
bottom of the breach which play’d up- 
on the Turks retiring, fo fuccefsfully, 
that they kill’d more then were (lain 
in the Aflault. Two thoufand of the 
Turks wereflain thatday : of the Rho- 
dians twelve or fifteen {lain out-right; 
and fifteen or twenty wounded. In 
the midft of thefe encounters the Che- 
valier DidierdePuy Govemour of 
Ferratta gave notice tothe Grand Ma- 
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Her, that he had taken certain Turks, 
who confefc’d , that there were in 
I Xhodes certain Perfons ot Quality who 
feot the Enemy Intelligence of what 
was deliberated & concluded in Coun- 
cil* and of all that was done in the City, 
.and that the Turks were digging a large 
Mine nere Sl J oka's de Qdlaccio. Tins ' 
was no fmall trouble to the: Grand Ma- 
iler, fo much the more . .becaufe he 
was forc’d to Oonceal his refentmenfci, 
joy teafon that no perfons were nam’d. 
However he promis’d a. large. reward 
to. thofe that could difcover the Mine. 
But it was not Jong before kdifcoysfcVI 
it felf under the Baftioo of \L*glavrh, 
by feven a clock in the morning upeup 
the ninth, of S<f timber, overthrowing 
about nine yards of the* .waft next to 
the Mine before-mention ’d, and cam£ 
to the very barf itado’s beforethcy met 
with any refinance. But when the 
Dread and terrour was Once over, the 


Knights refuming their wonted com 
rage * put the Turks to a fliameful 
retreat, till forc'd by the fwords . and 
feimitars of their Commanders, even 
of their General himfel£ they return’d 

again 
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.again with more vigour, and renew’d 
a bloody fight ; but the Grand Mailer 
coming to the relief ofhis own with 
, his referve, fought them with fo much 

fury for three hours, that the Turks 
mo longer able to abide fo powerful 
a defence, quitted thefight, and retir'd 
into their Trenches, leaving one of 
their Enfignes behind them. This A f* 
fault cod: the Great Turk three thou- 
fand of his men, and three Sangzacs ; 
of the Chriflians about 50 were flain 
and fome of the Knights wounded 
The Turkes repuls’d with fo much 
lofs in two aflaulrs, began again to 
murmur and difcommend the enter- 
prize as rafh and impoffible. Which 
$ olyman perceiving, began to delpair, 
and to be otfenoed agukift Muftapha. 
The mean di iti&Feri Bajba to prelerve 
himfelf in the good Opinion and fa- 
vours of theGrand Signiour, prefs’d 
him continually to make afurious bat- 
tery of 17 Canons againft the Italian 
Pod: But the befieged dill repair’d 
With fo much fpeed and diligence- 
whatever the Ebonies Artillery ruin’d, 
and play’d their great and fmall fhot 

V with 
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with to muchfiiccefs, that the Turks 
durft hardly peep oqt of their Tren- 
cher : The Beglerieg of Natolia did 
the fame againlt the Poft of Provence , 
and fell to mining very induftrioufly, 
being -advis’d thereto bya treacherous 
GreekyWho under pretence of trade had 
.Well obferv ’d the flxength of the City. 
Butrthemoft remarkable accident was 
thekiUing of the Gevemour of Negro- 
pottFj and Solynutni Favorite, who ri- 
ding by the Italian Poft -richly clad 
with a red Battooh in His hand,: Was 
hit % a musket-builetjfrom tire Italian 
Poft, and fell down dead immediately • 
to-thd gtezt griefof Solyman. ' 

• ’Peri enrag’d r againft' thtltal/ansj 
refalv’d tomake a moft ‘terrible af 
fault Upon (bein' Platform | which he 
did fo u nexpe&edly and with lo much, 
fpeed, -that die fentinel^ that- {food 
without theEntrenehmetit were kill’d 
before ‘they could be fuccourd. But 
thd Italians taking the Alarum 1 , and 
being-well fecnhdeo'by the Grand fUa- 
fter»id his ufu&l guard, inan hours 
time the IkftionWaswelifoak'd with 
theBlood of th $ Tur ks. Perl, finding 
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fuch a flout refinance here,and belie- 
ving that other places .were left naked, 
gave immediate order for other fpr<qes 
toaflail the. New Biftion ofthe Grand 
Mafter ] farrcttai hut there the;Clievar 
lier 4ugebt Captain .of ; theBaftioaib 
behav’d himfclf, having a good number 
of Sonldiers andCit&ens with him, 
that -the moft pai^ofthe Turks -were 
either.kiil’d or wounded, and the Flaob- 
ing Artillery of 'other Saffrons made 
fuda hdvbck among the thick multi- 
tudes of the ft flfrdfcffjtt length, quite 
difmay’d, they bpgintfto retire. J; Fen \ 
thereupon fe#ing> the. SOuldiers would 
no longer, abides the jlwt ef .^eha 
terribi^.QftCOiWfie^:. founded a general 
Retreat,: ,the«gh wjfchi- the Jofoiof 
mpre t , men then. j& the former oom-

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Upon the ^d. of September Mujiapha 
uncxpe&edly fell upon the Baftion, 
mounted the Ruins, and fix’d their 
Enfigns neer the Rhodian Entrench- 
ments, and at the fame, time endea- 
vour’d: to make theitf stay fbnfefcrd. 
The fight was terrible and doubtful: 
neither was Mujiapha wanting in any 
part dfa judicious and couragious Cap- 
tain. Achmat alfo at : the lame time 
play’d two Mines, one in the Auverg 
nian r the other in the Spanijh Poft. 
The Auvergnian Mine prov'd ineffe- 
ctual ; the Spanijh Mine brought 
down a considerable part of the wall 
of the Barbaean ofthe faid Baftion. 
And yetfor thefe dreadful Ruins,. the 
Chriftians io well behav’d themfelves 
in every place, that the Turks, having 
loft -above 5 coo men, were forc’d tq 
retreat with fliame to their Trepches. 
Two dayes after the JewiJh Phyfitiaa 
(often fpok’n of before) was difcover’d 
Ihooting an Arrow into the Tnrkifh . 
Camp, with a Letter faften’d to the 
end of it. Thereupon he was apprehen- 
ded; and upon his examination 
confefs’d that he was a Spy for the 
( Ii Turks ; 
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Turks ; that he h^d fent them five Let- 
ters ; that he had given thepn feveral 
advices ; and had encourag’d them to 
continue the Siege: For which He was 
-condemn'd to be quarter’d 
. After thefeRepulfes, and the giv- 
ing fire to thre£ bther Mines loon after, 
that did little or no harm, the Ba 
fha's confulted together, and refblv’d 
to give a general allault upon fore feve- 
ral places oftheCityallatatime. Soli- 
w^«approv’d their Refolution, aflem- 
fal’d nis Captains^ together, encou- 
rag’d and chear ’d them up ; and aflur’d 
tliem of Victory ; and by publick Pro- 
clamation gave the common Souldiers 
the whole Plunder of the City. Thus 
the whole Army refum’d their won- 
ted courage, ana full of Hopes pre- 
par’d themfelves for a general Aflault 
As a preparation to which theB^^s 
order the Englifh Bulwark, the Pofts 
of Spain and Auvergne , and the Italian 
Platform to be batter’d for two dayes 
together, onpurpofe to widen and en- 
large the Breaches.

he Vifited all the Pods, eameftly be- 
fought. every one to be watchful and 
ready; and having taken a little repole 
in his armesjby break of day he tang’d 
theSouldiers in their feveralPo(ls;and 
that there might remain no fear or" 
aftonilhment among them, he made 
“ them a ihort fpeech , Declaring 
“ to them the glorious opportunity 
“ which offer’d it felffor them to fig- 
“ nalize their Zeal for the honour of 
“ God, & their fidelity to their Order 
“ and the welfare ofChriftendom; and 
“ their affe&ion to a people that had 
“ liv’d under their Dominion for above 
“ tjoo years. He gave them to un- 
“ derftand how often they had prov’d 
“ their own valour and the tiniidity 
“of the Enemy. That though their 
* e number were great, yet that there 
“ was yet a fufficient number left of 
“ brave and valiant men to defend 
“a juft caufe, and repel the force 
“ of Ambition and perfidious impie- 
“ ty. That they were tap corinBer 
li % *‘thek 
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‘‘-their Enemies were a fort of igpo- 
‘‘ rant people, . forc'd on by their B* 
kftHi s, lor tear of encurnng. the dif 
V pleafure of t^tieir Matter, to whom 
f they had reprefented » the enterprize 
v fo eafy ; tbat.they themfcfees were 
radons of honour, dedicated from 
; their Infancy to the ferviefeof God. 
« A*»d therefore he befoughs and coo 
“for’d them todo their duties.. 

The. Turks fey break of. day dif- 
charg’d, all their Artilleriy at once, 
that they might pafs the Moat un- 
der the covert of the fnaoak; and that 
don, they boldly fell on in all places 
at once. The Grand Matter polled 
bimfelf in the Englijb Bulwark, as be- 
fog the weakeft place. Nor was the 
Sfanijb Artillery .a little, favourable 
to the Engl/Jby flanking the T*rh> and 
making a great (laughter among them 
fofomuch that they were aJmott rea- 
dy to recoyle; when Mujia^ 
lieutenant throwing himfelf among 
them, .pray’d, entreated, threaten’d, 
promis’d and heading them himfelf, 
brought them on again j though t0 
lh$ cott^eing the flrft manflain with a 

panon 

,/ 
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Cancel 'Ballet as he was mounting 
the Ruins. The Turk? enrag’d by 
his fall, difcharg’d their fmail ftot 
and arrows like hail upon the Kho^ 
dians. And Muftaph* obferving their 
Metall, lent them continually freih 
fupplies, and with &ir words and prO; 
mites exhorted them to their Duties. 
Yet could they not force die befieg’d 
to ftir a foot, who in the view of tiae 
Grand Matter with an invincible con- 
rage fuftiin d all that Impetuofity, 
and at the fame time foognt with e- 
qual valour and obftinacy in all the 
other Carters. The very women 
were not uftferviceable; while fome 
carry’d Bread, Wine and other refresh- 
ments to the Souldiers, others threw 
Hones ; others pour’d down boyfc 
ing Oyle and water upon the Enemy. 
But the gfeateft danger of the Com- 
bat was in the Spaxijb Poft, where 
the Ag 4 General 6f die J axijffaries, 
having pick’d out the choiceftof his 
men, march’d himfetf to the Aflault 
at the head of diem, who follow’d 
hitnwkh fuch a Refoluton, that they 
I i 5 cover'd 
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cover’d all the Breach, gain’d the 
platform above, and planted forty of 
their Enfignsuponit, with the fame 
violence rufMng on to the- Barricade's, 
not minding the prodigious {laughter 
of their own that fell on every fide. 
Thereupon the Knights and Souldiers 
in the Spanifk Bulwark, feeing the 
diflrefs of thofe in the Poll, ran to the 
afiiftance of their friends,leaviog only 
fbmefewfora guard behind. Which 
certain of the Turks that lay con- 
ceal’d behind the rubbilh perceiving, 
prefently mounted the Bulwark, and 
made themfelves Matters of it; pull’d 
down the Enfigos of the Chriftians, 
and fettingup their own, cty’d out in 
their own Language, Fittory , and 
invited their Companions to affift 
them. Upon. which Achtnats Regi- 
ment advanc d; but the Auvergnian & 
Spanijh Artillery loon flopp’d their 
Career, So that the Grand Mailer 
bei ng advertiz’d of this new accident, 
left the E nglijh, and ■ entring the 
Spanijh Poll, charg’d the Enemy fo 
vigoroufiy, that he put them abfolutely 

• to 
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to flight ‘^Then feeing the Spanifo 
Bai&on matter ’d by ‘theTurks r he-feno 
the Commander oi'l&urbon with a 
Company of ftout Souldiers with ojh 
tkfr to enter the Mine and Gafemat, 
andjtdmount the Baftion. Which he 
5 did. fo effectually, that in a fliorc time 
he wholly regain’d it.Notwithftanding 
all this i' the -Aga with firelh forces re* 
turn’d to the aflault of theSpaniJhVoi)# 
and the Grand Mailer having left a 
fufficient Guard hr the Baftion, re- 
turn’d to the defence of the fame,s 
and fending for two hundred frelft 
men frpm St. Nicholas Tower, after 
a bloody fight of fix hours, forc’d 
the Turks to abandon their Colours, 
and to retreat to their trenches, after 
the lofs of above 15000 mea Soljy- 
man >Vasfo highly incens’d againft 
Muflapba upon this defeat, that he con* 
demn’d him to be (hot to death with 
arrows. Peri Bajha, upon the pre- 
fumption of his Age t his merits, and 
his Authority, coming to intercede 
for Muftapha , was fentenc’d to the 
lame death. And both had fuller’d

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H&fcnot Aphmat Bjg/farand alltherefi: 
ofi the., principal Commanders^ pro- 
ftrafeat Solymats feet, implor'd their

Booties fo vain and 
fruitlefs, fell into fuch a deep mel^n- 
choly, that he fhut himfelf up in his 
Pavilion forfeveraldayes, and would 
not befeen, refolving to raife the fiege 
and to be gone. The great Comman- 
derswhofe hopes lay all in the Mines, 
finding- their expe&ntieas feuftrate, 
refolv’d to raife. the Camp. May fe- 
veral had c&rryM their baggage to 
the Sea fide, ; and feveral Companies 
had quitted the Trenches, . Whenan

Upoq this Intelligence the : Captains 
dwng’h their iRefoiutions, divulg’d 
the ne!ws through the Antiy,andbegaa 
tp.batter the Gity- snore furioudy then 
before. . Seknfctn ajfo to let the Soul- 
chff# underiwnd his Refoludon, and 
to encourage them, began; to ibutld 
him pleai'urerhoufe upon Paler mes 
Hill. Muftapka alfo, though:, he had 
orders to repair t» ^.Government, 
Ventur’d to give; three :Aflkite fire-. 
cefllvely upon ufee Wnglijb Baflibit witiv 
ijw Mmamksi, nr ho wereib Merrier- 
ijaift’d , the- gfeateft part of them being 
kdMor woijnctely that the areft retir’d 
tp> their Qgirtbrs, , refolvji^td retain 
no more. Ptri .ffecretiy uridtrmind 
the Italian the Mine indeed* 

rilade a terrible i node and fhakihg, 
but took vent on 'the Camp fide, and 
kill’d a great many of the Turks. 

ffltftapba having fuch ill fuccefs, 
thought it not convenient to flay any 
longer, fo that upon his departure 
Acbmat was made General. He coil. 

tjnu’d 
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tinu’d the fiege with the fame Vio- 
lence,fo that there was net^a day pafs’d 
wherein he did not both batter, Af- 
fault and undermine the defences of 
the City. However the Grand Ma- 
iler remitted nothing of - his wonted 
care and diligence, fighting and haz- 
arding his perfon every where, where 
need requir’d, beyond what was rea- 
fonableror a perfon of his degree and 
Importance. 

And now when it was almoft too 


late, tfeofe) confpiraciess and treafbns 
were difcfiver’d, which were the loft 
ofthe Hland. For in the firft place 
Luc to Cvfttojshilaca , a Rhodian^ and 
a perfon of great wealth, reputation 
aid alliances, who hadihe charge of 
the. fortifications, the -bread and am- 
munition was perceived, at a time 
and ih a place veiyirauch to be iuf- 
pefted, Ito; have fhot an arrow into 
the Turkifh Camp, who was there- 
upon lay Ibid on, examin’d, and put 
upon the wrack, but would conrefs 
nothing to. the purpofe. Next to 
him B las 'DJez Servant to the Chan- 

- cellour 
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cellour D* Amaral, was taken in the 
fame faft, and being put tathe Tor- 
ture, corifefs’d his Mafters Treafon, 
declaring how he had wrote to the 
Turks Bajba's to contiuue the Siege, 
for that both men and provifions fail’d 
in the City. Thereupon the Grand 
Mafter caus’d the Chancellour to be 
apprehended, who being examin’d 
and tortur’d, wpuld confefs nothing 
himfelf 5 but being, convifted by fuffi- 
<fient teftimonies, confirm’d to his 
face by his Servant , his. Servant 
was jwig’di and he beheaded, dying 
without any fign of repentance or 
Chriltian devotion. 

In the mean time the Can9ns of the 
Enemy thunder’d againih.the Baftion 
of Italy, where they ruin’d all the 
defences and Barricado’s that Marti- 
nengo had rais’d; by which means 
they advanc’d $heir Trenches to the 
very foot of the Breach. The Baftion 
of England was alfo beaten down to 
the Ground, and the moft part of 
the Barricado’s and entrenchments ru- 
in’d, fo that fome advis’d the quitting 
and .bowing it up. Butbecaufe that 

1 fignifi’d 
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fignifi’d little in regard of the vaft nrim 
bers of the Turks y the Grand Mailer 
refolv’d to hold it out to the utmofl, 
and to that end gave the command of 
it to the Chevalier John de Bin y who 
kept it to the laft. 

At this time arriv’d the Chevalier 
x de KocqueMarfin With twelve Knights, 
a hundred Sooldiers arid fome Ammu- 
nition. hut notwlthftanding this 
fmall relief/ the Gtand Mflfter obfer- 
ving 'the defper&te condition of the 
City (Fpr'.now in fotrie places’ there 
were no Cither def^Aces but bdari&es 
arid boards ^Between ;the; Enemy and 
him, befide that? thfcyhad fet up three 
Pravillafis within me City neer the 
R^d^w'fedtrferichin^ts)!®* 'away to 
Candy it/f Souidi&s, ' Artimumtion 
and vi&uals, which the t>tfkeof Can- 
dy had provided, as attv ito Naples to 
Iiafteri the liiccours, which the winter 
feafon hinder’d from coming. 

'• In the mean while the furh 
gave too desperate Aflaults upon the 
Italian arid Spantfh Platforms, but 
were frill repuls’d withthelofsofa- 

bove 
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love icco men. Infomucl) that Ack- 
mpt finding it impoffible, to take die 
City by force, refolv’d. to give no 
more Allaults, but rather .chpfe to 
preferve his men, who were grown 
quite weary of the Chrifl^n valour; 
neverthelefs he continu’d his batteries, 
and advancd his Trenches, thinking 
to creepby degrees into the City. S*/y- 
man ?\io thinking to make fhort work 
caus’d feveral Letters to be foot into 
the City, inviting the Inhabitants to fur* 
render, offering them all the Ipamuni-^ 
ties they could defire; and threading 
on the other fide in cafe of obftinacy, 
all the feverity imaginable. Vert alfo 
fuborn’d a Gemefe^ who haying liber- 
ty to fpeak to the Knights, adviz’d 
them as Chriftians to contider die 
deplorable condition of the City, and 
told them withal, that if they were 
fo difpos’d, he could put them in a 
way to make an honourable compe- 
tition,; but they believing him to be 
fome impoftor, font under hand by 
Sdyman or his Bajbas , gave little 
credit to bis words. Two dayes after 
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he came to the fame place, pretend- 
ing he had a Letter from the Grand 
Signiour, but then they bid him re- 
tire, and to force him the fooner fo to 
do, they fhotathim. 

Some while after came the Alhamtn 
Souldier before mention’d, pretending 
Letters alfo from Soly man to the Grand 
Matter. But then me Grand Matter 
forbid any farther Partying. • 
However thefe offers were di- 
vulg’d abroad in the City, which begat 
jn many a defire to heark'n to propofi- 
tions of peace as more regarding their 
wives and Children then their honour. 
And it was carry ’d fo far, that fome 
ofthe Citizens wentand declar’d their 
deOres to the Metropolitan , and fome 
of the Grand Crofs, requefting them 
to declare their grievances to the 
Grand Matter. But he feverely check’d 
them, telling them that it was not a 
requeft to be mention’d; that they 
fhould rather refolve to die for the 
common liberty, and theHonour of 
the Order. The nextday they came 
and befought him again' to provide 
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for the Common fafety, for that they 
were affur’d that die Citizens would 
yeiid to a treaty, rather then be cut in 
pieces themfelves, their, wives and 
children Then the Grand Mailer find- 
inn. himfelf prefs’d and importun’d of 
all hands, fubmitted to neceffity, and 
call’d a general Council. So toon as 
the Council was fat, a Petition was 
prefented to the Grand Mailer, hum- 
bly requefting him to thinkof a Capi- 
tulation; or at lead to give them 
leave to fecure their wives and chil- 
dren ; and at the foot of the petition 
was an intimation that if the Grand 
Mailer would, not, they would pro- 
vide for them themfelves. In this 
diftrefs the Grand Matter; defirous 
to know the condition of the City 
mote particularly, before he would 
refolve any farther, requir’d the ad- 
vice of the Prior of St, GileS) and Mar- 
tinengo , who both declar'd in full 
Council that in either confciences,and 
upon their Honour and allegeance, 
they could not think the City any 
longer tenable,the Ehemy being lodg'd 
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forty yards one way, and 30 yards a- 
nothcr way withih the City, fa that 
it was impoflible for diem, to bitire 
any farther, nor for the Emmy to be 
beaten out' 

Upon . the advice md Relation of 
two fuch judicions and great into, 
the whole Council confidering how 
much it concern’d them to preferve 
the holy Reliqucs. and the fouls and 
honour offo many Chriftian Women 
and Children, and the evident! dan- 
ger of die whole Orders being .dif 
pierc’d . and abohfh’d, if all that; were 
there iliould be loft, refolv’d with one 
accord to.- Capitulate.. The CJrahd 
Matter flilHay’dbefdre them, the du- 
ty that lay upon them to preferve 
the honour of tire Order, which had 
never yet bin defil’d with apy.fbun 
of cowardice or. pufiilanimity, ’ ha> 
ving alwaies prefeir’d their honour 
and Death before the fafety of their 
Lives, fiut th© Council overrul’d 
him with To marry circumflantial aqd 
folid reafons, that he was coKttrain’d 
to yield to the pcefent and inevitable 

necefiity. 
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neceflity, and their grave advice. This 
defign Heav’n was fo far pleas’d 
to favour, that Solyman began firft. 
For lie firft fet up an Enfign upon 
the Church of St. Mary de Lermoni- 
tra ; and then the Grand Mafter fet 
'up another upon the Mill belonging 
to the Cofquin Gate. Immediately two 
Turks came out of the.Trenches, de- 
firing to parley :upon w hich the Grand 
Mafter fent forth the Prior of St. Giles 
and Martinengo ; to whom the Turks 
deliver’d a Letter from %olyman. 

This Letteb was read in Council; 
wherein Solyman demanded a furren- 
der ofthe Town,& offer’d the Knights 
liberty to be gone, with fecurity 
for their perfonsand their Baggage: 
which if they w'ould not accept, he 
was refolv’d to put all to the lword. 
Thereupon in confideration onely 
ot the people and Inhabitants ofthe 
Town, the fame Refolution was a- 
gain taken, and the Chevalier Antho- 
ny de Grolee y and Robert Perucci , 
Judge of the Caflilltans , were com- 
miftionafe'd to attend Solyman. So foon 
Kk as 
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as they were gone forth, a near Kinf- 
man of Achmats , and a Trucheman 
much favour’d by the Grand Turk i 
were admitted unto Rhodes as Hof- 
tages, and a truce was concluded for 
three dayes. 

The next day Achmat prefented 
the Embafiadours to Solyman , who 
declar’d to Him what they had in 
commiiTion, Solyntan to maintain his 
Reputation, firmely deny’d that he 
had ever wrote or fent to the Grand 
Mailer; neverthelefs fince the Grand 
Mailer had fent to him upon the 
lame Occafion, he commanded them 
to let him know his mind, which 
was^the lame that he had written, and 
demanded his Refolution within three 
dayes, and that in the mean time 
there lhoiild be no working toward 
the repair of their fortifications, be- 
ing firmly refolv’d, though all Tur- 
ky perilh’d, not to ftir out of the 
Illand, till he had Rhodes ihhispoflef- 
fion. And having fo laid, Ifo dilmis’d 
them. Perucci return’d to the City. 
B ut 'Achmath&pttfiG, Chevalier Grollee 

with 
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With him, led him into his Pavilion/ 
and caus’d him to drink with him 5 
and difcourfing of feveral pafiages 
in the liege, Achniat told him with 
a great oath ; that above forty thou- 
fand Turks had bin (lain, and as many 
were Tick and wounded. Peruoci ha- 
ving made his report to the Council j 
it was rclblv’d upon goodconfidera- 
tions that they lliould not accept thofe 
conditions the firfttime, but fend 0- 
ther Commiflioners. 

In the mean time certain of thi 
Citizens took upon them, and were 
mightily offended that the Capitu- 
lation was begun, without their pri. 
vity. Declaring allb that they would 
never confent to any Yuch conditions* 
but rather die with their Swords in 
their hands for their liberty, then fur - 
- render themfelves ito the power of 
the Turk. For that whatever the 
Turk promis’d, he would be fure to 
exercife nothing, but rapine and daugh- 
ter as he had done at Belgrade. T he 
Grand Mailer obferving this Grecian 
ffekienefs, told them in friendly man- 
K k % ner 
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ner that the Refolutions he had ta- 
ken, were refolv’d upon upon matute 
deliberation;which confultations were 
to be kept fecret that they might not 
come to the Enemies knowledge, 
and that it was more for their fafety 
then for the good of the Order, that 
they made any conditions at all. To 
which purpofe he was fending away 
other Commiflioners the better to 
a ifure himfelf of Solymam word and 
fidelity. With which anfwertheCi- 
fizens fliew’d themfelves very well 
fatisfy’d. 

Upon this two other Commiflio- 
ners were difpatch’d away, Raymond 
Marguet, and Lopezde Pas y both 
Spanijh Knights’, who reprefented to 
Solyman that the Grind Matter had 
to confer with feveral people of feve- 
ral Nations that the time . Limited 
was too fliort, and therefore defir’d 
that he would be pleas’d to grant 
them a longer time. Solyman not re- 
lifliing tliis difcourfe without laying 
any more, commanded Achmat to 
continue his batteries, which were 

begun 
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begun again upon the 15 th. of De- 
cember and fo the Truce was bro-- 
ken- Solyman however detain’d one 
of the Commiflioners, which fhew’d 
that he had yet fome inclinations to 
to Capitulate. The- Grand Matter ol> 
ferving the Hoftility- begun again, 
and that the advanc’d with their 
Trenches farther and ■ farther into 
the Town , fent for them that 
hinder’d the treaty, and proteftedto 
live and die with them, and com- 
manded all the Inhabitants to repair 
home to their-Quarters there to keep 
guard, and that no perfon fliould 
quit his Quarters upon pain of Death. 
This Order was obferv’d fey* two 
days, but the ^d. a young man left 
his Quarters and went and lay at 
home, tor which the Grand Matter 
commanded him to be hang’d. Some 
few days after that, all the reft of the 
Inhabitants loft- both their courage 
and their* patience, and forfook the 
walls and breaches, fo that the Turks 
might eafily have enter’d, had not 
v the Grand 'Matter withftood them 
K k 3 with 
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with that fmall handful ofmen which 
he had left him ; which fqn\e few 
dayes after w'as a little augmented 
by the coming of die Chevalier D'An- 
tfugflr, and die Chevalier Farfan an 
Emlijh maq,with a hundred Soujdiers 
ana fome Wine. ; 

Tins Wine was a greatconfolaticn 
to the City, befides that the Ship 
made fuch Bray ado 6 as it enter’d the 
Port,, that the Turks generally be- 
liev’d it had brought a Relief of a- 
bove a Thouiand men. However the 
Turks continu’d their. Adaults, and 
particularly they made a violent on- 
iet Upon the Sfiattijh Barbae an y from 
which, though they were at firil re- 
puls’d, yet returning with fuch vaft 
numbers the Rhodians were over- 


i 


whilm’d and opprefs’d by multitude, 
and forc’d to retire into the City. 
The Turks having gain’d the Barba- 
can, prefendy came to the foot of the 
Engltjh wall, and by the Ruins of 
the Barb ac an got to the tp,p ofit, and 
there planted feyeral of their Colours. 
The Citizens beholding the Extream 

danger 
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danger they were / in, confefs’d their 
fplly, and befought the Grand Maher, 
as the common Father, to provide 
For their fafety, who gave them li- 
berty to conftitute Deputies Of their 
o wn to attend Solyman y and to .pro- 
cure particular fecurity from him for 
themlelves, and order’d them to go 
along with the Chevalier Grollee. 

The Grand Mafter however ha- 
ving fome hopes of relief, to the end 
he might temporize for a while, fent 
Termed firft tofliewto Solyman a Let . 
ter of Bajazet his Grandfather, where- 
in he bequeath’d his maledidtion to 
thofe of his fucceflours that Ihould 
make war againft Rhodes. Perucci ad- 
drefs’d himfelf to Achmat , who defi- 
rous to fee the Letter, took it, and 
having tom it to pieces, threw it un- 
der his feet itvgreat difdain. Having 
fodone, he fent Perucci back to the 
Grand Mafter, to tell him, that' if he 
did not fuddenly return Solyntan an 
anfwer, he mull: expedt to be mife- 
rabJe. 

Kk 4 How- 
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However the Grand Mailer had 
one more defay, which was to ot- 
ter to Solyman by the propolaf of the 
Chevalier de Grollee , otherwile call’d 
Tajfm , the expences and charges 
of the whole liege, if he would rife 
from before it. But Achmat * would 
not fuller any fuch word to.be deli- 
ver’d to Solyman , faying tliat Solyman 
had more regard to his honour and 
his Reputation thep to all the Riches 
in the World, At length the Grand 
Mailer finding no way. to avoyd an 
agreement, and that delay would 
he. the Lot's of all, vanquish'd his own 
courage, and overwhelm'd with grief 
and vexation, gave h s word to fur- 
render thfe Town upon the conditions 
propos’d. To which purpofe he fent 
away theChevalier 1‘apm & the Depu- 
ties ofthe Town, who were prefented 
to his Majefty; to whom the Knights 
declar’d that the Grand Mailer was 
now refoiv'd to furrender the City 
upon the conditions propos’d to him, 
upon a full afiurance in the faith and 
promifes of his, Majcfty, and hum, . 

hiy 
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bly entreated him to favour the In- 
habitants in the petition which they 
had to prefent to him for their peace 
andfafety. The Inhabitants befought 
him to remove his Army a little far- 
ther off, that they might not receive 
any Injury either in . their perfons 
or goods, and that thofe that Would 
be gone might depart in fafety. So- 
lyman accepted the offer of the Grand 
Matter, and promis’d to obferve in- 
violably every . article of the Capi- 
tulation. “ That the Churches fliould 
“ not be, profan’d; that none of the 
“ Children (hould be carry ’d away 
“ as Tribute Children to make Janif- 
“ faries. That the Chriftians . Ihould 
“ have the free exercife of* their Re- 
“ ligion. That the Inhabitants Ihould 
“ be exempt from all duties for five 
“years. That they that would might 
“ depart in three years with their E- 
“ ftat,es unmolefted. . That Solyman 
“fliould furnilh the Order with Ships 
“ fufiicient to carry them and their 
“ Subje£ts to Candy. That they 
y*‘ fliould carry off' as many of thei* 

“ great 
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“ great puns as they could Load- 
“ Th^t the Caft fes of St Peter, Lango, 

“ and die other Iflanjds and Fortref- 
“ fes belonging to the Order ftiall be 
“ furrender’d to Solyman. After that 
“ Achmat Jfent into the City 400 Jani- 
“faries with a n 4 ga to take poflelTi- 
“on, and the Grand Matter fentinto 
“ the .Camp ^or Hoftages 2 j Knights, 

“ and as many Citizens, who were 
“ by 4 c hmat curteoitfly entertain’d, j 
Jn the mean time Achmat came 
(to vifit the Grand Matter in the Moat 
of die Spattijh Pott, where after 
jfome difcourfe between them, 
he gave the Grand Jitter Notice 
that Solyman was defirous to fee him, 
and therefore adviz’d him, as his 
bcft courfe, to go and wait upon j 
him. The Grand Matter unwilling 
to provoke Solyman , and to give 

him any occafion to break his word, 
by being fever e either to the 
Knights or the Rhodians, rfefolv’d 
to follow Achmats advice. The 
next morning therefore he went, : 
in a plain habit, accompani’d with j 
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£veral of the Knights ; and after 
he had attended for fome .time 
before Solymans, Tent, he was pre- 
fented with a noble Veil:, that So- 
lyntan gave him; which fo foon 
as he had put on, he was intro- 
duc’d into me Grand Signiours Pa- # 
vilion, and k^fs’d his hand. Soly- 
rnan receiv'd him curteoqfly, chear’d 
him up,‘ and told him by his in- 
terpreter, that it was a common 
thing to loo/e or gain Cities and 
Sipniories through the Injftability 
of Fortune; exhorted him to take 
his lofs patiently, and allur’d him 
of a moll punctual performance 
of all his promifes. Then turn- 
ing to his own people. I cannot * 
but pity, faid he, this brave Man y 
yvhom in bis Old Age , Neceffity 
thus compels to abandon the Seat 
of his own Dominion. The Grand 
Mailer return’d him thanks, be- 
fought him to remember what he ?. VA 
had promis’d, and fo taking his 
leave, retir’d. Solyman caus’d him 
v . JV 
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to be guarded into the City,- and' 
ga vd habits of honour to all the, 
Knights that attended him. 

Ihrfee days after Solyman him*j 
felf rode to view 'the Trenches/ 
the Batteries, the Breaches, and 
the Toiwer of St. Nicholas. Upon 
his return he enter'd the Palace 
attended only by Achmat , and /- 
b'rahim x then a Page, but highly 
belov’d by him , and ask'd for 
the Grand Mafler. When he faw 
him, he madeakindof offer toraife 
his Turbant from his . head with 
his hand, out of refpett not per- 
mitting the Grand Mafler to make 
any obeyfance to him below his 
dignity. Bidding him fear nothing, 
and telling him withall, if he had 
not time enough, he would allow 
him more. The Grand Matter re- 
turn’d him thanks, but defir ’d no- 
thing, more of him thqi to* be 
mindful of'his.promife. Thereupon 
Solytnan remounted, ' and having 
view’d the Church of St. J ohn y re- 
torn ’d to -his Pavilion. , * 

Upon 
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• Upon Neve-years day the Grand 
Matter having taken his leave of 
So ly matt,' and embark’d as many 
of the, choice!! great Guns as 
the: time, would permit, attended 
by all the Knights, and as many 
of the beft of the Citizens, who 
rather chofe to follow his fortunes, 
then fubmit to the Tyranny of 
the Turks , went aboard the Gal- 
leys appointed to carry the difcon- 
folate Traine, and the beft of their 
goods, andfteer’d away for Candy. 

Thus did The Order of St. J ohn 
loofe Rj bodes, after they had held 
and maintain’d it with fo much 
conftancy, fo much Expence of trea- 
fure, and lofs of blood, againft the 
whole power of the Barbarous Ma- 
hometans, for the fpace of two hun- 
and thirty years. 
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
